The Council of State paS8e<l 6 official Bills wiiich had been passed 
previously by the Assembly. The Bills were to amend the Factories Act, 
1913, the Indian Merchandise Marks Act, 1941, the Indian Army Act, 
1911, the Indian Air Force Act, 1932.

Master Tara Singh, Akali leader, when he addreaaed a Sikh Diwan at Laliore 
made a plea to accept the Dritith Governmeiit’a new otfer through Lord 
Wavell. 

Hia Majeaty the King, in bia apee«'b proroguing Parliament, said : ‘*My 
Cavern nient nave aulhoriaid tlie Govcrnor-lieueral of India to invite particiiwtion 
of Indian political leadera in the Government of British India.

The Sbiromoiii Akali Dal met at Amriiaar io diacuaa the Viceroy’a ofler 
nod authorieed Maater Tara Singh to attend the Simla Conference. 

At the Myeore I^gialative Council, Mr. ii. B. Guiidappa Gowda took charge 
of hie ofKoe and preeided over tbe acaaion.

II hM iritty been sstd that a History of India that reveala the whole iianorama 
of the vast milteiiia of her ilistiiu-iivc IHe and fiviliaati »ia in its a«*iiisl abaiHf and 
eoloiir and due pmikiriioii and }iersiiivtivi\ sitll r« insiin* to be written* llte nistertsU 
for dmwifitf sueh a vast outline and mskinft sii<^li a coniprebenaive and eoniieirted 
eketeh are not jrel in Hand. A fairly d« finite oiulifte and c*oiitt<*et«*d sketch nhteh 
aivee the promise of beina some day develt»iKd tiiu> what in r died **Si‘teiititic history** 
bast However* been steadHy cnieruttii: out of the mist that veils the immensity of 
India*# imst--^ mist whivh (thsnks to ilte laliours of" the investiaatorsi has 
iwreeptibiy thinned without bftiia as yet aetuslly Idted as far as one can now make 
one's Ineiirsion into the aae that saw tlie birth of BihHiiain and Jainism in India 
ill the Hixth Century H. Heyond that there is still only Voamie nebulae** relieved 
here and there hy a few stray eonstellstiona of lucidly dtsliiu-t historical fsi^a. 
'fhese **nebul;i‘** have probably a depth and dettstu to In* measured only in lerfiis 
of mltlenis. But from the pi^sltioii where we can now make oitr histoiiciif 
pros|tei*tin):. tlirse vast remote dark s|iac*es of Indian hiatiwy recede aiul shrink and 
fohl up and* at last, look like a far- away blank, black Hpberiilc beyond ibe ^sla\y 
of human reniemliraiice. 

Ancient Indian liiatory is, apiuiretitiy, ‘lull** oi aiieli |:af<a nml blanks. Beyond 
the time wlicii Alexander the Hreat invnded titc runjab iJ.Tf B. i\), the i:afaciicsl 
system of detailed and anthciitic Indian history diww not fat extend. There are too 
many niiexplorofl blank sfniees and iinforineit, chaotic nebnhe Iteyond that time still. 
Iteuiuuiiiis approximately with that iiertotl we are ftirniabcd. sometimes in akundain'e 
with fairly trustworthy nisterisl In the slia|ic of eonteiu|iorary t*refk testimony l«sr* 
bits on liultaii history, anti also, as time rolls on. with intk^iipiioiial and other kinds 
of decipherable and ileiteiidable domestic evidence. Of cr.nrse, an immenae mass of 
‘‘documentary" evidence and evidence in the more or less fluid, volatile state nf 
trsdUkMi, heresay and folk-lore ^written or niiwritten) have alaays lain by the stdr 
of the historian hitlicrto busy with hia inscriptions, p}at«*s« I'oiiis, arlcfai*te and any 
corroborative evtdcii(*c that may be forihcoiiiin^ from outside. And that msKs of 
ancient Indian diammcninry evidence and iradiiion has, ticnerany, lain iieulecied hy 
hia aide It has lna!ii« cciierally. of little help to him in i‘«K*oiiacruetin|*, **oii 
aeirntiile liniai**, the skeleton of nn *icnt Iniliitn History. It has been, 

however, of isrcai use to the conifuirattve in>thii!o;:iKt. pbi1o!o{;i.-t and anlhru|Kvlo)rial. 

Kut even the hiwtorian who seeks to nvoiisirn* i on scieniilir fine the luissiiii' 
akidctiin of anetent hispiry, whether of India or t>f any other country, should do 
well to, TcmcwiiieT that the dry bones of the skeleton hs may have l»crii able to put 
together wilt not Imlnie, tivini: history iiiitcss they can t»c matle inaunct with the 
loiieh of life which litcTstiire. art, tradition, *mylbs'. hdk-lorc. religious and sotdal 
inaUttiiiiwta uv^ their earlier and later forms alone can nive. Fnmi coins, plates etc., 
we ean’'1i^ld^a imaaitile or even pntbable frame- work of cliroiiolo|;y into which we 
can iHit nii^ little 'Nits, of testcil lai'is accordtni: lo one pcHMitdtf plan or other, twitch a 
mosaic of dates and facts (mainly relatini! to d>iiaaiU* aiic«*eaaton, war and congest) 
is of eoMTSs itn|>oriaNt as ncceaeary iirotind-tdaii of W&story. Hut it it not the com* 
pleteit striiciiirc of liistory. It it not history as organic process of evolution. So 
we have to diaittipuiah between slructursl or nioipholo^it-al hietory and ontaolc 
**physiolo}£ical*’ hlaU>ry. 

Now India Ims been eo |Mor in compart^on with some other ancient count- 
ries like h^rypt. flabylonia and t'hiiia in her “noucriais" for writing the first kind 
of history, and the available materials, as we saw, do not carry us much beyond 
the time of Budha and MaluBir in the Sixth Osnttiry B. 0. Becently. however, a 
very old and, apparently*, a high order of civitisattati has Iteeii unearthed in tM 
Indua Vatley in the iSiwikb and iti Sind, which aceordtui; to current official 
beliefs, la of Stini mem II ^tteru.

Bat tbaca wara and atill bare haen other lactoca which, to aome extant, 
Oparata agalnat India daftlopioR a compact and cobarant political and military 
ociiiMdiatlon axaapt oecaaionally like, for itiatanea. tha Great komaa Empire of ola 
or tba Britiab Empire In modern timaa; We |W)aaeaa, apparently, no eonncetcd retroe* 
p^ al tba ramota paat of whiob the Vedaa, Cpice and Furanae apeak. Bat aa far 
aa afiMraacea an unitary, eentraliaed, Indian Empire wae the exception and 
not toa mie. Jn later timea alao« an Empire like that of Atoka waa not a common 
aablOfameat. At we aaid, India hat poaamaed deep-laid cultural and inatitutional 
unity baaaath all her dirertittet. India haa fouitht, and fooKbt bravely, for the 
laleimtf of her aacred Land, her tacred religion and tradition, and for their aaared 
▼lalbla Bymbola and Embodiment. But one haa rarely fought for the ''State** aa 
aneh or aa Empire aa anob. The apirit of bar oiiltura did not favour the formation 
aad aanaolidatloo of KaUonaliam in tba aanea it ia commonly underatood, and bar 
baala laaUtutlona would hardly conaiat with any forma of eentraliaed biala control. 
Tha all*aootrolllog and co-ordinating Priorlpla waa Uharma (tha Principle of Hitman 
Valnai and Conduct) rathar than any State agency. Each village, for example* waa 
a aalf«aoatalned aommuna and autonomona unit owing permanent allegiance to tha 
ilign of Dharma and only temporary allagianoa to any kingahip that might function 
far tha lima being. So the village coromunaa continued to live though kingdoma 
aftar tdngdoam roia and fell. They ware but little affectrd by the accident and 
agigaaelaa of politica. 

Again, tba apirit of Dharma (which ahonld not ba tranalatcd aa religion) haa 
daflnllmy and ayalamatieally favoured all human or even all-living valnea and tan- 
danalaa and aoamopolitaii outlook, and haa oppoaad militant, aitgraaaiva, "predatory**. 
naSonallam. The old Upaniahada are clear and cotiragaoua in tbair conception of 
Ihoaa higher valuaa ; and tha Dbarmaabaatraa ( Godea laying down aoeial and 
IttdivIdoaT conduct) wara hold and conaialant in their execution of thoae ideaa. Imter. 
Bndblam aad Jainiam and other "reforming** movamanta have tended only to atreaa 
aaah vilaeo aa aon-violanoa and fellowahip with all man »nd all living bainga. Ibaaa 
fONii operating through tba agaa tended to produce In tha ladbin claaioa and maaaaa 
a aommoa diapoaition not quite favourahla to tha formation and consideration of an 
unitary military atata for pnrpoaea of oifanaa and defaiioa.

Hia atcam^rollar of ooaqaaat 
apcfdily davelO|>ad *'irar*iicafinfm*' on iba plaina of tba Piiniab, and ba had to go 
back only adding a bit of India to bia vast Emuira. Ha bad won aoma of nla 
batiica in India, but it had not been an **aaay walk-over** with him, 

CUAHnRACIltpTA ANIi ASOEA 

After hia death abortly aftarwarda, Iba vaat Macedonian Empire practically 
Vent to piarea. Obandragupta, who became the king of Magadba, proved hlmaMf 
loo powerful for the Oraak Invadara wbo had violated the aanctity and integrity of 
the aaered Land of the Five HlTara. Aa the raanlt of the formidable onpoaiiion by 
tba armies of (*handragopia, a treaty waa concittded betwat^n him and the Oraak 
which made him the attprame* undiapiitad lord and aovaraign of the Indian Empire. 
Magaatbenas. wbo waa aant by Nalaticua aa an ambaaaador to tha court of Chandim* 
gupta, left a vary valuable record of tba tiiuaa of the cuatoma and morala of iba 
people, and of tlm adniiniatralioii. which though unfortnnately fragmentary, beam an 
eloquent, and admiring taatiroony to the high order of material and moral dvlliaation 
atuined by tba llindua ecntiirica before tha Cbriatlaii era. And Ihla high elvllian* 
lioa waa avolved in India not in iaolation but in commerce with other mlllaationa 
that douriabcd in ancient timea auch aa tha ilahylonlan, Greek. Faraian and f^lnaaa. 
Chandmgitpta*a aon waa Bindiieara who waa auccaedad Im Aaoka <20IL291 It. 0.1, 
who waa undoubtedly, one of tha greataat rulera of man liolding thalr away for tba 
material and aptrilnal good of mankind. Numcrona adlcU and inecriptiona record 
tha noble and glorioua achiavemeiita of hia reign which, in lia later atagea, left Iba 
bloody path of war and conqtieat and devoted ilaelf to the much mom noble and 
fruitful lack and tba moral and apiritual conqneat and redemption of oiiraelvea and 
our fellow beinga. With coromendalile caUndicily and tolerance, not aaeking to 
impoaa it a|iou whm by hia great imperial authority and power, ha axerclaed that 
authority and power for the pnrima of traiiaforming Hiidhiam, which had bean 
mom or Icaa a local tact in tha Uangea Valley, into one ol tha greateat and moat 
potent living world rrligiont. Aaoka’a reign ia tlierafore rigliUy held to ba an aiH)ch 
in Uia hiatory of the world. Hit edicta alao abow the man. bia idaala and hia 
roathoda. But all tbia bad not allowed or favoured the cement of tha great Manrya 
Kmpiraaaiting info tba rcqtilaita bardneaa. ltide|>eitdeiit kingdoma like Bactnna 
and Partbta look their rtea in tba border land, and tha Oreaka renewed their 
iiicuraiona. Maw racaa (Iba Yuen ebi) came in a aurga of migration which awq^ 
all bafom them, and in tba flrnt century A. I>. a conaiderable portion of iba Morta- 
weal ladia came nodar their inflaanca. 

Gupta DynAaTY 

Kaniaka, wbo made Pcabawar bia capital, proved great aa a rater tad aa a 
patron and miaainnary of tba Bndbiatic religion. Under him Iba Knaban Biancb of 
the Ynen«cbt reached tha sanith of hia |Yowar. Bni thia |towar fall aa anotbar power 
in middle India roaa— the Andhra dynaaty. A peak like Amamvatl or UBMn woald, 
aoma time, riaa and ahina in tba midat of moving vaalneaa of Indma walira, 
In Iba beginning of tba fonrth century the cenim of political fnflocaca fa India waa 
again ablliad to Pataiipntra in Magadba aa the Gupta dYnaaly emerged into power. 
Samadragupla, wbo rnled for fllty ycara, and bia aon Cnandragopta, fmatljr di^* 
gnialwd tbamaaWaa not only in war but in ilta afthare of peacafiu ondTlraltfal 
ndmlniatratiott, promoting general prueparity and giving liberal faconmgamant to art 
and llteraUirt, a gloriotta tifbnta to which waa paid by tbaChinaaa pilgrim Fadmin.

Prom the twelfth century right up to Iho 
eighteeiith, or even for tome time later, the Hindu power of leviral and cegenerotloiit 
of tiiitiatlon and esecutiofi wan never like dead or even dyinu. Indapendenl and 
often powerful kiiigdoma like Ylisyaiiapar in Hia Soulb« tlioae of Pratap, ShWa]l and 
the Keriiwaa In the west t ne do not mention some othera a, g, Ihoaa in Brngob) 
wonld now and then proudly lift their hcada and ehallenga the authority of tho 
great Moalem emparora. Uader that autliority, too* tbm flourished many great Hindu 
admtntstratora^ miiiUtera, governors, gcuersis and flnaticiera. In short, daring tha 
Btabammedaii era, the Hindu genius was not at Its beat but it was not quite decMenl* 

The Mahamurpaii IIdlb 

The Mahammedan coiiqiierots, again, from Mohamad Gnort who wseatad the aeaptfo 
of the kingdom of Delhi from Prlthviraj after n flrat tinaucstieful aftempl, eame to 
India aa foreigners hut they did no* remain here aa foreigncra. India waa llie land 
of cheif adoption,. Raids Hke those by Chrngis Khan or Madir Shah wera lira and 
I hey did not ret'reaeni the normal eottri# of eventm India auflered, and aomaliinea 
bacUy, no doubt, from tha efTecta of the coimuering ardour and prostlytisiag seal of 
some of tha Mahammedan rulera. But the great Moghula wersaa mneli *'cbildro»of 
the soil** ns the humblest of the llindn *^tieatlieii\ And tbit sharing lattthir by 
tba Hiudiis mhI Muiaalmana of a enmmon "hearlb ami boma*^ natnrslly Itndad 
to bracd a eunaetoaaness of eommnntty of intcreau In both ae Iudia*a eflaprlng. 
There waa a steady aasiaiflniion of the armitie and Indo- Aryan enllnrea also and 
even a grosring understnading and apprci iation of one telwioa by tha othar. iW 
religions tonched and even blended with each other at their bigbett pointn-e^ gn in 
Suflsm and Vedantie myattciam. They also met and evohrw a broad common 
Sbrine" to which folk beliefs, practices and iaatitntiona would bring their nnlfed 
homage. Even a common dialect (Urdu or Ifindnatliani) waa evolve betwetn tho 
two in Northern Indta which gradually blossomed into a fine Hterainre, Tha 
patronage extended by the Mohammedan -empemra to Mnsic. An*biicvlure etc, waa 
•Iso fruitful of very fine result. India’s wsalib attracted the trade and conrmerea 
of the whole civilised world. Jik fset, Arntrica or the West Indies waa dlMOveved 
in an attempt to discover an western route to the Indian market. Britiab, French, 
Dutch and Portuguese trsders all came at.d scrambled for market, and eventually, 
for )K>litieal imwcr in India. It ia also worthy of note that even under the away 
of aneh maaterfni monarebs aa Sher Shah. Akhar or Anrangash, the government m 
the country was in the main decentralised, alloning provincial and meal autonomy 
--down to the autonomy of (he village uniis— to amqiialely fonction. Even petty 
looat chiefs— like the feudal lords of the rotdiaevsl IVcat— never unlcMUt tho art 
of fighting and governing. 8o it was always possibir for a man of ambition and 
ability, like Khivaii for example, to evolve sanctions wberehy be could implement 
his high political aapiraiious. It waa the very large mvasure of local autonomy 
and local initiative that existed .bat rendtrid fiossilile tbe rtaa of the Mahratta and 
Sikh Pomcra and alto of tha kingdoms of Hyder Ali and the Nisam In the south. 
And Britiah Pueer in India in Its rHe lo paramonnty found Its moat formidahle 
rivals or powcrinl allies ia them.

The oecond Civil Oioobedienee Movement woo the 
noturot reoiilt which eoti tinning for oboiit two yooni—]0i2*'34-— prepored by 
repreooioii the mind of Indio to rteelve the eoimtitutionel ehongeo mode by the Aet 
of 19H5. The geiivnio oiad the long drown prot»eooco of ehopiiig tbU mochinery were 
informed hy n opirit of orrogotit impcrioliom. ignoring nt every etep Indion eelf- 
reopect. The imtwriol tiovernmetit could not occopt ony of the ouggeotlono mode in 
the Joint Memorondtim of the Indion delegoteo iiominoted hy itoelf. The onrivolot 
**provinriol oiitononiy" chniiged in no woy **o relotionobip tbot reoto on conqoeef” 
wbooe **oonctiou’* woo the pbyeicot might of Britoin, to a note the wordo of the well- 
known Rrttiob piiblieiot, Mr. Hroiltiford. 

With the pnoooge of t^do Act the ruling oiithoritieo lio|ird thot they hod 
been ohie to no provide thingii thnt the men and women of Indio wonid remoln 
ootiMtied with their enUr^cd electoroteo, from 70 lokho to oboiit 4 I'roreo, ond with 
the Minietrieo chorged with the o*>1iitiott of ‘^thingo thot motter"*-the problemo of 
heolth, educotion ond economic well-Mitg with which ore intimately Imnnd up the 
life of the mojority of the iwople. 'niene problemo of dirt, dieenee end ignwmneo 
eonld not be neglected ony more without doing porinoiient injury to the body 
politic. The tnereoeing retrogniiion of tlito oorry ototo of ofToiro Joined to the 
inereooiiig reoentment with the preteneioiie of ”exteriio1 nutliority”, felt bj tnertoeiitg 
numlwroof lodiono, creoted o conf!i.*t in the mind of Indio thot woo reffeeted la the 
diectiioioii of public ofrAire--o rontrodtrttoti between tbeo|ioken word mid iheprocUeo 
thot nought to give it ohope ond form. The orgAiiiootioii of the election romitoign 
on liehiilf of the Congreini woe choroctc? ist*d by thto cnnimdietion. The pnrpooe of 
•ending Oongreno repreoentoiiveo to the i«egiolottireo woo deidored to be to '*comhot” 
ond to **eiid*' the Act of which throe mere the producto, the ineorporoiion of iho 
**Fundementol Righto'* reeolniion (pewM d ot the Koroebi Congreoo, lOil) and of the 
"Agrorioii rrogromme" (oceepied ot the Lucktiow Oongreee iSid) i» the Cbngreio 
Election Moniteoto (22 Angnot, llViS) held tlie promioe of relief through tlieoe 
liCgiolotureo of the mony tile > politi«*ol end economic ond ooctol-*from whieh Uio 
people enlTered. Koeing the Oongreoe Perty in thie bottle lor votee, otood the u|v 
holdero of varied intereete, cummunal ond elaae« tbot under vnrioua diegulaao and 
with radical prograromea on their li|>« tried to eoiialixe the rioing temper and the 
orgonised feeling of the country. In the election conteat the Congreoi oecuml 
nbooltite mojoritteo in five provinceo— Bl**droo. the United Provincee, the Oeiitrol 
Province# oiid Beror« Rebar, ond t trioee ; It woo tlie eingla lorgeet party in four-* 
Uomboy* Bengal, Aeeom and the North Weal Frontier Province ; in tlie Funjoh and 
bind Oongreoo membera were in a miwoiiiy— a negligible minority. 

When their leadcro were called ui>on by the fluvernora in the provineeo to 
help him in forming the MiniAWtee, they demanded of the Governore’ anatirance 
that life would not be made of their veto and emergency poweiw, and that 
Ibe advtoe of the Mintatrieo would not be **aet aide in regard to theit 
eonaUinUoiial aciivitiee,” 1*he Gorcrimre expreaced inability to diveoi themoelveo 
of **eenain obligationa” whirli tlie Patliement bad imiHwed on them. Knoued a 
eonatitniional deadlock ; the Aeeemldiaa were not called in eeven provincee ; 
**inlcrlm minletneii" were n|it»oiiited to **eoneeaP' , thto *‘hreiikdowii” of the 
eoneiiloUonol device, aaid Prof Reriiedah* Keith. For four moitiha the eontioveroy 
waxed and waned. Aa the ataintory priiod for the i^onveniilg of the Aooembliea diww 
nenror* the (tovemaecnt. **oUra-fieDiltive over quevtiona of pmetige**, yielded, 
Oongfwoa Minietriea were formed in eeven provineeo ; in Bengid and Amam. la 
the PanJob and Rind conlitton mkiietrieo wore Innelioniag from April. 1987 ; the 
OOBgieoe Mlolelricii from the Inet weak Mj, 1997. Tha fwfttoal of lha CongMia 
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l»«ilirlite dM kbft of olloving ilo mmhm to ootor into cooliUoo wm •• the 
proAowiniol portotr. m it woo pontblo ia Btagal aail Anaait oaobM Matlioi 
oooiaiaaoliot Hlalttnoii in be eel b|i io ibeeelvo fwovtnoee wboee eetifitice Mped 
<0 mmk hovoe wHb tlie deeeociee of eiviiieed life, to IfifteM the bitteraeee of eoa- 
jOttiial leettog aad waft ite poieoa all over the eoiintry. 'ilie loweet de|ith of thie 
degiadalloa wee reached whra ouibarete of areoii and kiot in the eity of Deoea and 
Nm eonntey aide within the dietrici oeenrred durinu lUll. Ilie device of the **Co«- 
muaal Aerard** baa been working towarde ite logical end. 

The India Act of 19J6 had a federal acheme to introduce. A aort of Diarehy 
waa eofiteaiplated, and veet areae of power in the admtoiatralion were withheld 
from the people^arepreMntatlvea; the nomineea of the riilera of the Indian Statea 
wera given a dUpro|M>rtionaiely big rapreaentatlon in both the Wper and lower 
boneea of the Central Legialatnre. llie Iteeerva Hank and the Fmral Railway 
dttthority were Inataneea of the former ; and the eo-ealled Statee* repreaentativea 
were ao many **poeket-borougbi** andcr the command of the external authority 
repieaeDted by tbe Oovernor*Qeneral. *i*heaa and the induatrial and eommereial 
and poUiieal **ealegnardi** with which the Federal ^heme briatled repelled poblio 
opiaion io ladia. Tbe meiority of Mtilfim pclttioiana were afraid of a oaotral 
Goveramaat where their eommunaliat fiolitiea will keep them in a perpetual minority 
and where they were not prefiared to play their pert in poll ties free from narrow 
appeala toeredal and elate oonoeite and ambitionc. 'llie nilera of the Indian Scatea 
ware reported to be trying to preae hard bergaitia in their negotiationa over the 
**tiietniBaeate of Aoecaaioa** hath in their relation with the '^Paramount Power*^ amt 
la their apprehenilone of the rieing tide of democracy in their own Butce. For two 
yaara Lord Linlithgow waa kept busy amoothing all tliia oppoaition with bit otrnoat 
dfploaaaey when in Beptember. 1939, the World War II of the 20th century burat 

iiiig world. 

lodla^ waa declared a belligerent by the Oovernor^deneral without even the 
pretence of coneulUlion with the Oentral Legialature. Thia waa regarded aa an 
Intuit to ludlan aelf-reapect ; it expoaed before all the world the unnatural 
ftlatien that aubaiated betwaeii India with her 40 crorea of people and Britain 
wiUiher5;lt expoaed the hollowocaa of the alogan raiaed by Britain that aha 
wee being forced into tbe preaent war for the defence of democracy. Tbe declaration 
waa un panic meaeure ; the ground bed lieen prepared for it aix moothe earlier by a 
naw Beo«iow---Btolioo 126A— In the Act of 1995 aoenring to tha Central Government 
of India **ccicntial powere of direction and control** over tbe Provincial Govern- 
meuto when eit emergency due to war waa proclaimed by the Oovernor»General 
uader Bcetlon 102 of the Act. The emergency power gfautcli by thia latter Sactioa 
had baon givan to the Oantral Lcgialatufc elected on n wide poimlar frnnehiae. 
whereat the new Beetlon empowenro an Imaponaible ISxecoiive with power to **giva 
diaoellon to a Provbiee at to tha maonar in which the exceutiva thereof le to be 
enereleed.** *J*he maiorlty of the Provincial Bffiniatriee raiacd abjeeiiona to thie 
**Hivaaloo by the Oantae on tho apbora of authority eonferrad by tha Act on the 
Pbovlaaea.** IhehnioaUy tha Britlih Oovoramani might have haaa right. But in rala- 
ttona Ihoaa that aubaiat batwaan ladia and Britain legal and eooailtutloiiat 
aavraetitode doaa not play a helpf nl hand. 

Tha actual oiitbroak of the war did not aaee tha tanalmi batween Indian 
Nalionallam and Biitteh Imparinliam. llm Indian National Oongnea voioed aihoet 
nnivorial Indian feeltag whan ia a atatement ieened on tha 14 Beptamber, 1999 
it oalled upon the BrMeh Goveroment le dedaiu their **war aime in regard to 
Domoeracy and Impfrialteni and tba New Order that it enviaaged; in partlcalar« 
how theaa alma are going to apply to lodia and to ho givan emot Io in tho 
ufuatttt.'* Booh a deotaralioot aaid Ptoidil Jawharlal Nahni In a maeaaga to tha 
London Datly CAronM^ will he able to '^make tha paopla of Indte anthuaiaaUe 
lor n war which wae not thelra.* The Ooogrcee iavHalkm to the Britieh

Thie vlait 
will remain a land-mark in Indfa'a reoeot hiatifry The United 6tatee of America 
baa •oat to India her armed force# acroee ten thoeaud milee of the watere of 
three octane to euetain the oaitee of United Natiouf lodia, kept unorganieed 
in the modern arts of war and i>face. unequal to meeting the ohaUenge of iiitc»- 
oalionai anurchy, ia thankful for Hi}<?h friend it iiin*n. lint the ia not quite ha|if>y 
with thie arrangement. Fci, ahe .cniaioe a debtor both materially and epiritualiy.

India in Home Polity 

By the end of the ttr.Ht eix moDthe of 1915 which {orm the 
cubiect of study in thi»t volume of tlio Anau^U the 

»econd world war of the 20tb century was< rolling 
OefseC ef Axle towards the defeat of the Axix Powers both in Europe 
Pewere t^nd east Asia. Gormany oncircled from the woet and 

south by Anglo-American forces, from the north-east and 
east by the forces of the Soviet Union, was down and out. The 
Fuehrer, the supreme loader of the Gorman people, w.is either dead 
nndertha debris of the Chancellory of 13.:riin or a fugitive. Mussolini 
died at the hands of an Italian mob who kill^l him as they do a mad 
dog* As we witness these two events, wo may not realise their 
signifioanoe as part of a great historic tragody« so near are we to it. 
The maiority of us have grown callous, doalened iu body and miud 
by the overthrow of empires in Germany, in Austro-Hungary, in 
Titfkey, in Bussia, in Japan happening in course of thirty years. The 
unconditional surrender of Japan did not take place More the first 
weak of August, 1915, but the signs and portents were unmistakable 
that the end of the dreams and ambitions of ruling classes of Great 
Mipfion (Japan) was not distant.

The tIpM of them 
appeared to be moved by the same impuiHe to carve out Iheir epheree 
of influenees, moncfiolieed by Britain, the United Sif.tes and the Soviet 
Uflloa* Of theee Britain appeared to have been the most prominent 
target, having bean the pionser of modem imperialism, the exploitation 
d subject oountriee for her own benefit. She had so spread hersrif 
over the ler »paoee of the earth that no now-oomer couU walk over 
them except by ooitUttng with her. This eel a pattern of controversy 
between her and other aepirante lo the position of great Powers an- 
tillid to ahare in ite glory and profit This in the erudeoi aense is 
the oure of the pcohto that einee the beginning of the pmeent 
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o nitt uj had baan attempted to ba aohad by tfaa two wan ol 
o e aan a and eoatioents. Tba wodd ia so loiinr ba donbi that tba 
pcofalam baa yet to find its solntion, that Woodrow WilaoB and naolEa 
Booaavdt, Uoyd George and Winston Charobill hava labonrad and 
aebamad, looght and won. withoat scdvi^ it. Why their oooattiaa 

a entangled in these two wars are weU known to*day. That know* 
je should hava enabled them to find the way oat of tba pnaenl 
daadloek in internatioaal affairs. It is trna that Amerioan and Bkitisb

The revival 
of the Pidisb Btata after the first world war (lOli-'lS) and the 
eskablidunenk of soma sort of stable relakions between it and kba 
Soviet Union altar kba latter’s defeat in front of Warsaw in 1920**21 
has proved to be an episode of little value. The Busso-German 
Pact of August, 1989 khak hastened the outbreak of the second world 
war wiped kbe Polish State off the map of Europe for about six 
yaaca. Germany’s defeat in it has helped to make a new start in 
Polish life with a new State from which unmistakable Polish areas 
have bean snatched away and included in the Soviet Union. This 
loss has been sought to be made up to the Polish State by attaching 
German ueas in what was known as East Prussia, driving from it 
a few millions of Germans who had been there for more than two to three 
hundred years. In the second volume of the Annual Rnyist-r cf 
1989 ( J uly — Deoember), we have traced the history of German-Polish 
relations, as bitter as Basso-Polish. The revival of a new Polish State 
nnder the snperintendenoe of the Soviet Union makes no difference 
to the Polish people dispersed into two States ; their memory of the 
bitterness of the many partitions in their country's life will not make 
sweet and stable the relations between the racial groups German, Bussian, 
Polish — huddled in this part of the continent of Europe. Today the 
Soviet Union may flaunt its victory in the name of the exploited 
masses of this area. But racial memones of wrongs, racial conceits 
and ambitions, have a habit of lying low for decades and centuries 
and erupting either into revolt or their assertion for a place in 

the sun of international life. Polish «nd German resentment with 

the Soviet Union may sink into the unconscious today. But it 

will watch and wait for the day of vengeance, for the day of 

deliverance of their self-respect. 

Unless human nature changes and the United Nations Organiza- 
tion becomes a reality in the world’s life these danger spots in Eastern 
Europe will remain to be centres of outbreaks, big 
Aoflo-Hoviei or small. They are illustrative of conditions in Europe ; 

rsIsUess they do not exhaust the accumulated hatreds that 

late or soon will disturb the continent's life and of the 
whole world just as Danzig set the train to an outburst of inter- 
national and global warfare. During the period we have been dealing 
with, events in Greece became the focus of a great controversy between 
Britain and the Soviet Union manouevring for position in the eastern 
Mediterranean. For about one hundred and fifty years the former 
bad been dictator of policy in this area : she bad taken advantage 
of the decay of the Turkish Empire, of the demoralization of the ruling 
dasses of this Empire, to estabUsb her control, direct or indirect, 
over the eondnet of the different States that bordered on this central 
ema The Mepoleonio wan showed her hands plainly to the wm^ 
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The opeoiog of the Suez Cuel had eoimrlod it into » Brifieh 
hike. The island of Cyprus and Egypt hod to pass under the gnidanee 
of Britain so that the life line to Britain's Empire in Asia and 
Oceania, to Australia and New Zealand and Tasmania, may be prote ct ed 
o^nst the claims of new-oomcrs to the field of imperialist competition. 
Tsarist Bussia hod tried to break into Britain*s preserres by breaking np 
Torlury. But she failed because Britidn stood behind Turkey. On the 
eve of the first world war Britain and Bussia come into on understanding 
about a partition of the ‘‘inheritance of the Turk" who was known to 
European diplomats as the ‘*sick man of Europe" lying on bis death hed. 
This accommodation between the two countries become necessary because 
Germany hod started her Berlin-Bogdad railway scheme which carried to 
completion would have rendered ineffective all the defence measures 
organised by Britain in this part of the Mediterranean area by by-passing 
them. Bussia's ambitions also were threatened by it. For, if Germany 
became strong in Asia Minor and Mesopotamia, Bussia would be 
enciroli (1 and her historic gravitation towards the Mediterranean and the 
Persian Gulf would be halted for many a day. Thus did German 
ambitions bring the two rival empires of Britain and Bussia on a common 
platform both during the first world war (1914-'18) and during a part of 
the second (l941-*45). But with the defeat of Germany in 1945, with her 
elimination as a threat to their common interests, has l^n revived the old 
rivalry between them. And Greece became a not too wiUing pawn in their 
game. Though the names of ‘‘Ellas** and ‘*Boyalist" were used to feature 
the struggle in Greece as an internal conflict between democrats and 
conservatives of the country, the strings that moved their forces could be 
traced to Moscow and London with no great search. The use of Indian 
troops by Britain to keep the peace in Greece, to give Greek citizens 
opportunity to have free and fair elections was such a transparent pretence 
that not even the tyro could bo misled by it. 

This was the pattern of the "Big Three collaboration that we 
witnessed in the middle of 1945. In Germany, many things have 
been happening that are dark for the prospects of 
Oeneany A international amity. Owing to rigid Press censorship 

**Blf Pour" the world is being kept ignorant of the ways in which 

the "Big Four’*— the Unit^ States, the Soviet Union 
Britain and France— had been competing with one another for snatching 
the souls and bodies of German men and women to one aoQMier*'a 
parlour. The Germans were helpless, it is true But none need be 
snrpris^ if the conflicting interests of the Anglo-Saxon Powers and 
of the Union of Soviet Republics are driven to take ateps to en- 
courage one or the other of the German classes, democrats or socialists or 
communists, and thus enable them to stand on their lags to act as 
pawns for their patmns. This happened after first world war when 
Britain and France beoame entangled in a rivalry for political hege- 
mony over the continent of Europe, over the area between Ekaaoe and 
Bnasia. The Germans exploited the difference to their own advantage, 
and it would not be far wrong to suggest that it was this rivalvy that enabled 
tb# Nasi party under Adolf Hitler to wrest the power of tibe Stoke «» 
their rival politicians. On the present occasion oloo, with the viokmoos 
Powers in possession of different aceos of the Belch, thnre is already m 
oompetition betwesn them oa to who will inieok into tha Gemoni mceg 
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aoMMiMhr Md qaMdy thatr diffwwal idadociM and pnwliaaa. m alto to 
boy UMiv oaiiporfc Aluoagh aeoaomie aod floo^al lia^ Shia todiaiqna of 
paraoarioo, fchia re-odootoioD of tha Gannoo pooplot h«ra oothiag aaarab 
aboot it : it ia on Mw progHunme of tba long tanga roMXMMtniotian ti tha Ufa 
of tha BaropMO paoplea.

Almost at 
the same time Bussia put in a plea for tba revision of the Montreaux 
Convention that had bean signed on July 20. 1936. after hard bargaining 
of about a month between Britain. Franca, tba Soviat Union and Turkey. 
Kamal Ata Turk's country gained tba most from this intmmant of revision 
of tha lAusanna Treaty that had snatched from her hands control of tha 
Bosphorus and tha Dardandlas and put thaaa watar*ways into tha wif te k 
Sea from tha Mediterranean and from tha Mediterranean to the Black 
Sea under tha suparintandaoca of an International Ooramission. Tha 
MontrMux Convention returned to her this control and authorised bar to 
militarise tha coastal defancas that had beu demolished after tha first 
world war as a punishment for Turkey's defeat in this war. . Tha Soviat 
Union also gained all her points. Her interests in the Black Sea Straits 
defined in the Montreaux Convention as including tba Dardanelles, the 
Sea of Marmora and the Bo.phorous wars both economic and strategic. 
The corn of the Black Earth region, tba coal of tbs Donats, tba oil of 
Baku and the Bumanian oil fields, the agricultural produce of the lower 
Danube Valley, all have thair natural outlet through the Straits. Tba 
question as to who was to control tha Straits had. tharafora. always bean of 
vital concern to the riverain Powers of tha Black Sea and the Danube, tha 
more so since the invention of artillery and floating mines bad randsnd 
the Straits all but impassable for a hostile Power as tha Gallipoli 
of 1915 had demonstrated.

This is the only interpretation that 
satisfies the roquiroments of the situation created by Russia's xnotory 
in the war. hy lior fooling that sho should hove a say in matters 
that ooncorned the Black Sea and its outlet to tbo Mediterranean of 
which Turkey is tlie guardian now. Her notice claiming revision of 
the Montroaux Convention is, however, in the nltimate analysis a 
trial of strength between her and Britain -who for about two 
hundred years has boon ruling the waves of olmoat ail the enos and 
oceans of the world. Her ciiim for a scat in the body that is in 
charge of the international regime in Tangier, almost opposite Gibraltar, 
in Morocco—both these ports guarding the outlet to the Atiantio— was

Poweta moat intoreotod in the aattlamont of Enropaan nnaattlamont— 
Britain, Flcanoo, tho Soviot Union and tbo United Btataa of Amarfoa— 
ware ehargod with a roeponaibility that oonld bo adequately ohonUond 
if tharo wore eomplota aooord with one another in what they dadind 
to do and how they pr opoaa d to do it. ‘*Tha treatment of Oannaaty*' 
became to them and to ail other Enropaan pao^ea a dgn a^ 
aymbd of what the fntnro hold for them. Tho Potadam Ooninwnoa of 
the hoada of the Ad min ia te ation of tho "Big nuaa" — tho United Btataa, 
the doriat Union, and Britain— Praddant Tmman, Marahal Stalin and 
Mr. Ohnnhill— made an a tt e mpt to iron oot any diSaranoaa and 
^•r*g~aomiinte that waro impUdt in tho differing idaologi o a and piae> 
tiooB of thaao thno Fowera. Daring tho time with whieh wo hairo 
haan daaHng witii, the world oamo to know that tho plan of diddiag 
Garmany into fow "ZoBaa'' to ho a dmini ata iod by the fear Powaro 
wnitluiiad aboro hold tho fiald. Tbo daaMwr of thia arraaigamantv a 
of ona^oaaUg, hag ahoady baoB feialid abgva. That it haa not 
U 
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RCOVid worse then whefc lies eppoered on the surface, in the world's 
Pieee, is due to the feet 'that uooe of the Powers has been pi^ared 
to pusb matters to the extreme in the pursuit of their individual 
imtereets and ideas. The Soviet Union has been biding her time to 
perinade the Germans to understand and appreciate her values of life; 
the United States appears to be holding the ring so that no one of 
the three Buropdau Powers broke the bounds of prndenee ; Bntain 
Ime been following suit in seeing that the provisional arrangements 
did not get prematurely disturbed ; France has not been able to bite 
away the Burh region, the greatest industrialissed area in the European 
eontineot This is a picture of uncertain baldnce^ For, as Prof. 
Jaoob Viuer of the Chicago University has suggested, this zonal 
division of Q «rmany cfinuot endure, as it has *'do relationship to any 
O0rm%n regional pattern of political or economic interest." It may 
happen that the United States which is the least interested of the 
four Powers may retire from her policing duty in Europe, and leave 
Britain, France and the Soviet Union to face up to their respoosibi- 
lity as keepers of the peace in that continent Or, it may happen 
that the United Nations Organi/.atioti that being given shape 

and form at the Pacific city of San Franusco in the United States 
will be able to attain a position of strength and responsibility to 
take up the duty of **treating" Germany. This latter is a hops that 
may prove to bo a liar. But mankind is so constitutsd that in face 
of demonstrated failures and betrayals it continues to believe that 

peace and justice will bless this earth of ours. 

The end of the war in Europe has raised tb^s hope .again. We 
who have lived through two world wars do. however, notice a change. 
Hepe A tear on modern man and woman are not as enthusiastic 

tliee?e of San in May, 19 15, as their predecessors were in October, 

praneisee 1940 in giving expression to their feelings of joy in 

Cenferenee seeing the end of black-outs, in looking up at the 

spring sky frotn which the bomber and fighter appear to have faded. 
There was hope, no doubt, but there was more of fear that the 
leaders of the victorious Powers would make as bad a peace ins- 
trumeut as Woodrow Wilson, Uoyd George and Georges Clemanceau 
bad fashioned during 19l8-'20. The reason for hope was that the 
Ban Kranoisoo Conference would have no direct relation with the 
Paaoe Beaties between the victors and the vaDquished. These peace tmaliee 
ooeasion the outburst of national resentments on the pari of the 
defeated nations, and oeoasion the outburst of ambitions on the ^rt of 
the viotors each one of them trying to make a profit onl of the 
war in the winning of which so moob blood and lears^ jiAva been 
•bed, and so much human wealth has been burnt inl^wder and 
•hot The element of fear oama from the oonvietion ||kt leaders of 
the victorious Powers could not be free from thg' oonoeits end 
ambitions that bad obaracterissd thmr predeoaesore five and twenty 
yeare ago, that their eoonomio end politieal imperialism would twiet 
the purposes of the United Nations Orgenisation out of recognition. 
The overwhelming power of military supwrioiity that they poesosiod 
might enable them to keep the peace. Bat noises there be joeliee 
between man and man, hitweeo natioo and nation, between rase and 
moe, the impnlees in the heart of ereation that rebel ^einsl emganoa 
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liffl kirn or soon break this psaoe. Fodiogs like these assaiiid 
IhoilgUfiil pooj^e all the world over as they watched the proceedings of the 
Ssci .Shaoeisoo Oonf erence. 

ISie Conference met on April S5» 1946. It worked out a Uoe* 
pilat of ihe moral and id^istic, the realistic and practical functions 
of the United Nations Organisation that had been 
Dsilei lletlenft indicated in many of the speeches of the late President 

Orgeelssttee Boosevelt and in the ‘'Atlantic Charter". In a letter 

dated 20th. Juno, 1945 addressed to President Truman 
of the United States, his Secretary of State (for foreign affairs), Mr. 
Stettinus (Junior) sent a report of the Organisation as it had been 
hammered out at the Conference. The letter described the ^'Machinery" 
to be set up. the ''effective measures of tlie prevention and removal 
of tfareate to the peace" of the world. The Charter of the Organise* 
tion established certain "Organs*' — a General Assembly, a Security 
Council, an Economic and Social Council, a Trusteeship Council, an 
International Court of Justice, and a Secretariat. Th^ drat five 

constitute the "over-all instruments of international action" through 
which it is proposed to "translate the worlds hope for peace and 
security^ into the beginning of a world practice of peace and security". 
Under it we have thus a forum for discussion and debate ( the 
General Assembly), an enforcement agency (the Security Council), a 
Social and Economic Institute through which the learning and knowMge 
of the world may be brought to bear upon its common problems 
( the Economic and Social Council), an international Court in which 
justiciable cases may be heard (the International Court of Justice), 
and a body charged with the heavy responsibility of attaining in non* 
strategic areas the objectives of the Trusteeship System one of which 
is the promotion of the "political, economic, social and educational 
advancement of the inhabitants of the trust territories, and their 
progressive development towards self-government and independenoa as 
may be appropriate to the particular circumstance of each 
territory and its people and the freely-expressed wishes of the 
people concerned'’. Mr. Stettinus tries to relate four of these 
functions to the practices of the modem world — the four fundamental 
instruments to which "free men*' are accustomed — the public meeting, 
the enforcement officer, the Court, and the centre of scienoe and 
knowledge. He is not unaware of the limitations, but expresses a 
hope that has yet to be realized. 

**To tnnsplaal eoeial orgaoismt for the world of iDdividual and gronp reisttooe 
to the world of internstiooal relations, it necssasrily aim to limit and cut them beck. 
Msverthelsaa, instruments of proven social vsluo taken ovsi from the domssUo to the 
international world carry with them qualitiss of vigour and of fmitfnlniss wbloh 
the limitations pleoed upon them by their new eondltions esnnoa^ klU. They here 
behind them nn hiatorioal momentum nnd n demonstrsted nsefnlness which means 
far moos, in terms of nltlmste nsefnlooss, then the prooise legal ternm hy whieh they 
sit mlablished in their new environment.”

Bren during As pmiod b et we en the 
two worid wars, the United States, its finanoims and oapitaKsts for iwstano n 
eonld not keep off from Bnrope, in finandng the reeorsty of Germany 
ofOB under Adolf Hitter. And when Ae seoond wodd war heeke oto 
PranUin Booserelt transformed his country into the '‘arsenal of dsmo> 
oraey” against Totalitarianism which by acddent, if there be any saA 
e l eme nt in historic derelopments, had its supreme protagonist in Adolf 
Hitler. And it is another example of Ae intraetibility of human natoro 
that the United States had to learn the lesson of world feOowehip by send* 
lag her sons and daughters beyond seas and ocoeans to bleed aad die so Aato 
wwld organisation may emerge to take charge of peace aad order, of 
justice between race and race, between nation and nation. It is too early 
to say that the United Natione Organisation will prore a better soceass 
than the League of Nations. We can only hope aad pray. 

The United Nations Organisation has not. Ana, receiTsd the wishful 
wabouM Aat greeted Ae League of Nations. Men and woman ate more 
orittcal, mote sceptical Aan Aose of the gsoeration of 
latival la Aiah the twenties of the present century. Specially is this 
totoe tnM of our people whose political subjection anwsrs to

The "Mlahino” in Egypt, tbs Bednin in tbe deserts bf Arabia and Afidea, 
bare seen their ralnes of life sinking into insignificaaoe before Ibe 
triumphant advance of the West. This has bit them in their seif* 
esteem. But in their materiel life also have they been hit by tite 
same forces coming to them in tbe shape of man^actured goods of 
every day nse, destroying the simple self-sufficient economy of their 
lisas. A substantial portion of the good arable land of the Arab 
lands is owned by feudal lords ; the luajority of peasants are day- 
labourers and sbare-eroppers who toll like serfs with no prospoets 
better than eking out a bare existence. This is the pattern that still 
exists in north Africa and straight from there to the shores of the 
Paoific k> Cliina. This broad mass of humanity has seldom rebelled 
against this dispensation which they have been taught to accept as a 
decree of Providence, good for their souls if not for their bodies. 
Perhaps, this social philosophy that had inculcated resignation has 
had its value compared to the pushing, bustling life of today. But 
modern industrialism by breaking down all tbe norms and forms of 
antique life in Europe pioneered a development that with all its 
initial injustices and cruelties had something of a forward-looking 
destiny implicit in its destructiveness — the destiny that would flower 
into new and richer forms of individual and group life. The '‘unchanging East”, 
the unobanging Arab lands, have been caught by the same cruel hands ; they 
are bring broken and refashioned for newer forms of social well-being, 
endowed with newer instroments and institutions of social life. The 
two world wars have helped to quicken this process of transformation, 
the second more effeotivriy than the first. We in India have been 
witnesees to tbie proeeee of deatruotion and construction — a world 
proeees against which there appears to be no appeal. A writer in 
tbe June, 1945 isene of the New York monthly — Asia and tk$ 
Americas— has traced it as it has evolved in Arab lands nnder the 
influence of tbe World War II of the 30tb century. Beading it, an 
Indian would find* a picture that is iamiliar to him, which ha faea 
•ean taking abapa briore hie eyee in cruel linea of a social dismptfon 
that appears to have had no hint oi goodness and hope in it. .The 
breek-down had occurred almoet three quartera of a oeotury baoh in 
our own oountry. But its full effects were never so virulently 
vtanaUead ee during the reeeitt war years. This we have diseuased 
in Ihe raoeat volumee of the Annuai Segiakr ( two volumes of 194S 
end the ffint volume of 1944X The same eateetrophe overtook tta Asah 
landa.

During the post>San Franaiaeo daya and numtiis, the 
worU baa bean a witness to a aontcoTony batwem the 
Soviat Union on the one side and Britain on the othar, 
the United Statas trying, to maintain an attitnda of aloobiass from tiio 
wraoglinfs of two Enropaan* Powers* The British arguments thongh not 
SO ex|di<^y told have been that as the Soviet Union has bean allowed to 
astabUeh soma sort of . an exolnsive spbare of influence in territories to her 
immediate west extending from the Baltie to the Black Seas, as the United 
States has been accepted as the leader ot the Pan-American union, so 
should Britaiu ^ left undisturbed in her position in the Arab countries ; 
as one of the "Big Three" aha would be right in re-emphasising the needs 
of "similar primacy between the Euphrates and the Nile." A recent 
sfriele in the London Quarterly, tba Round Tdbi^, which is the organ 
of the British Oommonwealth movement, appeared to be giving expression 
to doubts about the compatance of the new British Parliament wherein 
the majority belonged to the Labour Party recruited from the classes who 
hay# never had any opportunity to understand and realize the importance 
and value of the British empire as a going concern earning handsome 
dividends for the British people. From certain points of view the artiele 
may be interpreted as supplying kindergarten education in international 
aff^rs to the novices of the British Labour Party, of the Labour 
llirifaitry. The writer takes no pains to bide bis attitude to tbe new rulers 
of Britain. Frankly he wrote : —

The United Sutes is reported 
tohnyemnde experinients in this line throogh her **6ood Neighbonr** 
poliopt nllowittg her Mighbonrs in the Western Hemisphere to go own 
way in every eoneem of her State U(e» extending to them advise and 
finaaoial help when neoessary. «The cmly exesption to this non-interven* 
tion and non^interferenoH policy is with regard to any outbroak of seiione 
disord* r imperilling the life of the partioular State or States and interfering 
with their economic activities. There have been instances when United 
States forces havebsen sent to countries in South America to restore law 
and order not alone in the selfish interests of American finance. This 
**Big Brother" attitude is the nearest thing we have had in the modem 
world to the self-restraint of Great Powers in thoir relation with their 
weaker neighbours. We in India from so great a distance, from almost 
the other side of the ^lobe. cannot judge whether this inetliod of inter* 
national collaboration does .not ranklo in the hearts of the States of the 
Amciricas. ^'Dollar imiiefialism" are words that betoken that the 
United States is not above susiiicion, that human nature does not fsel 
easy with the least inteEferdnoe with its individuality or oonoeiA This 
pattern of conduct is in contrast to what we have bad under the Briiieh 
regime over the far spaces of the earth. The Soviet Union has evolved 
a new policy— oeitber the Colonialism of the British tyi^e or the Good 
Neighbour Policy of the United States* A British writer in his introduo* 
tion to Owen Laitimore's liook — HohsUan in Asia — has described it and 
said that *‘in the sphere of pir>*chologv the Russians have achieved a 
Bucoess" b'^yond the t>owor of the Bnttsb mod U. 6. A. practiea. Mr« 0. 
P. Fitzgerald is unable to pass a iinal judgment. But what he has sidd 
about the experiment is worth quotation.

that is, freedom and autonomy in their State life. The 
United Nations Organi/Ation has profiared a blue-print of the various 
schemes and methods through which men and women can realise this 
aspiration of their hearts in social, economic and political life. In our own 
country and in our neighbouring countries the end of the war in Europe 
have hurst asunder the flood gates built hy war-time repreieiv# 
measures. Before we go into the bappenings in our own eountryi we 
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pKOpoiE to dflEl with devdopmeiitfl in our oMtorn noighbour of BurmE that 
hoTE mad# and marred the life of a million Indiana and that in the 
immediate fatnre will require of ua a certain reviaiuo of our habitual 
attitudee. Burma may have one«thirtieth uf the iiopulation of India. 
But under the stroea of Japan's conquest of their land, and Japan's 
declaration of her political indeiiendence intogratotl into her own scheme 
of **co*prosperity*'^ of oasten Asia, Burma has attained a maturity in 
political experience that we will do well to study and understand. Wo 
in India are apt to interpret Burma in the terms of our own exp erience, the 
experience of Indians whom the pursuit of a livelihood took to the country 
east of the Bay of Bengal. The stay-at-home Indian has heard from 
friends and relatives of the wide opportunities for m itcrial gain that the 
country once offered ; that these were being restricted by the nation- 
alism of the Barman who did not like tlio idea that foreigners should thrive 
in bis own country to his detriment ; that the Hurinaii often used violence to 
wrest from thorn the advantages enjoyed under tho protection 
of the British administrator and as the agent of British capitalist interests. 
The anti*Indian riots and omoutos that chanwctori/«>:d the twenties and 
thirties of the present century have thus a place in tint evolution of l^turinan 
nationalism. For, there can he uo mi itako about it that tho Indian who 
had once beneficently influenced historic developments in Burma both during 
times beyond memory and during tho period of Buihlhist renaissamie luis had 
neither the time nor the opportunity to do so during the British period This 
failure was, perhaps, due to the fact that tho ludiaii came to Burma during 
this period not in his independent capacity as an Indian hut as an 
instrument of British policy, as a camp (olloweir of the British couqueror. 
Thereby ho became an object of hatred. If tlio ludiau could have gone to 
Burma as the citi/ion of on indopeudont country, ho could not frnve gone 
there in such numb jrs. When tho Jafumeso surti^d war against Britain 
the number of Iniiians in Burma was well over a million persons. The way 
in which more than half of them evacuated froui Burma proved timt 
they had been rootless in the country ; that tlioir priuiary luyalty was 
not to Burma. The domonstratum of this attitude could not have recom- 
mended them to the Burnians. It was, therefore, almost inevitable that during 
the anarchy of British rf*tirenient from Burma and the establishment of 
some sort of order under Japanese control or under Dr. Ba Maw's administra- 
tion of an '’independent" Burma, tho Indians w'ere victims of Burmose 
gangs bent on plunder and loot. It was (luito pus.si)ile that the gangsters 
made no distinction between tho dufeocoli ss Buriuan and tho defenceless 
Indian. But if the Indian and tho Chinese were siiocially discriminated 
against, there was nothing to be surprised at. They were aliens, and the 
laws of modern war did not make a special case of the civilian population. 
It was only when the Asad Hind Govornuiont had been established in 
October, 1943. and bad seoured recognition of tho Axi*4 Powers in Kuroiie 
and Asia and of their sillies that tlie Indians in Mast Asia could fed 
seeore and the Barmans esme to recognixe and acc<*pt them as friends and 
allies whose honour and interests w.^o eiitithal to protection. Indians 
who had lived in Burma tlirooghout ibis p.triod have l)uguo to hope that this 
new appreciation of the position of Indians in the oomiiosito life of Burma 
will open out a new chapter in tiie histury of ludo-Burmau relations, that 
the Burmana having shed their inforinrity complex through u taste of the 
eboft-Uved independenoe of their country will learn to look u|)on the Indians 
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SI Mloir pUerims vowed to s common fight lor the (rBedofii of Asis* Bpl 
it to s hoi^ that wiQ not be easy of rosUsstion, if the Bnrmsn sod the 
lodtM cannot work out the many sntagontams that have separated them 
sineo the British conquest of Burma, 

^ mieee antagonisms centre round the material intereste that Indiana have 
bnilt up in Burma as a 8u)>ordinate agency of the British administrator 
and exploiter. It is also true that certain social habits 
Omim of sDli- and attitu<les of Indians have stood in the way of their 
loilaB IssliBft merging themselves into Burrnan society and being accepted 
into Burtnan society as citizens of the country. These 
have irritated relations, tiio Indian standing aloof with a hint of 
superiority in their pose« nod the Burrnan rosontful. What ttie latter had 
been forced to tolerate in the ruling twee, they were not prepared to concede 
to the *Kala't the foreigner from Ittdfa. Those were the basic elomeuts of 
the conflicts and cotni>etitioDs that disfigured Indo- Burrnan relations during 
the last two decades The anti- Indian riots woro symptoms of a disease 
that lay in the unnatural relation subsisting between tlie two peoples. 
A book written by a Burrnan I. C. S , Mr U. Kyaw Min, entitled— rdi? 
Burma We Aoiv — indicated certain of the material causes of the Indo- 
Burrnan conflict. The book was published by a Calcutta Publishing 
House; the Foroward was written on May 1. 1946 at Simla* It was 
intended to remove the ^‘confusiott of thought*' that aflltctod the Barman 
in his appreciation of the world situation in the heart of which he has 
been living. When the Indian first crupteil into Burma in the wake of the 
British conqueror, (1824), the self-sufficient economy of the simple life of the 
country was all hut intact. The industrial exploitation by Britain bad 
not yet liegun to touch and disrupt this oconoiny. Th*' Burman did not 
understand the evil propensity of this dual exploitation — political and 
economic. Neither did the Indian. Both were nnconscious instruments of 
an aggressive civili/ation* Perhaps, ovi*n the Britisher was as unconscious and 
as ignorant. But by tfie ond of the 19tii< century when Burma had been 
dyed completely 'red*, the norms and forms of Burrnan fife had bmi broken 
up, and increasing numbers of Barmans had been driven to seek employment 
in the avenues t lie new ruling iwco had built uiv Tliey found, however, 
that Indian labourers wctc already in iiosseBsian of these avenues. The 
country had been opened up with their help ; the forests were cleared and 
the illimitablo timber wealth of the country tlirown on the market-plaeea 
of the earth ; the ports of Burma were l>eing worked ; her oil tninei were 
attracting prospectors, mainly Bri^h. But in the hum of those aetivitiem 
the voice of the Bunnau could with difficulty tie traced, and that of the 
Indian was signihcantly loud. Here was the seat of the conflict helwem 
the Indian and the Burrnan, lietween the Borman and the Britieb. The 
Indian being the weaker of the two hated competitors, ho became the first 
point of atteek. This in a nnt-shell was the history of the evolution of 
Bunnan nationalism. From Mr. Kyaw Min's book wo can pisee out the 
fanlors of this transformation. Taking the agrarian problem for an 
illnstralion we can quote from the book words that ovidenerd the feelings 
of his people. Mr. Kyaw Mfn was not unaware of the invaluable servioes 
that the South Indian Chetty bad rendered to Burma by financing her agri- 
eullnral operations. Every year they atlvancod Ks. 26 croree for the purpose. 
But the profit that they picked up was not inconsiderable.

Thii predomintDoe of what is regarded as alien elementa in 
Bomia’e life, whether British or Indian, was the escciting cause of 
^ nationalism of Bnxtua- The separation from India 

•nt el JhpeiissiT regarded as the first mile-stone in the jonmey 
esaepetisia oi Bnrma towards Stofiraj. Japaii*s adrenture in the 
oonntry was just an opisode that from certain points 
of view baa strengthened the morale of the Burtuan people and enabled 
them to throw off the inferiority complex that characterises erery 
•nbjeet peofde. The experiencos gathentd during the ptiiod— 1942 to 
May. 1945 — ^baye made now ^n and women of thorn, and all 

the ingennity of British imperialism cannot poranado them to retrace 
their steps and accept political tutelage again During the iteriod of 
which we hare be<m writing in this section of our study the 

organisations and personatities that had led the resistance muvoinent 

in Bnrma both against British and Japanese imperialism had not 
come into ths lime-light of extended knowledge The names of the 
Bnnna Independence Army and of liuh Aung Ban have become 
familiar. We do not know yet through what tortuous routes they 
had to move during the anarchy of these years to preserve the 
stiength of their people's determination, to maintain bha position that 
had attained under Japanese auspices. In August (let August) 
19435 Dr. Ba Maw as head of the free ^Burma Government declared 
war against the Angb-Amcrioan Powers, /roin that date to the I'^t. 
Edbruary. 1945 ho ean be said to have exercised some sort of a 
modified sovereign power— the date on which Japan is eaid to 

have set np again a Militaiy Government over Burma with a view 
to halt the advance of the Anglo-American forces which by .that time 
had defeated the Japanese and Asad Hind Fauz in the Manipur and 
Arakan areas. But the exaltation of thuso years cannot but leave a 
permanent impress on the cfaaractor of the Barman people. And we 
in India cannot have any other feeling than that of admiration of 
our neighbours to the immediate east who should regain tbeir national 
self*reipeot and give concrete sbaiie to it in the constitution of a free 
Burman State. 


The same sympathetic appreciation goes to the freedom etmggle 
in Indonesia, the people where^, about 6 crores of them, have been 
Itailsb, U. 8. aad waging a war against Dutch iiui)orialism. Circumstanced 
British CapilsIUn ^ as India is we cannot oxtund to Burma and Indonesia 
••“hjdiip In l^Qy help but syiuimthy. But our opposition to the 
ledoasMs Indian troops as instrumf-nts of British policy 

has bad some effect. In directing our sympathy to the struggling 
nationalism of the Indonesian peoples wo should do well to remember 
that Dutch opposition to the fulfilment of their national aspirations 
draws its strength from the imiierialist ixiwer that holds us down. 
Bubber, sugar and oil make the wealth of those islands of the Dutch 
Bast, and for generations Briiish cafutalist intt rusts have been linked 
np with their opposite nnmliers in Holland to jointly exploit the 
reeourees and labour power of this country.

And tho best help that we 
can render to Indonesian cationalistn is to wcakeii the forces 

of British impcriaUsai in our country. But the foreee 

reegecT against the consuntmation of the hopes el hundred of 

millions in this part of Asia are not limited to Britain and Holtand alone. 
American observers have said that tho Dutch have made a clever job 
of this affair. They have had not only British capital to sup|iort 

their regime, but powerful financial and indoslnal groups in America 

liave been tempted to invest in these resources* and working through 
them the Dutch have been maintaining ‘‘a nominal Dutch colonial 
policy which is actuslly in large pm*t tlio foreign policy of exported 
American and British capitaV*. This disclosure throws new light on 
the happenings in Indonesia. British and Dntch military formations 
have been trying to beat down the nationalist forces in the islands ; 
the United States forces ars absent from the scene ; the Ameriean 
Government appears to be studiously witholding military help to the 
imperialist forces of Britain and Holland. But tho whole picture of 
anarchy in East Asia is so blurred, the Japanese retiring and the 
victorious United Nations coming in and pursuing them, that it is 
not easy to say or deny that the British and the Dutch would have 
dared go forward in an imperialist rampage without the tacit 
counivauco of tho United States Administration. The war years have 
shown that though Britain and Holland have been dependent on the 
help of America for their very existence, threatened as they wore by 
Nazi aud Japanoso power, the President of the United States could 
not or did not assert bis will with sufficient forco to comiiel his 
imperialist allies to let go their hold on their so-called coloiiial 
possessions. For, by no definition of the word could India or Indonesia, 
for example, be regarded as colonies of Britain and Holland. The popu- 
lation of these two countries were and are not descendants of British 
or Dutch ancestors. The small number of people of British or Dutch birth 
who are to be found in India and Indonesia are part of an occupying 
force whether they l^e eui^aged in administration, in trade or in tha 
military forces. Tho purpose of medem imporialism. of conquest of 
foreign countries, is mure economic than iioliticai. more for extracting 
profits from the conquered countries than for remaining aatisfied with 
demonstrating the martial iiower and glory of the imperial race. 
Lord CurzoD lot our people understand the significance of this change 
of ideas as 1>etweeD a conquering jgeople and the conquered dnriog 
modern times, when be told us that fudmioistration and exploitation 
are parts of the same duty in tbd govemnient of India". This policy

aoknowledging the marlu and notes of modem life, inliodnoed by them, 
as siq^'*r to tbeir own. This phase ofeo ngn eef ^ notUng peenliar 
in it : in every age and elime ^rangh the known history of the homaa 
raoe, the snbieet popolalions have bm attempted to be tranefscmed 
beyond recognition by the eonqaering peofies. Those amongst the 
former that had virility in their native valuee of and Utb in 
these, could reoaptore the spirit of their free life and revolt against 
the alien values and standards. This has been the teetimony of history. 
In India and Indonesia we are today witnesses to this ^lenomenon. But 
modem imperialism has some distinctive features that eboidd be noted. 
Uedm the pr 'sent dispensation it is the moneyed inteeests that dominate the 
soene, that dietato the policy of the ruling race. The late Preaidenk 
Wilson of the United States who bad led his country to the 
help of Britain and France in their war of survival against fbe Oetmany of 
Kaiser WiUielm, indicated this disUnetiveness in course til a speech 
ddivemd very soon after the termination of World War L the 30 th 
century.

This expositioo of the moving force of modem liia^ of the poww 
behind tlio throne, so to say, of the democratic worid, in languag e so crystal 
clear, has a value of ite own in interpreting and 
Aaerieaa eapllal understanding the forces against which nationalist 

ta east Asia forces in Asia, east and west, have had to contend. 

In India, in Burma and in Indonesia, the impeiialietf 
forces are being directed by leaders of armies at the dictation of 
world capitalism. Tbo soldiers, the marines, tbe air*men may bdoitg 
to countries under tbe control of Britain and Holland. But they m 
mere inetruments in the hands of capitalism that owes allegiaiMiis to 
no particnlar ^untry, that is international in tbe true sense, of the 
term. We have seen how American capital has been invited llv tbeir 
opposite numbers nmoag the Dutch to have an interest in tbe 
iadustries of Indonesia with a view to secure its powerful in 
defence of tbeir own particnlar interests in this particnlar area of the 
earth. The world may not detect the bands of American capital in 
the happening in east Asia, in the opposition of Britain and Holland 
to the ambitions of Indian. Burman and Indonesian nationalists ; 
tbe State Department at Wadiington may be observing an aloof 
attitude towards tide eontset between HationaHsm and bpsaialismi

Java, as they did in South and Contral Am* rica* to defend law and 

order. But it would he unroalistic to think that th^ American

in Burma, in Indonesia. In more than ouo volume of the Imiian 
An»iiut Rmjinhr of recent years we have made attempts to under- 
staod and explain the many jnlluences, |>ersonaI and impHr»:onHl, 
material and idealistic, that have been forcing the United States to 

place her resources at the service of British iiniierialisni. ]*>en in 
the present volume, in previous pages of this study, wo havo quoted 
keen students of affairs iu Mup|>ort of our interpretation tlrit there 
exists a link up botwtcu British aud American capitalist interests, 
forced thereto fay what they fud to bo a thro it to thuir common 
inter 'sU. Prom a distant it may appear that Am erican capital and 
British capital are computitive and antogonistic ]*]vidcn(;o of such 
i^opctition is not dillicult to find It is well-known that sincM 
American capitalism gained in strength after the Civil Wur in the 
aixtios of the last contury to havo a surpluH for export, it has been 
facing in all iiarts of the world the unexpressed antagoniHin of the 
dominant capitalism of world which was Britidi. This capitalism had 
monofiolised almost all tliu avenu^^s of profit in all parts of the world, 
specially in Asia and Africa, and even in the Americas. It stf’od as a 
dead wall in front of other capitalisms. It took ttiova than 
a quarter of a century for American capitalism 
to make a dent in it. G( riiisci capitalism after its phenomenal rise 
at the end of the 1870 war hutween Franco and (hrinany with the 
help of the iivu milliards of reparations and uxactimvj from defeated 
Franca found the same opposition. The end of the lOlh contury 

witnessed tho nicogiiition on iho part of British ca))itali8t interests 
that the days of their inuiiopoly were nearing their end, that if they 
ho|ied to save a iiart of their monopoly from iho competition of theno 
two aspiring capitalism. they must bs prepared to share t>ut with 

one of lliem. init this recognition could not he spontaueous ; it was 
grudging It could not 1)0 expected that human iiuturo would riso to 
such heights of disinterestedness. Even after vast hlocl:'; of l^ritain's 
capitalist intorost-^ had )r*en litiuidatod to rinauce tho lij>t World 
War, it was found that in China British capital rissetH, n«cd in the 
industrial and transport iictivitie.s of this va.‘^t comitry, ImJ a value 
of over lift 400 crorej-', w hilt) the value of U. S A. assets hardly 

to Rs. 100 croros. Tlieso tigures g.ive an iiidicutiiaj of the »*oiiipaiative 
liosition of the strength of British and American cupilaliaM iri rrhina, 
one of the most undeveloped countries in tli.' wuill in lit* f'»ild i.f 
modern industrialism. But it was ucmistakahh) that tiriindi capi- 
talism was on tliQ retreat, that U. S- A. capitalism was on the 

march forward in the land of China. The Higns and synihuls nf tltis 
growing power could be seen in the nuuil^r of young ChincHc, men 
and women, who were crossing over to the United States for edu- 
cation in American Universities, preferring these new eclucatiunal centres 
to the storied on^wi of Britain. It can be eaid with a certain 
assoranoa that most of the leaders of new Ohioa, the builders of her 
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new Ufe aod the fighters for her new freedom, lum hed their tndoiDg 
io American iostitutions. We do not know bow far this profoenoe 
of America on the part of China*s rieing generation was conditioned 
by the ways of American democracy, how far it was the bitter 
fruit of a hundred years of British exploitation of China's weakness. 
But there canuot be any m inner of doubt that the leaders of new 
China have built a now bridge of spiritual kinship between their 
country and the United States, that this would have profound influence 
on forging new material relations between the two countries separated 
by about ten thousand miles of the Pacific waters, that they will be 
the natural agents of American capitalist interests in opening out the 
untapped resources of their country to exploitation by modem science 
and technology. The war yeajrs have forged more intimate links 
between China and the United States. And the material and idealistie 
needs of both the countries would seek and find new expressions of 
their collaboration. We have shown in a previous volume of the 
Annual R^qister how the forward-looking organizers of American life 
have been building up the hopes of a fuller and richer material life 
for their own people by relating these to creating as progressive instru- 
ments for better life on the soil of China. They have been empbasising 
that the high standards of their own native life cannot bo maintained U 
the purchasing power of the millions in China be not increased ; 
that it is American finance, American science, American skill and technique 
that can help put up a bridge between better life in China with a far more 
bettor life in the United States. These hopes have a selfish as well an 
idealistic background to inspire conduct, to guide the loaders of the State 
in the U. S A. and of the loaders of the financial and industrial world in 
the groat republic. The selfishness is all too apparent ; the idealism has to 
bo proved by concrete conduct in the future. For the ruling classes of 
America, and for the matter of that of every country, specially of the two 
countries that have emerged out of the recent war of continents and oceans as 
the most powerful of the States in the "atom bomb'* age, the United States 
of America and the Union of the Socialist Soviet Republics, the leaders of 
thesS two countries have to prove that they can control and transform the 
intokidktl6i\of power into an instrument of good not only for their own 
pobpics but for the iK3oplc8 of the world. For, as destiny has boon driving 
the Unitod'IWatos into entanglements in the concerns of East Asia, her 
lagdership both in State and commerce will bo brought into closer relation 
with their opposite numbers in the Soviet Union. And it will requiso all 
their combined wisdom that they do not collide. There is an element of 
fear in this development. For human nature has not shown itself capable 
of this self-restraint. Human nature in the United States and in the Soviet 
Union will have to pioneer a new path before humanity if it is not to 
crash again into a grtniter war of ideologies and practices, driven there into 
by raci^. national and economic gri»)vatico<4 of the silent peoples of the 
world who have boon sufTering mutely during the last two centuries, and 
whom the British predominance over world afifairs during this period has 
ilOt givqp any ohanco to assort their self-respect, to oo-o|)erate in the great 
w^k of human redemption from the nqualor and indignity of a life which 
m^em science could have done if its votaries have had not to prostitute 
their khowlodge (or the service', of arrogant racialism. 

The end of the war in Europe and the near end of it in East Aaig

Sei to^P* t*A. political and economic cQuality has been unequal in most 
countries of the world. In Asia and Africa specially* 
European nations* big and small, have established a 
system of rule that has kept depretfsad their political and economic con* 
dilioni. The United States has not joined in. this game ; neither has it 
refused to have a share of its profits. Peace and order have been the 
objectives of its policy in Asia and Africa as in South America — peace and 
order that will stabiliae the iniquitous system of exploitation by native 
or foreign agencies of the weaker peoples of the world.* The United States 
did not protest against it as she did against the policy that might threaten 
to exclude her from a share of the loot. Owon Lattiiuore in bis book to 
which we have already referred has reminded bis country that *'the rise of 
Japan was on the whole favoured both by the American Government and 
by American public opinion." 

**lm this A ui;lo- American doctrine of *mc too' (iiopliot in the Open l>oor |>olicy) 
Uf hiddes Uie flaw that fatally weakened our op|H>ailioii to Japan's eiicreaehmeiits 
in China, /a the whole record of our protect » to Japan, Britain and America never 
once contested Japan's right to make demands on China. We only protested that 
privileges acquired by Japan aboiild not exclude ua. (The italics are ourn). 

This sdifishnsss of Anglo-American policy enabled Japan to point the 
finger of soom to the record of the WeBtorn Powers in their dealings with 
Asiatic peoples, to pose as the natural protector of Asia's 
Japaa aa s ash- self-respect and Asia's intere^s against the pretoosions and 
ordisata psrtasr eoeroaohments of Western nations. Anglo-Amarioan 
policy since the victory of Japan over Bussia in the 
i904-'5 war appeared to have been moved by the idea that the former 
could DOW bo trusted to act as the defender of all the politico-aconomio 
interests of West')rn peoples acquired at the cost of eastern Asiatic peoples 
at the point of the bayonet and the gun. Bonjamin Kidd in his well-known 
book — PriticipUs oj WeaUrn Civi izaiion — has said : '*tbe oompetitive 
exploitation of Chinese resources proceeds in an environment of inter- 
national intrigue, of social squalor and moral outrage and degradation al- 
most without equal iu history." American entrepreneurs did have a share 
in this dirty business and were not averse from sharing the profits thereof. 
By ihe time of this war the loading coun^ricM of the Western World earns 
to accept Japan as *'a good watch dog against Bussia", ^ and for this 
service were prepared to overlook her adventures directed against her neigh- 
bours* specially against China The Anglo- Japanese treaty (1902-03) 

renewed about ten years later is an illustration of western recognition of 
this new status of the Mikado’s Kingdom. A paragraph in the Lansing- 
lahii exclumge of notes (1917) read : 

**Ths GovemmeoU of the United Htatss and Japan rscogniss that territorial 
PKopinquItj emtes stwetsl relatioiis bstwesn oooniriss. and eensequeotiy, tbs Qovsni* 
went of tbs United Btstss recognises tbst Jai»sn bss spselsl Interests in Gblos* 
pardeulsrly In Uini part to wbieb bar posasssioos are eootigiions.*’ 

Heartened by this recognition Japan bad gone ahead with advanc- 
ing her * special interaata in China"* and the United States and Britain 
had to look on in bslplw>aDesa aa Japan started building 
Japan's esfNieaivs up her **co-proaperity sphere" in eastern Asia. We dp 

feisea oot know when and why the former (tbe United Staiee) 

be^ to get troubled about Uie tendeney of Japatieeo 
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smbitioot, M also why and when Japan decided to remain no loofer 
eatiefied with the eubordlnato position that tbo Anglo-American mlinf dateeg 
had decreed for her. We are sure that it was the expansive forees deve- 
loping inside Japan, her expansive trade and extending mercantile navy» 
her increasing population, for instance — it was these forces of social 
dynamics that farced her to seek and find outlets for these. And ae these 
collided with the same forces in the Western World, a oolUsion became 
inevitable. The Pearl Harbour adventure was an accident in this sense 
that late or soon such an adventure would have taken place. The tense 
relations between the capitalist democracies that wore satisfied with the 
order of things in East Asia and the aspiring people of Japan wime one 
chance of realising their ambitions lay in disturbing the aMm quo and 
in course of this disturbance snatching at the holdings of the Boropean 
nations in East Asia, opened out the poestbOHy of such a 
development Franco's surrender in Europe, the cooepuMt of Holland 
by Germany, Japan's ally, left their eastern possessions the 
play*thing8 of fate, waiting for new masters. Japan being near at 
hand, quite naturally stepped forward to act as their guardian and protect- 
or. This was a scheme to which the United States appeared to have 
had the greatest objection. The proximate cause of the war in East Asia 
could be traced to this opposition. Now that with the impending defeat 
of Japan, the pre-war status of these possessions were on the point of 
being restored, the responsibility of the United States becomes 
inescapable in tracing their political and economic destiny. Specially 
when it is remembered that it was her resources that defeated 
Japan's plan for a '*co-pro8perity sphere" in this region of the earth, that 
without her help, more indirect than direct, without her connivance tbe 
"ancient regime" cannot return to thorn* 

During the period under discussion, January to June, 1945, tbe 
problem posod above did not take tbo forms of toosion that they have 
assumed since thon. The 'resistance movement’* in Burma 
solidifitxl itself under Japanese auspices directed 
and Indonesia against the established imperialism ; later it turned 
against the new usurper and bellied in driving Japanese 
forces from Burma. A remarkable leader had been thrown out hy it in 
Majur-Goneral Aung San whom the British military authorities had to give 
some sort of a recognition. In Indoiie!:ia, almost the same development 
took place. Dr. Muhammed Soekarno is reiiorted to have co-operated with 
the Japanese conquerors. But when they were being pushed out, he took the 
lead in transforming the resistance movement into one for the assertion of 
the national rights of the Indonesians against the pretensions and usur|)flitions 
of the Dutch rulers. Combined with India's resistance to British rule, these 
may be said to constitute the anti-imperialist front in East Asia, India 
holding a central position influencing and being influenced by what has 
been happening in Arab lands and in East Asiatic countries. But for a 
fuller picture of the whole movement in Asia, developments in China and 
in Soidet Asia have to bo placed in the canvas. 

Tbe pooide of China and of the Soviet Asia do not directly come into 
the picture we have traced in this paragraph, though the manner in which 
Bevlet Ualoa de- be ceaoting to tbe poet-war Asiatic up-surge 

slaves war sfitasl will powerfully mfluenoe world history in the makitig* 
JtoBB By June, 194S, it waa apparent that China's day ^

the laadera of ibis ooaiitry may not care to take part In deliymng tiia 
lait blows that would shatter Japanese resislaroe ; it was dso urged that 
they could not afford to neglect this opportanity of having their say in 
deciding the fate of Japan when Jbhe victorious Powers sat down to do 
this job. Marshal Stalin and fais advisers chose the latter course ; de- 
clared war against Japan by the end of July. 1946. 1%is act of theirs* 
judg^ from the angle of private morality, would be obaraeterised as mean, 
a thing that is not done in decent society. But international morality, the 
relation between States and States, is regulated by other standards. 
Specially when the partisanship of the leaders of the United Nations is 
in the ascendant today, the Soviet Union need fear no adverse judgment to 
he expressed widely i^ainst her for what appears to be a betrayid of the 
elementary decencies of associated life The enormity of the offence will be 
realized when it is remembered that for a little over four years there had 
been a Neutrality Pact between the Soviet Union and Japan ; that both 
the signatories had observed it during these years, each for bis own parti* 
cular interest ; that Japan could have endangered the very existence of the 
Soviet Union when the latter was reeling under the terrible blows of tba 
Nazi war machine. But for her own reasons Japan restrained herself when 
she could have helped her Axis ally, Germany, in shattering Bussian 
resistance, and perhaps, in winning the war. Why did Japan do this, the 
future historian will tell us. Further, when the leaders of the Kremlin 
declared war against Japan, she was as good as defeated ; the Manchurian 
campaign of the Soviet forces did not affect the fortunes of war in any 
way ; it did not hasten the day of Japan's surrender. The Soviet Union 
would have heightened her prestige by observing the Neutrality Pact and 
by restraining the temptations offered her by the Anglo-Saxon Powers at 
Yalta and Potsdam. This episode has not attracted attention because in 
the delirium of the victory, the voice of moral judgment has been 
silenced. We are afraid that this is a bad beginning for the new world 
order, and is calculated to make men and women into cynics, 

Bussia's entry into the war against Japan has asiuied her a 
place at the peace table that will decide the latter's fate. Whether this step 
will minimize complications in eastern Asia affairs is mors 
8too*BnsiisB thsn one can say. It has to he said to the credit 

relstloss of Bnssia that she did not take advantage of Obina*i 

difficulties as an opportanity to advance her own 
particular intereata at China's expanse. Whst she has done in Outer 
Mongolia and Sinkiang is a little too complicated for geneml under- 
standing. Owen Lattimore has stressed the point that during pre- 
Pearl Harbour days, wheu China was playing a lone^ band agsi^ 
Japanese aggression, the Soviet Union bed been sending arms and 
equipments to the Oentral Government antborities of China and not 
to ooBumiidiii in the country who were ideolo^oally bound to 
them. This fiot fribcmM he a centre of hope for the eventual reorga* 
nisation of China*! ^ battered by eight years of war. It may be 
tW the vuffwg dieeee of the United Btatee witt be witting and anxious 
to extend helj^ bo China in this work and link up the pioeperity of 
China with theb own. Bat the Soviet East being ttie nearer neighbour 
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yiD iAfloflOse dtvctopoMBto -in Ohia* in way* UuA arc not ,pMdt«t*U« 
loiiay. The: p*tt*rn* At better life thet the E^iet 'Umoii** leedm have 
bailt op in thehr osat of the Beikel eteea eannot’ bat exert thet 
foHtiei of ettiMtien’ whieh ia • netonJ prooaaa of enlightenment end 
ffaention. The better life of the eonunon'iwoiile in the idOTiet Aaie will

OMMiot be any^qaarantine. It may qaite happen thet the leaders of the 
Soviet Union may not bng tolerate tin dominanoe of Ameriean thought 
and lif* over the evdation of a free and better China. Than will eome 
ttw real test of the triangular statesmanship of thq United States, of the 
Soviet Union and of China. There may be oonflict, there may beco-opcration. 
Pleints of eonfliot ate there, enough and to spare, between the three 
peodM > for instanee, Korea may wall be as good a starting>point of it 
aa SerUa was in 1914 and Danaig ' in 1989. The world can only hope that 
tbe lesson of these two worid wars will have been learnt. 


The prospeot, bright or dark, songht to be sketched above, has to be 
nnderstood. And above all it baa to be recognised that China has become 
, < M one of the great Powers of tbe world. She may not 
^£mta4 b* *£0 be so in fact, but San Trancisoo has indicated her 
of destiny, the destiny that tbe fonnder of her 
modem greatnass, Dr. SanYat>Ben, laid down for her. 
Be bad envisaged three stages in his conntry’s political evolntion — 
military unification, political tutelage and constitutional democracy. 
Military unification is usually regarded as having started from t^ 
establishment of tbe Nanking Government (1928). Political tutelage, the 
liaiitiag of the people in the democratic forms of government suitable to 
modem times, has been prolonged owing to Japanese aggresion, a National 
Assembly being diflkult to convene owing to enemy ocoupation of vast 
aisas of tbe country. President Ohiang Kai>shek has aanonnoed that 
arrangements are being made to convene tbe National Assembly on 
Bovember 12, 1945, tbs SOth anniversary of the birth of Dr. Sun 
Tat<*en. The draft oonstitution of the State was based on Min 
Chu I.—'Thrte Principln cf ih» PtogU — ^laid down by Dr. Bun. His son 
Dr. Sun Po and President of the Legislative Tuan (OouncU), has

The other two*-demoemoy luid peq^e's livolihood— hare yet 
to eome by their own. The dmft oonstitntioa of the domoomtic 
government of Chinn hns been produced by n committee of eminent 
jurists under the chnirmnosbip of Dr. 8nn>Fo. appointed in Deosmber. 
193S by the Central Executive of the Knoinintang, after a labour of 
about three yoars. There have h^n seven revisions of it since then. 
Under it there will be a People's Congress of 1,800 to 2,000 delegates 
elected for a term of six years by citizens of 20 yoars of age through 
the method of universal, equal and direct snfi'rage, and seorst 
ballot. The powers and functions of the Congress include 
the dection of the Head of the State, the President, and of the Vioe* 
Prasident, The President will be the Oommander*in*ehief of the armed 
foroes of the Bepublie of China. The power of the government will be 
vested in five organs — (l) the Executive Yuan whose President, Vioe* 
President and members will be appointed by the President of the BepnUio 
and removable by him ; (2) the Legislative Yuan whose President. Vice* 
President and members (about 270 in number) will be elected by the 
People’s Congress every three years ; (3) the Judigiid Yuan whose 
President and Vioa>Presidant will 1M appointed to office for a term of three 
years by the President of the Bepublie but who wOl be responsiblo 
to and may be recalled by the People’s Congress ; (4) the Examination 
Yuan will determine 'the qualifications of and select candidates for 
public service whose President and Vice- President will be appointed 
by the President of the Bepublie, will hold offiiee for three ytsn and 
be responsible to the People's Congress ; (5) the Control Yuan in which 
are vested the power of impeachment and audit i its President, Vie^ 
Preudent and members will be elected by tbe People!s Congress and bo 
responsible to it. Thus it happens that the nltimate power of tbs psoplo 
of China is the bed-rock of the China Bepablie : the People's Coi^rsss 
is its forum : only its members can initiate and hold rsisranda on laws 
and can amend tbe Constitution. Tbe Present will eonvene it once 
every three years, its session continuing for a month only. The 
infrequency of its sittuigs and the short session detract from tbe usdolneos 
of tbe Congress as the repository of tbe people’s power. 

This dsmoetatie constitution has yet to come and tofunstion. Apart 
from tbe difficnltiee caused by tiie long war agdnst Japan, internal 
differences in China constitute the gieatast (Aetadete

And in this business the fact must be early recognized thaHthe 
former bolds the trump card owing to her physical propinquity to China, 
- . . . _ and that there are other peoples in Asia stretching

tlwir peiley ^ea and the ^Ud Sw with whom the Soviet peoides 
are linked up in various ways. We have indicated 
in previous pages certun of tbe lines of this inter*rdation that have 
yet to he made straight. Britain and tbe Soviet Union are more 
concerned with developments in and about the north>west Asiatic countries 
on these central seas. But in China, the United States has estaUished 
a particular position ; she appears to be holding tbe key to the 
solution of many of China’s problems, internal and external. But 
even internally China cannot ait down to initiate reforms and recons* 
truotioo if the Soviet Union and the United States do not come to 
an understanding. If the Soviet Union is fully and sincerely satisfied 
in East Asia, the communists in China will have no reaeon to be 
always against the Central Government of their country. Owen 
Lattimore indicates the elements of Soviet strength in this area, and 
how his own country should behave under the given drcumstances.

The implieetiooe of hhla dodaroikm impinging both on the political 
and conatitulional problems of India havo bMn disastrous so far as her 
majority and minority quostion is oouoemed. For too 
Pollsy of long has it heoo known that the representatives of British 

divide & ride power in India havo boon used to making the minority 

question an instrument in their hands for delaylAg and 
haliiag the arrival of domocratio freedom in India. The litorature 
on the subjoct with regard to this policy and its reactions on human 
roUtiofis as between communities and communities in India, as liotween 
sects and seets« as between castes and castes, as between classos and 
elasMes has grown into a library, and to many u publicist in India the 
subject has liecomo quite nauseating to handle. For more years than 
we care to remember, this game has been going ou with a certain similarity 
in its various moves and countor-movos that the Indian pulilicist could 
prodiot without looking at any British proposal for the resdution of the 
liolitioal deadbek in India and without analysii^ Its various implications 
tiiat human rolntions in India will be further poisoned, that all the implicit 
ooDoeits and ambitioiia.tail the dissatisfactions and tiieiiiorios of wrongs, 
will bo revived, and ibe British authorities will bo driven to anuounce the 
failuro of their woll-meaut devices to persuade the various elements in 
India's natioual life to co-operate in building up Uio freer and bettor 
India of their dreams and aspirations. This story of atlL iiipts and their 
failures has bocome a [lazt of the controversy botwueu British Iiiqiurjalism 
and Indian Nationalism. Not to go further liack than the war 
years— 1US9 to 11115 — no observer of developments /in India can help 
being struck by the reiioiition of tlio sumo formula and its rejection 
for one reason or other by all the major parties in India. This happens 
* because the British bureaucracy havo made promises to natioualiste 
Aud oonuuunalists in ludia that cannot from the very nature of the 
oaso ho reconciled with one another. Their practice in this behalf speaks 
more than any words that they way uttor in course of formal declarations 
of tboir policy. To illustrate this double-dealing. Lord Zoatland, the then 
Sooeotary of State for India, can bo quoted. Sixiaking in tbo House of 
Lords on the 14th April U9i0), bis lordship made much of the fact that 
ihoro was no disiiosilion on the part of the British Parliament and the 
British Government to diotatu tbo constitution^making prooudure for India ; 
**admtttedly a substantial moeeum of agroomont amongst tbo commmiities 

in India is ossontial " and Britieb anxiety in this behalf was given 

oiLpressicm to by saying

Zetland for^t that the Bamtay Maodonald 
foMnt* ‘'Communal Award* waa impotad on tbo majority population 
by "force**, that the Bridth Govornnient knowing all 
the faote cd the case bad turned the blind eye on the probleee of 
minoritiee in India other than Ithe Mutitma ; that the feara and fsniriellet 
of theae miuoritiea in aroaa where the Ilualima are a majority, 
aa they are in North-West India and in eertain parts of Bengal 
and Assam, had not weighed with them while deciding their policy 
with regard to inter- communal relattons in India, If they felt that they 
owed reaponsihilities for the minorities in India, for their letter life, they 
should bare showed equal coneom for all of thorn Instead, what they have 
been doing has made the Muslims of India the siK>ils children of Indian 
politics, petted and pampered by Rritieh burcaucracis. There is an element 
of ludicrous tragedy as one watched Mr. Jinnah and his foUowere 
enjoying the transaction of being Kongbt aftor both by British Imperialism 
and Indian Nationalism, driving the hardest bargains out of it. The 
permanent President of the All- India Muslim League illustrates in his 
own life this game. The weakjmocd policy of the Indian National 
Congress in the matter of the "Communal Award**, neither aecppting 
it nor rejecting it, omholdonml the ix>liey -makers of tbo Muelini 
Leegtie to claim that Uus leas ihair 25 prr cent of the fmlian pop'ilaiion that 
the MuHtitn l.«caguo itapi^ans to represent are equal to the more than 60 
per cent whom the Indian National Congress stands for. Ths Lesgue 
laadera make a parade of their content pt for '‘arithmetical detnoersoy**, while 
they hase their demands made in the Lahore (1940) resolnlion on 
"the areas in which the Moslinis are numecicatty in a majority** to 
constituto 'indopi^ndent Stutos*. autonomous and sovereign The British 
hoBDaucracy has in the pursuit of its particular interests foU unablo 
to discourage those prut;*n»ioii8 ; tlu* Indian National Congress has simply 
fgnorod tliesc from its superior arrogatico. It is this attHudci both on the 
part of tho tipholdt^rs of JtritiBh inU^rcsts in Iinlia and of the leadership of 
Indian Nationalism that has intlaitul tliti conceit and gru;d of thii 
Muslim League. During the iteriod wo have Inteii dealing with. Lord 
WavoU, the Governor-General of India, made with tbo sanctiou of 
the London GovernnK^nt an announcirniettt of certain formulas of 
constitutional reconstruction in India. One of these was that in tho 
proposed formation of a new Kxecutrvt* Council by Ilis Exoelloney, 
there would bo an miiial proportion of Muslim representatives with those 
of ‘‘Hindus other than iiionii)orB of tlui Schi^uUul Castes.*' Lord Waved! 
did not care to explain why he and the Ijondon Government did 
feel that this would Ik) an cH|uitaldo arrangeiuoot, and when did this 
policy dawn up on their minds. He apiwared to convoy the impression 
to the world at large that this liail Uten for lorig^ an arrangement 
known to and accepted by all tho elements in India's life# siHMiislly 
by the majority population, the Hindus of India. We know and the 
world shouhl know that the BritiMh GovernineDt and Lord Wavell 
bad simply trailed on the world's ignorance and on the weak n e s se s 
of Iiullan society when they launched this "itarity** cootrivanoe of 
theirs* We also know that the Muslim League tmlers have sioce

Jinnah tl^ the Muslim League must .have equal representation 
with the Indian national Oongraas in any Oentral and Provincial 
Baotttive that mi^ ^be formed^ And it was suggested at the time 
that with this **Pacg'* in his pocket. Lord Wavell wont to London 
about the middle of April, 1945, with a view to seek the advice of 
the Churchill Government for taking steps to end Uie poUtioal dead- 
lock in India. An einsode. and a traiic episode, should lie recalled 
in thie connection to enqihasise once again that politics is a cruel 
game to which the moat well-inteDtioned cf monaro often olTered as 
laerifioe. la the present instanco. Mr. BhulgHhai Dosai had UaudMji's 
UeeaiDgs in his negotiaiionB with Mr. Liaqat Alt Khan. In course 
of a ctatenmnt made on Lord Wavoirs hcoadcast made on June 
14, 194S Qandhiji said : ‘1 am not ashamed of the ,|iart I played 
in advieing fihri Bhulubhai Dosai when ho cansiiUetl mo al>out fns 
proposal. Shri Bhulabhai Dosai's propossi, aa 1 nndorstood it, attrsutnd 
me as one interested in aalviog tlio ooinrsanal ian;’lo, and 1 assured 
him that I would use my influence widi the inomlx rs id the Working 

Committee and give reasons for acceiplantHi of his propsMl *' At 

tbs time when negotiations were afoot for the **Desa]->Liaqat Ali 
understanding** (Gandhi ji*8 own words), criticism of tbs slipuhitioos of 
the **Pact’* was vshement and the brunt of st ietl ou Mr. Dosai, 
and even Gandhiji did not lift his little finger to save hiin from thie 
denunciation or to modorato its cruelty and vbheiiieuoe. And when 
the mombers of the Congress Working Committoo, after thoir release, 
were called upon to face the commitments made in the Dooai-Liaqat 
Ali Pact, and they refused to endorse it, Gandhiji could not protect him 
from the taw deal at tbeir hands. Kvidenoo of this cams out when Mr. 
Dssai’s name was omitted from the list of names submitted during 
the Simla Conference to Lord Wavell to ho indudod in his interim 
Executive Council. It was talked .of at the time that the Governor- 
General was anxious to havo him, but tbs interdict of tbo Congress 
Working Committoo stood in the way. It has been suggestod that 
ibis Mow to his solf-esteom became too much for the frail body of 
Mr. Desai, and in dignified silence be pined avay to death. His 
debnoe of the three officers of the Indian National Array at their 
trial at the Bod Fort of Delhi, bis masterly presentation of the dotonoe 
case, was the antumnal glow of a great Indian lifo iiashming towards 
departure from the field of ite mundane activities. That its last hours 
should have boon embittered by a sense of injuBtico rocoivod at the liands of 
his fellow-workers is one of the tragedies that are a part of human 
exietonoe. Nmther is he the first nor the last of Indian public men and 
pnblioisto whom t he ungratefulness of tbeir generation bae sent to tbeir 
death with memoriei tarnished by indiscretions or welhmsant actions 
that in politrcff are sometimos worse than oriintis, stigmatiised very often as 
the betrayal of a nati ov^^ cause. Bhulabhai l>e8ai s misfortune consietud 
in this that he eould not realise what ho was risking whan he 
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sgmd lo aceeiift the imition that iha Indian National' CSongroM, a 
national organization if thora was ono in Ibdia. waa* agoal lo Iha 
An«Iiidia Muslim Lr*ague. a communal organization. P^fhaps* ha thongfat 
that Oandhiji would sharo the risk and would be aide to shield' him 
from the dtspleasaro of tlio dominant raomliors of the Working Committee 
of the Congress. Perhaps, ho would have outiived the nopopnlaritir 
as Gopal Krishna Goklialb had done and as* Mr. Bajagopalachiri 
appears to lie doing. But fate lias ordhined otherwise, and Bhalabhai 
l5w%\ has l>een called to oternat rest befbra this healing process has 
hail opportunity to regain him. his due plisse of honour in the estimation 
of his people 

This personal tragedy apart, the commitments made in tlia Desai* 
Liaqat Ali Pact will ho pursuing us for many a day, injuring the

British Government, if not of British make. It is tms Uiat Mr. Bbnbdihai 
Desai had with the approval of Gandhi^ snisred into some sort of an 
arrangement with tbe Muslim League General Seontary, Mr. liaqat Ali Kbaa, 
accepting Congress “parity", with the League ; it is true that the Oommlttos 
of Noa.Farty experts beaded by Sir Tej Bahadur Sapru had been think^ 
on the lines of Caste Hindu>Mndim parity oonditional on tbe abedition ol 
“separate sleotorates" for Muslims. It would be a travesty of trutii to say 
that any seotion of Oongnss members or any signifeant ssetion of Casio 
Hindus bad agreed to abide by either of tbaoe two pn^oeals. It has 
yet to be explained why the Britirii Govemment rejee t s d tbe Bbnlabhai 
Desal'Idaqal Ali “understanding” aid why dM they dieose the Bapro 
recommendation minus the condition wbieb gave it any value— the condition 
that Hindus and Muslims would seek one another's votes, kilUag et Ube 
root tbe temptation to appeal to religions froosy and fonatieisB, tbe tiiapt> 
ation to dang one another's habits of life and thought wbloh “separate 
deetorates" have encouraged. In sdeeting a deviM for India's omistita* 
tional advance, why did the British Government o h ooee the one that 
antagonised and harmed tbe Hindns and pampered the Mnslisu ? Why 
could not they draw out frmn the body poli t ic ci India tim p o i son wbloh 
they tbemsdves had introduced on the oeee ri o n oi toe IQnto-Moilsy eonstito* 
tional obanges ? That would have proved their bomoifidt, thdr spirit of 
goodwill that teeogniaed a wrong and tried to e Kminats it.

By no otreteh of deft hanwnfol 
English words could tbe WavoU Plan of Oasts Hindii>Mnaton “pstlly" 
beieoognised as an attempt to avoid iusnoeiag a aonstit nti o n el aalMs> 
meal by the British Oovemmant. This 'parity” bnsiness. tois attosml 
to make about 80 par aenl of the po pula t ion el India egnal to last than 
98 per oent of its population, as the Ouftie Hindu Md M ntifan siMe 
stands today, is a British deviee beiaf oou^lp be ioresd ontitofonwr 
at tim point of the bayonet. Lord Wavell, tbs soldier that he Is, oiight to 
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iM^a 1>een equal to the UBpleasaot job of declariog that the device .of 
*!parity'’ b^ween the Caste Hindus and Ifnslims of India wasE^titfb 
neoessity which could not afford to do juetioe or to bllow democratic 
pmoqjle and practice. lEfaat would not have weaiwed opposition his 
Plan, it is true. But it would enhance rmpect for his honesty- Boldier 
or politician, there is nothing to choose between them when material 
interests need defence. 

And Ihc subterfuges that the British bureaucracy and its firopa- 
gandists have been using to ,, create the impression that tto Oasts ffindu- 
Muslim ‘'parity** was implicit in the very nature of the 
ti socio-politiosl situation in India has ikE been exposed 
mnmmgBmkmnt ^ ugUness. By *a ffat of the British Govwn- 

ment this ‘‘parity*' was imposed. Having divided the 
country's political representation into communal grooves and eompartsiants, 
it was not quite honest to speak d representation of “political opinion'**, as 
Ixird Wavell did. The Secretary of State for India Mr. Leopold Amery, 
•peaking on the same date (June 14, 1945) as Lord Wavell. spoke of the 
appointment to the Goveroor>(ltfnerars Executive Council from amongst 

“leaders of Indian political life.... in proportions which would give a 

balanced repr* sentation of the main communities^ including equal propor< 
tioos of Muslims and Caste liindus." And as there was no organization 
in India representative of the “Caste Hindus,** as the Nationalists among 
Hindus bad never felt the need for organizing tiiomselves on such a narrow 
platform, and the British Government was in need of such an organization 
to carry out their policy of balance, they Tell on the Indian National 
Congress and tried to fit it into their nefarious scheme, thus reducing 
the national organization to an organization of a section of the Hindus 
of India. This has been the demand of the Muslim League, and on the 
occasion of the Simla Conference iiio British bureaucracy shewed 
its hands crudely that it was prepared to concede the Jinnah 
thesis. Wheu Gandbiji in his telegram to Lord Wavell dated June 15 
(1946) caught the British bureaucracy red-handed in this crime against 
Indian Nationalism and all that it has been standing for during the last 
one hundred years. Lord Wavell could only mumble forth the assurance 
(June 16) that “the term ‘Caste Hindu* was not used with offeusive in- 
tention" ; this stylist in the English language asked the Indian world to 
believe that his proposals had the “meaning" that “there should be equality 
between Muslims and Hindus other than members of the Scheduled 
Castes/' The reply to the question-— why should there be such an in- 
iquitous inequality ?— -was avoided. And the arrangement wee sought to 
be finalized that in any future constitutional structure of India this “parity * 
would be a permanent fixture. Early in these transactions, on the 15th 
of June (1945), before the members of the Congress Wqi^ng Committee 
bad been released, Gandhiji bad recorded his protest against it. In course 
of his telegram he bad said : 

...Msy I iben ssy thsi ibeie sieno cssle sad esstelsss Bindus who are 
at sll polltiesliy-Biinded. 'Jhmfore the word rings untrue end ofensive. Who 
rspreeeni them si wmr tsbie T Not dw Congress which seeks to represent without 
distinetion sll IndkeMi who desire and work lor independence. Bence the existence 
of Hindu Msheeshhe claiming to re pte m n i Hindus ss sneh. 1 sppislisnd thst 
svsu thst body will ^selsim rspeesenting Cmen CUndns.’* 

Tbo malico of Biitisli imperialion was, faowevw, immune to aD 
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ntiood appeal. It was Dot blind to tbo mischief that it was consciously 
working in India. It willed it that the pretentious olaims 
Mallse el BrUlsk of the Muslim League should hA given a place in India's 
in^sslellM constitutional frame-work, so that Indian Nationalism 
may be maimed and halted for as long a time as it was 
humanly possible* This malice erupted into view prominently on the 
occasion we have been discussing, « in matters big or small. The logic of 
British policy required that the growth of parties in India on the basis 
of communM diflfarences should be encouraged. Hut the life and work of 
the Indian National repudiate this policy. And it become a tug of war 
between the forces of Indian Nationalism and those of British Imperialism 
--the one trying to establish its claims as the organ voice of India, the 
other trying to stifle it or to roduco it to a minor key in a communal 
crescendo. The malice of British im|)orialisui would not, however, accept 
defeat : it was over on the watch for allios who would help it to win 
success. It found in the Musli ui League an iustrument of disruption, a 
handle to reduce the importance of the Indian National Congress. During 
the preliminary discussions of the Sitnla Conference, as we havi* said above, 
the crudity and the naivutte of those attompts hecanio ho distiiud. that 
at the first touch of interrogation. Lord Wavell stood emhanissed and 
could only plead that no ofTeucc was meant. His failure to invito the 
President of the Indian National Congress, Moulana Ahul Kalaiu Azad, to 
take ])art in the Simla Conferunce was due to the same umlice. When 
it was ))ointed out to him by Gaiidbiji, and when it was made plain to 
him that Gandhiji had no ioctis miandi to attend the Conference as a 
representative of the Congress, Lord Wavell seemed to treat the plea as 
‘*techuicar*, and he accepte<l the rehufT with whatever grace he could 
command, and issued (ho invitation to the President of the Congress 
through the Governroent of Bengal. The uneotiHcious mind of the British 
bureaucracy, stood revealed in this episode ; it bettor roflcctcd bureaucratic 
malice than any overt act of theirs could. The seeds of the i iilure of the 
Simla Conference are to bo traced to this liack-ground histcry of British 
policy in India. Gandhiji has generously tried to acciuit Lord Wavell of 
'knowingly* taking part in the clever game of creating the new principle 
of ‘'parity" lietweon ’'Caste Hindus'* and Muslims. But the generality of 
us who are not so generous have other idesH about the |)orsonal responsibi- 
lity of the present Governor-General of India in introducing the vicious 
device on the occasion of the Simla Conforotice. Tlio utmost that we can. 
concede is that Lord Wavell was bcdpless in face of the immutable 
British policy ; he could not change it ; he played the part re(|uirod of 
him, even if he looked foolish in trying to extricate himself from the 
coils of Anglo-Indian hypocrisy. We know that individual honesty 
individual goodness played but a little minor part in the play of power 
politics. History is full of such instances. The cases of Gladstone and 
‘honest* John Morley leap to the mind as we recall what they did in 
helping British imperialism to establish itself in Egypt. They broke all 
the commandments of the faith of their country and coDtinent so that the 
Britieh life-line through the eastern Mediterranean and the newly-cut Suez 
Oanal could ha pro^ted from competitive imperialisms. They were by any 
Mandard bigger than any of the present generation of the sUndard-bmera 
d Britiah impmalfem. John Morley *e thesis on Hindu-Mnslim diffeienoes 
a lodiai elabomted during bis laborious search for arguments io fevour of 
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— g w wt e eleolontM in IndU, in the qnintanaoM of kho "DivM* ud 
Bala** policy.

Bat the 
Simla failara waa foltowad by a^ mirada of noo'im that baa law parallala 
in India’a recant Jiistory. Since the Angnat (1942) revolt had been 
trampled under by "mathoda pf barbariam'*, our people, Nationaliat India, 
had bean hearing nothing but worda of condemnation of tha fooliahneaa 
of those montha of high audacity, the outburat of the mass anger, of 
maas dissatisfaction with the ways of the British bureaucracy. Gandhiji 
since his release in May, 1944, had been pouring out the anguish of 
his heart that his life’s quest, his li(e*8 teachings, had been so irretrievably 
frustrated and betrayed by men and women who claimed to be bis 
followers. And Nationalist India was persuaded to believe that a ' 
great wrong had been done by the leaderless peo^e during those 
montha of August to October, 1942, the boy-day of the resistanoe 
movement in India. But with the rdease of tha membara M the 
Oo ng raea Working Oommittee, there crept almost imperceptibly a change 
in tha spirit of this spell of self-depreciation that had sat on the 
of the country. To two members of this Oommittee must go the 
eradit and the glory of brushing aside tha miasma of this defeatist 
mentality. They ware Pundit Jawaharlal Nehru and Sardar Ballabhbhai 
Patel. Their voice rang loud and rang tme that the mass upsurge of 
1949, the setting up of independent State organisations in Balia 
( United Provinces),' in Midnaporo (Bengal), in Satara (Bombay), for 
inatan"*, were spiritually linked up with the Bosistanoe Movements 
had grown up in Burope, in China, in Burma, in 

in other east Asiatic countries to disable the German 
and Japanese war machine, that our peo|do had nothing to be ashamed 
of in their activities of 1942, even if these fell from the high ideals 
of Gandhiji. The speeches of Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru specially acted as 
cathartic to the accumulated despairs of more than thirty-five montha.

Dr. tCkare declared that within 48 honrs of the paasing of the Ordiaaanes in 
South Africa, the Government of India applied the Reeipmity AeL (A voiee: With 
what efleot ?) 'fhe enforcement of economic sanctions required eaiefal eoaatderaUon, 
and he had hoped that the House would give the Government of India noma 
discretion in the mstter of carrying out farther measures. Dr. Khare went ont to 
refer to the aesuranoes given by General Smats to the Indian Deputation from 
Natal in November last year and contended that there had* on the whole, been no 
aerious Immediate deterioration in the position. He did not My thol the develop- 
ments, so far, had met our demands or jnstified any relaxattou of vigilanoe or 
reorieiiUtion of our policy with regard to the withdrawal of the Pegging Act. 
The action taken by the Government of India had brought home to the Union 
Government the intensity of Indian feeling and had borne aome fruit. Before the 
House discussed the matter Isat, the Union Govern ment took the etand that the 
Ordinance was nor. contrary to the spirit of the Pretoria Agreement. They now 
admitted it wm contrary to that spirit, and were willing to explore other ways of 
Mtting the issue. Dr. Khare referred to the speech of Mr. Hofmeyer and to the 
warning uttered by another South African that the eountervailing aanotione adopted 
by India might be a pio-priek, but it might grow rapidly, m India had 400 milliona 
within ita borders. 


There was no reason to think. Dr. Khare aseertad, that the OspaTown Agreo- 
men! had been given the go by.

Bill Legalising ** 8 agotra** Marriages 

14th.. FEBRUARY Assembly rcaunied dcbaic to-day on Mr. Govind V. 

Dahmukh^n motion for rffcretH*e to tiie Select Committee of hla BUI to remove legal 
diaaliiiiiiea under Hindu liae* in respei*! of marriages between Hindus, particularly 
to legalisa **Sagotra** marriages. i>r. Dcshintikh, who apoke on the motion during 
the last aeaaioti of the Assembly, eontiniiiiig bis speech, declared that the Hindti 
I«aw Committee was dealing with the question in a blind and superatiiioua way. 
According to the l>raft Oo«le, tbe< Irgal inmiiiartca in the Committee had merely 
explaineif the obvious and expatiated on what waa commcUi. * Ootra,*’ Dr. Daahronkh 
difinetl,. originally meant the common graxing fields for cows, but to-day, it had 
come m connote enineOiing quite dilfcrcnt. AiU’ient srripiiires and the Pn ran as had 
numerous examples of “Sagotm'* marriages, such as between Vasiidev snd l>evski. 
Kama and SiU, Aijiina snd Subhsdra, snd so on. llie 'iWsrst'* bsd nothing to 
do with religion. In rcgnrd to 'Sspiadsa* the modern SsiisUoists ai'ceptfd the 
ioterj^totions of si< Etiglish Jnrist which did not conform to the spirit of the originsi 
text. Many of the provaleiii ideaa among UinduSk Dr. Desbmnkh went on, were 
based on aupersUtioii end they should be eliminsted. They eould not wait till the 
eodiftenllon of the Uindu Law waa achieved. He believed that the ob{ectlona to the 
propnaiKi reforms osme from three qoarten. namely, the old SanaUnists, who 
geaninely did not want any change, the paeudo-Sanatanista, who accepted the 
intarpretation of the Smvitbie by modern courta and were agsinat a change In the 
axiiting usage bccauee it waa agaioat their own ihleieat and thirdly, the intellectuals, 
who baliltled the peoposed reforms on the ground that they did not go far enough. 
Bo hopod the Lawldember wonld not opi^Mo the motii>u because the whole Code 
waa cxpeelod to he* placed before tha House. 

JPimdii NilkunU Dm uiged the l>eshmnhh brothers— the mover of the motion, 
Mr, Govind Dashmukh and its supporter, Ur. Dcahmnkh— to withdraw tbo Bill.

no*, po fer cnouph. Hie pseud o-t^snsisniste^ Mrs. Iveniika Usy conlinued, did not 
ts'cm to reafise that the tiroes had chsnped sad there oinst be re-adiustment ol tbo 
Hindu liaw.

FinaHOUL Allocatiowb 

Tha eficci of thaaa larga purehaaaa on the finaaeea of the rail ways moat dearly 
ba abnormal apeolally aince Ihey have been made at war time pricea and in aome 
Baa at, tbe^atock delivecad hea baen below Indian atandarda. The applicntiou of 
ordinary rulea would remit in aome degree of over-capiteliaation and a very aeriona 
deplalioci of the Depreeiatioo Eund. To prevent thia, Goveroment have decided that 
in all worka of general niiltty eaeonted at the inataoce of .the War Department the 
railwi^ ehara ehoutd be charged to revenue, ihac in view of their high cost due to 
the wnr 50;per cent of the expenditure incurred after 1942-Ci on other important 
worka hiiiU entirely at the coat of the tailwaya should be charged to Working 
expeoaea, -that all rolling etook ahould be treated aa on ceplacement account that 
there dieiild be no debit to oepiul onleea .there waa an iocraaae in toinl capacity, 
and tbit the balance of the expenditure dmuld he ao ahand between the depre- 
ciatioQ Fund, Bail way Reeerve and working cxpenaea. that the debit to the Fund wm 
limited to the aniouat accunuilated therein for the itema creaied as replaced, that tha 
dtSereuee between such accumulation and tha original coat of the itema ahould be 
found from ibe Eailwey Reserve and the balance ahould be charged to working 
axpenaei. At a jreault of theae deciaiona, the total expenditure of Ba. 97! crorea on 
rolling atoek, which would normally have been ahared between cepital and the 
Depreciation Fund in the proportioe of 16:ffii crorea vrould he now divided aa 
foliowa: one crore to eepitel, 22 crorea to l>cprewatioD Fund, 101 crurna from Rail- 
way Reeerve, 61} crorea by charge to working Reserve, 61} crorea by charge to work- 
ing expenaea. 

In oonoluriOD Bir Edward Beathafl <aaid that the Indian Boilwi^a were now 
alamat one hundred per cent Indiaii-ewned, that they were an *aaiaet of which 
India can be proud. ^ But the leaaoo* ol the paat ahow that their finmacial reaourcea 
muit be handled with aeduloua care**, fle claimed that, if the policy uuderlying 
Ida budget propoaete were continued, Indian Bnitwaya would be la a fit state 
Saaocially to give a lair chance to the Govern men ta of the fature.*’

Secondly, we hare made notable imagreet in onr attempt to maintain prieee 
generally on an even keel, to control the diitributioa ^of textile gnodt and to prereat 
pro6 leering of all hiiida. The 4 <eneral leael of wholaaala prtcet haa (been *aub]ect to 
fluctiiaiiona from time to time, according aa a mom or leea aWtimiatie riaw wat 
taken of tbe duraiirui of Che imt, hut prinaa ac a whifle do not dillbr fluafkedly from 
what they were in tbe B|>riiig and summer of 1943. when onr anti*tuflaiioDary 
efforta liegan to be undertaketi on a wide front. It ia encouraging to noie a greater 
degree of aillitigneM on ilie laut of tbe i^lic to co*0|ieratp with ue and to reeent 
the anti-social octiriHea of certain traders ia with-holdiug aiipplies and of others who 
do not hesitate to offer or accept bribes in Che fnrtbtratice of their own aelftah 
intereata. 

FuBsa Flow op Imports 

Our efforts to improve theccooomic aituMlion have been greatly saaistad by the 
freer flow of imiHXta— of food^ine, raw matemls aud finidbed prodiicti. l‘he liouea 
ia aware of the fact that a MImiou haa recently gone to lioiidoti for %kia porpoae of 
further discussing with Ilia Ma)ecty*i Governmeiit tbe poestbility nf lighteiiii(g the 
load which tbe continuance of the war imposes on the ludim ec •nomy. 

1 mast sgaiii emphasise, as on previous orcssions. that though ladivldoat 
measures of the kind that 1 have referred to are indispensable, yet Uie keyatona of 
our defences, apart from our taxation and loan programmes, liea in |ke consdaue 
restriction of cxf>cnditure by tbe mass of individusbi. Though certain claaeas of the 
population have suffered, and continue to suffer, from the (set that their incomea 
nave not yrt become fully adjoaied to tbe higher level of prices, yet large and very 
important classes of the population are now in receipt of money-mcomee very much 
higher than those which they previously enjoyed. 

This afiplies to the induatrial population and to the agricultural clasaet ea a 
whole; to tbe traders and to the man ufi^turera. Tbe consumers goods for which 
they crave are not available and, except in ao far aa the additionad iocomea which 
have been generated by tbe war are amenable to taxation, the only poaatbilitiea are 
abstention from expenditure and lending io Glovernroent. Neturallf, et tbe present 
time, the latter is the more compleuly aalisfaetory aolutton ; not only doea such lend* 
ing greatly assist Qovernroeut in its anti-inflationary campaign, but it marks abmak 
with the age-old tradition of hoarding, which may well be an even greater obataele 
to the rapid progreaa of India than many of the factors which are more frequently 
mentionea. 

Fikamcul Ybar« 1943*44 

1 will first, na ia customary, give briefly tbe reenlta of the laet finan'dal year. 

In onr revised eetimatea we expected to end the year with a deficit of He. i2M 
erorce. llie aetual deficit turned out to be Ks. lfd.79 erorea. Defence expcndlinre 
exceeded eetimatea by about Ra. 96 erorea. This was due partly to the fact that much 
of the fating againat tbe Japaneee took place within, InatM of wholly outeide. 
India*! nontiera and partly to an unexpectedly heavy adjuaiment In tbe geeonnta of 
the year In reapeet of vehicles otiliacd for the fnitiel cqnipment end meinleeenee of 
India's local defence foioea. lliefe wee alao e deterioration of about Bs. 9 temee 
under Texee on Income which was ofbet by an inereaeed eootrlbniioo from BoUwnye 
ood ioi|K caoeiple under Eieiae. 
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Comfitic to th6 enrrent jetr, the total revenue receipte are now expected lo be 
Be. 99(1.89 erorea, an improvement of Ke. 48.60 croree over ttie bodtset eetimatea 

Citetome receipte are expected to improve by He. 12 croree ae a reeult of larger 
importe made poeeible bj the general eaeing of the abippiDg poeitioo. Of this 
amoiititf Re. 2) croree are accounted Cor by the imf»ort of locomotivee and wagone. 
Under Central Exeieet however, there ie a abort fall of eome Ke. 2 croree, mainly 
under tol>neco. cauied by traneport difficoltiee and by reduced cultivation ae a result 
of the drive in favour of food crops. 

Taxes on income were expeciol to yield Re. 182.5 croree, Ks. 78 croree from 
excess proBte tax and Be. 104.5 croree from other taxes on income. This progreea of 
regular ^P.T. aeeeesment has been stepped up so that we now exfiect collections 
under this head to reach Its. 110 croree. Inhere ie, however, likely to be a fall of 
Ra. 4| erorea under other taxes on income, which are expected to yield Re. 100 
croree. This figure excludes the collections of approximately Rs. 60 croree under 
tbe ‘‘pay-ae-you-earn*’ scheme which are treated for accounting purposes as depoaits 

K nding completion of the regular aasessments. The divisible pool of income-tax baa 
en taken at lie. 01.13 croree and the share of the Provinces at Ks. 20.56 croree 
(Including Rs. 49 lakhs on account of the previoue year’s arrears), or Rs. 2.87 croree 
more then* the budget figure. 

An. improvement of Rs. 2.56 croree is anticipated under Currency and Mint due 
maiuly to Qovernmeuta ahare of the siirplue profits of the tteierve Bank increasing 
from 7.50 croree to Ra. 10.07 croree. 

P. Sl T. Drpartmbht's Revenue 

The eatimstes also Include Rs. 10*27 erorea proposed to be transferred from the 
two Wac Riaki Insurance Funds to cover the estimated pay men te this year under the 
Bombay Eiplosioii (Compensation) Scheme. 

The revenue of the Pnsta and Telegraphs Department ie now estimated at 
Rs. 28.78 crores, that is, Ra, 86 lahha more than the budget figure. Expenditure ie 

S taci^d id Rs. 19.40 croree, an Inutraase of Us. *2.85 crores. The soticipatta surplus of 
^s. 9.32 crorti will scerue to general revenues. 

For reasoas already made known to the House, ft bae been decided to ilablliie 
tbe oontrtbtttion from Railwaye to general revenues at Rs. 32 crores for the current 
nud ensuing years. 

Expekoiturr 

Defence 5ert*ice8.— Turning to expenditure I begin, as usnal, with the defence 
services. Tbe past year baa witnc««sfd a siicoesition of mtt)or triuinpht for the Allied 
cause On tbe WciCrrn front tbe years ot intense and patient preparation at 

iaat bore fruit and tbe liberation of France was rflTtcicd with a dramatic auddenneaa 
equal to that of ita (all, four years earlier. The Ail.cd iorcea in this theatre are now 
fighting On tbe borders of, and even wiibiu, Germany itself. Our progresa on tbe 
Iinlian front has, it is true, been slowed down but only at heavy coat to the enemy 
who have had to loci up in this theatre forces that they very bsdiy needed elsewhere 
eapeeially on their East«Tu Front. 

On that front the Russians, in a enceeesion of titanic ofTensivea sweeping all 
before them, have snoceeded not only in freeing their own territory entirely from the 
enemy, but al«o in forcing the eapltulatiou of most of the Axis eatellites— Rumania, 
Bulgaria and Hungary— and are now within striking cJiaiance of Berlin itarlf. With 
ibe Ruaaiaiia inventing her capital, the other Allies hammering at her Weaterii 
frciiiliere. and the Allied air forces ooiitinnally destroying hft centres of war prodiic* 
tioii, it is difltcull lo see how the final eotla})se of Germany can bo long delay^. Nor 
is the position ol the other siirviviag Axis partner much leae preoarioue. 

Tbb War Against Japan 

In tbe Pacific Japan is rapidly being forced to give up ber ill-gotten territoriee ; 
her navy and merchant shipping are disappearing under the combined attacks of the 
Allied tea and air forces, and the ta now being aubiected in her turn to the devasta- 
tion of air attack. 

Developroeuls in the S.E.A. theatre, in which India naturally has a special 
Interest, did not take quite the course envisaged at the time of my last budget speech. 
More any major ofiensive based on India could be launched agalnet them, the 
Japanese took tbe initiative and committed almost their entire reaoiircea in Burma to 
a large scale aassult on India’e North-Eastern frontier. Some of the bittereet fight- 
ing of Uie war followed, largely on Indian eoU, but the monthe of ngoxooe training 
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In iaQKl« wnrfnra bnied on ptat pn'inlul ext«rietkce In Ihit thnntre. which hid been 
gifeo lo otir force*, now imid miisniti^wnt diridcnds and, as the Hou»e koowt, tha 
Jipaneie aoffered a major and decwiv»» defeat. The full magnitude of the diaaater 
iii^ctad on the Japuneee in this cunipft'-<r>i has yet to be revealetl but the 

reaulta m some extent apeak for the. itH<' Ives, since not mty wc*c such of their forces 
as tiirviTed flung btek over the bor liT Imt tUfi dnaorHlised remains have been in 
continuous retreat, suffering heavy hmats in men and munitionaof war in the proceaa. 
As a reauU the whole of Northern Burma has now been delivered their 

control. 

Although the date of Japan** final ^ discomfiture cannot yet be cotifidenUy 
predicted, ths events jiirtt summarined enci'^iiragc us to tiiink that it may hr nearer 
than we dared to hope a year ago. India may well be proud of the part t.iayed by 
her force* of all three servicea in these eventn. and it is satisfactory that iiie iropor* 
Unce of her contribution in this theatre h* a at lant been duly recogniv^d aud appre* 
ciated by the other Allied Nations

Daring Um pttt year the qatlity of the mo who pnwotod Cbomtelfoo for 
■rioelioD 00 general Doty Officers in the Indian Air Force has been sostewbat lower 
then formerly. The effect of this has been a large wastage in liaioiiig, and the 
neeessity lor inereasing the monthly intake from 7D to lOi leemils. In spite of 
tbis» the lO-sqoadron target has not been reached owing to lack of pilots. The 
9tb sqnadroD of tbe Indian Air Force was fonned on Febmai^ 2U, 1944^ and the 
formation of Uie 10th is onder consideration, hot, nnless leemlting improfss, this 
will not be possible. 

The Empire TMoIng Scheme has been temporarily dmoontinacd, bat flying 
training in Indid eootioaes as before. 

llie Royal Indian Nary eontinoes to grow and forther progress has been 
made in the construction of training establish meats and holding depots. Apart 
from its work in the defence of India's ports and coasts, the Ro^ Indian Nary 
is playing a considerable role in escorting shipping and general policing dbties in 
Indian waters. It has gireu infslaable support and protection to the land forces 
In tbe recent operations on the Eastern Front in which its landing craft hsTc 
played a maior part. 

Lbhd-Lbahb 

India continued to receire goods and serrices from the UJ3.A. under Lend- 
Lease arrangemcnu and, in return, to grant Reciprocal Aid in earioos forms of 
supplies and serrices as explained in my speech last year. The demands for such 
aid hare been hearier than was anticipated last year psrtieularly in regard to works 
(mainly airflelds), petrol and aristion spirit. To some extent this was due to the 
increased sctlrities of the U.8. Forces In strafing the Japanese on India’s North- 
Eastern Frontier. 

Tbe estimated cost of Reciprocal Aid to be afforded at India’s expense to tbe 
U.8.A. for which prorision has been made in these estimates is Rs. Tfi’dd crorcs 
during 1944-45 and Rs. 70’34 crores daring 1945-46. Tbe ralue of such aid furnbbed 
In tile year 1943-44 amounted to Rs. 35T1 crores and tbe progressire total of 
Reoiprocal Aid from the beginning of the war to the end of 1944-45 woold, on these 
estimateSf amount to about Rs. 134 crores. At present tbe great bulk of Reciprocal 
AU sflbrded to the U.8.A. in India is charged to Indian rerenues and only a 
relatirely minor amount of such aid (c.p.. ttmt relating to certain noo-indigenous 
soppliesi is flnsneed by H.M.G. and treated as British Reciprocal Aid. 

The total amount of supplies and serrices expected to be made to India under 
Lend-Lease arrangements up to Che end of 1914-45 is now estimated at roughly Rs. 
516 crores and tbe ralue of these supplies and serrices which India, but for Lend- 
Lease, would hare had to proride at her own expense is now assessed at approxi- 
mately Rs. 150 crores. It is impossible to make any similar estimate for the year 
1945-46 as the extent of Lend-Lease granted during that year most necessarily 
depend on war developments both in tbe European and the Eastern theeties. Ikere 
seems no reason, howerer, to think that tbe ralue of Lend-Lease aid reeeired by 
India to tbe end of that year will fall short of the correspoadiog amount of 
Reeiproeal Aid to the U.8.A. 

Mutual aid Aqrbbicbnt 


During the year onder review India signed a direct Mutual Aid Agreement 
with the Qorernment of Oansds, which entities her to participate in tbe beaeflu of 
Mutual Aid accorded by the Canadian Gorernment to tbe Allied Natioae. Tha 
piedee effhet of this Agreement npon India’e defence expenditnre bee not yet 
DM flnelly neoertelned in the absence of complete information regarding the 
amount of each aid to he made arailable but, in framing the rerised and budget 
eetimatWy a ledufltlon of Re. 5 eroree has been allowed on thin aeeoaat in tim 
eetlmetfi of each year. 

In my laet budget speech, I refer to the necessity for ensuring that India’s 
economy was not eoD)eetM to nn intolerable etrain ae a rcenlt of Ite employmeni 
aa a malar base of operations against Japan, i hare alreedy referred to tlm 
Mittittr under 8ir Akbar Hydari which is now In London exemiauig in detail tha 
extent to wbieb demands for commodities required for war purposes, hitherto 
plaoed on India, ean be met from other eoiiroce, and forther what goods bsdiy 
Dssdsd hers ean be sent out In order to offset the general deplelioo canted by war 
demands. It Is bopsd tbst Ibis Mission, besides bringing much needed mlM to 
India’s soooomy, will bsve s wholesome edueslire effimt on opinion in the Uoiiad 
giii gdiim and produce a better appreciation of the maguilnde and natnie of lading 
wnr ilbrt

NON*EVFRCTtVB CHAnoii 

During the ln§t wer it wee found quite impouNible to keep op tbie non-effeetife 
•ctiooiit which hed therefore to be held in ebeyenoe end the eetuement of numerone 
cleinie end counter-cleime in reepeet of non effevtive ehergee relettug to thnt wnr 
formed the eubieoi of prolonged vorreepoudeiice end erentnelly—though not until 
iU^i— 'heo to De fettled in e more or lem erbitrery menner. it wee felt moot 
deeireble to evoid e eiiniier long-drewo out eontrorerey erer the noo-eflhotiTe ehergee 
erieing out of the present wer. The metier bee been exemined nt greet length ^ 
teehiiioel experu on both eidee end the egreement now reeehed xsey be snmmn* 
rised ns follows. 

(1) The noii-effeotive ecoount between the two Gorernmente to be finally oloaed 
es on April 1« 1039. Indie's net liebility towards H. If. Q. for the non^effeetiee 
charges of ell defence personosi on that dete being diacherged by n Inmp enm 
payment of £15 million.

It is nit thnt this noo-wcciiTs sgreomeot bee the gfeel merit oc aimpheity 
while secnring. eo cqniteble eppor don meat of the chargee in qoeetion between the 
two Governmente. 

The agieement profidce for the payment of the turn of £]fi milHon on the dete 
of iu termination. Hecently H. M. G. enquired whether the Gmmmeni of Indie 
would be diepoeed to pay this emooeC in advance of that dele and ofTared to reduoe 
the annuel ps^Bsent of fil^iSO.OiX) by £450,000 ee from the dele of eooh premature 
peymenL At thia offer seemed to the Gevernmeut of Indie n fevoorehle one. it 
has been accepted end the payment wee made on February IMS^ Isews whioh 
dele the eneou payment wHl ecoordiogly be reduced lo £900,000. 

Thu Finawcial SxrrLBMBHT 

It is now fieocaeery to consider the tffeetof theee devdopmenUi on our mtimntee 
of defence espendituBe for the current year. The Fineneiel betdement aeeepled in 
1940 wee the target for a greet deal of ebuse-mueh ef it extremdy ill-ioformed— by 
the Prem both in lodin end in the United Kingdom daring the year. Ae wee no 
doubt inevhehle with any erreagemeat of tbie ehersctrr, the critielem hee been 
vehement end hee proceeded from dUmetrleelly opposite points of view. 
It still Tumsins, however, our pheelenchor for tho purpoee of doterminlef 
lndie*e eheiu of wnr expenditure. Under the operation ol that Settfement indie 
beeomee liable lor a eoneidereble emouut of eddiuonel cx|iendituiu erieing out of 
the Jepnneae inveaion et the begtnning ol tho yenr* 

In framing the budget for 1944-45 it bed been aaeunsed that opermtieiie egalnet 
the Jepeneee wonid take place ouUide Indie end in ooneequtnco the! no portion 
of their coat wonid fall on Indian revenuee whicb on the other hand, would be 
relieved ee a icenlt of the eending of foroie beyond her frooticii to take iiert in 
thoae operetione. In the event, not only ked foreee eermerked for employment 
mraeee to be lutnined In India hot oiheie were bron^t la liom ontaide to repel 
the iuTader, end no provieion exieted in die bodget lor the oeet of nil these tioM 
Or for the other eddltkmel expenditure ioeurred on tkeae ope wt io ne for whieb Indm 
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fa Ifabla. Tbit eooatitatea ona of the major caDtet of iba haavj axeaaa of Iba 
dafaiiea aiiiandllara for Uia year orar our bndi^et anticifiationa, bat 1 troat the 
Butiaa wilt raaliaa that this ia a email price to pay for the victory which baa 
aaaured to India iminiimty from the Jananese inratft'r. 

Other major devclopmenta that coaid not be foreseen a year a^o and for which 
oooasqaaittly no provision was made in Che bttdjret are: — 

(1) Tba ffrant of war service incramaDta and other pay increases to both 
Britiab andMndian tro^ips durinit the year; 

(2) heavy demands from the U.S A. Forces in India for eoods and serv-ices 
on Eaeiproeal Aid; 

(3) tba deeisioo that India would be liable for iba indfaenoua element in the 
eoat of imported petrol utilised for her ot9n war pur^ioaea. Aa mentioned in mv 
apeseb laat year, H. M. O. ofT red to bear the cost of petrol and aviation spirit 
required for the expansion of India's land and air forces, but thia offer, it bss 
ainoa been made clear, will only cover the cost latided at an Indian port leaving 
the expenaas of distribation in India to he home hy India ; 

( 4 ) the payment of the sum of £15 million in connection with the Non* 
effective agreement.

1 87 crorcs in item (2) over the 
corresponding budget figure is due niatuly to the grunt of further increases in pay 
niicl allosrsuees to the forces in India. The incuase of Rs. 118'Gl crorea in item 
(d) is due to Che major developrocate juMt mentioned and to an under-estimate 
of the cost of air services in Jodis. 'J'tn* total inoroase hns been counter*balsni^t*d 
to a certain extent by an increase in the amnunt of receipts on account of l^nd- 
Lcase stores supplied to Proviiuial (iorernments. Railways, Posts and Telegraph^ 
i>epartn'ieiit and other paying indcutors. and also to the relief anticipated from 
India's parUcioa^ion in Mutual Aid fio’a C.ifiads. 

As regurns the capital potfion, the imresseg under items (1) and (3) are d«p 
to fnrihcr demands for new airfields and the improvi ment and expansion of existini; 
airfields for both British and American Air Forces in India. There have beer 
furth'T expansions of onioance faciori'ts dairy farms, etc., which account for the 
tncreaHC under item (2), while the dciTcsse under i»cm (5) is due largely to » 
carry-forward of exiienailiin! connected with the Tele-communiestions t5cbenie 
the year 1945*46. Item (6> represents the lump sum payment under the Non* 
effective agreement which 1 have already explained. 

Civil EsTtMATi-^i 

The contiuuanee of war conditions and, hi the same time, the necesaliy to plan 
for the iranaitioo period and the days of i^ace ahead inevitably involve an increase 
in governmental oo*ofdinaiioa and control, which is reflected iti increased expendi- 
ture. Thus civil estimates now aland at Rs. 115*42 erores compared with Rs. 86'ii^ 
crorea provided la tba budget, fioo'ble Members will find detdla of the variatioiie 
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m ihe BMuiatorf limorMiduni on tht Badicet Md I tbAll oohAm sy nmrki 
km l» A few of die mm imixirUai iterne. 

Pmeielon foe Be. U erocee woe mode in the evneal yeet^ eelimaloi ee Ofatiel 
AMiefeenee to Beogel for neetiiiK tbetr beeey expeoaltofe oo famine relief. 
Bepceeeoutione were, however, reeeifed from the Proriiieiel Govemmeol Ihel the 
great wee ioedt^ete end the poeiiioe wee reviewed. It wee Anelly decided to 
meke en eegretie eubveatiou of half of the direct eoet of the femine, eehjeet to e 
roeximum of bU. 10 croree, of whieh Re. 3 croiee lied elreedy been ed)ttoted In 
l94i*4l. Tiiie decieiOQ ie reepontible for en increeee o« Re. 5i croree in expenditure 
thie year. 

Another important item Is the expenditnre involved in paving compenaetion 
for damage reetiltiug from the exploeiooe in the Bombay Docks in April last. The 
House i* elreedy familiar with the nieaeures for the tmei of the viotims announoed 
by the Government of India. The maehinery for dealing with elaima ia at work 
and steady progreee ie being made in diapoelng of them. At preaent It Ie not 
poaaible to aanemi accurately the total amount which will be Involved, but provision 
has been made for an expenditure of Ks. 102 ororet thie year and Be. 5| croree 
next year. The queetion of the iucideoce of this expenditure is under eonsiderstion 
and, pending a 5aal deoieion ae to the sharing of the cost between India and Uia 
Msjeaty’s Goveritment it hae been decided to meet the euma Involved from generel 
revenues, at the aamc time traiieferriiig from the War Rieka Ineuranee Fuude to 
the revenue accuuiit amounte tqual to the estimated compeneation p^able. 

Coiieietently with the drive fur iocreaaed production of food, Government hae 
steadily purnued its policy with regard to the statutory control of prioes, proeure- 
meiit by nr through its owu agencies and extension of rationing which now eovers 
some 42 million iwople. 

In the matter of the procurement of grain, i ateady advance has, as 1 have 
already mention': 1, been made lowutda Uovernmsot monopoly. While the ob{eel 
has b^n to maintain a price-level which will ensure adequate produotioa without 
imposing too heavy a burden on the consumer, it is not the intention to attempt 
to ortDg prices down to pre-war levels and we have announced our readinees to 
iuterveiie in supporting the market should prices fail unduly. 

The steps taken to achieve theee ob)ectlves, which involve traneaetione of vast 
msgfiitode, have necesserily led to considerable revenue expenditure and outlay 
of capital. 

The same objectives of increased production, and control of diatribution end 
of prices have been pursued tii the field of otber consumer goods. Price control 
of cloth has been extended to cover i>oih the im|>orled and exported varieties and 
s progreasive reduction in pi ices has lieen achieved. We have recently been able to 
effect a further reduction in prices which to-day are nearly one-Uiird less than 
those fixed in 1943. This represents a total overall reduction of approximately 75 
per cent from the peak reached in June, 1943. 

At the aame time thv problem of the stabiliaation of the prices of Indian cotton 
within suitable limits has engaged Government’s clove attention and. In fulfilment 
of their undert king to maintain the price above the fixed floor. Government 
entered the market and purchased durlitg the current year tome 2! lakhs of bales 
valued at over He. fi croree. 

Supply Dbpxbt]4s9t'0 Wobk 

The activities of the Supply Deportment have been directed towarde the fulfil- 
ment of the same policy. An organisation has been set up in Oslciittalfor increaeing 
the production uf coal and ensuring ita iquitable distribution among tbe cotieuming 
i4.torests. Schemes for the psyraent of a bonne to colliery owners on increased rale* 
ings and for open-cut mining have been introduced, while facilities have been 
provided for tbe import of labour into the coal areas and wetfare offieera have been 
appointed to look after the Intereete of mine labour. 

The Dispoesle Directorate hae been etreogtheoed and out of some Be. 5 crons 
worth of goods reported as surplus, stores end salvage valued at nearly Ba. 2 ororea 
have been diapoeed of. Closely couoeeted with this aspect of the Supply Depart- 
ment*a work are the plane now beiog laid for dealing with ooolraeta which will 
have to be cancelled or reduced as war demands leam. It ia esaentlai ^t atepa 
be taken ae eoou as the war aituation pcraiie to cancel or enrteil production so ee 
to avoid the maonfaetuie of rednodant atores and the locking np of useful raw 
materinla which are urgently needed for civilian rcqnircmenta. At tha aame Sme 
fbeproUeme involved in ike tianeitipn from war to peace are being carcfnlly 
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Wadkd with ft viftv lo piii^itlog die fteonomy of file eoaslrj faOii iMefti efeoeks 
ift ilie proeete of ftdjoftimest

1.10 
oriiiree la likely to be expended in the current year, for which a aupplemeoUry 
mnt will he taken in due coulee and it in proponed to provide for the lenaiaiug 
Re. 6.00 eroree in the next year*e eetinatea. 'Jhin enm will be traneferred to a 
■peeial fund to prevent bodgetary ineoovenienee in the futnre. 

1 alluded laet year to the hardehipe eaueeu to Government eervante by the 
continued riee in the coat of iivlog, and referred to the meaanrea taken by Govern- 
ment to aiord relief. Ameliorative meaeuree in the ^pe of dearneae allowanee and 
coneeaeional ieeue or foodgraine atill contlnne. The aeheme of dearneae allowance 
to low-paid Government aervanta waa anbatantially libcrallaed in March 1944, and 
ite eoat tiUa year U expeeted to be Be. 81 crorca in reapfct of Oentral Government 
aervanta other than thoae paid from Railwaya and Defence Eatimatca. 

We alao came to the oondnalon In the courae of the year that eertain other 
Government aervanta. who had ao far received no each relief, muat alao be given an 
allowance to enable them to meet their eaaential eommltmenta. We have therefore 
given, with effect from duly 1, 1944 n war allowance at lo per cent of pay to 
married oflieera drawing pay up to Be. 1,000 and at 5 per cent of pay to aiiiglc 
oAoere whoae pay doea not exceed Be. 780. Aa the Home ia aware, we have under 
eoiiatant review ue problema conneeted with the riae in the coat of living jind iu 
effect on GKivemment aervanU of all claaaea and propoaala lor inerenaing the aoope 
and extent of the relief already afforded are at thia moment under active eonaidera- 
iicM. Until a deoielon haa been taken It la not poaaible lo evaluate the extra 
expenditure likely to be lovolved. The eelimatee are, therefore, beeed on the 
cxieting eoelea of relief.

In the revenue portion, the increaae of Re 2.84 croree ovir the Reviard 
Katimatea in item (2) la due to the eA'eet over a full )ear of the griint of iiicieaaia 
in pay add alloeraiicca to the foreea in India aaiiciioned during 1944-4:#. In regard 
to item (3) there ia a reduction of Ra. 6.7i crorta aa compared with the Revia*d 
Katimatea which ia Uie net reaiilt of varioiia increapia and decreaaea. 'J‘he priiici| al 
incrcaae ia due to the cauae juKt inentioiied while the clerreaaea are the result of 
a decreaae iu the *Oeiling’ forccM certified by M.K. the ('omniander -in •Chief to Im 
neccaaary for the defence of India during 1946-46 and (ii) the fact that no repetitiuu 
of large acale operationa within India'a froutiera ia expected in 1946-46. 

Of the demeaee of Ra. 41.66 crorea under the Capital portion of the Budget 
Katimatea ae compared with the Reviaed, Ra. 20 crorea ia explained bv the non- 
rt^curriiig Inmp eom payment under the Non-efleetive agreement included In the 
Reviacd Katimatea. The balance of the decreaae ia due to the fact that the nquire- 
meiita in the matter of airfielda, etc., for India’a local defence air foreea are exiiected 
to be largely completed in 1044-46. while a reduction during that year in the 
programme of airfielda conatmetion for the U.H.A, Air Foreea in Inilia, for the 
coet of which India ia liable, baa alao been aai-untcd. The proviaion made agninat 
item (6) repreaenia tlie carry-forward of expenditure on the 'JVle-communicatioiia 
Hcheme into the year 1946-46. 

Civil# EilTIMATRS 

Civil expenditure ahowa an increaae of approximately Ufe. 8 crorea aa compared 
with llie reviled catimatea for the current year. Thia ia due mainly to an increaai* 
of about Ha. li| crorea under the bead Miitereet*. reeulling from the policy of 
horrowinga to aliaoib aurplua piirchaaitig power, oflaet by eavinga under other 
liaada. In the KxpUiiaiory Memuraiidutn llon'ble Memheri* will find full detaila 
and 1 will not w«*ary the llouae with further analyaia at thia atage. The expciidi- 
turn eatimates alao contain auma iu connection with |H)et-war planning, to which 
1 ahall refer more fully et n later etage. 

1 can now anmniariae the iKNntioii for the coming year. Ilie expmdititre 
detailed in the Civil KHiimntea cornea to Ua. 12&4U crorea and the proviaion for 
Defence tevicee haa been placed at Ra. H94.23 crorea. The total u venue at the 
existing level of taxation w cetimated at Ra. 368.74 crorea. We are ihtie left with 
a proa|icetive revenue deficit of Re 168 69 croree. 

Wayh awo Mbahh 

1 now come to the Ways and Meaiia eeetion. At thia atage leat year I maile 
a few ifitrodoctory remarks in order to explain Uie changed aigtiificance of the 
waya and meant poaltion In the conditione crented by the war and to bring into 
niicf the complex economic problema crraled by war dlebaraemcnta aa wi II aa the 
cxlent to whin Government ere able to re-ahaotb, bv way of taxation and burrow- 
ing, the evergrowing qoantitice of moncya exfieiideil by them. In the figitrea which 
are pnbliabcd from time to time of Govemnient'a rnpee balancee ia rtflected the 
fxicnt to whicli tlieae and other opcraticma of Government anerced in bridging Uie 
gap between onr own budgetary reqnircmente and the total ouUay on Allied account. 

Ae in previoue yeare, borrowing haa been the mainatay ol our wnye nnd 
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meant and no euort hat b«H!n at ared to stimulate lending to OoTern* 

ment by the variant tecUont of tb«: public. I'or the best part of the year, war 
derelopmeuts continued to be encoiiritgittg, and this was undoubtedly a fsTourable 
paychological factor. The total ar.iotini iriv«:tu'd by the public in varioua forma of 
public loans reached Ut. 2 SH croret diirii'!{ the twelve mmiihs beginning with 
February 1, rtad ciidii.g with Jaitnary I94r». This figure, which appioxL 
matee to the :olr.l teceiptt for the prcvi*)?it* twe|?e months must be regarded in the 
context of the other aiiti-iiiflatioiiaiy menhitret newly imrodiioed during the year, 
such as the hundred ptr cent immobiliaation of exc* sa prcfiiH the * Pay •at-you -earn** 
income-tax collections and the sales of gold and silver which have alto played a 
not inconsiderable pari in mopping tip Hitrpliia funds.

III continuation of the cheap money policy hitherto followed, the Government 
have, in consultation with tiw. Heterve Bank, frciued their borrowing programme so 
as to make available to ih^ public a witlc noigc of r The :t per cent Loan 

IQG'i-Qri (4th Defence I^un) wnt closed for public issue ns from April 1, 1944. after 
the total subscription bad rcs<*bed the record figure of Km. ii4'o 5 crorcH during its 
currency of nine months, and, in its place, the tap issue of the First Victory I^an 
H per cent 19G7, ws** opened. This issue up to its closure on FebniHry 17, 

yielded about Ks. no crores. The demand from banks for a short-term Govern- 
nent security was met in June by the crention of a s|>ecia! re-issiie of the 2 } tier 

Loan l94S-r»2 to the <‘XtcMit of Ks. no crores. Continued demand from 
iuMtitiuionai liiveMtors for n long-term loan was also met by the further creation in 
Oc olier of Ks. .iri crores of the H per cent Fntiding Loan 1990 -HH so as to replenish 
tbc uo'-k of this loan, held Im the Govrrnmtiit Cash Balance Investment Account. 

The gen rally ntesdy conditions in the Governmint securities market led to a 
conti' Mous improvement iu tiie price of per cent Paper, which reached ]iar for 
the til t time on November 1<», 1944. At this stage, it was considered desirable 
to niecv the demand from existing stock and during the period mentioned above, 
l»sper w rth Ks. 15*11 crores was sold by the Reserve Bank of India on Govern- 
ment ac(‘ *int. As in the iirevious year, Rs. 13'27 crores of new money was subs- 
cribed to *rtain provittciiil loans floated to repay a part of tbe Provincial consoli- 
dated debt 0 the Central Government. 

Premium Bond L'SUK 

I referrr, last year to the interesting departure from orthodox loan policy 
thst was inad'^ in the rreniium Bond ihhuc. The sales so far have amounted to 
lis. 4 croruH which is In ^er than onr f xntvdatious, due partly to tbe fact that the 
issue lias not been iutciiHively puhiico'.rtl and )>BrlIy to its proving less attractive 
than at one time noemed proliaiile. We Imve. buwever, decided to continue the 
experimental issue (or the reason that it will In Ip to draw off money from a class 
to whom other fori 'S of invistment iinik** tio Hp|>esl. 

The i^rogrrssiv total of piitdie loans aiiiec the beginning of the war has, 
upto the md of .Tan ry, reached the inipressive figure of Ks. crores. 

The ’ ;;*in u.je ii • that still eontmiiis us iu the moneUry field is that arising 
^«'om *;t: niifaniilarity t the riirsl elnssis with the various forms ot investment in 
(Toveronieut seeuriiies \ hieh arc a mstter of such every day concern to institutional 
investors and the urban public geii< rally. In this field we have been fortunate 
enough to secure the willing cev Operation of the Provincial Governroenta as well aa 
noii-oHicial organisations, whose assistance I take this opportunity of acknowledging. 
Tbe results are reflected in the much better showing of the net deposits in Poet 
Office sssvings Bmik accounts and in the L*-year National {Ravings Certificates, 
Net investment in theMc and other forms of small savings, that is to ssy. excess of 
deposits over withdrswals, continues at the satisfactory rate of nearly lU. 3 crores 
a month* duo to some extent to the raising of the rate of interest on Havings Bank 
deiiosits and, iti a larger meaaure, to the scheme of Hniall Havings evolved last year 
by the National Savings Commissioner. 

Floating Debt 

Our floating debt, which was Ka ill crorea at the end of last vear stood at 
Rs. 93 crores on Jsnnary 31. 194{>. This is an improveroeiii of a kind one would 
expect, since the Government’s ways and means ftosition from the strictly budge- 
tary )>otnt of view must be regsnled as very comfortable. The reason why it has 
not proceeded much further is that wc have contiriued till ref*eut1y to ofler fairly 
large amounts of treasury bills to the public in order to prevent the structure

Satisfactory aa these results are, with the expeeUd prolonitatioii of bostIlUica 
near oar borders, after the dele when the war in the West nay reach iu ternina- 
tioD, it is obfioua that we cannot afford to relax oor aflorts. ilie r^airemeiits of 
the sitaation will impose the coutinuance, and |)oasibly even the final intensification, 
of IndiaV war efTorc, which tncliidea the findioa of the resources leqiiircd for the 
wer effort of the Allied conniries. In other wotds^ the probleni of tho iiifiationary 
gap it still with us, and, judgini; from recent Indicationa, may call for increased 
vigilanca and control. 

As 1 have already aaid, the various anti-inflaiionsry pleasures that we have 
adopted were sueiained, and iii plscca extended, during the year. Most of the 
usual indices responded encouragingly to theaa measures, snd lo the very favour- 
sble turn in hostilities that tho year witnessed. l*he general index number of 
wholesale prices of the Economic Adviser has. for instance, ranged between 24U 
and 250 approximately since May 1944, and the Calcutta index number has beni 
relatively stationary for iha last tew months. Hon'ble Members will find graphs 
giving the main ttidices in the Exnlanatory Memorandum. Cost of giiing index 
numbers, generally speaking, have also registered declines in differing degrees since 
the peak reached during tna autumn of 1943, the general picture being oi.e uf 
eoinpars4|jt^stabiliiMioit in recent months. 

There is aift evidence that the low rate of turnover of bank deposits 
characte^tia o( lasi year ha^been maintained, and that there has been, through 
the greater part of the yesr,^ some slackening of the general pace of monetary 
circulftion. Thcie was, raori^ver, a very markrd decrease in the rate of currency 
eipifnsion, particularly in the first eight moiilhs of this year. In the lust two 
months the results have not been so lavou- able— an indication that canitol 
afford to relax our iffons to ensure that surplus purchasing pn\ cr urisiiig out of 
Ooverumental disbursements is cai«..!.sed into public saving. The Government, on 
^hetr part, are vigilantly reviewing both the sco|>e for reducing the load on tbs 
country’s resources constituted by our own snd the Allies* war efforts and the possibility 
of adding to tlie svsilsble supplies of goods required for |iubtic consumption. This, 
indeed, is the main object of the ilydatt Mission which, it is hoped will succeed iu 
reducing the economic load incidental to the use of India as a base for further 
operations in the East. 

I9ter2!:ationai. Monrtary Fund 

The Reserve Bank continued to effect sales (*i gold ou bcbslf of His Majesty's 
Government snd the Goveininent of ihe U.i'^.A. slid these con iribu ltd subst^oitiMlIy to 
the reduction of the inflaiionary gap. bales of Ijcnd-licase silver* which were 
commenced in the middle o! the year, have further aided iu mopping up surplus 
resources which do not find their way to Government loans. 

In my last budget speech, 1 referred to lbs expicted cunveiiiiig of s Conference 
of the United Nations to consider the plaus put forward for inicrustional monetary 
regulalioo iu the (mst-wsr period. Toe United Nations Monetary snd Finsneist 
Coiiferetice, consisting of re present sit ves of fortyfoiir nslions, met in July in the 
United States at the invitation of President KiMisevett, and, as the House is 
aware, India was presented at the Conference by a delegation in which 1 was accom- 
panied by the Governor of the Reset ve Hank, the Economic Advisvr to Gi^vciiinient 
and two distinguished uoo-ofiicials. 

The main conclusions of the conference relating to the cvtablishmrnt of a 
International Monetary Fund and an liitcriiatiunal Bank for H» construction and 
Development are recorded in Articles of Agreement to which none of ilie Govern- 
ments ie as yet committed, 'ihe Articles arc incor|»orated in a Final Act of the 
prooeedingi of the Conference which^ beva been published. The Jndien iielegalloi> 
have now submitted their report to Government end it will be pieced before the 
House in due coiiree when the coocliistoii of the Conference can he reviewed in ihe 
light of the ectioti taken on them by the principal couiiliiee cunireriied. in particular 
by the United Sutee and the United Kingdom. 

8BTTJ.SMENT OP WjlE BaLAWCSB 

I referred last * yeai^ to the importance of an orderly liquidation of war 
balaneee for the aucccts of any international monetary scheme. The Joint Btate 
ment by Exi>erU on which the Conference besed its ilcliticratione oniilted any 
menUon of thie problem, although the original plan of the British Treasury 
recogaiaad the dsMtability of tome provieiona to deal with it, and the first two

It to ceoeatial, 
thoNforo, that not only tbo Oentro but aloo tbo Prormeea ohoiikl looo no timo in 
dorolopiag to tbo full tbrir fiaanoial roooarcoo, aiuco it to clear that tbo combined 
roBonrooo of all will hardly be adequate for tbo great end i eiew. For that roaaoo, 
1 fM that tbooe Prorincea which made an early atart and tanod thcmaelToa con- 
olderabty In oxeoaa of their im mediate rcfenno requirementa bhould not, aa a 
roenlt of the fatourablo financial poaitton in which they find themaeUoa, bo preju* 
diced in the inaiter o^ financial aatiataiice from the Centre, li to onr hope and 
littenlion that in due eourae a anbataniial diatributlou uf Central reyennee will 
take place, bat the Provineee will» In addition, need el! that they tbemaelrea can rMae 
if the finaooiel foondetiona of future development are to be enfficiently broad*baaed to 
carry the contemplated load. 

It to in ihto context that the Eetate Duty Bill, which I hope to introdnee 
later in the Heaeion, must be viewed. For thia meaaure, tOi;ether with the recent 
expanaion of commodity taxation, ahould be regarded ae the firat concrete etep 
iowerdi the building up of a planned and expanding financial ayaiem lor the future. 
The reaction of the country to meaauroa auon aa tlieac will, in my ^iew, eonaiitute 
the firat real (eat of the acciouaiieaa of ita intenitoiia in the matter of poat-war 
development. The aecond effective teet will be the renponac to the Govern roeoPa 
efforti to eatabltoh e national habit of aaving whirb, with the denial of current 
coiiaumption which it tnvolvea, will be neeeaaiiry fur devrlopment purpoaea after 
the war aa it to for holding inflationary tendenciee in ch«^pk during the war. 

It may be appropriate for me, tit my last Budget apcecb. to devote e little 
more time to the eubjeot of the fincal meant by which the Government of the 
future mey be enabled to fulfil the high hopes now entertained, and to give the 
outcome of my own refieotioue on thia topic. 

National Income 

Tax revenue depeude, in the leet resort, on the *ate of tex and the national 
income. The oational income, in its turn, is determined by the level of prices and the 
•cale of economic activity. If then, to fulfil the programme of development, India will 
require a level of expenditure much more closely related to ita preaent than ita pre-war 
aoaie, a great deal must ncceasarily turn upon the future price-level and the future level 
of economic activity. Both tbeae must be taken into account. There to a tendency to 
argue that the high level of prices which has been reached during the war — when ao 
large a proportioii of the produotive powers of the nation are devoted to noo-civilian 
enda— mitat be maintaiued in the post-war period, otherwiee it will not be poeaible 
to raise the ueoeeeary revourcea. I believe this to be a miataken view. When the 
productive power of the nation to turned from manufacturing for war to manufac- 
turing for civilian uae, there will be a targe supply of goods available end this 
additional supply must result, In my judgment, in lower prices for those goods. 
But if simultaneously the total volume of activity deployed during the war can be 
luaiiitaiufd and increased, the total national income cau be maintained and even 
increased in spite of a fall in unit-pricea. 

It is the maintenance of the anregate oational income in terms ot money and 
not the slabiliaation of prices of individual commodities that should be the objective 
in the years after the war. It may well be that in that period some pricee will rite, 
and tome will fall— for it to the inevitable oonseqnence of rapid cnangee aneb aa 
those o( the laet five years that relative price obangea ehonid get out of step— 
ueverthelees, our ciTorte ahould be directed rather to the maintenauee of the eggro- 
gate figures upon which the fieoal authorltige can operate than upon the guaraulenng 
to each particular '^group of produeere of the pricee which their producte may, in 
certaiu oases quite fortuitouely, have attained during the war. 

Taxation 

But whilt it will be neee eeer y in the poet-war yeara to impose taxation of a 
magnitude comparable with that exicting at the iweaeut time, it by no means 
follows that the extoiiog scheme of taxation should contlDue when the preaent 
hoatiliiiee have eenaed. l&eeau Frofite Tax to an obvious expedieut in time of war 
to aeeure revereion to the Btnte of n duo proportion of any increased profits made by 
Mnatxy In the abnormal conditiooe tben prevailing. Any scheme for the levy of a 
apeetol tax npou such inciaaaa of peofita ean at heat ba of a aomawhat roagh and 
inady naluia, no nmttar what degree of tbooghi and eara have gone 
to tho divielng of tho onoatmant that givea effect to it* Moreover, 
the datum line from which eiacM profits are meaeptad must inevitably bear leaa 
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iad teM relation to current realitice an we farther from the pre«wer yeen. 
It ii, tlierefore, to my mind dctireble that tliie wni-liaie eapcdieot ehould veiiieh 
with the rroerj^ency that broii|>ht it into beitif^. 

Rei^eal ot the Exccea I*ro6u Tex would not, howeveri repreeeiu « profiortioneie 
loM of revenue, for Exi*e8e ProBu Tex ie eiloweble ee e deduction in conipuiina 
proiita eeeeeeeble to income-tax and eii|)er-tax, no that ui(b ite repeal, 
profile aaeceieble to income-tax would be oorreeixunlin^ly inereaecd. 
Nevertbeleee, whatever may be the extent aud duration of the poet*war 

boom during: which indiimry will be eniraaed .in repairiiift the i^avaitee 

of war and whatever may be the eeale of the profile that are expected 
to accrue from the plana lor the |»oiit%war ex|»aneion oi indu**try, taxee on noii- 
aisricultural income can hardly lie cxiieetcd to ciHitinue to pUy the ovcrwhelmini; 
part in the echeme of national finance tliat they now do* 

The projected eatate duty on prot>€rty. other than aericnltiiral property, would 
be capable of reatorintt in doe courae the poaition aa rcKnrdH the a;:i'rcuHte coiitri- 
bntioii made by the industrul, commercial and profcaeiDiial claaacti of the coiumti- 
nity ae auch. It hat to be remembered, however, that thcHo form but a amall 
proportion of the total population of the country and it will be imtcKHary to accure 
a further eontributioii from the remainder. 

Agricultural iiicoroe-taxea would go aome way to achieve that end, and thia 

ia, in my view, an inevitable development if ^e Provincial Governmenta, to whom 

thia aource of revenue ia ailocaUfd by the Couslitiition. arc to play their part hi 
mobiliaiiig the reiources of the country for the proBccution of the campaign agaiiiat 
poverty, illiteracy and ill-bealth. 

Uur main revenue from commodity taxation haa hitherto bceti derived from 
cnatoma dutiea and theae are likely to remain a highly im|>Qiiant aource of revenue 
for many yeara. Indeed, in the immediate poet-war period, extenaive importation 
of capital goods and re|4eiiiHbmei»t of atocka of urgently needed conaumer gooda of 
all kinds may cause cuatoma receipts to aoar to unprev^edonted heigh ta ; and though 
they may decline aharpl) once the market baa built up adci|uate atocka of goods 
for general consumption, they are likely to remain buoyant for a number of yeara. 
With the growing iriduatrialiaation of the country, however, tliia aourre of revenue 
can hardly be expanded and may. indeed, appreciably ooniraet, particularly if the 
custODiB tariff should be given n more positively pioteetive complexion; moreover 
there are decided objections to burdening CMpitai gooda mid raw materials with too 
high rates of duty. 

Sai-m Tax 

As an instrument of commodity taxation, reliance will, therefore, increaaingly 
have to be placed on Centrol exciaca. 'I’lie exigenciea of war-time finance have 
already neceaaitated systematic eKploiaiifo. ot ihia field. New exchea have been 
iutrodiiced which are aire d.' ' ''.livn and can i>e expanded; and the law and 

procedure relating to Cential cxciMes have Ims ii consolidated in a compeiidinua code, 
wliicb has been ho fashioned an to ennblr the primeiit exemea to be enlarged or 
further excises to be added as the Central Ctoveriimeni's finances may, from time 
to time, require. 

Another possible major development in the field of indirtet taxation lies in the 
exparibion of the sales or tuiiiover tax. This aonree of revenue has so far beeu but 
lightly tapf»€d in India, but increaHing reroniae to it may be iie<‘^’aaKry in order to 
finance sebemea for economic expanaioti. Since the firai Woild War the sales tax 
has become an irapoitaui ffaturc of the revenue ayatetns of most leading coiintfioa 
nf the world and, in eomc of tbera. haa rivalled customa and even n>come taxation. 
During the present war a p'irchaae tax has iieeri iittrudiiccd in the Unitwi Kingdom, 
which has not only helped to check iidiation in ilmt country Imt has yielded a very 
large revenue. 

In India, the sales tax is a provincial impost and baa been applied only in 
five provinces ; and, exceptt in the province of Madras, the yield so far is comi^ra- 
tively small. Aa with oilier indirect taxes care is necessary lo prevent the incidence 
from being too regressive. Piobicms aDo ariae from uneven incidence in coiiiiguoua 
territories. It would obviously be to the advantage of the conaumer and of trade 
In general if the tax were applied (in so far as may be practicable) tu the tame 
rates,. and to the saine claasps of transaciion ihroughoni the country. It is iioasible 
that with the aid of the Central Guvernn ent. a comprehensive system might be 
devised and administered on a national basis, tbe net proceeds accruing to Uie 
governments of tbe iiartici paling iiuits. An all-India tax of this kind would 
greatly assist the provinces with their pisos for deyelopment ; sod if higher rates 
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«m impoted on Inxiirj leoodt, il tbould alto MtitI lo comitmelioE tho mflttiontrp 
ItBdooeMt of a ptrlod of oxpantioo. 

Thara it one further iatiie to which I miitt make reference. Public diecuctiont 
of the adTaiiteKCt of the State ownerthip or oiieration of iuduttij, 

at a»diitt the adtaattRet of private enterpriee, are being very aeSvely 
partoea at the preaent time, which It aatoral in view of the intrioaic 

ittportaaee of the qnettton. But, in the public contideraiiOD of thete mattert, 1 
fan that perhape inauflleient attention hat hitherto been paid to the qucttioii 
whether it would not be adviaable to extend State ownerthip of iudnetrirt aa a 
tonree of additional revenue. It may well be that in the future the State may 
And it neeeaaary to nattooaliae certain induatriea— etpecially thoae with large 
poaaibilitict of expantion— in order that it may have at ita ditpotal additional 
aonreet of income for the anatenance of national well-being at a whole. 

New Peopobalb 

1 return now to the prohlema of the year immediately ahead. Againat a 
total eatimaled expenditure, niiliury and civil, of Ra. 517*63 erorea, the total revenue 
at the exieting level of taxation ia eatimated at Ra. 353*74 erorea, leaving a revenue 
dedcit of Ba. 168*SS erorea. On the aMaumptton that the whole of thia gap were to 
be ftUed up by borrowing, the pattern and proportion of our war-time budget would 
teem to chalienge eompariaon with that of any belligerent country. \Ve have, 
however, ae 1 explained in detail laat year, to keep in view a larger and more 
compreheiieWe target if we are to minimiae not* merely our own budgetary deficit 
but'the gap between total rupee outgoinga, whether on our own or Allied account, 
and total rupee iocominga, whether by taxation, borrowitiga, aalea of bullion or 
other devicea for abaorbing anrplua porehaMog power. Whiiat the geueiml picture* 
in the light el thia more exacting objective, givea leaa cauae for aatiafaction, I have, 
on O' careful aurvey, come to tlie concluaion- that no really aignificant improvement 
could be effected by any praoticable major change in tbe sphere of Central taxation. 


Waktims Taxation 

rhe aoopa for further improvement in this field liee rather, in my opinion, in 
the direction cd greater efforte to combaf eaaekm and in the* enforcement of exHning 
tax.obllgatioiia. 1 tmat that we ahall hate the eupport of the Uouee aad the 
eonntry ia thal policy. For the reat^ we mnat rely on the expauaion of our 
bomwtng programme and on the lee po ne e of the puMie; horn ol the gradually 
widening npprecintion of ita importaooe to* the maintananoe of the eeonomie health 
of Uie community, and aaaiated by the operation of the varioue ocmtiola. 

In tbe epheie of direct taxation if m pcopoeed to eontiaue tbe Exoeee Profita 
Tax at the premnt rale together wdth the eebenm of eonpaleory depoatta, lor a 
fuilhar year up lo March SL 1946. Aa lagamla locoma^tax, wa have givea consider* 
able thonghi to the probleme which will ihorlly trite in regard lo the fiaanciag of 
the voeuinoment of indnelrv* 

Our eeheme of wartime taxaikm haa thronghout been ee devieed aa not io 
dhoitli^ aad on the eoatimry to etranglhen, the reeeivci at the diapoeel of induatay 
fbt BBsaling the calls which will he made upon thma in the poal-wnr period. In 
Ihii reapeet wa may, wilhoiii undue aaeriftee of modetay, elalm to have ehown more 
faredgbt than we nave: been gWea credit for. Nevertheieaa we are eonaeioua that 
the realorsatioB and expaneion of the machinery of piednetion will eall for come 
new form of aaelatattoe and we feel that wa are justified in edaptlBg to Indiaa 
eouAtiotta the meaaora of relief which has beeo anne u Daed ia the United Kingdom. 
TWi will taka the font of the grant of apacial initial depracialiaB allowaooca in 
laapact of new boUdlDgB ereetad, and neqr pUat and maebinery inatalled, after 
Mmh 81t 1946. TboM allowaneea will* in the year in which they are given, be an 
additiott to the nenal dapraeiatioB allowaneea and ih^ will not be dedacttble in 
arriving at the wdttau down value. They will not be given for E. P. T. pnrpoeea. 
It ie propoeed to preaeribe tbeaa allowaneea by mh but I may state here that the 
figniea I have la mind are 20 percent on plant nnd machinery and 10 per eent on 
bnlidingi* AHownneea at tbeaa ratal, la additkm to tho usual rataa, should provida 
subatantial eneouragainmit lor Ibe early le-cquiputant of industry. 

1 nm also propoaing to allow for ineome^tax purpoaaa expenditofe on aeiantifie 
reaaaieh. The propoanla follow ganendly tbo provtaiona in the U.K. Finaoce Act, 
IMA, which have nean daaeribed by the Ghanealor of the Exchequer aa **a eompra- 
hanaive attempt to relieve from taxation altagetlier fnnde devoted by indnetry to tbe 
anpport of fundamental reeeareh, to the Iranalation of laboratory research to 
proauetioo aad to the full-eeale development of the product” The piopoaala, in

Iwcomb-Tax 

Differentiation, for tneome-tax porpoeea between inooMce that are earned bo 
peraonal exertion and incomei that are^not eo earned haa long been a fcalara of 
the taxation ayalema of many countrua^ tnelnding England nod the UoS.A. It hna 
been aonewhat aptly deacribed at the only method by which the depreoiation of 
the hnman machine can be ad^nately recogniaed in taxation. Recent daralopmenta 
to India have emphaaiiied the Inequity of the identical treatment of earned and 
unearned tneomee and thia ia an appropriate time at which to Introduce thia 
dittiiietion into our ayatem. 

The Finance Bill providea that there ahall be an exemption of one-tenth of 
earned income anbiect to a maximum (in terms of income) or Ra. 2,000. The 
Income-tax Amendment Bill to which I h%jp referred eoutaina proriaiona for 
rffc<;t to thia propoaal. 'Ihc exemption will be given only in reapeet of 
income which may be deacribed aa derived from peraonai exertion and will not 
therefore, for example, apply to the income of compaiiiea or in reapeet of dividenda, 
intercat on aectiritiea or income from property. It will be given only for Inoonu* 
tax and not for inim-tax. 

The coat of thia earned income relief ia eatimated at almnt Ra. 31 croret, nf 
which the Centre will bear Ka. 2i eroret. To make up for thia loea 1 propoae to In* 
create by 3 piee the aurcharge on alaba of Income aimve Ra. 15,(100 and on ineomaa 
taxabla at the maximum rate. Thia incrcaae will not apply to JAfe Inauranea Com* 
paniaa wlioae combined rate of income-tax and auper-tax will ooiitinna to ba Oh piaa. 
It ia eatimated that thia amaH increase wilt yield about Ra. 4 arotea. 

COSTOMa AHD Excibb 

In. the aphere of indirect taxaa, the Cuatoma euaehnrgea which nre being teviad 
for levenne pitrpoaM during the preeeiit abnormal eonditiona will bo contiiMiod for 
another year. In the Central Exeiae urtlT afurtiier change ie propoaed.in re a p e et of 
tobaoa<n Ihe improved ahtpping aitiiation baa enablad the limit placed on tho pronor* 
tion oi imported tobacco in tho more expenaiva typea of cigarette to be rafaed from 
30 to* Viper cent. Ilia nceordingly now pro|Hiacd tbai tba higbaat elaaaof fhio-evrod 
tobacco io the exciaa lariflT abonid lie aubdivldad into thrao and abould bo awbieetad 
tn n doty of Ra. 7|, Ra. & or Ra. 31 a pound, according aa it ia iotendad for naa in 
the mmiufaetura ot cigarottea containing move than DO par eent^ moro thnn 40 but 
not more than 40* par cent, or more than 20 but not more than fU pan cant by weight 
of imported tobacco*. 

Minor ebangta tnehide n parallel increase in Iht rato of duijB on Eoa-curad 
tobneco inianded for auy porpoaa other than thoae apeeified in tbo tarnC CMpIo* 
mcninry ehnngea to theoa will ba made In the Ooaloma urtiT wheew Ihn atnodnra rate 
of dn^ on namanuiaetored tobacco ia being rawed to Ba.

The only other dmngea includwt in the Finance Bill tblor year relnia to poatnl 
pnreala, the tmfie In which eontimwa to inevenaa nt a rate with which it ia dUBcult 
to cope. The rate, which la now $ annaa for the fimt 40 colaai and 4 annna ter ovary 
40 tolaB tbeieoftor, will be raiaed to a uniform 6 annaa for every 40 lolaa. It la niao 
intandad to raise the anrebarge on leiapiiooa rentals from ona-thM to ono*half, and 
that on trank call frea from 20 per cent to 40 per cent. Thn anrebarge on ordinary 
and expma tckgmma will alan be increaaed by one annai and two annaa laopael- 
tivaly. The total additional estimatad yield of ihaaa in ew anea ia Ra. 1.35 lakha. 

Excluding the effeet of Che propoaala for relief to indnotry in raapaet of m-eqaip* 
niCBt and adantlilc raaearcb, of which no reliable eatimale can be mad# ot thia 
•tai^ the ehangea in taxation and in poatal and lalcgnph lalao will yiold an oatlma* 
tad ineranaed ravanneof Ra. 3.60 crorea. which would mdnea the proapaetivo deficit 
to Ra. 105.29 eroraa.

ThcmA tbit It tiM md of my Unt Budget Sfj<wcb» the Hoiiimi will he relieTed to 
lam that! do not intend to inflict on it a recital of the finenclal evente of my 
period of office. So much liae happened in theee nix yearn — a lt>ii^er per:(^, 1 
betiara, than that of any of my predecefiaora-and chanjcee of hucU a ecale and 
eompli^ty hare been brouKht about, that i will not attempt to tuimmariee them. I 
woald rather leave that task to the aUtorian and the ecoiiomiat, who will in due 
ooorea paaa iodgment on the handling of theite matters. 

No man #bo beara ao lar^e a ehare of respanaibility aa the Finance Member of 
thia Qorerament for the etability of thin (treat country witli ita enormoua ixipultition, 
ooald fail« during the couree of the laat few yearn, to cxperic'ice the moat intenae 
and fWOloDged anxiety. No man in that poaitlon, beaet from day to clay with 
harraaelug probleme clamouring for inatant aolutioii, could claim that all hia deciaiona 
had proved to be right. 1 have been suHtained througiiont thtae trouhlotia timca by a 
firm belief that 1 waa acting in the beat IntereHta of Imlia. 1 have l>ei*ii conacioiia 
that the dlfficuUiea that will artae after the war may be even greater than ihoae of 
the war, and 1 have tried, ao far ga I could, to do iioiUing that would aggravate 
them. 1 have had conatantly in mind the thought of the fuller atatua that India 
may ihortly be ex(>ected to achieve, and have endeavoured to order the mattera 
entroated to me in cotiaonance with that expectation. 

1 am coiifidorit ihat the financial poaition of this country ia one of imineiiae 
itrength, and tliat it hae aticceaafiilly weathered the violent atorma to which it waa 
expoa^. It ia not merely the extinctum of alt her external oi>tigati(HiM, and the 
re^acement of them by maaaive aaaetH, but the fact that even her internal unproduc- 
tive debt moat be a far lighter charge on the national income at the new leveU 
whUh ahe will obvioualy be able to maintain in the future. Thia haa been 
achieved at great Macriflee, but it haa none the leaa prepared the Btago for the 
momeotoua developmenta of theyearH to come. 

I reatiae that problem of great difficulty and intricacy atill await aoliition. They are 
part of a tangle of world problems which it* the inevitable heritage of war. In 
Mpite of the leaaona of the laat great war and ita aftermath and in 
apite of all that haa been aaid on the eiibiHct during the preaenl war, it haa not 
yet proved practicable to deviac and oitaure that juat allocation of the coat of war 
among the participHiita in a common canac. 

It ia not merely the evaluation of enormoua material devastation, nor the 
appraiaemeiit of the extent of aacrifice, in terms of blood and aweat and tcara, 
which haa denied all accQuiitancy ; it ia the proporiipnate diatribuitor of th«* fiiiKl 
burden among partnera t?f widely varying capacity and with entirely difTering 
atandarda of living which nceda to be'^recicd as equitably in the iniernational 
field aa mod«*rn ay^tem of national taxation aMpiro to do in the diimcatic at»here. 
Speaking entirely for rayaelf. I cannot wee how the pooling of currently available 
reaourcea, coupled with the a^'CfptHiKo* of the fortiiitouH location of the ravagea of 
war can provide a complete aolulion for probleme of ibiH cliHrac'tcr. 

Before I ait down, 1 ahoiitd like to take this o'casioii to expreas my 
gratitude to the devoted bond of oflcMal asHiatanla who have served ho well in 
timea of unparalleled atrain and difficulty. ’I’hcir numbera arc aadiv reatricted, and 
the damaoda on them have been unlimited, but they have rcHoondtHi ao tioiily 
that 1 aboiild be failing in my duty if I did not toiblicly aivord ihein ihiH need 
of recognilinn.

Natinnal War Front branch of the hi»purtm>'tit nf ltifornia!ion and Bioaih-aHtiiig 
and to liquidate forthwith the National War From organiaaiion in the Outre and 
in the rrovincea. Some vigoroua canvaasiug l»y tb*» tlppoattioii prec.pded the vote 
and Mr. Kailaali Behari l«al (Nationalist) who had ap, irently derided to abstain 
from voting waH |>erauaded to clinnge this minfl and wan l^d to the *aypH’ lofiby. 

Mr. O* *S', JSo^mtin^ who a|H»ke on the ihodoii. announced the OovernmenCs 
intention to replace the Naiionai War Front by a aubstitute orgaiiiaacioii *for giving 
information and inatnietioti whi 'h would help in aceuring the ro-Of>eration of the 
people in the working of the eontroia etc.** Me aiao gave detaila of the official 
aeheme. The Central organiaaiion, Mr. Roeman aaid, would anpply publicity 
guidance notea on all Indian probleme and literature to the provincial iitiita but the 
Froviiicea would l>e free to adat>t the material to their own ncedt. 'Ilie coat of the 
•ohema would be shared between the Centre and the Rrovincea ia the propoaad 
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iMllM iiHhlWiii lo OM-liiiid lor neinfog rspendllnn and fifty— tflj for boo* 
■■aiiiM BBV^idliBfB. Tlioielima. Mr* SoBmaii yoiDtad out* dHfimd from Iho cxitiliig 
NMtaM War Frost is two imporUnt napaeta. Tim baale aptmaeh to tha propla 
woild be ialormalifo and factual laaiead of emotional and ezbortatory. While the 
prteary teak at the organkation would continue to be publicUy of an edneaUro 
nalaaa for war and problami aTiaing diraeUy out of the wart (here waa nothing to 
pravoBt it Irmb being utiliaed for nation^baildiog activltiea. It had been made clear 
to the Froruieial UorernmenU that the CoBtral Oorarnment did not wiah to inter* 
fare with the pnblieity work they were thamaeleca doing. The new organiaatlon 
would be wholly under the adminiatrative control of the Prorlnclal Gorernmenta, 
but would rely a great deal on non-offielal oo-otwration, ad? Ice and aaamtance. it 
bad been auggeaied lo the Protioees that for erery diatinet unit, there might be an 
Adfiaory Committee eonaiating of non-offietala and ofliclala concerned with war 
publicity, Jo addition, provincial unite could eonetitnte with the Miniatcr or the 
Adviaer and in charge of the Department concerned and non-o(Bciala a almilar 
committee for the whole Province, llie new acbeme, he aaid, waa generally accept- 
able to the Provinces, aubject to modification on pointa of detail. The Centre wae 
not ioiifting on abiiolute uniformity and had met or would meet Provineea on the 
pointa. One Province might decide finally to atand out of the aoheme : if ao, the 
Caotre would have no objection. One or two Provineen might continue at their 
own coat non-official organiaationa comparable with the National Wer Front, but 
Ihcae wonid be acparale from the new organisation and none nf the fiimnce would 
be provided by the Central Government. Mr. Boaman thanked non-olticiala all over 
India who had done aierlitig honorary work for the Naticmal War Front. He IioihhI 
that many of them would continue to help under the new aebemc and he knew that 
in many Provineea they would do ao. 

Karlier, Mr. Boaman replied to pointa from the varioiia aitecclicH made on the 
reaolutioii which, he aaid, contained a certain amount of inietinderataiiding and 
mlaiiiformatioD on the functions and objecta of the National War Front. Stateroenta 
had been made iu the House of the work of the N* W. F. in the rruvinces. He 
would apeak of the Front in relation the Centre. Giving the history of the N. W. 
F., Mr. Boaman recalled how it waa started nearly in 1942 shortly after the 
Japanese entered the war and scored quick viciories. There waa nervousness and 
food-atocks went underground and even currency and coins began to he hoarded to 
the detriment of the country's economy. It was, therefore, imperative to restore 
eonfidence as early as possible. The N. W. F., Mr. B<>amsii went on to say, was 
accused of dabbling in politics. It might be because of the confusion on the part of 
a^ few of the objectives and mission uf the iirganisHtioii. In s widcspreiid orgsiiisa- 
Uon of recent and rapid growth it was ini|>uBsil)le to secure hundred t^r cent 
uiiderstaiidiiig of its objt cttves and hundred fier cent discipline. He must, however, 
definitely aaaure Uom that the N. W. F.'s {sdicy hail always been to keep out of 
politics. Mr. Bosman said that the money s|[)ent in India for publicity aas micro- 
scopic compared to vhe money spent by the Governments in IJniUfl Kingdom and 
U. A. He calculated that the amount aficnt here worked out at one |uce per head 
per annum. The British Government had been spending on ndverusemeiits alone 
00 an average fourteen annas fier head per war year, while the Government of 
India's expenditure including the N. W. F., Air aofl advertisement hills was about 
three and half pies per head. Mr Bosmsn emphasis' d that the National W'ar Front 
wae not a recruiting organisation and rfu rmliitg as such was not its business. But 
if it waa implied that the ififortH of the N. W. F. to inculcate the faith and eourage 
and the will to meet agreaaion had not helfieii recruit me nt. directly or indirectly, 
then he thought he roust correct that impreHsiiut. Many jyuiing men. after atUmd- 
iogtheN.W.F. rally, voluotarily stepped forward and bad joined the ranks of 
lodia's fighting men. 

Mr. Sami Vwnkutuchulnm Chctli said thnt the leader of the House stated last 
time that, by the time the debate was resumed (iovf'rnin>'nt would be in a position 
to atate what deciaton they had arrived at in the ruailcr. lie invited him to 
enlighten the House on the question. 

Pandit Nilakantha Dun (Unattached) declared that the National War Front 
waa only oalensihly non-olficial, hut in that organisation only safe non-ofliciala 
ware wanted and real non-oOictaU were discharged. Being a mui-ontrial himself, he 
had {oined the organisation at the rrqu*‘St of tlie Fretnier of Orissa, hut gave it up 

in n few mon^e. 

Ban. J. C. ChatUrji (nominated) admitted that improvement waa neceaaary 
In the NnUannl Wer Front, but he thought that the organiaatlon itaalf ahould 
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sol bn sbotUhed* The renolntioo bed seked sol for srfm* hot for idwRlioo of 
Ihe Noiionel Wer Front, end he felt ihei eo losg so war ms oo, then woo seed 
for eoeh so orgenieetios. 

Mr. Abdui Qaiuum (CongreM) oeid thel the mot mdori^ of the Foople is this 
eooslrj bed sotbiog bat contempt lor Uie Nstkmsl Wsr Frosty oet m too Oorero* 
most. Be eeoerted thet the orgenleetioo wee ntilieed sot oo maeii Oftsiset dm 
Jepesece end the Germene bat efeiset populsr politieel psrtiec. Oempleinte from 
tbo Psnjeb were namerooe end treqneot thet toe Front woe need lor the peril 
pnrpoeee end the Oorernment of Indie were eileot boMoee thoj here e Prortnelei 
Qofernment there to their liking. Proceeding, Mr. Abdnl Qelynm oeid Ibet the 
N. W. F. bed pnreheeed over 50 reoe for pnblieiti work wbieb could here been 
more neefnl for deepetehing food to the femine-otrieken oieoe In Bengal. Urging 
the liqoldetioniof the orgenieetion *ee weete of time end weito of tezpejero* monei , 
the opeeker alleged thet thooe engaged for the working of the National Wer Fhmt 
were not there out of conriction but for peroonel geini end the| wonld be lojel 
only to the Oorernment of the dey. 

Copf. Dalpat Singh Wrongly defended the National Wer Front end 
ito ectiritiei. When Indie wee made a beoe of operetione» it wee 
eeeentiel thet there ehould be an orgenieetion to mobiliee the remroee of 
the country for the effort.. He refuted the ellegetlone thet the Netionel Wer Front 
wee ntiliiifd for party propaganda in the Punjab or for pereoeel galne. The eight 
dietrtci leaden in hie province and the provincial leader were not getting a eingle 

f ie from the N. W. F. He pleaded for the retention of Ihe orgenieetion in the 
Un}ab and hoped that the preeent working would not be dietuibed in 


any way. 


Thb League And tbb Front 


Nait^abtada Liaqat AH Khan refuted the enggeetion that the Oppoeition wee 
againet the war effort. But ihy were oppoced to the mieuee of public money '*and 
the proetitntioii oi the N. W. F. by intereeted people.*’ Mr. Jamnadae Mehta bad 
etam that the Muclim League was adopting an attitude of **malevoleot noutrality” 
ill regard to the wer. Whether it was benevolent or malevolent, the policy of the 
Muslim League was the only policy which any self-respecting per<ion would have 
followed. The Muslim League drew the attention of the Govern mon^s early as 
June 1940 to mobilise the resources of India for the defence of the country. It 
wee the Muslim League which asked the Government to take into equal pertoership 
the people of this country to fight Nazi aggression. But Government had alwaya 
depended upon those who were willing to dance to any tune that might be played 
ill the tlnte of Hritieh imperialism. Siwakers on the resolntion. the Kawabzada 
continued, credited the N. W. F. with the claim for the enrolment of two million 
aoldiers from India. Mr. Bozman, however, had made it clear that it was not the 
function of the N. W. F. to recruit people. A supply of two million people out of 
a population of 400 milliona did not reflect any credit on the N. W. F. If the 
Government had taken the people of India into their confidence and had asked 
the people of India to defend their own country, instead of two milliona, them 
would have been twenty million recruits. Referring to the new scheme which BIr. 
Dotman outlined, the speaker said that it was so sketchy and there was eo much 
’ingredient of mischief in it*’ that it was diflicult for him to support it. Tha now 
organisation would continue to do what the N. W. F. had done. Aa he had 
alre^y stated, the i'csolution was not moved with the intention of impendhig war 
affort but bacause they were Convinced that It had not only done any good to war 
effort but ite continuance would harm the real intareeta of tha country at large. 

Sir Jliahofneti Yamin Khan, replying to the debate, declined to withdraw the 
resolution and thought that the new scheme was even worse than tha N. W. F. 
Tha resolution as amended oy Mr. T. Avinashilingam ChetHar^a amendment 
which sought that, immediate steps should be taken both in the Centre and the 
provincca for the abolition of the National War Front, waa put to vote and earriad. 


Safeguards For Britfah Commarea 


Mr. Manu Suhedar fCongrcss). moving his resolution asking for the removal 
of the Bectious relating to Britieh commercial safeguarda, made it clear that he 
was attempting to deal with any large political isioea involved In the 
S21 Bectiona of the Government of India Act. He was only ntging tha removal of 
oeruin ofiensive Bectiona which had got in there by the backdoor, wem d e ro ga tory 
to the dignity and self-raapcct of the people and* tha Govemmant and aooght to 
lostrici tha legialative power of tfate House.

The 
eolation mnet be sought not in e spirit of mutuel mntsgoniem end mietruet but of 
mutuel eo*operetion end goodwill Under heppier political eondUione. one cen look 
forward to en ever « widening end almost endless viste of trade end bueineu 
leletlonddp between Greet Britain end Indie for the benefit end prosperity of both. 
In the Immediate poel«war years. Indie bee to look to the U. K. to e large extent 
for the enpply of oepllel goods end the expert edvioe end eeeieteoce in the develop- 
ment 41 its indastriee which rtie so sorely needs. 

**Oo-operetion should be welcomed if it does not Involve cootvol or dominetton. 
The Indian iiuhietry should desire to control end direct its policy in e Imtimete 
espiretien whioli should not be looked uf^n with hostlKty or mietmet. **Tiie pro* 
blem, therefore« ie to conelder whether it is possible to errive et any kind of con- 
vention or agreement now. without weittag for e complete oonetitutionsi eetUement, 
no thet the industtlei development of the country may eot be hampered. The diffi- 
cultiee in the way khould not be minimised. The Trade Agreemeiii ie intended 
to be pert of e gewerel political end conetitutionel seiilement It le difficult to 
isolete one pert only of the whole oomtilex of iesuee, poiiticel es well as economic, 
end to insist upon its eettlmBent without considering the rest. If the spirit in 
whieb e solution of this difficult problem is sought is mieunderslood, either here or in 
Greet Britain, it may beve en unseltring effect upon the bueinese oommuniiiee in 
both ooiintriee* whicb It ie veir deeireble to avoid et e time when in the ietereets of 
Indie'e own devdopment, oloeer ttede relatione ere beieg eought If it is not 
found possible to proceed by way of perliementery legieletion et this inneture

These included Hurs and 
other criminals, a certain number of whom bad had palings with thu enemy, or helped 
enemy ugents and a Urge number of Bengal terrorists. Hu did not believe memburu 
of tbu House would wish to censure the Government for not ruleusiiig thu Bengal 
turrorisU. Hu was not luru if the Bengal Government would not take the strongest 
ob}eciion to being asked to release these terrorism ; so also, the Bind Government In 
regard to the release of Hurs. After deducting these, the numlier of those detained 
in India for political ruasuns was 1,500. *'Let us compare it with the population of 
this coon try,*’ suggested thu Home Member amid laughter from ^u Oppouitlon 
buiichue. (Mr. Kriubnamachari : What about those convicl^ ?). Thu Home Member 
pointed out that thu number of peruoou dutninud by tbu Govurnmuot of Indie wau 
about 50. Thu otburu were detuioed by thu Provincial Govmmunto. Hu wau not 
giving thufiguruu in order to plead that thu Government Indie's pert wuu u emRll 
one in thuuu dutuntioos, nor to i^ultui behind thu Provincial Govemmentu. What he 
claimed wuu that, if thu Govummunt of India were erring, they were erring in good 
oompuny . Every argumuot advanced ugainst the detention wun un nrgnmunt not 
ugatnut the Govenimunt of India’s policy alone, but uiminui thu policy OT Pr^ln* 
ciul Guvaromuntu. wuu not uugguetiog that tte Oovernmunt of Inm and thu 
Provincial Govemmentu all by an acoiduot bad hit upon m same policy* Tbm 
wur 6 consultatiomi hutwuun Biu Centre nod tbu provinces from time to ti m e* Tbu 
ftOTioeiiJ Go.mB.nw imM wwiildeiibl. .uwiiloii to ^

adfoeated by Mr. Jinnah, for inataiioe, and the Punjab Premier. Nor were peraona 
detabied for any optniona cxpreaeed by them. If, aa had been aaaerted, then oaa no 
right of free apeeeh in thia eotiniry, would Mr. Gandhi haee been allowed to apeak 
and write or Mra. Pandit allowed to no to n.6.A. T (Laughter from the Oppoaitlon.) 
Peraona were deUdned dimply and aolely for what they would do if they wen 
nleaaed. A great majority of them believed in violence or had had eloae aanociation 
with thoee who believed in violence. Othera then wen who did not believe in 
violence, but they could not bo releawnl cn bloc without riak. Mr. Sri Frakata : 
l^hat la the proriortion of the |H)pulation vrhicb atifTercd in Auguatf 

The Home Member went on to aaai*rt that no Government could afford to take 
the riak, at the present moment, of a nf»etiiioii of what happened in 1942. Sir 
Francia proceeded to explahi the policy of gradital release adopted by Provincial 
Govern menta and by the Government of India, t^radiial release meant leleaae aa 
rapidly aa the Governmenta could, coiiaiatcnt with public aafety, let theae peraona 
out. Borne Provincial Uovenimenta might be over-raah« othera over *eaatioua. It wm 
eotinly left to them. They did not iveu aek the Centre when they releaaed any 
dateiiua. (A voice: Queadon.) The pace of the release dei^nded almoat e iirelyon 
the behaviour of these imraona after releaae. He had no doubt that gradual rdeaaa 
waa the comet imlicy. Under it, the number of detenus which in June 1943 was 
10,000 bad, by (ktoher 1944, been reduci-d to 2,000, and in February, thia year, it had 
beeo reduced to 1,3.^), or nearly 90 per w ot of rhoKc dctaliii d over 18 iiiotiiba ago bad 
eomc out. *i1iat was a proceae which was going on, aud he asked the House to 
endorse that iirooesa. The Home Member paid a tribute to the aciminiatratioii# which 
had performs the distaateful task and had never faltered in spite of violent and 
ignorant critivlam. Me asked the House not to give any vote which would be inter- 
preted aa showing lack of appreciation of theae adnituistrationa. 

Prof. N. G. Ranga (Ooiigress) asked the Home Member to stay in jail for aiz 
montha, to that he might develop a proper attitude towards persons kept in detention. 
He eonleiided tliat there waa no exaggeration in Mrs. Vijsyalakahmi PaiidiPa figure 
of 18,000 persons in Indian prisons, for it included peraona who were not convicted 
and India waa itaelt one Urge prisoo house. Government was responsible for carrying 
on propaganda in America that Mahatma Gandhi was a Japanese agent, said Prof. 
Ranga. It waa after two years of this propaganda that Mr. Amery waa forced to admit 
in Parliament that at no time did thia Government make such a charge agaiost the 
Mahatma. 


In the seven lakha of villages in the country, food requiaitkming officers were 
breaking into houses, and taking away grain, leaving no more than three montha* 
suppliaa. The Gommonweallh Eolations Di partment could not aatiafy the House as 
to why the new High Gimmiasioner of South Africa was being allowed to proceed. 
The Law Member did nothing to prrceiit the misinterpretatiou of the Defence of 
India Rules, even when the Federal Court draw attentiou to it. 

Dr. R. N, Banerjm (I^eader of the Nationalist Party) called upon the Indian 
Mambera of the Executive Ojuocil to oast away their Inferiority complex and be more 
aaaertlva aa to the rights of the iwople of India.’* He enumerated eight geievanoea 
agslaat the Govaromanl. The burden of the Uxation on tbe poor people waa heavy . 
t»a pOlto of the Government which had led to inflation bad provra disastrous and 
letolladin a famine in Bengal end other parts of India ; the flnaneial edjnatment 
belweMi Britain and*India In regard to the war w aa inequitable ; the Government bad 
lulled to otlegUMd^tlie eoonomic inti«reate of the oountry. the Govetoment iiad Mlei 
to pievent raeieldieevlmlnetlon against Indiana in South Alilea and In other jierla of 
the OosamonweaHh rthe Government had kept e large number of men and oMhea 
la datenUon withont any trial • and lastly the Government had failed to reaolye the 
poi tt teel deadlook. 

Dr. N, B. Khan, OoBmoBwaaltii Belitiom Member, nfaled the eham UNtleAsa 
Mambere ot tbe Ooeemmeet had bronebt abimt a coaaiitaUoeal rnnaahb: “Wa ate 
hen”, ba aaU, "beeanaa Qppnitioa aiembera iadolKcd la a eoaatitatload maddh”.

betieved thet Ihie wer ehould be won qui ldy end iti the intrreete of Indie. If the 
HonmMieved in It, then every menih«>r must vote egeinet the motion.

'Why 7) The CongreM hed been egeinst the wer effcirt. end be would edmit thet 
die Congren hea been willing to hurt cud bold enough to strike, but the Moelin 
Leegne ms willing to hurt but efreid to Dr. Khere reminded the Houm 

thet .tlie firnt erresi to be made under the Defence of India Kuleii wee mede by 
the JCoDgten Ministry in Medres, and it wee thet very Ministry which got Dr. 
T. S. 8 . Rsjen nomineted to the Madrse LfgUietiire by the (Governor, and then 
took him in as a Minister. As against the criticisms matle against his policy with 
regard to South Africa, Dr. Khere quoted from u Presh report, of a statement which, 
he said, Mahatma Gandhi had made saying thst he could not forget Dr. Kharo*a 
servicca on belialf of the Indians In South Africa.

Nfiwahsada Liaquat Alt Khan (Deputy L? adi r of the Miman Lrsgiie Party) 
said that the motiou was intended to show th** lack of conlidtjicc in the G(»vern* 
ment of India as constituted bi-day. Ho des« ribcd Hr. Ki.src hh a “jester of Uie 
Executive Cnuncil”. Dr. Kliaro had jiistified his position by taking shelior under 
the Act of 1919, but the same Act, the Nawaltsada pointed out, entitled the 
Oiqiosition to express its lack of coiifidt'iice in ibo Giivcriimcnt. and itiere was no 
obligation to go to the country to preach noii*paynif:nt of taxes. 

Nawabxaoa Lisquet All Khan coiideiiriCtI the bombing in the tribal nrsae, 
and Mid that Sir Olaf Oaroe*s ststement was like the statemciit of General Dyer 
who daelarcd in connection with the .fsllianwiilobagh outrage, that he would have 
continued to shoot if he had more ammunition., in regard to the composition of 
the present Government, the Nawabssda referred to Sir HiilUn Ahmsd'a siatement 
on a sTmilar motion last year, tliat, as the political parties had refused to join the 
Executive Council, the Viceroy had to expand his CtMiiicil by appointing public 
men. That statement was iiicorreid, decla'cd the Nswabxsda. Th<* Muallm liesgue 
Party did not refuse to share the respoiihihPity for tho sncctSHfiil iiromciitioii of 
the war, but what they refused to accept whs the position of liritaiu'a camp 
foUowers. 'Iliey wanted a iKisition as co-partners in a ci>ninion cnlnrprise. The 
then Viceroy Lord Linlitligow was not prepared to give that promise, and 
the Muslim League, as a self-respecting party, hsd no other choice but to refuse 
the offer. Criticising lx)rd WavelPs refereuvo to the present Government as a 
Nstioaal Government, the Kawabxsda said that only that government could be 
legitimately called a Natiooal Government which bad the sufiport goodwill and 
co-oiwration of ^e people of the country. By no stretch of isiigiisge, he aseerted, 
could thia Government be termed a National Government. 'Give up thia preteace”, 
be Mid. ”Why do you want to deceive the world by such pretences 7 Do not 
think that the world consists of fools and that you are the only wiM men. The 
world knows that the Government of India has neither the backing nor the good- 
will nor the eo-operation of the people. 1 do not cast any reficetton on the honour 
of the honourable members on the other aide, but they shonUt certainly recognise 
that we on this side of tbs House, sre eotiiied to exprtss the opinion held by n 
huge eeelion of the people in this country.” *Go and esk any Indian yon like”, 
he said. T am talking A an Indian who does oot wsnt a job or eootractaw aad who 
waata to live in panes. Ton will hear a tale of woe.” Ooncluding the Nawebsada 
Mid that he bad hMrd com|daints of racial discrimination even in tbs armed forces. 
A number of Indian army officers belonging to various eommuailles hsd told him 
of the pcevsleaoe :of rectal diseriminsuon. He urged the Government to remedy 

Tbs Sopat Mimbbe 

Sir d. Rama&wami Mudaliar. Supply Mmber said that the Oppoeition bed 
hid pressed lor e govemmenl which had the becking on the elccM elemento in 
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tht Hoom. *All of ot* be told, “wonted to Knee n Oovemnont of Ibnt lort bat 
vbin tbej in to put tlio blame on tbit Government, I think, they ore very wide 
of ihe mark/' Dr. Benerjee hod eomplelned that thie Ooveritment bed done 
iiollif«K h> resolve the political deadlock. Sir llamoewami Mndaliar, in reply, 
referred to tbe feet, known to most members of the Hoiim that this Government, 
as a united body, and as individual membam bad, time and again, tried to do wbet 
they could to resolve tbe deadlock. Some of their efforts hod not been lilmd by tbe 
Otte or the oihe^ section and did not come up to the ext^ectation cA tbe one or tbe 
other section. Again, pro|>osals which were once anstbema. hod, with the poMsge 
of tlmea, appeared to have become a little more reasonable. To suggest that the 
Government hod done nothing would mean wiping out past memories. Heferring 
to propaganda abroad, of which strong criticisms had bem made, bir Ramoewami 
Mndaliar said that he himself was in tbe United Ststet for two months in 194d. 
He had lectured at various places and his addrtsses had been pnblished by the 
American Foreign Relations Council and not by nuy machinery under the control 
of tbe Government of India. He invited the Opposition to show in those otweehee 
one word of criticism or abuse of ahyous. *T was in a foreign country representini^ 
the Government of my country, and every Indian was sacred to me whatever 
differences I may have with him here, i have not said one unsavonry word, what- 
ever my differences may be", he said. The .Supply Member con tinned : "Just look 
at the contrast of the propaganda that is being carried on on behalf of tha party 
opposite. Look at the way Indians have been maligned and ridtcnled, aijwply 
because they do not conform to your views, simply because you and I In this 
country could not come to an agreement. That is the propaganda that ia going on 
and that propaganda is suHicioiit to bring India into disrepute." 

tiir liamoswami Mudaliar paid a tribute to the Finance Member who would 
lay down hie office shortly. The Finance Member bod been criticised for 
many things. **The Finsnee Member," Sir Ramaewami Mndaliar said. **ia not the 
one perioii who decined on policy, but everyone of us shares the reHitonsibility *. 
because the Goveroor^Geoeral-in-GouDcil must take the reaponaibiiity for any 
measure in foot and in theory." First, in tiie Commerce Department, and then again 
as Supply Member, he had opportunities to weigh every one of the financial 
proposals, and it required no historian of tbe future to aay that, oe a whole, the 
Finance Member had dealt with this country as if it was hit own country (cheers), 
it appeared to him. Sir Hamaswami Mndaliar said, os though the Opposition had 
not, to this day, realised that this country was at war. Some of the war measures 
hod caused hardships, but he asked which country was there in the world to-day, whore 
a lection did not complain of the ways of bureaucracy ? For five years, be said, he 
hod sat at bis (lost tu defend tbe interests of the country. Tbe opposition hsd been 
in the wilderness and allowed the Government to be run without any proper 
criticism. There was not one to watch the economic interests of Unpeople whom they 
hod openly neglected. *T say in all sincerity, to the honourable memDers opposire," 
he said, *'that there should exist some Government in this c^nintry, so long os it is 
not possible for an agreement to be arrived at by tbe parties opposite. There it no 
sente in mere Nihiliem". 

Mb. Bbolabhai Dbsai 

Mr. Bhulahhai Desai, leader of the Opposition, said that be was reminded of 
the saying that an impressive delaration of patriotism woe the last argument of un- 
patriotic persona. If it was true that Indian Members of the Government were 
patriots, it did not require a declaraUon such as was mode by the lost speaker. 
What tbe Supply Member osid amounted to this : 'T am as good a patriot os you, 
but nobody has oonfidenee in me." The confidence of the country was, after all, 
the real meoaiiie of portrlotism, and it was a fact that none of the Indian Members 
of the Government hod the confidence of the country. Indeed, ns regards one or 
two of them, some of their own familtee did not agree with them ^Langfafer.) Mr. 
D^ ridiculed tbe claim that Indian Members of the Government hod done their 
duty in the absence of the Oongressmen from tbe Uouee. Those Members, be 
deefarmi, hod dons ill to this country, bod acted in a menner that was a standing 
ditgtaoe. The Finance Member hod said that some Ra. 830 eroree bed been collected 
at loon since the beginning of the war. What, asked Mr. Deosi, did it omm in lerme of 
human value T At tha oame time, mouey due to India had been tteriliocd, and the 
country hod bten told this was not the time to disenas BriUin^ liability.

Hiese xeportc devoted a eonaider* 
ebie portion to Stale iliiterest in Indnatry, for inatanee. l/vaa this planning or waa 
Ihia .|Milicy T he asked, iiis Group held defiiiiio views about that question, aa on the 
qiiMioii of aeeistaiice to be obtained from abroad. Again, the re|>ort stated that the 
tttate might not hamfier private enterpriee, but might pioveat scheines which were 
unlikAU 10 aucceed. iNnp, who waa to decide whether a edheme waa unlikely to 
succeed ? The main neoeMiiy of a debate on tlie subject, be sfo^Kcated, waa to enable 
the Planning Member 4o explain these points and others like order of priority 
to be given to vartoue deaalopment echemes. 

Mr. 7\ 8. AvinaBhilingan Chettiar (Congreas^^aaid that plana selaling io industry 
and luduatrial policy were saainly guided by the profit*itiaking modre and not that 
improving the lot of the vilh^er, if money could do pianouig, the present Govern- 
ment could do it, but Mr. Chettiar pointed out, money conld not do tt ; what was 
needed was that planning should be done by (usrsona who were in tonch with the 
people, lived with them, and ware prepared to die with them if necessary. Expert 
knowledge was no doubt neceaamy, but they could purchase that kuoiNcdge. Bat 
thay could not purchase the large beait and the true sympathy which wen ao 
ciaentlal for planning. Sir Ardmr hlmarlf bad admitted, Mr. Chettiar pumeeded, 
that only a Mational Gknreroment could do planning for the oonntry. Sir James 
Urigg had aet apart Ra. one crore for ruxal development, but the Aoditor-Geneiel had 
to report that proper accounte were eot kept for e portion of the fund. Mi. Gbetliar 
referred to the feet that the Oongreea nMng only a quarter of that sum had been able 
to train a large number of workers and hnd carried out educational and aoeial work 
of an •Ssetivi kind.

What teemed to worry the Oppoeitloot Sir Artohir went 
on, waa .timt, if the uutiopular Goreromettl dot aomethinK whieh would lodonnd to 
the (tood of the eoaiitry, then the credit for it would ito to thia OovernaMnl 'Jhat 
waa what the ConKrcaa Party did not like. 

The 'lo^ue point of view, bir Ardeahir eontiiiued, waa different. The Govera- 
ment wera planiiiiie on the b:«rtiBof the preaent oohatitutioii, and the Ijeagne waa 
looking forward 10 fiindaiiitiiinl ehangya in the oonatltitliOBal poaition. He had, 
howler, made it abaudanily (dear that the propoaala made for poat*war planning did 
not in.anv witf affect the conatitutional iaaoee. Whatever fonta the eonatitution took, 
they would all bciicftt by the meaaurea of eeonomie devtlopmwit contemplated hy 
the Deiiartment. The whole idea of planning waa without pt^iidiee to the kUw ef 
Pakiataii. although peraonally he did not believe in PakUtan. Within tlie aiz moatlia 
that tlie Department bad h id time to get down to work, they had vet up a Technical 
Power Board, expanded the geulotrical survey, were Heiiding some 500 atiidenta for 
technical training to U.S.A. and U. K., etUbKahtd employ lu^n I exchmiges, appointed 
a committee to consider the esiMblishment of a technological institute, and expanded 
the Portal U«‘aeHrch inalitntc. A great deal oi work had been done, he clainiedf and 
it was only 'this iiouse which neemed to tska a gloomy possimiattc and aiiiagoniatie 
view of that work. 

Sir Ardiwhir refuted the auggastion that he had refused co-operation. From the 
day be asaumod uflice. he had made it clear that tlio one thing he wanted waa public 
co-operation ; work of this iisftirs could not go on without piibKe eo^operalton. Aa 
regarda the resolutiaii pssaed l;ist Noveiniier he exidainnd that for tan days he tried 
to nisgotiflie with the Lead.sr of the OppMitiou and a number uf formula ware 
suggested. He offered a Staiidiiig Comintttee of the House, which would be eon- 
sillied at every state of lormulation of pl.iiia. But every anggsatiou waa turned down. 
He had again expressed a willinguess to have a Standing Conimittet of the House 
and he undciatood that a poininiUee of the kind would M established now after all 
the UQiicc«wsary bickering and ilDwill. But the Standing Oommhtee then proposed 
would hsve bora more valualilo from the Opposition point of view than the present 
one. **Want of co-operaliou does not come from my aide « it comes from the oppoalta 
side’', he declared. (Cheers). As for the question why Govaenmeut did not scoapt 
the resolution mov^ Istt WHision, Sir Ardesbir said thsf they hsd no sitemwtive in 
view of the impficatioes of the resolution which were explained by the Leader of the 
OppOHition. Ike claim had been made by the l«eader M the t>ppositioii that hit 
side of the House would fr'^me tbo plans. 'Ikat, said Sir Anh . hir, msaut that tha 
legislature was trying to tske upon itsslf exi^cutivs fuuetiona vkicii belonged to no 
legislature in the world. 

Sir Ardeahir reiterated h:i Tiew that plans of this kind could only be executed 
by a National Govarnmejit bat msmitime the present Government coilld uoi sit quiet 
while other countries were going slissd : the present Govemmenl could not sit idia 
and watcii the aiMuoiny of the country roltapse. Tliat, he deelnrcd, waa ihe aolo 
juatiieation of the post-war plAnniog work done by Uie Oovcioment.

Mr. Ham Narayan Singh, concluding :hie niifiniehcd epeeoh» warned the 
Oovernment that all attempie to 4:111 the Congreae or obairiict the conoirnelive 
progianiiue of Mahatma Gandhi would fail. ‘The OoogreoN could jiot be .kilM 
and it would go forward by non violent meaiia. Refening lo Dr. Ambedkar*a 
etatement that the Government had no mineral policy. Mr. Ram Narayan Singh 
laid that aioce the advent d Hritiah rule, all iiitmata ia the mince had been in 
the hande of the British people. The coal mince in Hasaribagh had been leaced out 
to the European conceme aud in one caae the period of leaae estf.ndcd io 000 yeate. 
At ttgtLTd* mii^a iiiduatry a conapiraev had been ataried to oiiat Ludiaiia who owned it. 

Mr. K. C. Nnogy referred to the '‘dramatic auddeDnem*' ol Lord WavwIPe 
departure to London aud warned the oomitry againat optimiatie Hperiilatinu. “All 
1 can aav ia we ahould hope and pcay that good eenae may yet preeail and juetloa 
will be done to India-— good aanaein quartera who thidk they have the deatiaiee .of this 
country in their handa. Whatever idae maj happen a* a reauli of l^ord Wsvell^ 
viait. 1 am perfeoUy aura it ia going to lera to a further inteiiHifioatioa of war^ciliirt 
oo the part of India.’’ It would, he added, reault in iucreaMing tl»e military burden 
on India. It waa true that aeeorditig to the eariaiini; formula. India waa reaiKUieible 
lor financing the defence aotivitiea of the country in aa far aa tiiey related to eahat 
waa csalled her local defence, but in Ihia detenu inat ion of what waa local cWfenee. 
only one peraon. namely the 0.-ln-C.. waa reaponaible. Me laid down the law and 
the reat of the Ooverament merely accepted ilie fatwa. Mr. Neog> cited 
ezaaM’le of the coat of two airfielda eonatructed outaido India hut within reaaonniiiie 
flying dktance of their froniieri. The ezp^wdituce had been dielared to be for Che 
iom defeoce of India and the Auditor-General had to accefA that allocaCkui. KnCer- 
ring further to the expenditure incurred oo airfielda for Amcricaua. Mr. Neogy 
aaid that the Finance Member had given tiie imprcMaiou that 1942-43 and 2943o44 
witoeeeed the virtual completion of tbm airfialdc, but actually out of total of Ra. 60 
erorea provided for the porpoae 26 erorca had been •|)ent after the Finance 
Member'a atatemeoi. Waa there any cdliiig ia regard to our dbligatioo for expendi- 
ture on U. B. A. account ? If we were not eziwcted to find money needed for oampalgne 
outaide India's borders, we could not be expected to provide money for aervieaa and 
facllitiea for the U. ti. A. for their campon in Burma, Malaya and China.

Examining India’s position under leod-leaae, Mr. Neogy commented on the 
abaence ol definite information. He aaid tliat New Zealand and A uatralia had entered 
into a reciprocal aid arrangement with the U. 6. A. without exerutiAg a lend-leaae 
agreement, while in the caae of Canada neither of these procedures had been 
followed, but by an exchange of notes Canada had accepted the underlying jprinelpla 
of article eeven of the Lend-leaae Agreement. Mr. Neogy asked what differeiioe it 
would have made if a similar exchange of noiee had taken place between India and 
U. 8. A. By having agreed to the economic clauaea of the Atlantic Charter, India* 
in her agreement with Canada, had virinallf agreed to hike what elepe might be 
neoeeeary to achieve the results aimed at in clause mven and if rednpUon of tarffla 
waa one of the asmntial steps oeceaaary to bring about that rmult, then India waa 
by implication committed in this matter. Mr. Njogy mM for a etatement ftiom

Tlmae Bee dona relate to Ooanntreial 
Bafbgiianla. Sir Cowasji JcAaiipcr (unattached), eopporting tha reeolutian,, traced tbo 
hicl^ of the eectlooc relating to Commercial Safeguarda, and aaid bow he aad 
otioc ddegatec to the Round 'Cable Confereneaa oppoaed eutfa aafrgaarda* Now 14 
yeara had PMaed aince the Act waa paaaed, aad tha poatUom muat ba roviawed. At 
tint time. Hit Maieety*a Government did not even permit the word, *'Domlniott 
Blatnn** to be Included in the preamble of the Act. Now, they had pcomiead 
dominion Statue to India with the right to aeeede. l*he Under-Becrelaty of Btata 
lor India, apaakiug in the Houee of Lorda, bad aUiedf that aR aafeguarda aud 
gaarantaea »r apecial Britiab intereate vmre inconaiatent with i«m ofibi of eomplale 
Bell-Goverament Sir Oowaaii aaid that Planning waa beinf: dona in India now 
under eircumctancee which would be inconciatent with the timee when thoae plane 
would ba put into execution. He aaked for a dcelaratlen by Bia Majaaty'c Govern- 
mant to the elTaet that the Government of India aud the Goveroora would treat 
tha MctioiM aa a dead IcMor from now on. Thia, he aaid, would meet tha poaitlon 
and Planning conld proeecd on tha baMt of Dominic BMoa lor thia aonntrv.

Eimofiiif Geoop SPoWWiMAa’e Oppooition 

Sir ffmirtt Bicbardton, leader of tbe Encopean Oroop« declaied that Mr. Mann 
Siibedar beeed iiia caae upon two different tJiM of argumenis. One waa aeatimen- 
bd and tbe other praedeaL The ftrat largumeut waa that the ezieteoee of atatniory 
leelfioCione upon ladia'e power to plan the economic life of the oonotry waa 
deiogalory to aattoaal dignity. That argument moat command tbe reepeot of e?ery 
independent peo^e. Beferthelcae, logic compelled them to recogniee that any 
reciprocal arrangement, whether in the Act or outcide it, muet involve eome reetrio- 
tiona and Umitationc. The remedy lay not in the removal of a particolar block of 
aeotione, but in Urn complete re-orientation of metboda. **We, in tbit Group, aland 
laily eommltuxl to tbe principle that India muat frame bar own conatiiatioo, and 
it ie in the apeedy application of that principle, rather than in tinkering with 
particular chaptera of tbe Act that we eee the meana of eatiafylng India’a legitimate 
pride**, eaid Sir Henry. Sir Henry deplored that naitber tbe mover nor the 
Planning and Keconetrnctlon Member waa explicit. Sir Henry aaked lor greater 
elitfity in tbia matter before aakiug for the eupport of tbe Houae. Sir Henry went 
on to eay that Mr. Menu Subedar might be xight in fearing the acUon of great 
eombinea, bat be doubted whefber Mr. Subedar waa right in auppoaiug that they 
would neceaaarily be noa-lndtan. It might well be that Great Indian eombinea 
would be tbe principal menaca to the growth of new IndiaD coneerna in a aelf- 
governing India. He omphaaieed that the acetioua were purely negative in their 
.action, and they merely prevented diaorimiimtion. He eaid that tbe Britiaberi 
clalm^ the right— boro of their lon|; eonaiBoiion with India to carry on and develop 
'buaineaa here in fair competitloo with other ioteieata. if ibe object of the mover 
waa to place obataclee in the way of firitiidi bnainaae in tbia country and by poalcive 
diaorimiiiatioii agaiuet them, to give Indian buaineaa an advantage, then they would 
not accept Uie iHjaitioii. They claimed no eommercial priviicgea aa compim with 
any o^er oomniunity. but they did clmwu and they would continue to loelat, that 
they muat be left irce to carry on buaineaa in tbia country without diiorlminatory 
ceatrlolioiia, Tbe aectiona bad been In the Act for tea yeare, and be doubted 
whether, with tbe ezeeption of a handful ol apeoialiiti and etudenti, tbe vaat 
majority iu the United Kingdom or India had ever hyard ol them. II it waa the 
oaaa Mmt iboae aectiona had been hanging round tbe nedk of India and impending 
hei tednalrtal development for a decade, that eOBtention waa not true, becauae tbe 
great iwduatiial progreaa tbe country had made during the laet lea yean provided 
a complete dmiial of tbe atatement Uiai thoaa aeetioiia hampered the development 
of Indian indiMiry. 

Lbaoub Paety Soppoets RESOLimox 

Mr. Bsaak Sait (Mualim League) aaid that he was not very happy about the 
time ehoaen lor the motion, becauae the queation of the reviaion of the whole 
OonciitntioB, la which tbe Mualim League waa commitud, waa drawing near. Tba 
matter eovei^ by the leaolotion waa a very amall one oompared to the big iaaue 
at atake. lloaevcr, oi it had been moved. Uie Mualim League Party would ezteod 
their lull supitorc to It. He waa glad that Mr. Manu Suticdar, the mover of the 
reaolution, had made It quite clear Uiat hia object waa oot lo preclude a revieion of 
the Government of India Aet. Mr. Eaaak Sait criticieed Sir Oowaejt Jahangir for 
Btreaeing the words **HomiElon SUtue^, and eaid that Sir Cowaaji might feel that 
Dominion Sutna would be a great gift to thia couuiry, but the Congrem and the 
Mualim League weio not prepared even to oonaider tna matter <Hear, Hear). He 
lelt that the greater queationa which were at innua had to be taekled and anid : 
**Wo will aee to it that Uiey are eottled to the oaiiaiaiedon ot all aectiona of thia 
eouatiy.*' 

**lfiUBOPBAWi MWBT BbI,T OH jKOiA*0 GOODWILL** 

Mr. Abdul Qaifum^ Dqputy Loader of the Congrcee Party, aaked the leader of 
Iho European Group whether he wen going to rely on the Sofegnarde provided ia 
the Government of India Ael, htliii.d which the only eehmien woe the Biiliih 
Army ii occupation in Indim or on tbe moSwUI of the people of Ua cowitty. 
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Thi Uei titat, truk to-diiy, ihe fiuiopeMi Ovonp wm not pnpnind lo foicso nil 
Ibott privileges which gave them a doninsot men in Indnilrf nnd Oonianroi In 
tUn. eoonirj, allowed that there waa abaolotaly no deaiie on the pari of Britain, in 
apitn of her peal prononneemenu to. the oontiaryv to part with power. 

The ao*called equalitf batweeii. a Britkh eoaapnny ineorporaied in the Unilad 
Kioi^om in earrying on buainen in India and an Indian company inoorporalad in 
Britiah India, he went on, waa really a cleverly conceived deaign to kill Indian 
enterpriae and industry. Indian Induatriee were inai beginning to riae, and lhay 
could not meet on terms of equality the wdl-eatabflahed British induatriea supporten 
by political power. Mr. Abdul Qaiyom aahed wheUier there were, in the C^^tn* 
lion of the wf*governing British Dominiona, aeciious siniilar to Seotiona 111 to Lfl 
of the Ooverument of India Act. The sdMnterest of the. British eommnnity in 
India and their compatriots in England was so strong, he aaid,. that in peace* 
time, on one pretest or another. India was. not allowed to have large-aeide uidna* 
tries like chemicals, autoinoblle factories, ship-biiilfling industries, aircraft faotocisa 
or even locomoUvea. Australia had set up a big aircraft industry dnring war-tbaic, 
blit the Central Asuembly was told by tbs Government of India befora dia war 
that the materials which were neceesary for the maoafaoture of aircraft in thia 
couiitrv could not be obtained on a auMicicnily economic baala The epenker 
reminded the Euroiiean Group that the world was becoming mors oud mors inlcr- 
depeiident, siid said that the type of speech delivered by their leader wo^d not 
help Britiah industry or e iiterprise in InaBa. They must give up csliiiics on Seetlotie 
111 u> IJl of (he Government of India Act, which he d^MiTibcd aa eeandalotte and 
parnicioua sectioiis, and raly more and more on the goodwill and apirii of 
oo»operakion of the people of thie coantry. 

Mr. AT., 47. Neogy (Nscioiialist) eakf that Sir Htury Richardson *a apeeeh 
indicated that there hsd not been the elightest change in* the attitnde of fkitieh 
interests in India from the attitude taken up* by their spokeamaii at Hound 
Table Oonibrence in lD‘d()-dl, when Cor the first time they put forward propoaola 
which hsd resulted in the **BeiithsH cUusee** of the Government of India Act* On 
that oecaatan, 8ir Edward Bentliail (then Mr. Benihall) had auido It quite clear 
that, ualese the rights of the British community were pcoteekMi In the most un* 
equivoesl man nor, they must reserve their ccNisent to the trsiisfer of power. HIr 
feidwsrd Heiitbnll also sskl that tUe commercial rights of the Britisii in India wore 
not a Miiiiject for iiegotisUoii. and cmphasiiied that those rights bad bean won by 
them legitimately by years of industry and integrity. Mr. Neogy said that, In 1915, 
when the Industrial. i7ominY!*sbm wan appomted, the Government of India contem- 
plated the idt*H of Iiidhtii iiiduritriea heiitg started by liidiaos with ^e help of 
Indian capital and control, in the Indian Mercatitile Marina 

Committee appointed by the Governtnent of India definitely suggeated coastal 
reservation for Indian shipping. It was a strange trowy that what waa 
conteioplated aerionsly by tl.c Goveriimeot of India in |9’i3-24. waa aheolotely 
UQcoustitutioual tor us to contemplate at the preetnt moment. 

BitirisHERs Must biiico Diktedht 

Air. N. M. J(Kthi said that the clauses which Mr. Msnu Biibedarh resolution 
songht to remove contained so many restrictions which no Ires Government would 
sup|)ort. There was no justificatinii for these restrictions, which were founded upon 
the distrust of Hritishers ugaiiiat IikIihiim. lie would, therefore, suggest to his British 
friends in this country and their colkaguca at Home that they should shed this dla- 
trust and ahow their good-will towards the |)fople of tbta country. The rceolulion, 
Mr. Josbi said, envisaged no discriminstioti sgsinac European in tercet. It only 
demanded that the Indian Legislature and the litdiaa (tovernmawt ahould he free to 
follow whatever >)olicy they thought Lieat in the in tercet of thie country. 'Ilm 
Britieh peofde mustehow why that freedom stioiild not be given to the lodian 
Government and the Indian l.egialatnre, when they themseivea admitted that the 
Government and Ijegialatiirfs of this country must look to the^ Inlereata of thla 
country and nobody else. I he members of the Kiiro|»esii Group io opposing this 
resolation had not shown any argument as to why tlim aectiona ahould not be 
rapaalcd. Referring to Mr. Neogy s remark that Brit^ people tbem^vee 
created vetted liitereats and discriminaiion. Air. ioaiii taid that tliey were not elnim- 
log to diacriroiiiate against the Briibbera but if Indiana wanted to develop their 
induetry and they felt that discrimination was necessary, Indiana, like any other 
people of the world, were entitled to diacrimiiiate. If ihe Britieh people troeled 
Indiane, we would show our gixidwill lowarde them, but if they continued to ehow 
their distrust, many people who had goodwill for the Britieh people would etop 
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•liOHiitK It **Our frMdom eowEt fiint**. dcetarctl Mr. ^o«iliU *'Ettd onr Koodvifl to tiw 
BrlHnliEni or «iij other comae ollerwerda.** They could not ebow tbetr goodwill 
lowarda ijeople who ineteted upon the retail iion of ibeea claueaa. Mr. Joebi warued 
tba Flanniog Memliar againat eu taring into a traety under which Uieir .liaedom would 
ha aa mti^ aurtailad. Tha tiaaty ahould ba voluntary, and negotiated between two 
lodapaudant eouutriae. 

Eubopsahs* .Attitudb 

Mr. C, 'P. l^airntm (European Gronp), commended tbe extrHnely mculenita 
manner in wbich the debate bad proceeded, tie wan anxiona to avoid anyihing 
which might canaa beat, but it would be idle to abut their cyan to certain evidencca 
which eoiiatantly came before them. 'I'hey bad aeeti friqiicnt reaolutiona'by Ubani- 
bara of Commarca urging aximpriatiou of their intcreaia and TecenUy, in a debate 
on inland watarwaya in the Houm, the attitude of certain membera wua purely racial. 
He waa confidant of the goodwill of moat of the membera of tbe Houae, but in the 
light of aueh evideneea of raeial biaa. tlie Hrttlahera naturally felt they nc^ed protec- 
tion. The aiifaguarda elaiiaea referrtii to did not deal nnercly with comuierctai and 
huaiiieea matlara. They iiiidluded the right of acqiiiaition of property, bolding of 
pdhiic Olfleea, oocnpation, trade, profcaaion and ao on. and theclauacb liad a rccipro* 
city value, tie would remind the Hoiihc that tluMe c laiiaea applied not to tlie 
l>omiiiioita or other Htoteat but provided reciprocal irentment l^lwfcii Orcal Britain 
and India. Mr. Lawaon roferrea to the evidence of the Indiait Ohanibera of Coniuieri*e 
in Ceylon before the Soulbitry Oomniiiiaiiiu iti which ihe I’haniber had asked for tbe 
provision of aafegnarda aiialugotia to those provided in the ijloveriinieiit of India 
Act. The Indian (commercial community in Ceylon were detiianding from Great 
Hrilain jireciaely the aafeguarda which thia House now crqnired ihein to remove irfua 
the Aet. Mr. liaiwaon urged Che ilotiae to take a wider view »f the aitiialioii. 

PitOTSCTiOH A uAiNHr Unfair Comi^ktitiun Nbreei) 

l>r. P. AT. ifttaacr/ae, fjeader of the Nationalist Party, mentioned that Sir N. N. 
Bireari foiwuer Law Member, when introducing the Inauraiiire HiH, liad stated that 
a United Kingdom Company must lie deemed to be an Indian comf»aiiy. 'Sir .\ri|ieii- 
dra had atgnifiuantly added : ** Whenever white was nnkeii to lie taken aa red. white 
muat bo deemed to be red.** Tliat, said i>r. r»aniici)oe. waa the jiositioii of the 
Govern meat of India in relatioti to Hritisli intereHia. He said tiuk Sir Henry 
Riohardann in Ilia apifech had not only made many iiiis-statcnieiils hut also thrown 
a challenge at Sir Ardeshir Dalai. It was well known, hr Haniiei)<*e ohaervetl, that 
Hriiish (^idtaliats in Uiia country had resorted lu manv nieihods other tliaii methods 
of fairplay ia btiilditig up their Uidnstry. Aa late as j'.tijO, Dr. Baiiitcrjee went uii, 
liritiah iiitereata tried to hamper the growth of the cottou indiiairy in this cuuntry. 
It was clear that tfidians were a geneionH people. Given goodwill, they woiifd 
rea|H>nd and wouM never resort to measures wliieh w<»nld do the Hriiish any harm 
without doing any good to India. Dr. Baniiex)ee ridienled the idea of reciprocity 
between Indian and British intercats in BntHin and India. How ninny ntdiimnea 
bad been built up by Indiana in Britain., he valoed. BritiHli iieopic had nioaopoliaed 
the entire shipping industry in thia eouMtry. How many sltqis were Indian wMcii 
traded with Britain ? India did n quire prot(H;lioii againat unfair cnuniietitioii. She 
did not wish to hamper British industry, hut wnnird faii*iday lor herself. India 
waa determined, Dr. Baiiiierjee went on, to win freedom with the goodwill of Britain 
if |>oaaible, and without that goodwill, if neccaaary. He wislu'd that wisdom would 
dawn upon the European Group ao that timy might change Uieir attitude, because if 
they persisted in this etiitiide of arllishnese. hariu muat come both to EurO|waiis aii(i 
to Inaiahs. )tr. Bann^'jee declared that no harm could he done to British industry 
hy the deletion of Sections 111 to VSi liecaoae Imliaii industries were yet in their 
iufsncy. 

*itfGU'IW'’ OoKFRKRKIl IIY FORCE OK ARMS 

Mr. Bhuiafthai JJrsr*t\ Ijeader of Uie Ufiposition, said that the isane lay between 
the Opposition end the Kuroi*ean vested intcrosta in this country, as .Government 
were remaining neutral, iliis waa one of ^la moat extraordinary situatioiis which haii 
artssu in the House during the Urns he had been a roerolier. 

Throughout this time, Mr. Deaai said, be had not heard one word from tbe 
F^iropean Group in favour of India’s Ireednro. The European Group talked of the 
right of free trMS and frsecowi|wtilion in this country. For the moment, undoubtedly 
ttoit right hsd been conferred ii|«on them by the force of British arms.

Mr. i>cssi cited the rstc war between P. sitd t). end the Sciiidis Stesm MsTi^stion 
OomiMkiiy to show that without reiwal of these rlatiHea, India would not he able to 
pierces. It was coiia«queiit on the exeretae' of hritie force, the Ijeadcr of the 
OpiKteitiott contliiiiiHl. tiiat eleven membera of tlie Knropean Group, repreaentiitf; 
nobody except tbcmeclvco, w«*re in'* the Central Assembly. It mi»tlit he that the 
provisions which were the snbjeet of the resolittion mi^ht not be re|»ealed in spite 
of the iwesinic of the resoliiiion. Mr. Desai sii^irested to the Eiirotwan Group that 
their dictrtiHt of Indians en»>hriii«'d in these eleven sections of the Act was due to 
their own had conscience, it they felt thst they had done no wron^ to India, they 
had no reason to think thst Indians would discriminate a^aiiiat them. 

There was no use plauiiiin: under the present conditions. Mr, Dessi proceeded. 
If the rcstriciifins were tooontiniie. the plans hsd l>ettcr be postponed. The Opi>osi- 
tion demanded that the Governni, iit of India should be in a position to le);islate in 
the best interest of India and if these restrictions came in their way, the Mouse 
would be ri^hi in nskin^ inr the re[»ea1 of those restriciions.

Referring to the ‘*kind words** uttered ebont him, the Fiiience Member eeid 
be bed endtvoured to eerry out bio duties. He hsd endevoured to follow policiee 
whieh he thougt.wottld be moot edveutsgeons to the couutry. He realised meuy 
uniieppy things bed occurred duriag- thie etewardehip. He believed he had done hie 
utmost to mitigete them. 

In reintion to hie Indisn oolleeguee, he said he hsd worked with them for 
eeverel yeeri end they had had to tackle eome of the moat difiicuU problems which 
ever faeed any Government. He could not imagine that any Government in this 
country would ever deal with problems of that character with a more concentrated 
and geonine intention to do the beat for thie country, than had been exhibited by 
hie eolleagnei. 

The^nanee Member felt that voting down of the Finance Bill would abortly 
become a time-honoured institution as some of the most ancient customs of Parlia- 
ment. (laughter).

Indian Delegation to San Francisco 

list. MARCH :-*lo the Council of State to-day the resolution moved by Mr. 
M, Thirumat Jiao (Oougress) asking the Qovernroeat of India to make a representa- 
tion to His Majesty's Government to secure adequate repreeentation of the non- 
offioial representative opinion of India at the San Franciaco Ooiiference was 
y^seted by 24 to 15 votes. 

Sir iv. Oopaiaswamt Iyengar moved nn amendment to the resolution to the 
effect tbati to the delegatioo be added an elected member eaeh of at least the two 
major politleal parties in the Central Legislature. He said that the Viceroy ahould 
have informally discussed the question with party lesdars. The usual practice iu 
India was that Government delegaUons to International conferences subsequently 
■oi^t the ratification of the Legislature to any agreemeDi that might have beeu 
arrived at previoualy. Was it not diseretion on Gkivernment's pirt, he asked, to 
aasooiale with this delegation members representiDg the chiof political parties in the 
Lgrislature. Sir Qopaliuiwaml toad out an extract from a resolution which the All- 
lama OoMresa Committee had adopted in which It was stated that, while the 
A. l.'C. O. waa primarily ooneemed with -the indepandenee of ladia, it reeoghlced 
that the future piaeo, aecurity and ordered progrese of the world demanded a 
world federation of fm nations. It further affirmed that an independent India 
would gladly join lueh a Icdetaliou and oo-operate on equal basis for the colntion 
of Intumational problems. In view of the war, sueh a federatton ehonld inevH^ly 
be confined to the United Nationa. Sir Oopaiaswamt aald that the deeiel# ot 
Dumbarton Oaki had been antielpated by the Coogrcse Beeointion two yeaor ago 
and the author of the resolution was now languishing in jail, not for what he had 
done but beoanee of the leer of the Government of what he mlg^t do If 
•Rowid freedom. If the Government of India had sufficient imagination ahd statea- 
manahip in the aeleetion of their repr sse u tadves to the Oooferenoe then Ihqy oni^t 
to have leleaeed that maa from det eai io a .

Ha axprasaed his entire ajmpathj tha principle of Uia. reaolntion but fait it 
would be axtramaly difficult to ^aa praotml afTaet to it and his attitude would 
therafora ba neutral. 

Sir Olaf Caroe, External Affairs Secretary, said that ha sympathised with tha 
general feeling behind the original resolution and the amendment and hop^ that 
a great deal of good might coma from the debate. It was natural that iippular 
opinion In India should wish to ba aaaoeiated with great arants in the outside world. 
What thax had to consider was how it was to ba done. Referring to tha appoint- 
ment of the delegation from tha Commonwealth and America, Sir Olaf aaid that 
tha general principle in regard to the Commonwealth Delegation was that they 
should be Ministers of the Crown. Be would be told that it was all eery well 
because there waa responsible Government there. Ha wished there was lasiionsibla 
Government here also but ha wonld point out that there was responsible <lovem- 
ment In tha provinces where there were jmrttas ready to work it but unfortunately 
they had no such Government at tha Oantra. It was not possible to have co- 
partners who did not taka responsibility for office. For one reason or other they 
did not wish to take it. 

Mr. Hossain Imam : Whan was it offered T 

Sir Olaf Garoe : Grippa. 

It was not possible for such parties. Sir Olaf said, to come forward and say : 
**Wa had nothing to do with tha governance of India but wa wish to raprasant 
India on tha international stage.** Sir Olaf asked if they were going what wara 
their credentials 7 One of tha parties had not shown any marked enthusiasm for 
war or for the preparation for peace. The other party might ba asked whathar they 
represented one India or [two Indies. Sir Olaf referred to the |urasenoe in the 
United States of a member of the Oouneil of State (Pandit Kunarn) and a 'gracious 
Isdy* who was giving her views which ware to represent tha views of India in 
certain circles. Ha was greatly disapiminted to sea that the question of entry and 
citixansbip of Indians into the Unitra States had been shelved and hoped that was 
not in any way connected with what they^ were saying there At least one of tbs 
representatives indulged in cheap jibes against tlie^ great fighting services of India. 
Ihat was not tha thing to do in foreign countries, he said. Sir Olaf reiterated 
that despite all he had sUted be could not but feel real sympathy with the view 
representatives of leading parties should represent their country in foreign lands.

Sir Olaf aaid, thm waa a great tradition, 
lliat tradition waa that when foreign affaiia and mattara of aaevrity oassa op for 
dieonaaion, they doted np their ranka and atood aa ona mao hafoaa tha world aa a 
rock. So far aa foreign aflaira were eonoeroed. there ware no pMliea and whan 
aaaential queationa where they affboted tha dafenoa of England eama np lor 
diaenaaion, party mattera fadra away. He widied that ehootd he the eaae with 
India aa waU. Onca India adopted that attitoda, then the whola approach to tha 
pblitieal and other problema wonld ebnnge.

For 
India to participate in a conference of SoTereign natioaa while her own atatna waa 
a anbordinate one wonid be te deceiea the world. ’Ihe Foreign Sccretarp had aaid 
tiiat the Oongreae had. not ahewn anp enthuaiaam for war effort and hence did not 
merit to be conanUed.. Mr. Kalikkar naked whether Goremment had eonanited the 
Hindu Mahaaabbn who bad aontribnted mnch towaide the war effort. So long aa 
the angle of riaion of Britain and the United Htatee remained what it was, ha did 
not think anptbing world come out of the Conference. 

Mr. Bouain Imam (Uuelim League}' denied that Ida partp refnied to co-operate 
in war effort. What the; did sap waa that, such co-operation should be aa between 
cqnala and not aa camp bllowete. The praaant Government, he asserted, bad no 
focus standi to send repraMntativea to a conference of soveceign States. This Govern- 
ment waa a subondlaate blanch of H.H.G. and most be deemed aa functut (^ffieio.

FlnaneUl Stntement for t94e-4e 

Preneiiling the nevcnth war-time and the firet **rchabiriUtioii** budget of the 
Government of Bengal, to the legislative AsHembly which commenced ita Budget 
Semioii in Galciuta on the ISth February 1945, Mr. T. C. Ooawami, Fiiiauce Minieter. 
drew n gloomy picture of the provincial finances, which have been severely etraiiied 
by the impact of the war and the Uniine nnd its aftermath to nn extent of Be 61 
croree from 1943-44 to 1945-46. 

He revealed an estimated revenue deficit of Rs. 8,59,72,000 for 1915-46 and u 
deficit of Us. 11,31,82.000 according to the revised estimates for 1944-45. 

He ahnounced no new measure of tszstion but indicated thnt Government had 
been conetdering further poesibiUtiee of augmenting their revenues. 

Mr. Goswaroi revealed that the Government of India had recently agreed to 
advance the neceseary finnpoe in respect of procurement operations relating to the 
foodgrelna and standard oloth. 

'Jltanking the Government of India for their subvention of Be. 10 croree, the 
Finnnoe MinisUr pleaded that Beugal'e claim to adequate finance naaietnnoa from 
the Centre waa baaed on the Irrefntable logic of facte. It wee more akin to a claim 
for compenenilon In a court of Uw. They had not aooghi to avoid their responeibiliiy, 
nor bed they actually eimred themaelvea in reapeot of exertion nnd aelf4ielp. The 
recently pasted the impoeltion of a tax on ngrieoUnml iaeome nnd 
thn doubling of the ratal of the Hales Tax, nod they hope to renllan from these and 
other lexee en additional revenue of Be. 8 croree in 1946-46. 

Ohnmcterieing the Niemeycr Award as nofaic to Bengal, for it leetrieted their 
power to raiae additioDal revenue. Mr. Qoewami assured the House that Um com- 
ptote ease of the Province had been presented to the Government of India by the 
Qomaor aad himeelf and it waa reaaonable to hope for a eompreheoaive nettle- 
aaealta the near iuluie which wouM hiliae from nay Mat of iajnatiaaaad 
aiggardllaeia.

When tbe new acheme 
came into operation, tbe Qovaniniiiit« he aald, would be in a poaltioD, by controlling 
the qaota*holdera, to diatribate whatever doth they had got on an tqnlta^le Imaia. 
Under the new acheme, the Miniater waa almoai oarlaiti that they vrouhl be in a pnaitloii 
lo regulate the diatribution of eloth much better than before. 'I'he pamiton taken up 
by tha Central Government regarding the allocation of cloth to Bengal waa tndtfen- 
mble. He Intended, aa far aa poaeibla* to explore all poeaibiliiiee of rationing eloth 
bnt did not know il they wonld auooeed or. bow long it might take to enforce it But 
in the preeant limited supply, Mr. Bnbrawacdy maititained, they wooldbe able logive 
only one pair of dhoti oraaree per adult wbidl waa hopeleaaly iaadequate.

and If th^ eonid not tdeaae, to treat theae eaace with the ntmoat eyapatby. He add 
that there waa a diatiiicdon between the two claaaea of aecurity priaonera now in 
deaatloa. naadr, thoae who belonged to aabreraive organbationa and tboae who were 
in deantka for haring taken part in All-lndu morementa like the non-co-operation 
JBOfeaMnte of 1920 and 1930 and the Aiignat diaturbancca of 1942. Of the latar 
category, there were about 50 pecaoaa in detendoa in Bengd at preeent and their 
nuaber waa the loweat in oompariaon with other Prorinoea. The eeeee of thoae 
pdaoneia, who belonged to enbre^aire organiaetiona, were reviewed periodicellr end 
w her e ver poeeible they wen releaaed. They were being detained at present only on 
aaeonnt of the war eme^eacy and Governaent conld not poaaibly take the riek of 
cebaaiBg them. A oectein nnaber of theae priaonera had been detained on an ali- 
ladb policy hade end. on eertain oocaeiona, the Government of Indb had to be 
eonaaltad before any releaae wee made. 

Qppedtloa Membere* Walk-oat 

dth. MiMH The Oppoeitiou staged a walk-oni during the coiiaideratbn of 
the Goverimontfe supplementary estimate of expenditure for the eurretit year 
{1944-4&) in the Aaeembly to-dey, eompleining that there would be no opportunity 
ior oufBdent dbouaeion of the demand. When the Opposition was called lo 
move a cat wolion standing in their neme, Dr. NaHnakakha Sanyal (officbl 
Ckagreif) edd, that in view of the attitude of the Government no useful purpoee 
woBld he nerved by their moving the motioue Blending in their names or .parti- 
oipatiag in the debate. He added that they had got m large number of opeoific 
iaietaaoeiof lael-adminietration, ooiruption, bribery and practical waste of the 
oouatiya reeourcee by Government, particularly in thcr Department of Civfl Supplies 
and Civil Ddeace Worka. If a committee waa appointed by the Government or 
a Ro^ Oommieeion wsh set up to enquire into tiiis matter, the i^podfton would 
be willing lo co-operate as they did in connection with the Famine Enquiry 
Oomrotttee. II the Government of India chose to pnbliab the report of the Famine 
Enquiry OommiUee, it would be found .that the OommlUae had givea a most 
daaagiug report eo far aa administration of the Civil BiippUea IJcpertment in 
Bengel, parUculerly in regard to food, wes concerned. The different partiee in 
Qpj^tion thereupon withdraw from tiie Souse, abouting *Dowb with corruption, 
bribery mod mil-administration’. In moving bin demand, Mr. B. 8. Suhrawardy^ 
Minister lor Civil SuppliiM^ aeid that if the Opposition claimed to be protegonieia 
of e clean admin iatraiioB. be would reaund them that the Oppoaition, who had 
hitherto aupported aa adminiatration which was rotten, ihoold be tiie laat penoas 
to edme forward aa protagoniate of a clean adminiatration.

OampIttniDg about the aMoner ia whieh the ceaaor- 
lag was doae» the speaker showed heiore the House a letter whieh had bcea eo|B- 
plataly **blaeleed out'*. Mr. Aial Chamdra 8m fUaoffieial Congreee) aaoved a eat 
motion to diseoaa the “cdotioaed dateatioii of a large aamber oi aeeority priaonera 
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•ai dilCDiia, tkm wenrity pcuAiioa af tka eonalry 1 m« adlaiiliadlj hnimiTad.*’ 

Ha aiid llii^ if ibm wm eonceaimtioB ruuM Hi UHImIIb GansMiy and FMclaC 
Italy* Ibm waa no danrlh of them in MUmi India, capeeially in IleaaaK IHa 
Hoaa Ifamber of the Goeemraant of India miidit fret aao fume at Ilia. Vi}aya* 
laknhmi Fandit. Bnt the different jaila in Benfsal offtned the irrefutable Ictfia of 
facte to world opinion. While the itomtintfnl had detained a larse number of 
men and woman without trial for indefiolte period, why ehould they debt ehy of 
the term *Ooiioentration camp*? With the rirteal eollapee of Hitlerite Gemany and 
the reoadinj^ of the Japanese menace from India, there waa no jaatiftcatilm at the 
preaent moment for keeping a large ‘*nnmber of men and women in detention. 
Rmilylng to the debate. Khmraja Sir NazimuddiM^ Chief Miolater, aaid that moat of 
the grierancea of the •eenrity prininera had bean re moved. Bo far aa the arUieiam 
againat jail adroiniatration with reference to Diviiiiefi 111- prieoneca waa coneamed. 
he admitcd that there waa room lor a great deal of improvement. Ibe general 
level of the health of priaonera in Bengal }aila waa gtiod. and compared favourably 
with that of priaonera in other proviocca. Aa rtgarda iwiaoiiera, partieulatly 
aecirrlly priaonera, who ware suffering from varioiia ailmeuta— in moat of these eaaee 
they had these ailmenta before they were admitted into the jails, and lhare was 
hardly aoy case, where any priaoiier had contracted dieesae on account of infeoiion 
in jail. Most Of the caaea of T. B. among priaonera were ensra of pemona. ifho 
were suffering in some form or other before they were ni rested. (Cries of 'question' isom 
opposition benches). In the matter of grantlngifamily nllowauces to security priaofiank 
die •Gbiei jMinister aaid that they were imratiiog a iioiicy which was being purmsd by 
the Government of India and odier t^ovinoea. in moat rasee, family allowaness hod 
been granted and even where according to the policy laid down, a prisoner waa not 
entitled to o family anowancc. he had been granted fami^ allowance on com* 
passionate grounds. The cut motions were lost without a diviaion, and the demaode 
irhieh had been moved by Sir Nazimnddiu imsaed. 


GovsmineDt and Cangraaa Organtaatlon 

Slat MABCH :--Tbe Premier. iC)iwa|a Sir Mazimuddiii, oeplying to the debate 
on the budget demand under the bead 'Generdl Admin ialralkia^’ in the Asaembly 
to-day explained the provincial GovemmentiS imlicy in regard to the lifting of tbs 
ban on Provincial Confess organ isationit. allowing detenu members to sttend tlm 
littings of the House, me release of tM>1iticsl prisoners and the alleged exnessea ^ 
soldiers in certain esses. Sir Nazim iiddin explained that the ban on the A. 1. 0. C. 
and the Provincial Goagress organisation was imiosed in piirsuanee of an all-lndla 
policy. The provincial Government was given liiicrty of action in regard to district 
snd sub-divisional Congress committees. He found that a ban was impoaed on five 
district Cougrees OomroiUees in Bengal in 1942. Government pnnmsed to lift the 
ban on four of these committees and as regards the remaining 

Committee (Mldnapur). Government would take some time to cooaldec 
the matter. On the second poiut, he said that it waa not feasible to 
permit detenu members of the House to attend the sittinga of the House, aod 
added that for the same resson it waa not poasible to relesae them members, 
nor it was ijossible to permit them to come to attend the sittings of the lionse. It 
wsB impossible to see that they would be segregated in one corner of the Okamto 
without coming into contact with anybody.

NauBker Ali, Speaker of the Bengal legislative Assembly, giving liis niling 
on the point of order raised by the Opposition on the eflect of yesterday's adverse 
vote against the Alinistry, ruled that the House could not fnnction unless a new 
Ministry was formed, lie, therefore, adjourned the House sim* ifie. 

Explaining hia ruling not to allow the Miniatry to function in the House, Mr. 
NaiiHher Ali said that the refusal by the House yesterday of supplies dentaiidi^ by 
the Ministry for a major deparlmeiit, which made the admin iatration impoaeible. 
was an iiumiatakable censure. Nor was it periniaaible under the rules to bring 
ior%vird the asid demand a:',siii iiefore the Hihiho during the siimc aeasion. 

liie Speaker said that he had' grave doubts if, in the prcf*enr case, he should 
allow tiny Minirttcr, including the Chief Minirtter, to lraii»»act any Governiiient hiiai* 
ness. Sir Na^imnddin might claim, he said, that the dcciaioii of the House aa 
given on the demand for grant (or ugri' iilttirc, did not really rellet^t the opinion 
of Hie insjority of the lloiiHe. But he doubted ii it waa t><^rmiMHible to he 
dra;'.gMi into the realm of Hpeciihitiou after the verdict of the llouae ngainat the 
Aliiiiatiy. 

Uecalling hia previoua ruling the Speaker said that the budget was tin indivisible 
iiniiarv document wbi<!h should he carried ihronrh during the aeasion of the 
Asacmhly. and in vieiv of the firlher fact that thu had non become impuaaible, 
he did not think ho could or ahouhl allow the Ministry or any Miniater to 
move any further demand for grant, lie therefore thought that the House could 
not function any longer iinlesa a new Ministry was formed and adjourned the 
Houho sine die. 

Before giving hia ruling, the Speaker Mr. Nanabcr Ali asked Sir Nazimuddin 
what lie proposed to do with regard to the deiiiKiid which was thrown out by tlie 
House on the previoua day. 

Sir Nazimiuldiii informed the Speaker that it depended entirely on how events 
•haped in the IJonae to-day and that he could uut at thia stage say what he pro- 
posed to do. 

Khan Bahadur Mohammad Ali, ParliHincntnry Secretary, pointed out that 
nine llovernnient iiiembcra came to the lloiu''? shortly after Hie division yofterday. 
(A voice from the OppOHilioii : Why did you then tmt away and diil not move the 
other demand)? 

'Hie Khan Bahadur: ‘ l^et them go to vote to-day." 

Mr. J. R. Walker, Ijender of the European group, anggeaied that, iustead of 
having this clisciisaiofi, it should be left to the vote of the House to see whether 
the Government had got enough strength. 

The Governor’s Proclamation 

•Slat MABCn • — A proclamation under Section 113 of the Goverumeiit of India 
Act. 1935. was issued to-day by Mr. K. G. Cnaey, Governor of BengaK in a 
Caiciittii Gazette Extraordinary, assuming the administration of the Province. 

The Governor of Bengal authorised the annual estimate of cxpendhitre for 
1945-40 and jalao prorogued both liouaes of the Legislature. 

Governor’s Statement 

His Excellency Mr. R. G. Casey, Governor of Bengal, iaaoed the fotlowiog 
statement : 

**The Bengal Ministry headed by Sir Nazim uddin was defeated in the Aieem- 
bly by 100 votes to 97, and the whole Budget demand under the head ^Agriculture' 
was reii^ted. 

**The Chief Minister claimed that the defeat waa on a anap diviatoo and on the 
following day, offered to teat the confidence of the Houae on the remaiulog demands, 
and resign it defeated. 

’'*1*06 Speaker of the Aasembly ruled that, after ita defeat cm the previoua 
day on a budget grant, the Ministry could no longer lonetion in the Hooae, and 
adjourned the Assembly sine die leaving the remaining granta of the Budget 
undiffiosed of one way or the other. I refrain from comment on the legality 
or coustituiional propriety of this action, but 1 am bound to recognii*

Durga Perehad but a momoraa* 
dum from her had been asked for later as a camouflimo, fiaja Ghaanafar All said that 
Bialik Khizr Hyat during bis negotistions with Mr. Jinnah had aaksd hit non-Muallm 
Miniatera to give him their reeignatiooe which be inteudod to uee m a bargaioiag factor 
in arriviog at a aettlemeot with Mr. Jinnah and thna prove tohim that if aafMr.

The 
League otooa for naked commuiialisni and wanteii to efface liotb the Uiodus and 
the Bikha. Ha said that India would reach its obp.ctivo only when comnuinalism as 
aymboliaad by tba League was destroyed. Ho added thnt the Governor's only fault 
waa to appoint a raw and inexperienced youth like Sardar Sbaukat Hyat as 
Minister. He bad certainly committed no inUtako by dismiRAiug him. Raja Fateh 
Khan (Unioniit) said that the Mnuliiu Loague was iotving the seed of discord 
among the Muslims of the Punjab only for the sake cC insinlling themselves in 
office. They had no other object. H appealed to ihe Muslim Leiigiie lueiiibcrs to 
and this fratricidal strife in the interest of Muslim solidarity and asked them to 
come back to the treasury benches.

Flnanelal Statement for ) 945-46 

Tlie Budget Sessiofi of the Bind Legialative Assembly commenced at Karachi 
on the 2tst. February 1S45. After iiiterpellationp the IVemier, Sir Ghulam Hussain 
Hidayatulla presents the budget for 1045-46 and the hupplemcutary s stement of 
expenditure for 1944-45. 

A net surplus of Rs. 2,57,000 for the current year and an estimated enrpliTs of 
Rs. 2.60,000 for the new year are revealed in the financial estimates for 1045-46 
presented by the Premier. 

The figures ere arrived at as follows : 1944-45 revised revenue Re. 9,42,68,000. 
1944-45 revised expenditure Rs. 8,57,H7,000. 194.5-46 estimated expenditure Hs, 
8,58,77,000. 

Ill addition appropriations of Rs. 1,75 lakhs for the revenue equalisation fund 
end Be. 135 lakhs for the Post-war Development Fund have been made from the 
ordinary revenue estimated to be realised during the year. 

A feature of Sind’s sixth wartime budget is that it purposes no new taxation, 
though it foregoes none of the several taxation measures introduced in the last 
five years. 

Armbd Guard for Ministers 

The fact that armed guards provided for the personal security of the Bind 
Ministers will bo continued is shown in the budget statement, it is explained that 
**dae to the abnormal conditions prevailing in the Province armed guards have been 
supplied to the Ministers snd it is desirable to continue this arrangement because 
Ihe oicoumetanoas have not altered.** The force consists of 18 armed men end 33 
nnarmed oonetebles. 

In the mepiorandum accompanying the estimates, a note of caution is struck 
legarding the future finances of Bind. Statiug that there is a reverse side to the 
present bright picture, the Finance Minister points out that, without Ute land sales 
there would have been a deficit instead of a surplus. He adds: ' Land sales are 
now poet the peek and are expected to fall very rapidly. The most recent estimatee 
show that OUT budget will be in deficit if our revenue is not developed.'* 

The Premier, Bir Ghulam Hussain Hidayatullab. in the course of his budget 
speech to«day explained the trade policy of the Bind Government and strongly 
muted &e charge that Bind ever made profits from the needs of others.

Tb** teems on which the Muslim Leagne Assembly Party under the leadersbip 
of Sir Uhulsm Hussaiu Hid^atuilah and tiie Hindu ladependent Party under the 
leadership of Mr. Nichaldaa G. Vazirani agreed to coalesce were annouiioed by 
Ptr llshi Bus, Educstion Minister, in a stMtenu ut in the Assembl^f. 

Ths statement, which hsd been ^submitted to the Ijsagiio High Commard for 
ratifiealiou, said that previous permission of the Muslim Ijesguo High Command 
had been obtHiiied lor the coalition. 

The following broad principles according to the statemeDt were clearly 
iiiiderstoud nnd agreed to by the coalescing parties. 

'*'l'he Piovincial Government shall be run on progressive lines for the benefit 
of all clsMes of |>eople without any discriraination and irrespective of their caste or 
creed or their noli ikal convictions. Ilie legitimate ioteresta el the minority com- 
niunitica shall be adeqiisAely safeguarded and the miivonty eominunities shall not 
only receive fair but also liberal treatment. The social eustoms and religiout rights 
and feelings and usages of all communities shall be duly reB|>ecCed. And naturally, 
there can be no question of any invasion direct or indirect against the culture or 
education of any community. Furthermore, one of the foremost tasks to be tackled 
by the parties would be the in piece restoration of the asnse of security iu the 
villages and netdlcss to emphaaise, every step shall be taken to ensure to the Hindu 
uiiiiority community, complete security of honour, life and property both in tbe 
villages and towne of Sind. ’ 

*Tbe Goaltiion Ministry/* added the statement, ''further desired to make it 
publicly known that immediate steps would he taken against all the corrupt 

C ublie servants and officers, however highly placed, snd all tHissible measures would 
e taken to control this deep-rooted crime of corruption. Further, in the matter of 
control of prices, and the policy of purebane and export of grains, tbe interests of 
Zamindars, Haris and local coinmarcial eonceriis would be taken into account. 

'Tt has been further definitely agreed that in tbe cabinet of six Ministers there 
shall be two Hindu Ministers enjoying the support of the majority of the Hindu 
ludepeudent party.** 

The etateroeiit made it clear that ''the cualitton lias been formed only for the 
purpose of carrying on the Provincial Goveriiiui'iii and has no connection with any 
All-India Constitutional or polliical qiiestion. In such queations each party shall 
ant according to its own convictions. 

Uai Sahib Gokaldas’s Statbmbnt 

After question-time, Eat Sahib Ookalias, in a statement, welcomed Mr. 
Nichald s 0. Vazirani on the Treasury Benches and said that after tbe dismissal of 
the late Mr. Allah Bux about two and half years ago, tbe latter had criticised him 
for joining the Muslim League Ministry. Mr. Nichaldas at that time had pro- 
claimed i&it he would not join any Mniistry uuless two conditions were fulfilM. 
Firstly, the Ministry should be formed bn national lines, and secondly, an under- 
lidEtng should be given to him that Miiiiatera would not be dismissed without 
adverse votes by the Aasembly. Mr. Nichaldes, added Rai Sahib Gokaldai, had 
now gone back on that position snd accepted office without these two conditions 
being fulfilled in eoy way.

majority in a Hoiiee of 60, would tone np the admin iattmiion. Tue Party have, 
however, found *with great apprehenaion, aorrow and anrptiee that the Mnalim Leairtte 
Government daring their ngime of two and a half yeara, have not only mierrahly 
failed, but have reduced the province to an iinaattahmtory atatr. During the laat »ii 
montha, the discontent on account of maladminiatratioii grew deep wiinin their own 
ranka, culminating in the defeat and rethalfte of the Miniatry. After mainie eon- 
aideration, the Party have come to the concluaion that only an all-party tiovernment 
in ifind, enjoying the confidence of varioua aectione in the ilouim could inneeiMifuily 
cope up with the problem and eradicate all the evila that eaiat tn-iiay.

Maieh 'Ittt when preeeotiog the badget Sardar Abdur Bah Nishtar, 
Fttianeis fiiinietor. diecloied a proepeotive rerenue defict of Re. 12.24,000 tor ibe 
nest ymr. 

The Mioieter eaid the budget eetimete of revenoe ractipte is Re. 2.67,49.000 
wbtch IS about Re. 84 lakbe less than tbe rerieed estimate for tbe current year 
and the revenue expenditure proposed for tbe coming year atends at Re. 2.79,73,000, 
Hbowiiig a drop of a little over Re. 12 lakbe in oomperieon with tbe figuree of tee 
revised eetimete for tbe current year. 

'rhe Finance Minister pointed out that the deficit of Be. 124 lakbe was not a 
matter for immediate concern since tbe expenditure on war and dearness allowances 
wtts more than double tbe amount of tbe deficit. 

Referring to tbe question of revision of the subvention from tbe Centre, the 
Fiiinnce Minister said that a repr«‘sentation was made to tbe Government of India 
nn the subject that year and the Finance Becretary and he went to Delhi in the 
beginning of February to disoues tbe matter with the Finanoe member of the 
Government of India. Tbe response from that quarter, he added, had not been 
very encouraging but material was being collected to malm a final attempt. 

lOlh. MARCH Tbe Assembly, which met for the second day to-day. was 
ailpurned after ten minutes on a motion of Dewan Bhanju Ram Gandhi (Congress) 
that the non -official business fixed for tbe dav be postponed in view of the fact that 
tbe no-confidence motion against tbe Cbuncil of Muiittere had been admitted end 
fixed for dieeueeion on March 12 with the support of 23 members out of 38. 
Sardar iiohd, Aurangzeb Shan, Leader of the House, who was coneulted by tbe 
Bpcaker, took no objection to Mr. €tendbi*ii motion which was carried. 

No Conlldeaee on Ibe Ministry 

tetb. MARCH :—^Tbe no-con fideoce motiou against the Aurangazeb Khan 
Ministry wee carried in the Aeeembly to-day by 24 votes to 18 

Following the paeeing of tbe No-Oonilaence motion Sardar Aurangazeb Khan^ 
the Premier submitted the resigualton of hie Ministry to Hie Excellency the 
Governor, but was eeked to coatinue until Hie Excellency bee bad time to 
make alternative nBrangemente. 

Tbe following communique was issued in this eoonection: ''His Excellency 
tbe Governor to-day received the Hon*ble Bardar Mohammed Aurangazeb Khan 
who tendered tne reeignetlon of the Ministry. Hie Excdlenoy baa asked Harder 
Mcdiammed Aurangazeb Khan and hie colleagues to continue their administration 
until be baabad time to make alternative arrangements for carrying on tbe Govern- 
ment of tbe Province.” 

H. E. tbe Governor invited Dr. Khan Habib this evening to dieeues with him 
the possible formation of a mw Ministry. Dr. Kban Sahib asked for a day or 
two in which be would oonsider the queetioo — stated a communique issued from 
Governssent House. 

Db. Khan Sahib’s Indiotmbbtt of Mdubtey 

ToHiay'h dabste wee tbe firet trial of etreogth between tbe Muslim League 
Miaistrv and tbe Opposition, as the Congreae Party had not been attending the 
Aseemlwy since the formation of tbe Ministry in May 1943. 

Bnrdar Aurangzeb Khan wee able to form the Ministry with tbe aseietence of 
oertnin Independent end ex-Congreeeite membere who bad joined the Muslim League 
Party nud be claimed tbe support of the majority, following font by-elections, three 
of whiob were won by the Muslim Leegue. The Oongreae Party however boycotted 
euceeseive Budget aeeeioue in May 1943 and March 1944, demanding the release of 
the ten deteined Oongreae members, six of whom were, eubstqucotly, released, lliie. 
coupled with two importnnt Ministerial defectior^s last week, enabled tbe Oongreae to 
table the no-oonfidenoe motion, which was carried to-day by 24 votes against 13. 

Before tbe Aeeembly commenced, s large crowd gathered outside Urn Chamber 
ebouting slogaue. Both tbe Speaker of tbe Assembly and Dr. Khan Sahib. Leader of 
tbe Oongroes Party, appealed to the crowd to diaperae and allow the proceedings of

Bitt it ie plain that the first attempt is betttg made in this uaezpected quarter to 
reston normal political eonduione ta India and if it aiicceede, we may soon aee Che 
revival of genuine efll-governineot in other provincee. 

Tue Governor^ offer to local Ooagreaa leaders could have hardly been made 
without a de^jtaiou mi broad policy in the highest British qusrtere. 

The Fean tier I’rovince is tn the peculiar positiwa of having a aolidly Moham- 
medan pii|Mitatioii, but a Urge Congress roajoritv. Kneoursgemeot of those Muslima 
who ere uiit nieni tiers of Mr. Jinnah'a Muslim League and sre uot supporting his 
claim to a sepsrkte Moalem State in India suggests that the Pakistan idea is 
receding in Government's mind. 

The greatest repercussloni will doubtlese be felt in the prorineee where the 
Oongress is ths largest party but has not so far taken part in Government. If it ia 
eorreet to assume that Ur. Khan BaMb waa only able to form a Government after 
the national leaderabip of the Congreae bed decided to miepend the threat of civil 
dbmbedtence and try co- 0 |ieration^ ^n the chief obetaele to reaumptiou of conattlu- 
tkmal govemmeou in other Kovineee will have disapiwared.

W 
lakhs. Ths forest income had grown from year to year and in the current year It 
was ^meted to be five times tbs normal surplus of about Ra. 6 lakhs. 

Dmiing with education, tlie Finance Minister said that a 'J'ibi»ia College would 
be established at Hylhet and the aytiriredic .clasacs would be opened at the Manikul 
Ashram. The mass literary schema would be t>ermaneiitly reisined at total rei^urr* 
ing eznenditare of Rs. 91,660. 

Mr. Chaudhnii revealed that aeveral post- war reconstruction schemes Involving 
n total expenditure of Hs. 76 crores were under the consideiatloii of the ifovernment. 

Dealing with jails, he said that the number of security nrisoners which was 
164 on April I, 1944, had been reduced to 95 by the middle of Febrnary 1945.

Government in the Finsneial {Statement for 1945-4G issued from PsUia on the 2.iid. 
March 1945. No new measures of taxation have been included in the budget. 

The total revenue for 1945-40 ie put at Ks. 1],3U,.39.(XA) ; es|)enditure on revenoe 
account is cX|H!cted to amount to Rs. 8,90.90,000 including Ra. 9t»4,0U0 on account 
of repaymeut of loan to the Central Government and fifty lakha transferred to the 
Post-war Reconstruction Fund. 

Expendiuire oiiiaide the revenue account has been eatimated at Ra. 72,77.000 of 
which Ka. 73 lakhs represent net provision for the grain aupplj acheme and ataiidard 
cloUi Sifhems and the balance fur other purposes. 

Under war condiilona, aaya the memorandum attaehad to the Budget, the pro- 
bable amount to be added to the budget oo aecount of expenditure in the awp^e- 
meiitary statement ia large, and at a rough gueaa between Ra. 1 and 2 erorca 
can be expec^ied on this account. This expenditure will obvionaly involve a reduction 
ia the cloeing balance.

Whereas complainra have been received from vunous pt.i*M{s ret;ariiiu^ Govern- 
moil t orders for evacuation of villa^^ee, lenda and binlJiii^H uuhout due nonce and 
proper compensation, seizure and destcnctioii of country bv>uu, even where life is 
impoisible without them, requisition ut cycles, luoior vehicles umi carts without 
proper compensation and without recant tor the needs of the civil population, the 
WorkiiK Committee deem it iieceseary to issue the foil«)wiii:; instructions for the 
I'uidancc of the people coiicerued and hope that the G.iv.Tiiiaeiit will take immediate 
and nccuasary ateps to remove the »rrievances and that the iieople will carry out 
t heir instruetiona as ciroumstaiices demand, provided that la ail cases before the final 
decision to diaobey an order or reaist any meaauro is taken, all possible avenues of 
negotiation and relief through uettotiaiioii ahall be ihoroin;hly explored. 

With resard to evacuation and other orders involving: loss, ci:ber temporary or 
liermanont of landed properly of any kind full coiatteusaMoa nhould be demanded. 
In fiziiiR the compenaatiou the factors to be taken into consideration are the value 
of the land and the crope, the iooouveuience and expense liki*ly to be caused to the 
holder of the land by having to move to another placMe and the diiiieiilty end dclav 
likely to be involved in obtaioiug other lend where the dispossessed landholder could 
•ettle* 

Wherever pomible arrangement ehould be made for providing other land to 
agciouUttriais where their agricultural land is acquired. Where thie is impossible 
coinpmisation in money ehould be paid. 

Value of trees, water ohaunele, aud welle etc. taken over or deatroyed should be 
Jneluded in the compenaatiou. 

in ease Of temporary acquisition of agricultural land the full value of the crop 
plue 15 per dent of it ahould he paid' for each crop lost and vwhen the ojoupatiou by 
Government teraitnalea com pentation ahould be paid for reatoring the land to its 
previous oondiikm lor agrieulturAl purposes. 

Where the bulk of the land of an agricuUuriat is acquired aud the balance left 
over ia to amall that It may not be worth cultivating, the balance too ahould he 
•eqtiired. 

Houeea where aoQutred should be fully paid for. Where the whole or bulk of 
the agricultural land of an agriculcuriat ia acquired and only hie houee is left over, 
the house should also be acquired by paying full compeueaiaou if the agricuUariat 
00 deiirea* 

When a houoe ia to be oeeupled temporarily for Government puriHisee fair rent 
should be paid and the owner comiKmeated lor tue inconvenieiice and diacomlort 
oauasd.

^**Thrc®ii|{reii*^Iid JhmiKe the i;rewnt Ill-will oKalnet Urilnin inlnjKonilwill ^ 
ake India a willini^ paruicr in a joint eiitarpriae ol McurlDK froedoat of Ihd 
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Dfttloni and peoplat of the world and in the trial* and tribulatioue which aoeonpany 
iU rhla ie only poeelble If India feel* the ^low of freedom. 

The Con j;re«if repreeentatlfc* hav* tried their utmoel to brini; about a eohitioR 
of the communal tangle. Hut thia has been made impoieible liy the preaeoee of the 
foreign power whoae long record baa been to puraae reientleaaly the policy of difide 
and rule. Only after the ending of foreign domination and inter?eiitum» eau tba 
preaent nnreality give place to reality, and the people of India, belonging to alt 
groupa and partiea, face India’a problem and aolve them on a mutnally agreed beeie. 
The jprcaeiit political pirtlea, formed chiefly with n view to attract the attention of 
and iiiflueiietf the Bhtiah Power, will then probably ceaHc to fiinetion. For the firel 
time ill IndiaV history, realiaation will come home that prineeii, jagirdara^ nmiodara, 
and proiiertied and monied eUaaea, dt*rive their wealth and prop^y from the 
worker* in the field* and factoriea and elacwbere, to whom caaentialfy power and 
anthurity iiiuat Mong On the wiUtdrawal of Brittah rule in India* reaponaible 
men and wonicii of the country will come together to form a Proviaionat Govara- 
ment. reproaoiitative of all im|iortaiit aeetiona of iha people of India which will 
later evolve a achema whereby a Oonatitueiit Aaaembly eau be convened in order 
to prepare a coiieiitutiou for the Govern ment of India ac^tablc to all acellooa of 
the people, lie preeciita live* of fr«*^ India and repreaentativea of Great Britain will 
collier tugather for the adjuatment of Ciitnre relation* and co-operatioa of the two 
eouiitriea aa allioa in the common tank of meeting aggreamon. It ia the earnaal 
deaire of the Coiigreaa to enable India to reaiat aggreaaion ellectively with the 
people** united will and atrongth behind it. 

Ill making the propoeat fur the withdrawal of Britiah mle from India, tha 
Oongreiia haa no deaire whataoever to emharraaa Great Britain or the Allied Poarera 
in iiieir proHeouUoii of the war, or in any way to encourage aggreaaion on India or 
iiierraaed preaaure on China by the Japaiieae or any other Power aaaociated with 
the Axia grou|). Nor doe* the Congrena intend to jeopardiae the defeoalve capacity 
of the Allied Towera. The Gongreaa ia therefore agreeable to the atationing of the 
ermed force* of the Allic** in India, ahould Uiey ao deaire, in order to ward off end 
reaiat Japaueae or ot ler a*.!greHaioii, and to protect and help Obine. 

The pro|i04al of withdrawal of the Britiah Power from liidiawaa never Intended 
to mean the puyMcal withdrawal of all Britiahifr* from India, end oerteiuly not of 
tboae who would make India their home and live there aa eitiseoe and ea cqnale 
with the other*. If nucIi withdrawal takra place with goodwill, it would reault in 
eatabliahiug a atablo Proviaioiial Governiuent in India and co-operation between thii 
Government and the United Netiooe in reaiating aggreeaion end helping Chine. 

The Coiigreea rcdincH that there may be riake involved In aueh a eourae. Such 
riaka, however, have to ho faced by any county in order to aehieve freedom end; 
more eapecially at the preaent critical juncture in order to aave the country nnd Che 
larger cause of freedom the world over from far greater riaka end peril*. 

While, therefore, the Ooiigreae ia impetieut to achieve the natioanl purpoae, it 
wiahea to take no haaty atop and would like lo avoid, in so far as ia poimebie, nay 
course of action that might embarraea the United Nations, 'fhe Ooogxiaa wonla 
plead with the Britiah l^ower to accept the very reeaoiiahle end juat propoani herein 
made, not only in the intereet of Indie but elao that of Britain and of the eenae of 
freedom to which the United Nation* proclaim their adherence. 

Bhoiild however thi* appeal fail, toe Cougreea caunot view withont the greveal 
epprebenaioii the c:iiitinuatioii of the present etete of affaire, involving a piogreaelve 
deterioration in the situaiion and weakening of India’a will and power to raaiet 
eggre«aion. The Coiigreaa will then be reluctantly compelled to utiliae nil the non* 
vimeiit aireiigth it might have gathered since 19J0, when it adopted non-violence ee 
pert of its policy for the vindication of political rights end liberty. Bneh n wide- 
apreed atriiggle pould inevitably be under the leedersbip of Gendhiji. As the iaauea 
raiaed are of the moat vital and far-reaching imporuiice to the people oi Indie an 
well ee to the |»aoplea of the United Nations, tlia Working Oommittee refer them to 
the All India Ooiigreaa Committee for final decision. For this purpoae the A.I.O.C 
Will meet in Bombay on AiigiiMt 7, 1942.

Tba All India Oongraao Gommittaa baa giaan fha moat eafalol eaaaldaration 
to tba raCeranaa .mada to It by tha Woridtag Oommittaa ia thair raaolutioa daiad 
July 14« JL918, and to aubacquent afenia, kiclnding tha dafdopmant ol tha war 
alanattaii« iha uttaranoaa ol raapooaibla apofcaamaa of tha Bfitlah Govauiinani. and 
tl^ oommanaa and aritlaiama mada in India and abroad. Tha OommiHae ayiprovaa 
of and aadoraaa tbat raaolaiion and ia of opioioD that ovanta anbacqaani Ao it baaa 
l^an it luttbar )naUflcation, and bava made it etaar tbat tba immMiata andiog ol 
Britiah rule iu India ia an urgent ueeeeaity« both lor the aaka of India and lor tha 
Mticeeiia of tba United Natiooa. The eantltiuation of tbat rale it degradiiig ahd 
aofeebiing Indiii and making bar progreaaively ieaa capable ol delanding hcmall and 
ol aontrihoilng to tba cause ol world freedom. 

The Ooiamittaa baa viewed with dismay the deterioration of tba aitnation on 
tha BuHiian and Obinaea fronts and eonveya to tba RuMiau and Cbineaa people ita 
high appro(*.iation of thair .heroism in defence of their freedom. This ineraaaiag 
peril makes it iiieam(>efit.an all those who striva for freedom and who sympatbiae 
with the ▼iciims of aggraiMion. to examine tba fonndttion of tha policy ao far 
puraued by the AUied Nations, which have led to repeated and dtaaatroua failure, 
it is not by ndbaring to audb aims aud polteaea and methoda that failure can be 
converted Into auccass., for past experience baa shown that failure in inherent in 
them. These polletae have been based not on freedom eo much ae on the dominn- 
tioii of subject and colonial countries, and the coniiimatiou of the imparinlist 
tradition and method. Tha pooaeesion of empire, inataad of adding to the strength 
of tba ruling Power, hne becomo n burden and a curse. India, the elaaslc laud of 
modern imnerialtem, baa become the crux of the queaiion, for by ttie freedom of 
Indit will Britain nod the United Nntione be judged, and the p^plea of Aain and 
Africa be filled with hope and enthusiasm. The ending of British rule in this 
country is thus a vital and immediate issue on which depend the future of tha war 
and the sueceas of freedom nnd democracy. A free India will assure this success by 
throwing si I her great resources in the struggle for freedom and against the aggreaaiou 
of nasism, fssciam nnd imperialism. This sill not only affect materially Uie iortunaa 
of tha war, but will bring all subject and oppremd humanity on the side of the 
United Nations, and give these Naiionn* whose ally India would be» the moral and 
spiritaal leaderaiiip of the world. India in bondage will continue to be tha symbol 
of Britiah imperialism nod tha tniot of that imperinliem will nffeot the fortunes of 
all the United Nations, 

Tim peril of today, therefore, necaesitstea the independence of India and the 
ending of Biitish domination. No future promisee or •ganrnotees can affect the 
praaeat aituaiion or meet that peril. They cnnuoi produce the needed paychologleal 
affect on the mind of tha matses. Only the glow of freedom now can rolenae 
that energy nnd aathnsinem of milliona of people whinb will immediately tranaform 
tha nature ol the war. 

The A. I. 0. 0. tharafora r«>eata with all amphasle the demand for the 
withdrawal of the Britieh Power from India. On the deeinratioh of India’s iadapen- 
daaeai a Provhdonal Oovernment will be formed and Free India will become an 
ally id the United Nationa, ahariog with them in the trials and tribulations of the 
joint aotarpciae of Che atrnggla for freedom. The ProviaUHial Goverument can only 
ha form^ by tha co-operation of tha principal parties and groupa in the eonntry. 
It will thus be a eompoaile government. lepreeantniWe of all important seetiona of 
tba people ol India. lU primary fnnetiooa mntt ba to defend India and realat 
aggrenaton with all the armed aa wall aa the non-violent forest at ita eomsaatid, 
logathar with iu Allied powara, to promote tha wall-baiBg and prograsa of the 
worker! In the fields ana fnctoriea nod alaawheia, to whom aaaeiuiallv all power nnd 
eutlMiritf moat belong. Tha Prwviaional Government will evolve n*aohama for n 
Oonstlioant Aasambiy which will prepare a oonatituUon lor the OovanuMot of 
lodia aoeaptabla to all aaotiona of tha people. Thia eonatitation, aoeording to tha 
Oongnsi view, ahould ba a federal oeiu with the largest m a a i o ra of anionomy lor 
IhnNiraliDg nnita^ and with the laridnary powara vesting in Ihasa oaitn.

Bomhayr-Juno. tt and 22, 1945 

A meedfig of the Working Committa was held in Bombay on Jane 21 end 22. 
Moii1eoe«Abul Kelsd Aesd presided. The membere present were Berojini Neida, 
Jeweberlhl Nehru, VelUbhhst Patel, llajendre Pi«ahad, Pettebbi Biuremsyye, 
Bbanket Rho. 1 >€ 0 , Oovind Bellebh Pant* Prufullii Olitindre Ghosh, Assf Ali sod 
J. B. Kripsiswi. Geniihi)i was present at miMt of t‘*ke airtinga of the Committee. 

The Qommittce met after e period of three years during wliieh ite membere were 
in deteiitiofi. Their release wet eniiouno«rd by the Viceroy in bis Broadcast on June 
14«. TIm Viceroy set forth his urcioossls fur the form ition of en Interim Govern- 
ment ei the Centre and the normal functioaiiig of tiie provincial governmente in 
pmeineee mted under Section 9d of the Government of Indie Act. Ihe Working 
Qommittee met prineipally to discuae the Viceroy's proposals end to decide whether 
the Gbsgmse ehoiild perticipate in the Conference pro|K)ied to be convened et Bimle 
on Angwei 29, 1945. 

The Committee considered the Viceroy’s Broadcast of Jane 14 end the etele* 
moot of tite Becretsry ot Btste in tlie House of Commone made the seme deyr, 
it eleo before It the otKpmpondrnc i lietween Mehatme Gendhi end the Viceroy, 
whefoio Oandhi}t hed nought cl arid •nation of certain points arising out of the 
Vieeroy*e Broedimsr. 'ilie Cwnmiitee decided thet Congress ee en organisation 
ationid perticipste in the Semis Ovmfereiioe. Ail the invitees to the Oonterenoe 
woie Umrsfore esked to> soeept the iiivitetiou end stteod the Simla ConferenoSi Thie 
Aeeiaioo of the Working Committee was ii^nveyred to the Viceroy in the following 
lotaN^B sent to him* by the Congress Preeideut.

Other Congress invitees similarly inlormtd the Viceroy thet they had been 
nwthorieed by Iheir orgeiiisetion to attend Oonferrnce. 

Before the Workta Committee met Geiidhiyi ee stated above had certeepondenoe 
with Che Viceroy seeking clarification of certain pointe arising fsoin the Viceroy's 
anoonneemeot Thie oorreapondenoe wee kept before the Working Committee, far 
canupandamea $aa *Simla Cen/arance\, po-ita. 

The Working Committee iseiied the following instriloUona te the gnidenee of 
eoogieeemen attending the Bimle Oooference. 

1. It muet he oieerly understood that the soggeeted arrangemeole eie being eon- 
aldeitd nn an InCerim and lemporarv baeie ooly, especially in regard to eommwool 
parity, "tha piiaeipla of siieh pari^ » not acceptable. Also no ewch eommunal parity 
iaappltahit fat the proviiioee and present soggeeted ecrengemenu relate to the 
Oentae obiy* 

2. Wldlo oommnnal parity, in the limted and lamporary lenae aa indlealed 
ohove^ It htan agreed to. it mnet be eleeriv nadersioed thet this does not mean 
limt all the Mnelim memboco of Iha National Government will be nominated by the 
Snelta Leegve. The Oimgieae eannot reeogniae the tele right of enoh nomination 
by a oomwinnal organiiatta* nor it can redact Hetif ae a conseqaenoe to a fimitad 
oommnnal field.

The Working Committee, meetuig aft^r nearly three yearn of enforced l ao l etf o n. 
have to conaider niimeroua national and internatiooal problema which have lehmi 
new ahape and form. The ConinitClee will meet egaio ie the near future for thin 
purpoae. Meanwhile, while reeogniaiiig the efTorto being made to eatahUah n new 
world order, the Committee regret that theae eflorta are being obatnicled end vltleled 
by the ambitioiis aud feara ol the Great Powera who are often nioved by mollvw 
of relainiiig their dominion over ciilooiea and dependeoeiea and pm^Uag or 
delaying the freedom of tbeae countriee. Ihe Commitlee ere oonvinced that world 
peace and any new international order can only he ^beeed on ilw reeogpilte. of the 
freedom of all tbeae countriea and the eliminalipii of all traeea of imperiallet eootnl 
by whatever name it may be called.

The A. I. C. C., at its first meeting sfter more thsn three yesrs of wanton 
suppression by the British (hivernment, dcsins to convey its greeting and congratu- 
lation to the nation for the couraue and endurHiice with which it withstood the fierce 
and violent onslaught of the British Power, and its deep sympathy to all those who 
suffered during those three years of military, police and ordinance rule. The Com- 
mittee regrets thst in some iilaecs the people forgot and fell away from the Congress 
method of peaceful and non-violent action, but realises that the provoc iMve action of 
the Government in effecting sudden and widespread arrests of all well-known leaders, 
and brutal and ruthless reprt*sstoii of peaceful demonstr.ttioiis. goaded them to rias 
spontaneously to resist the srmed might of an alien lm|>erialitt Power which was 
trying to crush the einrit of freedom and the passionate desire of*the Indian people 
to gain independence. Th«* earnest appeal made by the A. I. C. C., at its last meet- 
ing held on August 8. 1942 for cresting conditions nccestsry for full co-operation 
with the United Nations in the cause of world freedom wae ignored and the euggeet^ 
trtempts to solve the Indian problem by negotiation were answered by the C4overn- 
neiit by an all-out attack on the Indian people and by subjecting an unarmed India 
to many of the horrors of war which accompany an invasion. Three years of fright- 
fulness have left their long trail behind them, of death and agony and suffering and 
avoidable mao-made famine which took its toll of millions of lives, and an admini- 
strative system which is full of corruption and incomi»eisnce totally incapable of 
handling or solving India’s problems. Yet these yesrs have also demonstrated the 
courage of the Indian people to meet governmental repression snd have steeled and 
hardened them in their resolve to gain freedom and deliverance from foreign rule. 

llie World War ie happily over but its long shadow still darkens the world and 
prospects of future wsra are being considered. The appearance of the atom bomb as a 
weapon of war, with its frightful snd horrible powers of destruction has brought 
to a crials the immortal and self -destructive elements of the presrnt dsy polltioal, 
economic snd spiritosl structure of the world. Civilixation ia likely to destroy itaeli 
unless it gives up its Imperislist snd acquisitive tendencies and basea itself on the 
peaceful co-opemtioo of free nations and on the maintenance of the dignity of man. 
The end of the war haa brought no freedom to the colonial and d«»pendent .countries, 
sod the Imperislist powers are again engaged in the old contest for dominion over 
others. 

lira A. 1. C. C., reiterates its natloual and International objectives, laid down in 
its rsiolution of August 8, 1942, and its conviction that the tnde|w»ndetioe of India 
it eacential for world peace and must be the baais for the freraom of Asiatic and 
other dependent natiooa. The i«>dependenee of India moat be unequivocally reeognleed 
snd her autos nmong the United Nstions must be that of an lodetwAMt oa^n, 
eo-operating with others on an equal basis for the esublishment of a world order of 
pesos aad ireadom.

The Hritieh 
demand, theworc, for a eealing down of the amount ie wholly unwarranted, and India 
cannot aubmit to any aettlemeut of thie probhrm which iuvolvea a aacrifice of her 
juat claima and great injury to her fiuiire development. The A. 1. C. C ia of 
opinion that eeery effort must be made for an early aeitlemcnt of the qncHlion of 
Judia'a ateriing balancea ao that they may be utiliaecl for the ]>laiined economic 
deTdopment of the country. 

COMlimiKNTA OF PkEUEKT GOVERNMENT NOT BlNPIMO 
Aa it appeara to be the |K)licy of the Hritiah Government to obatnict and delay 
the formation of people’s National Government In India, it may take some time 
for such a governmaut to funcilon. During itiia ^lerlod the prt«aent un representative 
and irrcaponaible Government may enter into varioua kinda of commitments on 
b^alf of India, which may not be in the intereata of the Indian people and which 
may ereata abaoklea preventing growth and development. The A. 1.0. C, therefi»re, 
iiiforma the United Nations and all others concerned that the present Government 
of India derives no power and authority from the people of India and in no way 
repreeaota them. It is imposed on the Indian people by alien power and authority 
andean in no wav commit India to a.iy agreemeut atTecting the vital intereate of 
the people. Should any such agreement be entered into, the |)eop1c’a representative 
government, on asaumiug |H>wer will have the right and dui^ to examine it and, 
io the event of thie being injurtoue to the interests of the Indian people, to refuse 
10 be hound by ih 

Cbjna ani> Soutb*Ka8T Asia 

The A. 1. 0. 0. sends its greetings to the people of China and to the peoples of 
the countries of bouth-Eaat Asia and expresses its deep aat isfaction at the conclusion 
of t^ war which has ravaged these countries and caused enormous aufrerMig 
sod lota to their peoples. The Committee earnestly trusts that the people of China 
who have faced unflinchingly and with heroic atcadfaatncaa and courage over eight 
years of horrible war and disaster, will rise to even greater heights in the years of 
peace to coma and build up a nation united and strong of purpose for peace and 
freedom and closely allied to India and the other countries of Aeia. 

llie A. 1. 0. C. views with anxiety the attempts that are being made to 
maintain the political and economic stib|ection of Burma, Malaya, Indo-China and 
Indonesia. To continue imperialist domination over these countries, under whatever 
name or guise, would be a denial and repudiation of the profaaaiona made by the 
United Nations during war time and would sow the seeds of future ware. India, 
desiring the freedom of all Asiatic, aa well aa other countries would deeply resent 
the eontinnation of an imperialiat policy in 8outb*Eaat Asia. In partioolar, tbs A. 
1. 0. 0. would taka strong objection to the use of Indian troops in midnlafnitig 
imperialiat domination over any of these countries of tiouth*£aat or Western 
Asia. 

A free India will inevitably seek the close and f*^iendly aaaoeiatfona with her 
nrighboor ooootriea, and would especially seek to develop common policies for 
detraca, trade and economic and coltural development with China, Burma, Malaya, 
ladoBcaia and Ceylon aa well aa the countries of the Middle Beat. 

IVDiAH IwTBRnTa IV Bobva avd Malaya 
The A. I. C. 0., believing at it does in the right to freedom of all countries, 
hold that the people of each conntry have the further right to develop their own 
leaonrcaa in such manoei aad with each means aa they think lit. Where Indian 
labonr has been employad and Indian cajrital invested, the CommiUee conaidera 
that their just iaterwta should be properly aafegoarded with due regard to the 
primary claima aad intarcsia of thiB people eoacemed. All aneh problems aboold be 
coaridefed by the lepeaseaiativea of chose countries and of India on a baris of mutual 
30 
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idiiitliiioit. Mo coneeoiiOM thoold be nven or Dew reeled intereete meted hy Britiib 
eothorttiei in favour of foreign capital in Borma and Malaya, which curtail thepeophi 
of thoee eountriee or which in)ore exieihig Indian intereets there* Trade relattoao of 
an enduring character, and problems relating to the movement of population can 
oniv be properly ooneldered and settled by representatives of free India, free Burma 
and free Malaya. 

AFriUATlOB OP THB AVJOIf AV-B-WATAN OP BaLVCBIUTAW 

The A. I. G. C. having considered the application of the Aninman-e^Watan 
of Balnchistpo for affiliation to the Congress, resolves that under Article XIX (6) 
of the Oonstliotion, the Aniuman-e-Watan be affiliated. The Working Committee is 
authorised to consider end determine the terms and conditions for such affilisikm 
and the representation to be granted in tbe A. I. C. O. and the annual eeaaloo of 
the Congreas. 

Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru then moved the resolution on the Indian National 
Army. It waa aeconded by Dr. Profulla Olisndra Ohoah. The resolution was 
paesM unanimously. 

The Ikdtan Natiobal Aemy 

The A. I. C* C. has learnt with concern that large numbers of officers and 
men and women of the Indian h'ational Army farmed in Malaya and Burma in 
1942, as well ss some Indisn eoldiers from the western fronts, are at present in 
various Indian and foreign prisona awaiting trial or other decision of the authori- 
ties. In view of all thecirciiroHUnees prevailing in India. Malaya, Burma and 
elsewhere at the time of the formation of this army and siibaequently, and farther 
in view of the declared objects of this* army, these otticTs and men and women 
•hould have been treatf'd as combatants and prisoners of war and discharged at the 
conclusion of hostilities. Tlie A. I. 0. C is, howr^er, strongly of opinion that for 
Other additions! reasons of far-reaching consequeiu^s and in view of the termination 
of the war, it would be a tragedy if these officers, men and women were punished 
for the offence of having laboured, however mistakenly, for the freedom of India. 
They can be of the greatest service in the heavy work of building up a new and 
free India. They have already auffered heavily and any additional runishment will 
not only be unjustified but will cause sorrow in innumerable homes and to tbe 
Indian people as a whole, and will widen the gulf between India and England. 
The A. 1. 0. C. , therefore, earnestly trusts that these officera, and men and 
women of this army will be released, and those who are in confinement to be set 
at liberty. 

The A. I. C. 0. also trusts that the Indian Civilian population of Malays, 
Burma and elsewhere who Joined the India Independnnce League will in no way be 
harassed or subjected to sny pensity. 

The A. 1. C. 0. further trusts that any aentence of death already panted on 
any Indian soldier or civilisn in connection with any activities coDoectra with the 
war will not be carried out, aud the cases of sll thoee conducted by various mifiuiry 
eourts will be reviewed by s Judicial tribunal. 

ti»ardar Vallabhbhai then moved the following reaolutioD which was seconded 
by Pandit Oovind Bsllabh Pant. The resolution was passed nnanimoualy. 

The Mew Pbopo8ai.s of the Britibh Govbrbment and the 
Elections 

The A. I. C. C. has carefully considered Lord Wavell’s and the British Prime 
Minister’s broadcasts on the steps proposed to be teken by British sutbority in 
India. These propossis repast, with unimportant vsrisliona, the offer ma^ in 
March, 1942 by l^ir titsfford Cripps on behalf of the British Government, an offer 
which wae not acaepted by tbe Congress. Neither the end of the War nor the 
change of Government in Great Britain appears to have resulted In any real change 
in British policy towards India, which seems to be based on delaying every advance 
and in attempting to create new problems and fresh complioaiiona. It is significant 
^at there Is no mention in these broadcasts of the independence of India. Nothing 
short of independence can be acceptable to tbe Congress end the country. The 
proposals now made are, in the opinion of the A. 1. O. C., vague, inedequate and 
unsatisfactory. 

The anuounremetit that general eleetiona will be held for tbe Central and 
Provincial Assembliea has been made in a manner and in eireumataoees whtiffi aiboM 
auapicion. The sudden diseoliition of the h giNletures in eome provincra hee em- 
phaeM tbe hoetility of the present governmental aiithoritiea to even the poaeiblli^ 
of popnlmr government in the meantime, and is totally indcleDaiUei The (hntral 
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AMtaUj n tttU fcorenifd by the Act of 1819. To eoptinw oneb an- inpotent mi4 
uodenomiio Ceniral IwHUture, cuo«iitiit«d on nfrnnch&M of Inin limu onn imrennt 
of tbn populntioii, cnn hnve no josUfienliun io Ibn context of Indtnii freedom. If 
elections for tlm Ceniml I^i'islnture nre to bn bdd they muni nt lenst bn on n 
properly mvined reftiiter. even tboui;b this miitbl involve iomn little delnv. in epite 
of nMurnncee, tbe eltctornl rolls for ibe Cenimi end rrovtueini itssembliei ere not 
beiux pro|)erly revised. 

Fortber, free end fair elections ere herdly poseible when eeverel oricenleetiona, 
like the Ooudreae eiouielist Petty, the Forwerii Bloc, end KiMMii or)(sntcetions ere still 
under ben ; when thoussiids ere huU held in deteution without triel. or ere under- 
going sentences of imprisonment in coiiiiectiou with |H>liticel ncliviiies or ere sub* 
jfctcd to restrictions regarding their free movement when in many places prohibitory 
orders regerdiiig eiit^ of tbe public arc still maintained and public meetings cannot 
be held without previous iiermiHSion of the euthoriiies ; and when many peieous 
are labouring under disqualiticetions arising out of their conviction for poliiicel 
offences. 

It has been notorious thst the present Government in Indis is rcsimnsible for 
Uie widespresd corruption thst prevail h in the country, for the groKS mismsnsge* 
ment of the food end cloth problem, end for Uie supreme tragedy of the Bengal 
famine. Yet it is declared that, trending elections, and for many months at least, 
this incompetent and corrupt sdministraiion shall continue its misrule. The propo- 
sals of tbe British Government, b«cume, in this context, still more significant indi- 
cations of their desire to hold on to fiowcr in India as long as they possibly eeu 
end with ell the mesne and methods at tneir dis|K>sel. 

In spite of the handicaps that tbe Coiigresa will labour under, as rslelcd 
above, and in order to demonstrate the will ot the tieopto, especially on the issue of 
tbe immediate transfer of iHJwer. the A. l.C. O. reaolves that the forihooniiiig 
elections he contested, and directs the Working Comm:' tee to take all iien sssry steps 
in this behalf. The Cumniittee is confident not only that iieople will respond to 
the call of the Congress on this vital and urgent issue, but will also, with the addul 
strength and assurance that the past years have given them, carry the struggle for 
the inde|)eiidence of India to a successlul issue in the near futere. 

The resolutions on (I) Constructive Programme, IndieA h^iatcs, (3) Assembly 
Klcftions Committee, (4) Llectioii Manifesto were moved from the chair and psss^ 
unanimously. 

CONSTROCTIVS PHOCJKAMME 

With a view to making the massrs of India |K)liticMlly self-conscious, economically 
self sufficient and capable of ruiiiitiig the go vein men t o( a li«e and independent 
India, it is necessary that they should l>e organised in all spheres of life 
on the widest possible scale, ^iich organii*ation can be effectively advanced 
through the fiftcenfold constructive programnie of Mahatma Gandhi and an 
enlightened recognition of non-violence, 'ibis Committee therefore calls upon 
all subordinate Congress Committees and Congressmen to go on with the construc- 
tive programme and take such steps as may be necessary to give effect to it. 


Indian States 

The A. 1. C. C. offers its congratuiaiion to those people of the Bute who have 
participated in the movement that fullowed tbe Keeolution of August. 1042, and 
have faced with courage and tbe apirit of sacrifice tbe repression that followed. 

The Committee notes with regret tbe continuance of repreesion even now in 
some of the Butce and hopes that the Governments concerned will take all nece- 
ssary atept to release all political prisonera and deteautt withdraw all pending 
proecentiona and warrant of arrests and nil restrictive orders of externnent nad 
other repressive lews* return confisceted propertiee and restore normal oooditiona.

They are our guide in 
the eotifitice we nndertate in the near future for ritaliaing and etrcngtheniug the 
Oongreae end educating our people. 

The reeolution on the ** 8 truggle of 1942 end afteP* la our humble tribute to the 
nation f .r the ‘courage eod endurance with which it withatood the fierce and eiolent 
oneleught* of the Briuah imperlaliam for full three yeera. The etruggle our people 
waged during theae yeera for the liberation of the motherland and the fearful and 
terrorlet repreeaion th 9 y euffered deaerve to be recorded. We hare in our office a 
ikeleton reimrt of the napiwninga iu varioue prorincea and 8 tatee in India, but it ia 
not complete. We owe it to our people end to poaterity to prepare a full and com- 
prehenaife record of thie hiatorie atruggle. You will pleaae therefore immediately 
teke In hand the preparation of the record for your province of the happeninga of 
theae fateful yeara aud aend It to our othce.

JNon-violent non-co-operation end the conetruc- 
tive programme are our aureat aheet anchor in our etruggle for national liberation. 

Ine reeolution on Thelfew Propoeal of the Briiiah Government and the 
filectlona* reletee to the immediate preeent end demende prompt action. Elcetiona in 
a country, under foreign military rule have no great imporieuce and yet in the 
preeent contest the country may not neglect them. Theae elcetiona me eoiiteeted 
primarily lo keep away traitore eod qumlnge from poeing ea the true repzcaentetivea 
of the cenetry. The Oongreae hea therefore decided to content the fortheomiug 
eleelieoe h| the centre and the provhicee even though conditiona fur fair and free 
eleeliene am wanting.

The Conference assembled at Simla at 11 a.in. on Jane 25. The Viceroy made 
a short opening speech. 

He was followed by the Congress President who explained the Congress {toaition 
with regard to the Gonfcrrencs and the proposals of Lord WsrelL 

The Gonfsiencs then took up discussion of the general piitieiples of the British 
Goeemmsnt's proposals. 


FeHswinf la Me test of the Vleeroy^e speseh 

**Before we begin on the agenda ot tills Conference, the outcome of which will 
bare a momentous isflsenee on the dsetiny of India, I fast there are a few words I 
should say to yon. 

First* 1 welcome yon all as man who by character end ability hs?s risen to 
lesderehip In your provinces and parties. 1 have csllsd yen together from all parts 
of India, at this critical moment is her history, to advise and help ms in sdvaneing 
India towards presperity, politiosl fraedom and grestnessw I ask yon to give me that 
help in a spirit of broad co-operation towards the good of Isdis as a whole. 

It ie not a eonatitutional settlement, it is not a final eolation of India's com- 


plex problems that is proposed. Nor does the plan in any way pre}udice or prejudge 
the final imue. But if it auecoeds, 1 am sure it will pave the way towards a aattla- 
mant and will bring it nearer. 

The Btateemanebip, wisdom ead goodwill of all of ns la here on trial, not merely 
in the eyce of India but before the world. 

I aaid in my broadcast that on ail aides there was aomatbing to forgive and 
forget. Wa have got to rise above the levd of old prejudicee and enmities, and of 
party aad sectional advantage and think of the good of India, the good of 400 mlllioa 


people and how we can bast combina to implement these new propria mads by Mli 
Mapaity'a Government of the advancement of India, now and in the future. 

It will not be easy, and unleaa we can place our deliberations at a high common 
lavalt wa shall not aueoaad. 

Yon moat accept my leadership for tbs praaant. Until there Is eomo agreed 
diange in the oonstitntioo, I am responsible to His Majeety’s Governamt for the 
good nnd tnmquilli^ of India. 2 ask yon to baliave in me as a sincere friend of Sodlai 
1 wiH endeavour to guide the diaeuasiona of this coDfareuee in what I baltava to be the 
bast Intareata of this country.

Failure of the Conferance 

The Oonfereiire met e^ain on June 2% Til'). It war adjourned for a forinif^ht 
to enable the Wurkintr Committee of the CongreHe and the Uca^ne and repteaetitntivea 
of other partien to aiibraii liaia of namee for the proi^ined Executive CouiM*il. *Phe 
Viceroy adyuirniiiii; the conference aaid that before making; the final choice about the 
iwreonnel m die central executive be would coiiauU the leadern of ibe imrtiea. 

Tlie CfinirreaH I'reaideiii then called a meeting of the Workinu Committee at 
Simla to help him in deeliiii; with the iaeuee tiiat bad arieeii in the Conference. 

The adjoured Conference met on July 14 *l'lie Viceroy made a etatement in 
which heaiiiioonoed the failure of the Coiiferenoe to achieve the object for which it 
wae calM. 

Tub Vicbiiov'b Statbwbnt 
Followinit ia the text of hie Htatemeiit: 

**] mast Kive the conference an account of what hae happened since we 
adlourned on JTnne 29. An you know my oriitinal intention wae that the Conference 
•biraid aitrae uimn the atnehitih and conipoeiiion of the Executive Co^cil, end that 
iharaalter partita ahould tend roe liate of namea. Uii fortunately, the conference 
was nosble to aitrae mlniut the otreuftth and compoeition of the Executive Oooiicil. 
and on Jsna 29, 1 undertook, with the approval of the conference, to endeavour to 
prodm a eolution not baaed on any lonnala agraed in advance. 1 aeked the itartiee 
to let me have Kite of namee, and anid I would do wbat 1 could to produce n 
eolttiion eoeeplable to the leedere and the conferance. 

1 received liela from all pnrlit'e reproeented exeept from the European Group, 
who decided not to send a lint, and the If oelim I wae however determined 

that the conference ebould not fail until 1 hid raa d eevciy poeeible efTort to brini: 
It 10 a raioceeiiful ending. 1 therelore made ray provieional edeciione inrludini; 
ecnaia Munlia naraie» and I have every reaeoa to believe that if ihera 
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MltiliDm had Imm MoaptaUa hut tiMy woaM 1m«« bats Maaptabl* to Hi* 
Hailing Goranunttii. 

My MleciMuit would, I think, hovo Kifoo n hnlnnood nad tflUont EaeeutlfO 
Couneil whoM oospoMiion would hnvo boon NMonnhly fnir to nil partict. 

1 did not find it poonible, bowntti, to aaoept tht elniai of nny finrly in fult 
WlMO I ezpinaiicd my solution to Mr* JInnnh ho told mo thnt it woo not ooeoplnblo 
to the Muolim Ijeouue mid he wae mo decided that I felt ii would he uedene io 
eomtinue the diei-ueei<m. In the ciroumetmieeo, i' did not show mj oeleetlono no n 
whole to Mr. Jinnnb, nod there woo no oh^i to ekoteing them Io Ike other teadere* 
The conference hss therefore foiled, (tinlm ore oors). 

1 propose to Uke n little time to consider io whnt way 1 ena best help ladin 
niter the fnilure of the conforeiice. You con help bent by relminiiii: from re^frimlnn- 
tion. llie wsr nt^stost .lopsii must be carried on end low and order must be main* 
tnined ; and until I see my way more clearly than 1 do now, it may lie ditllcalt, 
perhaps impossible, to mtf;i'«ist miy new moee. No Government can carry on under 
the daily prospect oC chamse or aiaiolaiioii. 1 have to aecure the stahility and day 
to day efficiency of my Giiveriiment and U ahontd lie impoasible Io enter upon 
eoaiin noun 01 even fr«qitcnt political dinettssione of this kind. Wiialeirer decisioua 
His MsjsHty’s Government' nuiy tske in t:ie near future* nsuit, therefore, in all 
probsbility; hold ^ood for some little time.”

Ooofcrence^ 

liepLyiiii; to the Vicerni^ the Cmmrciis Preaideiit said tliat he very much 
appreeisted Ijord Wavcllfe HRirU for tlie solntiou of the iioltiiesl deadlock. It wee 
eoiiraiteoue of tbr Viceroy as have taken ti»ioit hirnsrlf the rcsponsibiliiy for the 
failure. But the resiioiiMliitify was really not the Viceroy's hat of others. When 
the quaetHNi of strength ami comiHMitimi of the interim Government came up before 
the OouleiMiee, liord ri^shtly edjonrited the Confkrenen to enable iiariies to 

come to ternM but the Miislira Leaisite claimed the imlc rinht to nominate all the 
Mnalim leprasciitativee on the new l^cctitive Ooniiclh 1*hie claim was itiiicnsbl# 
and aimititainable and the Cou{;rees could not accept this |»osition. The 
Oonicreaa was not a Hindu body. It could not wiiie out Ha hiaiory of TiO yearn. 

'^f, n Muslim,” said MstiUiie Asad. ”aould nut tolerate tbe Cotii:resa becomloK 
a purely Hindu body.” Tbe Oon};rses had a rit;bt to claim a share for the wcllare 
aad reiiponaibiUty of: Muslims. 

Kautaiia Aasd conitniiini; said that the Viceroy had said re|ieatedly that the 
lluaKai Leat^ue’s claim Co repreecut all Mosalniana eontd not lie aoorpted in ite 
onlaNCy. It waa, therefore, clear who was responsible far the fsiliire of the Confe<^ 
nnce. The communal iracstioit had taken the uiqiCB h e a d and bad besame a tiumb* 
Bait block In tbe path of the pcoisrcee of India. 

'llie ViceroT had to ukc ae much rcsponsihrlity in solviiiic the communal 
qncatiOQ ae the Lidlan partiee thtmaeivcs because the British Government could not 
aheolve itself of U» rcsponsibiitiy for tbs position- that had arisen. The existence of 
the third party waa Kreatiy responsible for the preseai position. A firm attitude. an 
tfia part of thw Viceroy, which waa logical and baaed an Uie priiiciids of kiatice and 
fair play, alone could brini; about a aettlemenl' of the romwiiiiiil proolem. *Yhe 
Vieeroy's present wavering aad vacillattna aititada was neither i^tect nor helpfiif* 
Hesilation and weakness could not brinit shout s solatioii. 

Tba Conietaace ended on Joly 14. 

MACLavA Azad at Pnaae CottyeMKUOL 

At a Preae Conferenae the Gooitreae Pcaeideat esidained the Coai^reaa etaad 
with repaid co the Wavetl propoealt at soma lenpth. 

He said : ‘‘Two poiiiu arise out of thapreeent poeltion; lha first ie that tba 
attaiude af the Muslim teapue is rssponaibis for the fsilure of the Gonferenoe, ead 
the eecond point which smerpes from the eltoaitoti ie that slier the lafueaC of the 
Maelitt l^spue the question naturally cams before the Viceroy whether a forward 
■tc|» ahonid be taken or not. ilic Vicerey decided to stop for the prei-ent. 

“la this conneetion I would say what I aaid at tha Conference to-day. For 
the fomattinal aititalion in India as it is today, the Kritinh Govern man t canaol 
ahirk rcsponsibiltty. Ho lonu aa the third fiarty extsia in India the aaam poailion 
wilt enntinne.” Mairlaaia AvjmI fiirthec aaid, “that lie made it clear to the Vireroy 
that the fVMtprcsa was preimrtsl to po forward and if a certain pronp wiehed to kee|i 
oat, it mipht be left out.”

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"With a laiterinir ttep and a wamiaf; mind, me cannot rateh out datiinaHon.

They should hare bMn prepared not to snrreiider the right of veto to 
any fcrpnp and thos block the path of progress.** 

The Oongress President explained the diffienlties in the way of the Congress 
nvilolpstion in. the Conference. **'fhe proposals were preecntd to us eudd^ly. 

On Jnne 15, I and mr oollaagoes were released and we had to take a deciskm 

slcaightaway on the plan. Yon can realise our difficulties. We were thrown into a 
new world and despite the difficulties the Working Committee decided to iMurticipate 
in the Confecenee. We realised that rest changes had taken place in the inter- 
national apheie and diose changes had undoubtedly repercusgione on the Indian 
problem. The inevitable result of those changes has been to bring to the 
forefront the queetion of Indian freedom and that of the freedom of the Asiatic 
eoun tries. 

**During the course of his interviews with the Viceroy** said Msulsns Sahib, 
"hs empbaslaad the national character of the CongresH organisation and said that 
he attaehed oonsiderable importanoe to the declaraliun that the provisional plan was 
intanded aa a preliminary step towards the scbievenitnt of onr cherished goal of 
indepsndenoa of India. Ha had also made it plain to Hiii Excellency that the 
Congress Working Committee wished to co-nperate in every reasonable way to help 
to resolve the present deadlock and the Congress bad accordingly, in spile of 
adverse oireumstances, come to Simla to participate in the Conference. But 
whatever deciaion the Working Committee might take, it would require to be 
confirased and raliAcd by the All India Congress Committee." 

Amplifying his observation ou the South East Asiatic conntries, the Congress 
Prssfdsnl said tast so far as the present situation was concerned. If the new 
arrangement had been sucoesafully reached the war against Japan would have 
become not Britain*^ war against Japan, bat India's wsr against Japan. 1'bere 
could not be two opHiioas as regards the question of liberating countries in South 
Bast Asia. It wooidl bs the duty of the new Qavernmant of India to carry on the 
war against Japan cesa irt ss s iy till those countries were liberated, but if it was the 
daito and iotention of the powers that ^ose countries should be restored to status 
quo, then surely the new Indian Government would not be a party to it. Tl^y 
would not permit a siagle Indian soldier or the eximndituve of w single pie for the 
status quo of the South East Am couniries. 

On ths question of caste Hindu-Muslim parity which formed the basis of the 
new propoeala Msulaos Sahib said that he had impressed on the Viceroy that in 
the constitution of the new Government the criterion should be the political views 
held by the parties and not religious bslisf. The Oongress did not wish to attach 
uaduelmportsoee to the fact of a lew more Muslims Muig in the Government 
or thero being a few less Hindus. All these issues, he said, he had raiMd at the 
oowference. 

Alter the settlemeot of thoee fundamental issuee the conference cam to con- 
sider the etrength and composition of the new Executive Ooaucil. The Conference 
was adjeumed to enable private and informal tolks to be carried on amongst the 
parties lor a settlement. **l'he eonversstions led to no resuite, ** eaid Meulsna Bahib. 
*1 b the eourse of theee informal talks the poMtioa taken up by Mr. Jinnah was 
that the Muslim League on behalf of the Muslims should nominate Muslim mess- 
hers in the new Executive Council. The Oongrras found that such a position would 
bs hieonsisteat with its basic national character. 

*You must remember that as far aa we are eoiicerned it it not meioiy a 
queadon of ees^ but one affecting a fuadamental principle. We were prepared to 
aooommodhige the Mailim League but Mr. Jinnah took up an uooompcomieliig 
altitade.** 

FarthoK, the Oongiase Preeident said that tba Viceroy asked the varions groups 
to oubrnH liam of names from which Hit ExceHeapy would choose after eoasnitatloa 
with ptfty leadere. Mr. Jiauah refused to submit uames. *In the interview 1 had 
wHh Hie Exeelleoey on July 12, he told me that ao far aa Uie Muslim seats wero 
eoooeraed, he had endeavoured to prepare a list sad aeek Mr. JIaaah’a approval. 
Iha Vieeroy further told me that he did his best but lallod to perenade Mr. Jinoah 
who iaaiatsia that tte Muslim aomiaeee ehould be nornkmiad by the League Work* 

a Oommlllea, The Vieeioy was unable to agree to it and felt it was not profit* 
to proceed with the propoeala at pw a aB i." 
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**Two points arise out of tbs prsaent,* the Coogioas PrcsidcDt said. llfsl 

is tlisl the sMiiods of the Muslim LesfEue has been lesponidble lor the lelliire of 
the Oonferenre. llie second iKiini itbieh emeroes from me refnsel of the Muslim 
League Is that it is for Lord Wevell to decide whether to f(0 forward or not. His 
hlxcellcoes^ has decided not to proceed for the preaent. In this connection I must say 
what 1 said at the Oonferenre. llie British Qorernment could not absolfe them* 
selres of the responsibility for the communal problema bare. So long aa the third 
party remains in Indis these diflSeultiea will remain, ae pawns on a oheaa*board and 
will continue to more in the fashion. Whether it it to*day or tomorrow they moet 
take up a firm stand on a just and fair ^aia. Thera is no other altrroatire but to 
do that And onoe a decision is taken, we mnet move forward. Thoaa who are 
prepared to go forward and those who wish to he kept out should be left out. 
Without determination nothing could be dooe. Wavering minde and faltering steps 
will never carry us forward in the path of progress. Wa mutt think before we 
tske a etep. And once we decide, hceitatioii Ia no virtue but a sign of dtfiulto 
weakness. There is nothing new in this so-csiled problem.** 

hsve no regrets whatsever for the Congress stand in this confersuca,** 
Maulana Saheb emphasised. He added that apart from what he had told there 
were certain details about the proceedings of the coiifemnco >and there wee certain 
correspondence which he had exchanged with the Viceroy. He was not at liberty 
jest then to reveal them, hut the country must know nil about it to have a ooriuei 
picture of the situation. He had written to Hit Exoelleuey for their release and 
he hoped that these might be published shortlv. 

In reply to a question, the Congress Preside:*! oontested the claim that Che 
Muslim League was ibe sole re)irefient stive and Authoritative orgsuiaatioii of tho 
Muslims of India, lii the provinces where MiiHlinie mere hi a msjutiiy, there was no 
League Ministry. There was a Congiess Ministry in the Frontisr Province. Xu 
the Punjab it waa a Unionist Ministry. In Sind 8tr Obtilam Huseain depended on 
Congrees support and the same position was In Assam. It could not, tberefora, be 
clsimed that the Muslim League represented all the MusHma. There was a laiie 
bloc of Muslims who had nothing to do with tbs Lsagne.

1 thank you for your two telegrams of yesterday. 1 think Msulaiia Abul 
Kslsm Azsd should have my invitation as soon as possible, and have accordingly 
telegraphed it to him at Cslcitlta. 

Mr. Ainery*s atatement in Parliament and my broadcast constitute Uie terms of 
rcCcienoe to the conference which 1 still hope rill assemble at Bimla on the 2ifih. 
I clearly cannot change my broadcast and I have already told you 1 do not think it 
dsa&rable to diocusa its details before tbe conference.

** i hnnk you for your telegram of June 18. 1 am glad you think ground ie clear 
for inviteen to attend conference. I shall expect to hear further immediately after 
the meeting of June 21. I am sure you appreciate that eucceee of conference depends 
on a spirit of goodwill and co-operation among all concerned. As you suggest I am 
releasing these lelegrams to tbe press.** 

Gandhiji iMued the following Statement to the Prei. on 

the Viceregal Broadcast of June 14, 1945. 

On the purely political aspect of tbe Vineregsl broadcast, I prefer to say nothing. 
Now that the members of tbe Working Committee of the Congress ere free, I can 
only give them my advice, end it ie they who have to shape the policy of the Con- 
greee and speak and act with authority, As soon oe I read tbe broadcast, I sent a 
wire to his Excellency the Viceroy drawing his attention to the fact that I have no 
locus standi as the 'recognised representative of the Congress.* llie function belongs 
to the President of the Congress or whoever is appointed to represent the Congress on 
a particular occasion. 

For several years. I have acted unoflicislly os an adviser to the Congress when- 
ever required. The public will rememiier that 1 went with tbe same unrepresentative 
character for my talks with Quaid-e-Azam Jinnab, and 1 can take up no other 
position with the British Government, in this instance, represented by the Viceroy. 

'There is one aspect of the Viceregal broadcast which certainly ^offends my ears 
and, I hope, will offend that of every politically minded Hindu. I refer to the 
expression 'caste Hindus’. I claim that there is no such person, speaking politi- 
cally* ss a 'caste Hindu*, let alone the Congress which seeks to represent the whole 
of India which is yearning after political itideiiendence. Does Veer Savarkar or Dr. 
Bhyama Prasad Mukher)ee of the Hindu Mahasabba repreeent caste Hindus ? Do 
they not represent all Hindus without distinction of caste? Do thm not include the 
so-called untouchables ? Do they themselves claim to be caste Hindus 7 I hope not. 
Of all politically minded Hindus, I know that even revered Pandit Malaviyaji, though 
he observes caste distinctions, will refuse to be called a caste Hindu, as distinguish- 
ed from the other Hindus. The modern tendency in Hinduism Is to abolish all cssle 
distinctions add this I maintain in spite of my knowledge of reactionary elements in 
Hindu society. I can only hope, therefore, that the Viceroy has allowed himsell lo 
moke use of tbe expression in utter ignorance. I want to acquit him of knowingly 
wounding the susc^tibilities of Hindu society or dividing it. I would not have 
dw^t on the matter but for the fact that it touches the i^litlcal mind of the Hindus 
in Its sensitive spot and carries with it political repeicuasions, 

The proposed conference can do much useful work if It is put in ite proper 
political setting and is at the very outset rendered immune from ai>]r fissipaioaa 
tendency. Undoubtedly, all Invitees might appear us Indians conjointly newton 
achieving India's natural goal aud not os persons representing seversl seetiowe of 
Indhm society.

Broadcatt Speech by the Viceroy at Delhi on June 14, 1945 

I heee been enthorised by His Ms}esty*s Gofernment to piece before Indien 
politicsl lenders proposals designed to esse the present politleel situetkm end to ed* 
▼ence Indie towerds her goel of full self-government. These proposals ere el the 
present moment being explained to Parliament by the Secretary of Slate for Indie. 
My intention in this broedoast is to explain to you the propoeale. the idea nuderlylng 
them, and the method by which I hope to put them into effect. 

This Is not an attempt to obtain or impose a eoiiatitutional aeltlemeot Hie 
Majeety*! Government had hoped that the leedere of the Indian partlee would agree 
amonget themselvee on a settlement of the communal itaue» which is the mein elum* 
bling-faioek ; but thie hope has not been fulfilled. 

In the meantime. India haa great opportunities to be taken and great piobleme 
to be eolved, which require a common effort by the leading men of ell patties. I 
therefore propoee, with the fall support of His Msjesty’s Governmenli to invite Indian 
leaders both of Central and Provincial poliUcs to take counsel with ma with a view to 
the formation of a new Kxecutive Connell more representative of orgaaiaed polilleal 
opiaion. The proposed new Council would represeut the mein oommnnitlie and 
would include equal proportions of Caste. Hindas and Muslime* It wonld work. If 
formed, under the existing oonstitiitiou.

A farther etep proposed by Mis Msjesty’s Government It the appointment of a 
British High Ceromiesiooer in India, as in the Uominions, to represent Great 
Britain’s commercial and other such interests in India. 

Such a new Executive Council will, you realise, represent s definite edvaooe on 
the road to eelf-goverirment. It will be almost entirely Indian, and the Finance 
and Home Members will for tbe first time bs Indlsns. while an Indian will also ^ 
charged with tbe maaagement of India's Foreign Affsire. Moreover, Members ylll 
now ne eriected by the Governor-General after coneultatioa with political lead^; 
though their appointment will of course be eubjeot to the approval of Hie Me)eety 
the King Emperor. , , 

Tkt Gouacil will work within the framework of the preeent eonetitntion ; and 
there can be no question of the Governor-Genera! egraeing aot to exereiae hla eoas* 
titotional power of control ; but it will of eonree not be exercised nnreaaooably. 

I abonld make it clear that the formation of this interim Government wilt In 
no way peejodioe the final constitutional settlement.

Tbe appropriate lime for fresh elecUone for the Central end Provincial 
leglaletiicee will be discussed ei the Conference. 

Finally, 1 would ask you all to help ia crsetlng the atmosphere of goodwill 
and mutual confidence that ie eeaeotial if we are to make nrogresa. 'Die deHtioy of 
Uiia greet country and of the maiiv milllone who live in it depend on the wisdom 
and good understanding of the leadera, both of action and of thought, British and 
Indian, at this critical momeiit of India’s history.

It ia not the intention of Hia Maj Mly a Qoveriirncnt to Introduce any change 
contrary to the wiehca of the major Indian communitiea. But they are willing to 
malm fKmible aomc atapa forward during Urn interim period if tha laadara ol tha 
priiiei^ Indian partiea ere prepared to agree to their auggeetione and to co-operate 
in the atioceaaful concluaioo of the wer againet Japan ae well aa In the recoiiatruo- 
lion in India which muat follow the final victory. 

To thia end they would be prepared to aee ao important change in the 
compoaition of the Viceroy’e Executive. Thia ia powiible without making any 
change in the eziaiing etatute law except for one amendment to the Ninth Bcbedulc 
to the Act of 1035. That Hchedule eontoina a proviaion that not leea than three 
membere ol the Executive rouet have bad at leaat 10 yeara* eervioa under the Grown 
in India. If the propoeale 1 em about to lay before the Houee meet with ^accep- 
tance in India, that clauee would have to be amended to diapenee with that 

requimmnt. that the Executive Council ahould be reconatiiuted and

Nothing eontsioed in soy of these proposals will siTeet the reiatioas of the 
Crown with the Indian States through me Vkeroy ss Crown representatire. 

The Viceroy has been authorised by His Ms)iOty*s Gorernmeat to plare this 
proposal before the Indian Leaders. His Mitjesly** Government trnst that the 
leaders of the Indian communities will respond. For ihe success of such a plan 
most depeod on iu aeeeptanoe in India and the degree to which responsible Indian 

K ltieisns srs prepared to co-operate with the object of making it s workable 
Brim arrangement. In the absence of such general acceptance existing snrange- 
msnts must ueccsssrily continue. 

If such co-operation esn be achieved at the Centre it will no doubt be reflected 
in the Provinces and ao enable responsible Govern menu to be set np once again in 
thoae Pcovincea where, owing to the withdrawal of the mujority party from 
participatloo. it became necessary to put into force the powers of the Governors 
under Seedon 03 of the Act of .1935. it is to be hoped that in all the Provincea 
these Government would be baaed on the participation of the main parties, thus 
■ssootbfng oat communal differences and allowing Ministers to concentrate upon 
thair very heavy adminiatrative tasks. 

There ic one further change which, if these pro))OBaU are accepted. His 
Majesty’s Government enggest ehould follow. 

Inet is, that External Affaira (other than those tribri and frontier mature 
which fall to be dealt with as part of the defence of India) should bo placed in the 
charge of an Indian Member of the Viceroy’s Executive so fsr as British India is 
concerned, and that fully accredited representatives shall be appointed for the 
representation of India abroad. 

By their aeeeptanoe of and co-operation in this scheme the Indian leaders will 
not only be able to make their immeidiate contribution to the direction of Indian 
affairs, out it is also to be hoped that their experience of co-operation in govern- 
ment will expedite agreement between them as to the method of workinff out the 
new constitutional arrangemsnts. 

Hie Majosty'e Government consider, after the most oarefnl etudy of the ques- 
tion, that the plan now suggeeted gives the utmost progress practicable within the 
present oonetitution. None of the changes suggested will in any way prejudice or 
prejudge the essential form of the future permanent constitution or constitutions 
for India. 

His Majesty’s Government feel certain that given goodwill and a gennine 
dcilre to oo-operate on all aidsa, both British and Indian, ^ theae propoaals can 
mark a genuine step forward in the collaboration of the British and Indian peopiss 
towards Indian aelf-govemmsot and can assert the rightful poaition, and strengthen 
Ihe Inflnenoe, of IntUa in the counseic of the nations.

Tbe ftrat wae the 
leeorery of *Vqiiality*'. German re-armament aaa limit'd by the Veraaillea I'reaty, 
but the Qeriuany of 19;i3 waa not powerlcHa. Yearn of diarreet evaaiona of tbe 
Veraaillea Treaiy had done miieb, but some thiii;'H had to be earefiilly bidden and 
othera left undone nntill the Reich was ri^ady to repudiate the uitlitary claiiae of 
the treaty.

Repudiation of tbe military clattaea. when it ean tf in March IDl*), was e ahot*k 
whiefa brouRbt a aterii reaolution from tbe iscacue Ctuiiteil in Geneva. Krpudialion 
Wii acesoropanied by tbe reatoration of eonaoription, tbe tnii fifer of tbe civil air Heel 
to military control, and annoncement that tbe Reich w&a bnildin(c anbmAriiiNi. 
Tbe Britifh were willing to aoquieace in a i.«radiinl German rc-nrmomnit. and Hitler 
attempted to work a wedge into tbe An^do-Frenth enlenie by agrering to limit 
German naval cODStruction to :if> |)er cent of the Hrlti»>li Navy'a auriace tonnage and 
45 per cent of ita anbmariiic tonr.age. Hut arborc lie rearmed at top epeed. He 
wae openly meking Germany ‘*the moat capable inetrunient of war that baa 
ever eideted.** 

A year later tbe growing German Aimy went on tbe martb, end tbe thud 
of ite bob-neiled boota abook Europe. Gn Merch 7, 1030, 11 liter marelied hia troopa 
into the zone eeatof the Rhine which woe dcmititarfztd by the Veraaillea IVeaty. 
Hia pretez was that France’a new dtfenaive pact with t^oviei Huaf*ia bad violated 
ibe Lacamo Treaty of 1%5 which guaranteed eastern fioiitura of Franco end 
Belgium, end Germany waa no longer bound by her aignature at Locarno. It waa 
a clear threat to France, and for a few daya a showdown acemed poaaible. But 
Britain and France were too heavily involved intlic criMia over Muaaolini’a war In 
Ethiopia to force a ahowdown. . ..... 

At tbe aame time, Goering tinned towardo brancewnew Ally in the eaat and 
bluntly aaked tbe Poles to {oin the war on Huaaia for which Hitler had long been 
preparing the world by bia h>atcrical aerfawing againat Communiam. The badly 
•eared Europe of 1936 felt certain that tbe German Army would alt Ike at Huaaia 
aa toon aa the anowa melted In 1937. But Poland reluaed. Tlie Pulea bad tbe 
French Army behind them. Eaat end weat alike, Hitlei'apath to ezpinaioD waa 
bloaked by tbe Franch Army.

Analria waa bdag Naaiftad 
Willi the utmoal apeed and ruthleaaoeae when Beyaarinquarl proclaimed ba union 
with Germany ou March 13* *lhe next day Uillar made a Itinmplial entry into 
Vienna to take poaaession of'the new Oatmark of the Oeraum Reach. 

From Muvicb to Polawd 

September darkened into tbe moat fateful erlaia Europe bad known ainee 1914. 
All aummer the Caccboalofakian Government had negotiated with the NazIM 
Hndeten Germane who inhabited ita fortilled frontier areaa, and by September 
Hitler waa magnifying tbe minor grievancea of the Sndatoa minority into fraoaiad, 
screaming abuae of the Gzecba. Hitler*# terms rose alcadfly from September. 
ir> to the final Munich conference (with Csecboalovakia and Soviet Rttaaia excluded) 
on September 29. At Munich be demanded the immediate handing over of tbe 
Sudeten areas intact to German Nothing waa to ba ramoved. no military aupplles. 
not even a cow, and no fortifications waa to be deatrojed. Thme terme were conveyed 
to the Czecha by Chamberlain and Daladter, the Freueh Premier aa a midnight 
ultimatum a little more than 24 houra before tbe Germen Army wee to march in 
on Saturday, Detober 1. The only courae that remaiued to the Caeehoalovak Govern- 
ment waa the acceptance of the auicidal nlUmatnm of Munlcli. Not a ahot waa fired 
when tbe German Army marched in at dawn of October 1. The Cscch State waa 
stripped of a third of ita |K>piilatioii, more than a third of ita territorv and all ita 
defeiicea; and the remnant that waa left became a balplaaa atateilite of the 
Nazi Reich. 

itritain and France now knew that Hitler had tricked them at Munich to their 
own ruin. Only now did they realiae that be had been at war with them for yeara. 
Confronted by stark reality, driveu by a fear of a great war boratiog on them 
unpretmred, they made an immediate about-face and*^ began full rearmament. Biitiek 
continental |)olicy underwent a revolution in the grant of mutual aaatctaiice ptedgea 
and guarantee# to Poland. Turkey. Ittimania and Greece; aud a Britiah miaaiou begaw 
uegotiatioiia to bring Soviet Uiiaaia into the new **peace froot.** 

Kuaaia had been isolated by the aacrtfice of Czechoalovakia; and now that the 
bad becoma the key power in the European alignment, the waa highly auapkioiia 
of France and Great Britain. She doubted whether Cbambtrlaiu either coaid or 
would oppose Hiller. She insisted on a complete defensive allianea, iochuling 
guarantees to the Baltic States against Nazi-inspired intarnal revoluiiim and the 
right to send troopa into Polaiid to the event of an attack by Hitler, Cbwmberlain 
waa either unwilling or unable to coerce Poland aud the Baltic Statca into aeceptisg 
tbe Russian demanda, and< the negotiation dragged on until Auguat 23. when 
Hitler suddenly anstehed tbe greatest diplomatic prise in Europe from beneath 
Chambarlain'e nose. 

War im East Edropb 

Id the 8aiviet*German iion-apgreaaion pactf the aelf-proelaimcd Nazi guardiaaa 
of Europe against Communism joined hands with Commonlnm almost overnight. 
It waa a diplomatic revolution which ahook tbe world. For Britain and France^ 
it waa not far from another Munich, It jeopardised their whole ayatem of pMcea 
and guaraateao. For Stalin, it waa a ravaraal of litvinov’a long a aa w h for collaettvi 
aaawrity. The allernativa to the Litvinov polieias which bad bami domioatad by 
boatility toward the Nasi and Faaeiat Siatea waa the aeecptnnoa of Rnaaia’a iao- 
lation and the rule of power politiea in Europe ; and it waa thla nceaptanea whkh 
Iho Bovial-German pact laeorded.

The (Icrnutt.s now turned to dispose of tltcir last enemy, Britain, preparatory to 
bringing the war to a victorious pause before the winter. 'I he Uerman Army l^gati 
preparatioiiH for the iitvasion of Britain late in June IIMO. and pushed them with the 
utmost energy. Beichsmnrslial iloniiaiin thicring moved to Oermaii headqusrters in 
France and Oftened tiiu air attack on .\ugiist S. I'he Battle of Biitain which ensued 
developed into lomething unique in history. The (*crnian army and air force to- 
gether had taken *17 days to win the battles of Holland, Helgiiini and France. Nazi 
planes fought the Battle of Britain alone through 84 davs of almost continuous action, 
while the Army sat wailing in its in\asion iports on the continent. Ibe air attack 
developed into the primary struggle to determine the fate of Britain, and it remained 
iha primary struggle throughout. In the end it proved to be the first great air batde 
and one of the ih^risive battles of history. *1 he course of the battle felt into fonr well- 
defined stages. Tbe first, from Auguft S to 18, wsa a stage of direct assault on large- 
ly military tirgets, chief among them the fighter airfields along the Kentish coast 
and Ihsftug of fighter fields south of lo^ndou. Its aim was the familisr one of 
knocking out the airfirkis and phmtug tbe B. A. F. to tbe ground ; bnt the British Air 
Mlnisiry had observed lbs Nszt methoda fhiin Poland to the Channel and knew tA 
Genwan text-book by heart. No Britith airfield was put out of actlim for mom than 
a brief period.

America waa alao bcL'inuiu^ an immriiae rxpniiaion of her Navy, and on 
September 7 she traded r»0 obi dcHiroyera to the ovei ‘Hi rained Bfitiali Navy in icttiro 
for hti*>e ri)(bta in BriLiah t>oaHeaMioiiH in tho weatern Atluiitic. h very new i«tr:iiu oii 
the Hrittali Navy now cnifha^iaed to AnKricana llicir own iiiiiiiciiae t'ake in the 
Atlantic. On September 1<» the 11. S. OoiiL'rcaa adopted the lirat couHcriptioo bill 
that country had ever accepted in pracciinie. Jdsilo more ihau a week later, on 
Scpteml)er 27, the ai^naturc of the Oer!uan-liahMu-,lKpfliirMc ireafy of military 
alliance iu Berlin waa intended to serve aa a wnritiou to tho Uiiitcif Sintea. But ita 
real efrcct provxrd to bo quite difroreiit. By Ihccmhcr 2b Picaiilmt Praiikliii Ih 
lloMv#dt could call, in a radio addream, for the fiillcct national clhirt to iiisiira a 
British victory. '*Tbo Axis powera were not t'uinp to win Uiia wsr,'* he aaid. 
*'Ws must be the Krest sraenal of democracy. There will bo no lioitle-decka* in 
our determination to aid Great Britain. No dictator, or conihin.atiuii of diclators 
will weaken that determination with threato of how they will cunatrue that 
determiuation.” 

Italy's Fart 

At lonit as the Ani;lo>Frenrb naval partnership endured, Mussolini remainetl 
discreetly non-beUifterent and tho Allied poaitioii in the Mediti*rraneon rematord 
secure. But when tl^ French collatise gave Mumolini Ida o|»riiiiig in .liiiic, BIlB. 
the RriUsh were left in a position of great weaknesa. Italian iaiid-based bombera 
made the Sicilian narrows too hot for comfort and new equipment for the army 
took from two to three months to reach kJgypt over the long route of 11,5:10 miles 
aronnd the Cape.

The Italians crossed the Egyptian frontier on Heptember 12, but on 
S^temher 18, they atopficd beyond Sidt Barrani, 75 miles inside Ute frontier; and 
there they sat lor three months, organising their water-supply and accuniiitatliig 
war material.

In Decemher, lOIO. tho Gormao army 
morcd down the Danube to Uumauia where it put In an niiweleome nppaacance 
on tho Black Sea eoaat at Rtiaoia'a next door neiglibour. Ru mania wae to mwve aa 
Ultler'e base for the enbjugation of the whole Balkan peninaula— n vitnl Rnaaiati 
aphern ia the Ruaeian view. Hia advamre from Rumania began aa toon aa the ice 
mel^ in the Danube. Tlie occupation of Bulgaria on March 1, 104L waa a 
stinging affront in Riiaaia and ineidentallf brought German lroo|Hi to iriUilo 900 
roilea of ietambul on the nuRphorna. At tliia p<iinU the liumian eidoesua hfgan 
locking ita doors, liefcnee loiiea from 20 to 100 mtloa deep were built acroee tim 
principal arcnuee of land iiivaaton in Europe. The enormous Red Army hegnn 
mobilieing. 

The German plan wan to attack in full vigour from end to end of the long 
front, wHh the total annihilation of the Red Army or its objective. Dn the morning 
of June 22, the attack bad burat out of a clear liky with ail the deatriicttve iiitcnei^ 
of which the huge Oerman war marhine was rop«bk*. 

In m week's dghting the attack oveT*ran the .tot line of Soviet defenoea, 
clearing the Rueaiane out of all the boITtsr aaeaa they had acquired since 1930, 
Early In July the Germans spoke of a total of 9 million men being engaged on 
both aides along o front which stretched lor nearly 2,(XJl.) miles from the Arctic to 
the Black Sea. .Before the Red Armv'a mobilisation waa finally complekd on 
August 15, its high command admitted the Iona nl 4,0UD f>laii<H, ri,(i00 tanka and 

600.000 mca — ^figurea which amply indicate the tcrriAc defiriictivcncRa of the fighting. 
No milliary struggle in liiatory baa been vaater in aetde, more terrible mid more 
vital to civilisation. This at last waa the real war. It made everything ifhieh had 
preceded It took fantaotic and unreal. 

Meanwhile, the <9ianged cowrae of the war waa doMated by the otruggle of 
giaota in RuaalL In three months* fighting. Hitler conquered a vast area some 

500.000 square miles of Uusaian territory, including moat of iiuaaia'a wealum iadua- 
trial areaa and the wbe»t< kon ami roangaiiew! of the Ukraine. But he bad net yet 
woo the final decision which waa bis real ohjf»clive, sod hia failure in this reaport 
made it clear that there would be no autumn invasion cf BrUain and no German 
victory in 1941. Despite the terrific loaaea the Red Army waa atill flgliliog. From 
the Arctic to the Black Sea, the battered Uusaian front was aiUl intact.

Hitler now launched what be proclaimed to be **the last great decisive balUo 
of the year** in an effort to capture Moscow before the coming of winter, tin 
Ctetoter 2, he attacked along a ZiO mile front from the Valdai Hills to the Sea of 
Aaov, with Moscow aa the goal of hia centre and Kbatkov and Roatov hie goala in 
the south. The atUck waa launched with a rnsRiied power and ferocity which bed 
no precedent anywhere in history. Gn ita second day Hitler told the German 
people. **Thia enemy is already broken and will never riae again.*' Wltbiu a week 
ne wae claiming a break-through on a 300-mtle front before Moeeow, and the 
Rueeiane were admitting the lose one after another of Orel. Hmnak and Vyaema.

Despite their 
ntrest from Moecow during; the winter, the Germsn Armies still held foar^fifihs 
of their hoRe territorbi issins of 1941, end those usins included fnliv n third of 
Russis’s productive cspnctiy. Nevertheless, Rassisn pressure kept the Germsos 
strsinsd end bleetling throiiRhont the winter, end it wss not until March 1942, that 
the pressure eased and the Ra«sian Armj bejtan Ratheriug its strenRtb for the larger 
operations to come. 

For the first time since the war bevao, the Germans now planned a major 
eampaiisn whose obiecttve was somethin}; less than the total destruction of the enemy. 
But if Kuasia conld not be destroyed, she must at least be strip(>ed of her oil and 
iron and manfcanese, her older industries, her forest food-prod iteini; areas and the 
bulk of her railway network. Once the Russian Armies were deprived of their 
effective striking txiwcr. ihev could be contained with secondary German forces 
■taiidiitj; on tlic Voltsa, while the main German forocs were shifted to the west of 
Euro]>e. A limited ofTonsive into the Ukraine also promtaed to lay open the Oanca- 
aiis and ihtia ttreatly to increase the prosiiects of a successful drive throiii;b E};yin 
and the mattery of the Middle East. 

The expected German olTenaive which was to dominate the whole plohal war 
throuichoiit the rest of 19li, o|Wiicd after a fierce air bombardment at dawn of June 
28 oil a oO-mile front to the east of Kursk. On August 20 the Germans forced a 
crossiim of the Don in the Kletskaya area some 10 miles north-west of Stalincrad. 
8taliii};rad was not easy to defend. Its only supply routes, the crossini;a of the Vot};a, 
were open to air and artillery attack. The i;roiitid before it wss open steppe, with s 
forward defence belt of minefields and heavy concrete strong points 20 to ItO miles 
deep and, iu the rear, Uie massed srtill*«ry on which the Russians relied as their 
chief defensive arm. 

‘rhe assault which tho Germans bet;aii on Aut^iist 2.1 lasted for nearly six 
months and was tho lar^^est siii};le action of the war.

The arms of the piiicer hsd joined by tho 23rd, cuttiii}' off the 
whole of the Gcrinaa forces in the 8taliit>;rad ares. In the Intter winter of the 
eteppes, frc.ih German forcea drove up the railway from Rostov to reopen contact 
with the ^taliiiKrad front in December, hut were beaten off in a fortiiicht of heavy 
fiichtiuK. Within the iron rioff, the Russians had then cleared the south and centre 
of tStaliiiKrad. aud earlv in January 1943, they he^^an the liquidsfioii of the last 
German forcee north of the city. Thie was complete by Feimiary 2; and within the 
next three days, Field Marshal Frteditch von Paulus and 24 i;enerals i;ave tbem- 
eelves up to the Riissiane ae prisoners. By February 5. the ruins of Stalio};rad 
were q^uiet. 

Ibe victory of 8talini;red did more tlian save the Vol|;a and the Caucasus. 
It decisively broke the last vreat Gemao ofTentive and ehattered the leuend of Nazi 
invincibility. It laid to rest complelely any bo|)ea the Germane mii;ht etill have 
had of an invasion of Britain. The battle in Staiinirrad's streets marM the 
deei>erti iteiiei ration of the German Army and the hii:h crest of its drive into U. 8. 
S. U. I lad the drive sue(*ceded the Germans mi};ht have taken the oil of the middle 
Kant, cinitrollfHl the approni*hoe to India, and made a jutiction with their Japanese 
ally.

By August 5. just a mniitli afu>r the Gernmna hail atruck, the ICiisaiaiia haderwked 
the ddencea of Orel and Belgorod and otvnpted both key iswitioua. '1*^ Russian 
offensive broke through the Gernisn dcCeuecs and captured Kharkov on August 23. 
1343. 

These successes st Orel and Kharkov gave the Kiissisne a firm Itase for 
further operaiions toward their sniuiner's objeciive— the liberation of the industrial 
Doiieta basin and the whole of the ITkraino cast of the Dnienor. Meanwhile, siiotlier 
offensive was Isunched against ^^mnIcllsk bv the Arnucs of tho Russian centre. It 
fell to the Rtisaisiia on September 2j. The* main German forces aeri. then sllciiipU 
ing to make a Htnnd along the l>nic|»er bimd. *|'he Hiisaisiis furred a crossing to 
capture the indiisirittl centre of the l)iiie|H>|>etrovKk. and early in .\ovciiiber they 
cut olf the Germans in the Crimea and gsinetl the east bank of Piiieiwr 

everywhere. On November (i, they re<*spliirfd Kiev, the ca|iiul of the Gk* 
rinuc. 

In January 1344 a new KnsHisii offensive fell with enisliing force on the long 
German salient that ceai*hed up to the oiiiskrtis of liCnitigrad. 

Two GkUMAN WKAKNK8t$i:H APPAUgNT 

'llie military offensives were accomtiatitetl by a ligbteiitng of the pciittcal bonds 
between the three great Allies in the Eirroi<esii war -the Gnibnl »*<tstcM, <4rt»at 
llritsiii and Rimsia. The Foreign Ministers of tiie dircc coitniirics held a prctiniiimry 
meeting in Moscow from Getober 13 to 31, at wbicli plans were made for closer 
collslioratioii during the war and eHtsblishmcfit of an inicrnutKmnl oigHiiisatifiii to 
msiiilsin |ieace and security in the post-war world. The diviMims of tlircM* Foreipi 
Miiiistera were ratified in a historic coiiierrncc which brought riiwidnit Koosevelt, 
Prime Minister Cburcbill and Marshnl Staltii tugctlier in Udirrsn Iroin November 
2K to December 1 . They agreed in»mi the scO]»e and timing of Allied military 
ofieratioiis against (tcrnisny from the east. hoiUU and wusl, nnd e.\priMScil their 
determination to “work together in ilie war and ihc |s*sce thsMollows.** 

That eoiifereiicc, following immediauiy npoii the hrids of a similur meeting 
st Cairo among Uie leaders of the three great countries arrayed aguiiiHi Ispaii-* 
China, England and the UiiiU'd *ststcs— ended the last ho}sr <»criiiaiiy snd .lapaii may 
have had of a wedge between the Allies and so escaping the defeat wbiub was now 
inexorably closing in on them.

Beconee it wos the moot fs|>criencrd Army thst the Allies hod, the Gernion 
coinroonder drew his reoerveo oouth to meet it; ond when he wos suddenly otUcked 
with f*rfot violence by French, Ameriesnt and British olotii; the whole front line, 
the remslnine rceerves were insnllicient to hold tlsc sttock. When the AmericHits 
broke thnmKD in the extreme north on Moy H, German labour tiiiita oiui Luftwode 
ground troofM were thrown in oi:stnst them. Two days later British forceo, 
includlila the Eiishth Army's reserves, omasheii throii}:h ttie weakened Geriiion 
centre. By May IJ it wos oil over. Bizerte ond Tunis fell ulmost at the omue 
moment, ond loO.OOO enemy prisoners, iiicludinfr 12 ^tnerols. were taken. 

With Afries cleirrd, Uie Allies preimred to move on what the Nazis deserihed 
os ^'fortress EuroiK-**, Acroso the narrows, AcHTicHii, British and C-nadion troofts 
laiiiled on the Sieilion beaches at dawn of July 10 in one of the largest amphibious 
operations in military history. The first 48 hoiira of the landiiiv.s were decisive. 
Once the Allies had proved they could assault i^icily from the sen, the rest of the 
38-days Sicilian campaign was grueling enough* but its result was never in doubt 
snd its gains were far more than territorial. As the first Allied land nenetration of 
Fascist home territory, it resulted in the cOilti)>Be of Fsseiim* snd sll luit knock^ 
Italy out of the war. 

M«ire Oerman divisions now poured through the Brenner Pass to place Italy 
under full f'lertnaii occupation. King Victor Emmanuel HI a|>|K>inted General 
Pietio Badoglio to be Premier of a new Usliati Government which was prepared 
to join the Allies io the war aginst Germany an soon as the Allirs landed in Italy, 
'i he Germans were then closing in on Kome. and the new govern men I's contacta 
with the Allies were dillicult and dangcntiia. Italy nigned its aimmtice on terms of 
iincondiiiuual surrender st Syracuse on September 3. Ihe terms, however, were 
not made public until September 8 . Ihe Geimons immediately occupied Boinc, 
and the King and General Badoglio took refuge l>cbiiid the Allied lines. 

Invasion of Italy 

In accordance with the armintice terms, the bulk of the lialh.ii licft, incliiding 
five batileshiii and seven cruisers, surrendered to the Biitisli Nav^ at Blalta on 
September 11. Meauwhilc, the British Eighth Army had begun its invaaioti of the 
Italian mainland at ICeggio Calabria, acroes the iiraits from Mmtiia, on September 
3. The main landing, however, was made on .September 0 by strong American and 
British forces ai Salerno, about 35 miles smith-eaHt of Naples. It was the first 
American landing on the eontiueiii of Europe bince the war of 19I4-11U8 and was 
made good in the iecib of determined German opposition. 

The remarkable British advance which btgaii at K1 Alamein in Egypt, to be 
joined in Tiiniaia by atrong American, British and Fitiich lurcch, had then breach^ 
the boaated Mortroes*' of Euroi^e and split tlic enemy. With such help as the 
Italians could give them, the Allies were moving toward Borne against a atiibliorn 
Uermao defence. Behind them the Jlcditcrraueaii was an Allied lake, liehind them, 
too* the U. 8. 15lh Air Force was set up on November 2 to strike at Germany and 
Uio oeeniaed countriea from the Mediterranean area.

Uo march 15 Uoitad Natiooa air power davoaM Caaafoo with SAOO looa of 
bomba and followed thia with a frontal aaaaolt which while taUng pari of tha 
town, left tha enamj aill raaiatiog rffcotively among tha mbblir The dcodloefc hma 
and at tha Ansio front laatad nntil May IL Than, after a MU of BritU' troopa 
wealward from tha Adriatic and of tha line and tha placing of a atrong Fniieh 
contingent at tha innetnra of tha Britiah aad American fro^ Caaaino aod Ita 
dmndrat fortificationa ware taken in a week of bitter fighting. Ffva daya later aa 
osaiialva waa moon ted on all froiita of tha Ando aactor, reanlttng in a break* 
through to the aoutb*eaat and a dramatic junction with the northwacd driving main 
forcaa. On June 4» having mopjod up raaldnal reaiatance and covered thalaat 15 
milea in 24 houra, American Fifth Army troopa antarad Rome--ftfit enemy capital 
to be liberated. 

German Army Disoroanizbd 


The German 14th Army waa now becoming dtaorganiacd. Beyond the capital 
Allied troopa were able to cover 38 milea In three daya. to captura Civiuveeebia, 
aod by June 17 they had broken through a makeahift defence line 62 milea nortn 
of Rome. Two daya later, herugia wna liberated and French forcca covered by 
French, Britiah and American abipa and planea had freed from the aaemy Napo* 
leon'a azile*iale of Elba, eight milea went of the Italian eoaat, 85 milea eaat of 
Frcooh-held Ooraioa and 50 milea aouth of tha vital port of Legboro. 

Meantime King Victor Emmanuel redeemed a promiae be bad made on April 
12. The day after the liberation of Home ha rcaigned all powera to Crown Prince 
Umberto, wno, aher a formal Invitation to Marahal Badogiio and a eonferenea with 
repreaentative Italian party leadere, asked Ivanoe Bonomi, atauneb antl*Faaciat and 
liberal former Premier, to heed the Government. Bonomi formed hia cabinet 
without Badoglio. 

The end of June aaw former Faeciata being removed from office in all the 
liberated territory and the Alliea atormiog northward towards the Germaua’ boasted 
defauca line runniug across Italy north of Florence. 

Attack from tbr Wnr 


Confirming the Teheran promiae of a fighting front in addition to those in 
Russia and Italy, Winston Churchill gave notice to the world on March 20 that 
there would first be **maoy false alarms, many feints and many dress rebearsala to 
deceive and baffie the enemy*' and warned Britain that It might be subjected to 
**new forma of attack.'* 

^e liberating forces began to land in Normandy at 6 a.m. on June 6, 1944, 
in indifieraot weatber, a quarter of an hour after dawn and four hours bdore high 
tide, when obstacles in the aliallowa were vtaible to demolition wtuada. They landed 
nt several points between Houficur— scrota the Bay of the Seine from Le Havre— 
and Bajffieur. flanking Le Havre's iiiater*port, Cherbourg, on the Ootentia 
Peninaala. Ttta British and Cauadlana under General 8ir Beniard L. Montgomery 
who commanded the whole operation, took the eastern half of thia thcatic. 
Americana under Lieutenant-Oeneral Omar Bradley took the west ; and R seeaicd 
that to aoma extent they took the Germans by aurprisa. 

For months before P*Day, planea ol the American and British air foieca bad 
bnttaiad tha bridges, roads and rail junctlODB through which German reiaforeeamoM 
mast travel to Normandy; now awarma of planes and the 640 guaa of n mix» 
force Including 12 battleahipa poured deatruction on the enemy already maaaing ^ 
Atlantic Wall. Much bad been heard of this ayatem of fortifications, aaid by tat 
Oar mans to b^in with Impnaaibla off*ahoie obaincics and to extend many mil^ 
inland That thia waa not tha '^gigantic hoax" eoma jpiemataraly termed it, tm 
liharatiag force were to prove a little later; meantimet II had hem thoni^t that 
in United NatioBS men and ahipa at the aetual landing maat ha 
lU par eent, for iuaUnce, among the landing craft.

Defying the locel German air force of L750 fighters end 500 bombm--on Ihie 
rltel dey enigmsficelly absent from the skies ebote the Chen nel— General Eisen- 
hower had sent above and ahead of his seaborne troops four airborne and two 
parachute divisions--€0,(J00 to UO.UOO men carried behind the Qermen lines by 7JI00 
planes and HI, 000 aviators. 

On June 7. with the help of these forces which hid done yeoman service the 
dey before, the brachhesds were t^xpi^nded. Inland and laterally toward one another. 
'Jhe next day Rrifish and Osnadian troops took the town of Bsyeux and by June 
11 the area ItiMTstcd and tutd by the Alllea amounted to 600 aqnsre miles with a 
penetration of 13 miles and wi.h American troops within 17 miles of Gherlmurg.

}2 Aneru'sn troiM>ri took toi* to;7ti. drove on westward snd bv the ISch bed severed ell 
Cherbourg's land communii'auons. By this Urns the various beaebbesds had been 
fused into n coniiiiii«'.us Htrii: of AUiod-held coasiliue st the eastern end of which 
Montirtiincry's forces were approacliing Caen. 

JUtc there was eneniy reaction— employing armour, but in small quantities 
and. It seemed, wsstcfully. Montgomery, husbanding his tanks, skirmished for 
position, while to the west Bradley's Americans closed In on Cherbourg. The port 
fell into Allied hands on June JO— damsged but repairable, and yielding 90,000 
priaoners with their general.

Mena while, since Jane 13 thr Germans hsd been snbjecting England to the **new 
form of attack”— flights of aerial imiwidues carrying a ton of explosive and laitncbed 
from platforms on the French coast on a gvroBcone-controllaa courts for l^ondon 
and toe south of England. Many were allot down liy anti aircraft fire and fighter 
planes ; the U. A, F. dropped tboiHaiids of tons of bombs on the runways when the 
flying bombs took off but still enough arrived in southern England to cause much 
pro|M:rty damage and thonsands of civilian easualiiee. 

COIJ.AP8F. or THE BaTBLLITBS 

'Ihc landing of United Nations troops In Western Francs on June 6, 1044, 
combined with Soviet advances from the east, sent a thrill of Joy thronghout the 
occupied countrica of Eurofw, of apprehension through Germany, shelterecl though 
she l>elieved herself to he hebiud her West Wall; and of terror through the satellite 
countries which saw nemesis approaching. 

The Allied campaign in Italy had bad Its eflact— during the winter of 1043-1044 
both Utimap^s aiicl Biugsris bad put forth peace feerlce. The Anglo-American 
breach of the Atlaiiiic Coast defences, the American break-through of July 91 in 
Normandy, the subsequent debacle of German forces in France, and eontlnuing 
deterioration of Nazi position in the Rusaian path at last forced the aalellitee to 
face reality. Ou August 1, indeed, Finnish Presidsnt Risto Ryti retired In favour 
of Field Marshal Mannerheim. 

Tlie storm broke in the Balkans on August 20 when two Soviet Armlee drove 
into Rumanian territory and within three days captured SriO places. A week esriier 
PrisM Minister Churchill, in Italy for conaultatioos with — amoog others— Marehal 
Joseph Bros (Tito) of YuogosUvia hsd alluded to the “generous terms'* oflered to 
Rumania by the Soviets. Safe in Bucharest, Antoni^u remained iindauntad; until 
on the evening of August 23 the 22-yesr-old King.Micbael called him to the Palace, 
locked him in tlM vault normally hoosiiig the royal tioatage-atamp collection, and 
aaaerted his own anthority in a radio broadcast demanding peace with the Allies and 
war — for the recovery of Transylvania— egainst Hungary. 

The episode was followed by the formation of a new Government nnder General 
Sanaleaen, former aid-de eamp to thu King, mid Julins Manlu, head of the Peasant 
Party. On August 25 it was announced that the Banateaeu government wee firmly 
In eoolrol of Rumania save for some Urn distrtcU where concentration of Oarmnn 
troops still remained. 
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By Aneiifi 25 Soviet ArmiM had reeched the Dunnbe et Kiliye ; in BcneaTahia 
Him held e 65- mile front oii the Pnit Kivcr. The GaUtt Gap defencea were reached 
•t Teenei; toftether Rumania an<l Soviet for(*ea advanced to within 28 nitlea of 
Tmieylvaiiia; on Aiiuuat 27 Oalati itacrf waa taken; on Aiiuiist 29 the port of 
OwMitanta; oti the SOth .PhwMtl. centre of the fanied oilfield on which Germany hat!

milion in commodiutMi over a six*year period to the Baviot Union. 

Considerable German streo^tli retnatiied in the Balkans. Already the Bovict- 
Rumanian advance toward Hnnftsry was threatening their hoe of retreat; now events 
in Bulgaria Increased the menace. These events wrere confased in the extreme. 
Bulgaria foniid hersetf, for 28 hours, >at war with both the Allies .and the Germans. 
Previously, tlie bad been at war onfly witli ths United Btates and Great Britain, 
not with Russia. Her uiiivirsal bellii^ereooe resnlted from Russia’s airaounceinent 
that aince Bulgaria was eoUakoratiug with Germany by receiving Nazi troops in 
flight from Rumunis, a wtate ol war would exist between Buigsris and the U.B.B.R. 
oe at 7 p.m. on Beptember 5.

On the eoutbern front Allied foreca were hammering at German defencea 
aeroaa the ankle of Italy*a boot, inat above Naplea. Since taen they have amaaM 
the Caaaino line, liberated Rome and advanced through Florence and IMaa nearly to 
the top of the petiinatila* 

The German grip on the Balk.in Peoinatila waa broken* Patriots and Dritieh 
troops liberated all Greece and Albania. Yugoslav, British aud Soviet forces 
recovered Ehitem Yugoelavta, including Belgrade; a long atrip of the DalmaUan 
coaat and moat of the Adriatic iaUnde. 

Throughout the year Soviet blows from the east have kept pace with thoaa 
of the weetern Allies. At the start of 1944 tht eaatern front extended more than 
L\000 miles from the Barents to the Black Sea. 

Below Kiev the Germane had mounted their defences along the Dnieiior 
River where it bends sotith«esst through the rich Ukraine. And anchoring 
the^ front on the Black Sea, the Germans held the great irregular Crimean 
Pentnaula. 

Striking first in the south, then in tha north, and faabioniug traps for thousands 
of Germans by their swift operstions. Bovii*t Armies riddled one enemy defence line 
after another and smashed across Poland and the Oder river to a point only 50 
miles from Berlin. 

While the advancing Armies out Germany off from sourest of mililsry strength 
in the ocvupicd end satellite countries, allied airmen were carrying out the systema- 
tic attrition of the enemy war machine. Early in 1944 they hammered the Luftwaffe 
—in the air and a building. This compelled the OeriDiiite to disperse aircraft 
production to email, uneconomical units which laid an added etrain on hard'pressed 
transportation facilities. Then top priority in the air war was given to the lierroau 
rail net- work and oil production. 


Setbacks for Enemy at Sea 


At sea the Germane siifferrd other setbacks. The Allies’ rapid advance 
throngh France cut the enemy off from bis eabmarioe bsses along the Atlantic and 
Channel coaats. 

Admiral Erneai J. King, Commander-in-chief of the United States Fleet, told 
a prera conference in early Novcmhtr 1944 that German U-bnat ot'eratioiie in 
the Atlantic had been reduced from a menace. When, on November 13, R. A. F. 
lisneastera sank the battleshi|> 1'irpitz in Tremso Fjord in Northern Norway, 
Oermauy’a capital ships were reduced to two— the damaged battleship Gtieiaenau' 
and the onue^ aircraft carrier Graf Zeppelin. Two i^ocket battleships and two 
heavy croiiera, damaged retwaiedly by bomba and torpedoes, were Immobilized In 
the Baltic* 

'Pbua, soon after the start of 1945, with the combined Britiah, American 
and French armies in the west tperbapa the greatest forco of massed mili- 
tary atrength ever aescmbled) and wi*h Uie Soviet armies in the east the Uulted 
Nations began the vtee-ltke squeeze on Germany which could mean only one 
thing— the complete and utter rout of the last t'eatige of German armed rcsietance* 



History of the War in the Far East 

December 1941~Aiigiut 1945 

The mmt which engulfed the world hem in the Far Eaat. The con* 
biistible materisl which blew up in 1931 wss widetpresd. Europe as well as Eastern 
Asia waa Uttered with it. But the ifcnitinf; spark was struck by the prowinc 
friction between resurpent Chinese nationalitm and Japanese militarism in 
Blanchuria. All the world knows, that spark was the «*Mukden Incident.” 

According to the Japanese version, Chinese gnerrillas mined the Japanese 
owned Boutli Manchuria Railway just outside of Mukden about 10 p. m. on 
September 18# 19Ji. The^ intended, the Japanese said, to wreck the express from 
Changchun, which wss due at Mukden at 10-30 p. ro. But the express from 
Changchun reached Mukden in time with ita carriages nndanasged and its passen- 
gers unjolted, and the explosion in itself does not seem to bsve been worth a three 
line paragraph in any newspaper. 

Nevertheless, the Jaiuuicse army in Manchnris bellowed to the world that the 
Chinese had tried to blow up the railway and that Japanese railway guards had 
been attacked as a prelude to a ‘^general asasiilt” against the Japanese forces. The 
Jspsoese put into immediate 0 |ieration their prepared plan for use in case of 
possible hostilities with the Chinese. All Japanese troops in Manchuria and aome 
in Korea were brought into action over the whole area of the South Manchuria 
Railway from Changchun to Fort Arthur. Within a matter of hours after the 
*\Vlukdeii Incident” the Jsoaneae Army was moving wiiii the utmost speed, pre- 
cision and thoroughiicas toward the occupation of the whole of Manchuria. Home 
Jiipaneae units seemed to have left their barracks even before the ''incident**— a 
notalde example of "imiierial premonition.” 

Manchuria was a vast frontier area comprising the three north-eastern 
provinces of the Chinese Republic. All three were Chiiie*(e in population and 
a<lministration. Despite foreign protests (the United States among other countries 
never recognised Japanese rights in Manchuria), the Japanese contiiiiied to overturn 
tne three provinces. It took them less than live months to occupy the chief cities. 
Moat of the Chinese provincial officials lied or went into biding, but the Japanese 
found some (Chinese willing to serve them, and a new regime was set up at Mukden 
with Japanese "advisers.” 

The regime declared the independence of the three provinces under the regency 
of Pu Yi, the last Manchu emperor of China who hail been living as a refugee in 
the Japanese Oonoessiou at Tientsin since his flight from Peking (now Peiping) in 
1025. It adopted the Japanese coined name of "Msnebukuo*' meaning *'stateof the 
Blanchus.*' The Japanese government gave the "Munchukuo*' prompt recognition 
and entered into an "alliance" with it which gave the Japanese Army the right to 
remain in oeoupation of the country. Huperffcially the new state was Chinese, but 
the Japanese "advisers** in ita ministries were responsible to the Japanese 
ambassador, who was also oommaiidsr-in chief of the Japanese occapstioo 
army. , 

Before the new aiate waa a year old, Japaneae and "manchukuoan" forces 
overran and annexed a fourth Chinese province, that of Jehol. They seized the Great 
Wail paaaea for 'Manchukuo*; to keep the Chinese armies at a distance from which 
they could not molest the new regime outside the Well, the Japanese aet op within 
the Wall a demilitarized zone which extended almost to the gates of Peiping and 
Tientsin in 14orth China. Chinese troops were barred from this buffer tone in 
China pre^, and renegade Chinese irregulars in Japanese service made it an area 
of inoarable disorder and lawlessness. 

"Manchukuo" waa thm said to cover an area of 503,143 square milea and to 
have a population of 84,201.000. It waa more than three times the area of Japaneae 
proper and more than twice the area of Japan plus Its previous empire. With the 
enthronement Pu Yi in 1934 as Emperor Kang Teh and the eatahliahment of hit 
capital In Changchun— previously reoanied Bsinking by the Japanese- the stmeture 
of this puppet state, supported by Japanese bayonets# attained approximately ita 
pfcteiit form.

Stimson Ba&bbd Kbcognition op '^Mancbokuo** 

Most of the rest of the world, including the United btstes, Britain and 
Russia, still regards Msnehuria ssoflicially part of the Chinese Itepublic. In bit note 
oi January 7* 1932, the U. H. Secretsry ol 8tste. Henry L. Htimson ( now becretsry 
of Wsr|, conimitted the United btslee to the policy of refitting to recognise any situs* 
tioD, treaty or sgreemsot” brought about by means contrary to the Kellogg Fact 
against war, s stronger stand than any power other than the United btalee wee 
prc}»arcd to teke at the time, and s stand which bss never been modified. 

'ibe sggreiMion of 1931 seemed to be successful. It constituted a precedent 
which wbs duly noted in Japan* and that precedent launched Japanese militarism on 
the carter of treaty-breaking, violence and undeclared warn which brought it finally to 
the attack on Pearl Harbour and open warfare on the United States and Britain. 
With each new aggreasion, its appetite grew. Japancec miliianam neised the whole 
of the weaterii I acilic and Manchuria to the islands north of Australia, and its proje- 
cted * new order** embraced Far East lands which hold half the world s population. 

llie Manchuria precedent was duly noted ciscwheic. It ignited a train of other 
undeclared wars which swept, by way ot Kthiopia and bpsin, into the hi ait of 
Europe ; aud the world’s wars blencled into the global war in which the aggressive 
fiower, headed by Germany and Japan, were locktd with the United Nations, led by 
America, Britain, Huasia and China, in a titanic struggle. 

Jn the spring of 1935, Japsiieae army olticcra in North Chins were glowing rest- 
less, and a series of di mandt on Chinese provincial authorities threateiud '’the divorce 
of North China from Naiiking.** For two years the Japanese pushed that "antonowiy 
movement'* in the North, and the inevitable breaking point came when Japanese 
troops of the Peiping legatiou garrison exchanged shots with Chinese troops at the 
Marco Polo Bridge, 12 miles from Peiping, on the night of July 7, 1937. 

For the next three weeks Ja| aneae reinforeCDunts poured into North China 
from *'Manchukiio*’ and Japan. Once or twice U.erc seemed to i>e a pro|>est of com* 
promise, but Chinese feeling was running high, and any hope of compromise ended 
on July 2b when the Japanese army o|)ctieda large-scale offensive agsinst Peiping, 
fiix months later Japanese occup&tion of China's five nothern provinces was isirly 
complete. However, resistance by Chinese guerrilla forces never cessed. 

Mrsnwbiie, Peiping’s occupation had the effect of enlisting every Chinese military 
leader under the direct orders of the central command in Nanking, where General- 
issimo Cbiaiig Kai-shik was inslaiing, "there is no looking hackwaid, we must fight 
to the bitter end.” To break the growing strength and unity of Nanking, the 
Japanese attacked the main aourcc of its military and economic strength, the great 
international centre of bhangbai ; snd wbst l>fgsn sa a local war in the north be- 
came war on sn all-Chins seals. 

lighting broke out in bhsughsi on August 13, 1937. and the three months of 
its duration coat the Japanese their hcavisat losses since the Russo-Japanese war. 
Errstic bombing by Chinese planes trying to hit Uis Ja| snose flagship Jdzumo in the 
river esused heavy caaualtiea to ctviliana ashore. An unidentified shell hit the Ameri- 
can flagship Augusts, and Japanese planes wounded the British Ambassador to Chins* 
Once &s Cbincas ware forced out of tbebhsnghsi area, the Js|)sitese advanced on 
Nanking with relative eaae. Ibeir extibfrsiit iiaval airmen lioittbcd the British gunboat 
Ladylnrd in the Ysngtxe and two British etesipers filirct with Chinese civilian refugees* 
They sank tlis Aarerksn gnubost Fanay snd destroyed or breached tbres btsndsrd 
Oil tankers.

The Japaneae now abandoned hope of coming to terma ailh the Cbincfe gorera* 
meat and undertook the arobiiloua teak of converting China to a larger **klanchuknii.** 
Few educated Cliineae would collaborate with them, but with aueh local traltora aa 
they could enlfat. the Japanese act tin two carpetbag admiiiiatraliona, a **pruviaioiial 
government of China** in Peiping and a **reforuied government* in Nanking^nttaebiiig 
the two **govornmeiita* looaely to each other by meana of a coordinating committee. 

llie Jaimtieee continued to move doern the Cbineae eoeate and along the rail* 
waya of the interior, until by October 19H8 all of China's mala |H»rta. its aix largcat 
cities (Peiping, Tientain. Shanghai, Nanking, Cun ton and Hankow.) 8U or 90 percent 
of iia railway network and by far the greater part of ita indnatrial ]4ant were 
ill Japaneae hands. In any tightly woven and highly Indnatrial iaed European 
cmiiitry, a dianatcr so imiueaaurable would have meant the end of all eftVetive 
reaiatance. But in a huge, loose, amorphous country like China the Government 
could retire into the deep interior, confident that it could outlast the Japaneae 
in any test of national endurance. 

PUEPARED FOR LONO WlR 

Clilaiig Kai*ahck*s govern ment at Chungking now faced the prospect of yesrs 
of resistance, ready if iiecesHary to rely on its own strength but with the hofw tbat 
some day the deepening crisis tn Euroiie would be resolved, and the democracies of 
the West would again be free to turn their attention to the Far Ksat. 'ihuugh 
preoccupied at the moment by the Spanish war and Hitler's seizure of Austria, 
(ireat Britain bad large interests in the Far ItAst and a stake in China almost sis 
times as great as the United States. American trade with China waa larger tbnii 
HiitainV, but Britain had much the larger banking, shipping and real estate inte- 
rests. Morcovrr, the long history of educational aod missionary activity had made 
the traditional United States attitude toward China one of aympathy and 
friendship. 

At the moment the United States and Japan were engaged in naval ezpsnaioii 
and Britain was building its Urge bingspore nsval base. Japan bad killed the 
naval treaties of 1922 mid 19J0, ^nd all naval limiintions in the Pacific lapsed on 
December 31, 1936. starting in 193V, Jut an underbH'k the five year plan of naval 
construction known ss the “third replenishment programme ’ tnd in January 1937 
the United btates Navy began building two reiductnient battlesbipa, the first battle- 
ship coiistriiciiou undertaken by the United i^tates since the WashrsgiOD naval 
treaty of 1932. 

The limitation on new naval bases and fortifications bad also lapsed in 193G. 
Britain strengthened the fortificationa of Hong Kong, and openid the bioptcre 
base in February PJilS giving tbe British Navy a Far Fastern diydock rapable of 
accommodating the largest batilcshipa. Incidi ntally. Japan cuuld hardly have 
failed to note the iire^ence of an American naval »quudrnii at the opening rerrmony. 
*J'he British had already held land sea and air manoeuvres at Hong Koiig, and 
they now made similar tests at Singapore. At the same time, the U. b. Navy, 
engaged in extensive manoeuvres in tbe Pacific, reaching from ihe Aleutiana through 
Midway Island to Samoa. ... ... 

The war in Europe gave Japan another of tl.e opportunities which she bsa 
traditionally eiploited to the full. Tbe Japanese Army bad steadily pressed tta 
campaign to reduce the whole of Chiua to a poaition of atibserviioce; aud by 
December 1938 Prince Fumiiiarn Koooye was asserting Japan's deierminatioo ^to 
proceed with the work of eaublishiiig a new order in East Asia.” 

Bogged down deep in tlie Chinese hinterland, it waa not difficult for the 
Jaimneae uiliUriste to point to tbe immense resources of rubber, oil and tin wbk*h 
awaited a new conqueror in the South Seaa.

md five daya later, Germany, Italy and Jaimn rigoed a pact of military allianee in 
Berlin, obvionaly aimed at tlia United Btatca. 

The United Statet reacted aith a> vigor which waa fell in tha Atlantic wall 
aa in tha Paeifi'*. In tha Atiaotla American aid to Brilatii was quickened for tha 
peat revealed bow fundamentally American aurvival waa bonnd up with ilie aiirvival 
of Iliiuin. Tlie convenion of American indkiatry to war prodticiioii wat then 
getting nnderway, and the pact became port of tiia Imck^ground of Prcaident 
Koi>aevalt*a ‘‘aracnal of demot^racy** apcecQ on l>eceDiber SAl, which called for 
the fullaat national effort to kiaura a Bmiah victory.

In the Pacific, inatead of forcing an American retreat, tho net reeiiit of the 
pact* waa to revene tha retreat which waa already in progreta. The ex))ort of 
American aerap, ao important to the Japaneaa ateel induatry, waa embargoed from 
July 20. A loan af 8 25,000,000 waa advanced to China. American forc«*a in N a wall 
were reinforceeb and the U. S. rotate l^epartmant advived Amertraiia in Japaneaa- 
con trolled u!Xfiloriec to go home. Britain re-opened the Burma Ruad into China. 
Haaaia made it clear Uiat jha had no intantioti of ceaaing her aid to China,, and 
the effect on Japan waa Iba long-dafetrad abandonment of her hope of peace with 
Chlang Eai-alici. On November 80 aha gave formal recognition to tha Jopanaia* 
controlled govatnmeat at Nanking and ooncrlnded a '^pcnca treaty** with it which 
neither aide could enforce. Tha United StaUa replied by granting a fnrtber eredit 
of 8 1(X),OO0 jOOU to Chiaiig Kat-thekf and the Briticb advanced 10jDUO,000 poonda 
atarling. 

By the apring of 1941 Ruaaia waa approaching her gigantic ahowdown with 
Germany, and ou April 18 Euaaia and Japan atgned a nentrality poet which in 
cfieci provided a five year truce along the bordera of Manchuria and Outer Mongo- 
lia. Japan*# line of least reaiataoca woe still Indo-Obioa. In May the had gniiiad 
a virtual monop^y of Indo-China's ebiaf products and bar banes gave her atiHtary 
control over the nortbern part. She theu dcmandHi eomplata eontrol, and on June 
26 Vichy aigued a miltla^ agreement which purported to provide for a ioint dafanea 
of the colony but in reality left Japan auprenie. 

The United Statea waa atill eecking to avoid war in the Far Ehat and eoavar- 
oatioui between the two governmante bad begun In Waabington ia March. They 
continued into the autumn, but no offer woe aver made by Japan to return tha 
territorica bar tucecaaiva aggrcaiioua had brought her, and Ameriean policy on tba 
•ubject of tggramion bad been uumlatakably clear aver ainee tba Jai^naaa eeisura 
of Manchuria in 19:11. Aa iba oonveraatlona dragged on with neither result nor 
hope of raault, the United Slutee showed a growing incllDation to gat a bit tough. 
Tba lend-leaaa bill of March 11 had provided aid for China aa wall aa for Britain.

But the new goremment needed time to prepare for military action, and a 
special envoy, one Baburo Kurusu, wae dispatched to WaobingtOD to spin out the 
moribnnd negotiatioae e few weeks longer. Knmeu and Admiral Kiebisaburo 
Nomnia, Japaiteee Ambassador, presented their nropoeale in Washington on Novem- 
ber 20. This fresh set of propossls celled for the United Btate to enpply as mneh 
oil as Japan might require, sospeneion of freesing measures, and diseontinoance by 
the United Btates of aid to China. It contained a provision that Japan wonld shift her 
armed foroce from eoutbern liido«Gbiiia to northern Indo-China but jdecing no limit 
on the number of armed forces which Japan might sent to Indo-C^iiia and making no 
provision for withdrawal of auch forces until after either the restoration of peace 
between Japan and China or tbe establishment of an ^ equitable*' peace in the PaelOo 
area, it contained no provision for reversion by Japan to peaceful couraea and while 
there were etipulatione egainet furtlier exieneion of Japan's armed fores into sonth- 
eeelem Asia and the eoutbern Paci6e (except Indo-Gbina), there were no provieions 
which would have prevented continued or freeh Japanese aggreeeive aetivitiee in any 
of the regions of Asia Ijiiug to ibe north of ludo-China— for example, China and the 
boviet union* 

Tbe propoeals of November 20 demoneirated that Japan was attempting to 
manoeuvre the United Btetee into some sort of agreement of very limited scope which 
would in fact serve no besie purposes except those of Japan. New developments at 
thia eUge lay on the military rather than tbe political plane. Japan was reinforcing 
her estimated 40,000 troope in ludo-Cbiua with 50,UUU fresh troops. Canadian rsin- 
forcemente had already hem dispatched to Hong Kong and Briuiu promised imme- 
diate support if tbe United Btates became involved in war with Japan. 

Japanese insistence on an immediate reply to their proposals brought back the 
dieonseiou to the American propoeals of November, 26. 

TlieBe propoeaie envisaged a general settlement covering the whole of the PeeiAe, 
based on the principles of non-eggreseion. equality of opportunity and intemaiioual 
ew-operatiott. They proposed a non-aggressiou pact to include all ibe PaciAo Sutee. 
a general rennnciatiou of the privileged position of foreign powers in China, and In 
particttlar the abolition of the rights obtained by tbe Boxer Protocol of 1901. They 
ofleicd Japan a favourable trade agreemeat and currency stabilteikm. In fcium they 
aapnlated a geiibral recognition of the integrity of Indo-China, Japanese witbdrawM 
both from Indo-Obina and from China proper, end joint recognitmn of Chteg Kai- 
eM*a government in terms which made it clear that Japan mnel abandon her puppet 
govemBianl at Nanking.

Bhe had then 
Toluoed the forne of diplomacy to complete emptincaa, praparato^ to diecarding 
them altogether. Aa a laat resort, on the afternoon of ueoember o, the Preaident 
despatched a peraoiial letter to the Japaneae Emperor in which he atrcaaed the danfter 
which had arieen from Japan's moves in lodo-Chtna and aspressad the hope that 
throngh the Emperor peace might be pseserved. 

Attack on Pearl Harbour 

At 7-55 o'clock, Honolulu time, on the morning of Sunday, December 7, the 
imt-tip powpr of Japanese expansionism burst with explosive force on the IT. S. 
Navy's niid-racific baseatrcarl Harbour, Twohotira later an nitderlmg from the 
Japanese Foreign Office in Tokyo handed the American ambassador a declaration of 
war, and tho next day in Washington the U. S. Congress declared war on Ja|>an by 
a vote of 3:i8 to 1 in the lower House and 88 to 0 in tho Senate. 

Five minutes before Japanese bombs begin falling on Pearl Harbour the State 
Department in Washington received a call from the Japaneae Embsasy asking that 
the then Secretary of State Cordell Hull meet with Nomura and Kurusu. After Ihe 
Jepaaese attack had already begun, the envoys walked into the Secretary*! office sad 
handed him a reply rejectiag his note of November 26. 

After reeding the reply the Secretary turned to the two Japanese and in quiet, 
cold fury said : *T mast asy that in all my conversations with yon during tba last 
nine montba 1 have never uttered one word of untruth. Thin is borne out sbsolutely 
by the record. In all my 50 years of public service I bsve never seen a document that 
waa more crowded with infamous falsehoods and diatortiona on a scale so huge that 
1 never imegined, until today, that any governmeut on tbia planet wee eapableof 
uttering them.” 

Alter the shock of that surprise attack by Japanese nival planes on tha big 
Pearl Harbour base, the exchange of declarationa of war which followed between 
Japan*! allies, Germany and Italy, on the one band, and tba United States on tba 
otherj^seemed almost anti-cliihitic. 

Tba war waa uow truly global. Every ma]or power in the world had been drawn 
into it. 

The strongeet naval force facing Japan waa the U. 6. Pacific fleet baaed at Pearl 
Harbour, Hawaii, before the outbreak of tba war in the Pacific. The great Pearl 
Harbour base was the ceutrsl bastion of the whole American defence acneme in tibe 
Pacific but the war io the Atlantic had •made anch demands on the U. S. Navy that 
the Paeific fleet was no longer s match for the main Japanese battle fleet. 

Six thousand miles to the west of Pmrl Harbour tbo great British naval base 
at Singapore waa built to serve ea tha main bastion of the British defenee sebeme in 
the Far J^t. The Singapore base lacked only the powerful fleet for which it was 
intended. The British Navy was so over-etimined in Enropeen waters that it was able 
to spars but two capital ahipa for the Far East Those two ships did not reach Sings* 
pore until December 2, 1941. 

Prompt American reiuforoemeoi of tha British foreaa at Singapore would, how- 
ever, have placed a strong Allied fleet athwart tba mahi channel of Japaneae expan- 
sion. To prevent anch a jnnotioo of foreaa by two major anemiea, tha Japanese Navy 
opened the war in the Paciftc by striking at the American fleet, which was lying at 
its moorings in Pearl Hnrbonr. In their aurpriae raid of December 7 Japaneae 
earria^boma planes sank or seriously crippled eight old American battlaabipa. They 
also damaged amaller ehips, pUoce and miora inatallatloiii, canaing a loss of about 

a 000 llTca. In the noise and the rolling ambka of the blaekaat day In tha hialoty 
! the Uoitad States Navy, the atraagtb of tha Padfio fleet waa ledaocd from abont 
60 pecoeot to abont 20 or SO percent of the Japaneae battle ataengh,

Bingopore woe wholly unprepered to ploy the role of o lend boie, which the 
loee of ite protectire eeo power neceeeitoted. Itw defences pointed seoworde Its lend 
opprooeheo. coneieting of 400 Msloyon Jungle, hod been ignored but now hod 
hurriedly to be mode defenoible. Tnle woe on entirely new problem, ond neither 
Moloyo nor Bingopore eommondcd the rcenurcee, the iraoginotire leoderobip nor tbe 
uoItTe loyoItT necemorT to ite ootntion. The Joponeee odronce down tbe pennieiilo 
woe deieyed but never bolted, ond Bingopore fell on Febrtiory 15. 

By Jennory the Joponeee hod built np o etrong hose in Thollond, ond on 
Jonnory 15 tiiey tamed north into Bnrmo with the double objective of protecting 
the rmr of tlieir odvonce on Singapore ond of completing the encirclement of Chino 
by cutting the Burmo Hood. Agoin they were deloyed from time to time but never 
holt^ They oeoupied Rangoon, the port of entry to t!ie Burma Rood, on March 
10, ond the Bnrmo Rood terminus of Lsshio on April 28. That woo the end of 
the elender supply line which fed Ohiho'e resiotonce.

At the same time the oUier arm of the 
pineec movement descended on Timor and Bali, bringing the Japanese down to 
witUn a mile of the eastern end of Java; The last Allied citadel In the Indies was 
tlmn effesiiveljF ieolated, Ita Dutch. AmcHcan, British snd Anstralian defenders 
began their final tea and air battle for Javo on the afternoon of Febrnary 27,.

Three Japanese columns totalling 80 nhtpe were nichted some 700 milee off Midway 
on June 3. jliey closed in to a distance of 150 miles and exchanged air attacks 
with Midway forces. They turned awa^ without pressing home their attack, and 
for two days they fled at top opeed, while the carrier-borne planes of the V. H. 
Pacific fieet gave them a savage hammering, sinking lour carriers, two heavy cniisers 
and Ihies destroyers. Ibe Pacific fleet lost one carrier and a destroyer in the 
ssme battle. 

These ahr attacks constituted the important battle of Midway. And at the 
same time Japanese forces were asising Alin and Ktska Islands in the bleak 
Aleutian in the north, but to sbort advantage : ^both were recovered a year later 
and were aubsequenlly used as eficctive bsaes for American oppositions.

At dawn on August 7. 1942, surprise Amerioso laodiiigs seised both Tnlagi 
snd the Guadalcanal airfield.

By the middle of November 
the Japanese were bringing down ranforoeineots for what they intended to be a 
fourth attack io overwhelming strength.

The Pearl Harbour raid had bmu launched 
from the JaMeae baaea in the Hacahall laianda, and theae baaea were haarlly raided 
on January 31. The bomber rouie from Japan to the Marahalla ran Tia Mareua and 
Wake lalanda, and both tbeae pointa were hammered. Wake on Febrnarj 24 and 
Mareua on March 4. Military targata in Tokyo Itaelf and three other Japaneae eitiea 
were bombed in the daring Aaterican raid of April 18. 

But moat of theae hard hitting raida had to be fitted in aa time permitted. The 
main, though unapeetacular* taak of thoae early daya waa that of building Into the 
Allied etmetura a line of ialand baaea runniug aoutb and weal from Pearl Harbour 
to New Zealand aod Auetralia. Thit work waa unlike anything known in the 
Encopean war. 

Sinoe the diffieulllea of eopply made it Impoeaible to hold Jarat the duty of pinning 
down Jim'a aonthward ezpanaloo fell to the Allied commands in Auatralia and 
New Zmand. In addition, both these dominions had to be built up for the eteutual 
Allied eounler offensive. 

American troops began reaching Anstralia in March 1942. At the same time 
General Douglas Mm Arthur arrived In Auatralia and aaanmed command in the 
Southwaat Pacific. Baeauaa he same direct from the heroic defence of Bateau his 
aniTal did much to dimipate Auetralia'a defensive mentality. It may wdl have been 
hie inektenoe on n vigorously offensive dekoaive which saved Port Moreeby in New 
Oninea for tha valuaole role it wae later to plae at an Allied advance bate. A little 
later the firet American marinea and the nrat Allied commander, an American 
admiral# reaohad New Zealand. In June 1942 thia new base took ita place in the 
•eheme of overall Allied strategy.

Having aaeured a bate in Guadalcanal in the Bolomona, the Americana la 
Septambar, 1943, advaneed another stage toward Babaul by acising the Japaneae air- 
field at Munda in the central Solomone, while the Auatraliana on New Guinea moved 
up to wrest the important Lae-Salamaua area from the Japancee. In November, the 
Americana moved cloaar to Babaul by securing a baae on Bougainvilla Island in the 
nor^weatem Bolomona, while on New Guinea the Anatraliana moved op to attack 
Fiuacbhafan. 

At the aame tima# American marinas in epic battles ovaraama stubborn Japaneae 
pppoaition on Tarawa and Makin lalanda in the Gilbert group, 1,500 miles east of 
lubaol. thus rolling back the whole eoutheest comer of Japeoeee ezpaneioo. In 
December the Americans were landing on New Britain Itself, eeising bases at ita 
weatern aztremity which enabled them to throat in a salient between Babaul and the 
Japanese base at Madang on New Oninea. 

In this matbodical laoletion of Babaul, the Allies were training an army of 
vaterana to moteh thoae whom Japan had snbarited from her yaara of warfare in 
Ohiwa. The fronla on which these forces were to cooiribule to the **nnremi(tiog 
piSMure by sen, land and nir" which was to bring Japnn to nnoonditional aurrender, 
were decidw upon at the Cairo conference of November 22 to 28. There in £^ypt 
the late Preaideot Boosevelt, ez-Prime Minister Cbufebill and Generaliaeimo Ghiaog 
K^-sh^ mat •• the maSor membere of the coalition against Japan.

Kzactly tliree weeks after the Potsdsm Ultimatum, *'Hiirrender or lie destroyed**, 
and ten days after the firat atom bomb wsa dropped on iliroshiiiia and seven daya 
alter Kumia'a entry into the war in the Esst, .1a|iaii acknoa Icdgid defeat and agreed 
to uacondilioiially aurrender. *rhe newa that Japan siii rendered waa ainiiiltan«*ously 
aiiiiouiiccd in l^iidon and Washington by Piinic Minister Alllie anil President 
Truman at b tSO hours (1. B. T. ) on August 15. Ja|wii signed the i‘Oiiiplele Hiirreitder 
Ifucument near Tokyo Bay on September 2, 1915. 


lndia*8 Contribution to the two Wars 

In men, Money and Materials 

1ndia*a strategic position bss played a large part in her coiitriliuliun to the 
Allied war etTort. 

India is the spring-board for the Itlieralioii of Burma and the supply liaaa 
from which British, Indian and American forces, in co-operation with their Chineaa 
ally, can strike at Japan from the west. 

India’s position to the east of the Persian Gulf enabled her to play an im* 
portant i»art in sending Allied supiiliea to the Soviet Union. 

India joined with Ceyloo and Australia, on the one aide, and with East and 
South Afiica on the other in helping to maintain Allied s(?a power in ihe Indian 
Ocean— a control which isoUud Germany from Japan. 

The pre-war strength of the Indian Army was Tmlay the Army 

numbers over 2,00U.0U) all of whom are volunteers. Urcruits come from every 
corner of tbe country and the average rate of recruitment has been fjO.MiO to OTl/lQU 
a month. Tbe recriiitnierit rate, however, dropped during the :5tb year of the war, 
the monthly intake for technical and iroii-lechoical fx-rsonnel being 7,785 and 27,8i<J 
respectively. 

Recruitment to the officer class, both King’s Commissioned Officers and V.C.O’a 
baa increased proportion stely. 'Ihe Indian Military Academy, which before the war 
accommodated about 2C0 cadets, has been enlarged to take (i()U, while other Officer 
Xratning Bchoola have been 0 |)ened. Compared to 4fX) Indian Officers at ibe outbreak 
of tbe war, there are now more than WJA) Indian Commissioned a>'d King's 
Comrotaaioned Officers. At present among tbe King’s Commiasioned Officets one 
out of six is an Indian. 

’Jlie nercentages of Indiana amongst the Officers recruited to the three Bervicea 
since tbe oeginning of the war arc as follows : Royal Indian Navy 45 fier cent., 
Indian Army 47.5 per cent,, and Royal Indian Air Force lOU fwr cent. 

The pre war Indian Army waa armed and organised mainly for internal 
security and frontier defence. 'J be general reserve, or Field Army, consisted of 
ooly Uarea brigadra. 'ibe need for meebaoiaation was realised, but the necessary 
equipment could not be obtained from the D. K. ludia*s military problem has, 
tamfore, been to expand her lorcea and ni tbe same tima to revolutionise tbeir 
traiiiuig.

Technical Traiuiiif; Oentrea for Ordnance and M.T. Artificers hare been in- 
anitnrated. There are aleo achoole lor engineere, eignallere« supply and transport 
technicians i^iid others. Many recruits have to be given a general education before 
they can learn to handle complicated modern weapons and equipment Lstrse 
schools have now lieen opened for training boys so that when they reach Army 
age they can join up as fully qiialitied technicians. 

Indian Armocbrd i?oitp^ 

In 19ii7 the mecbaiii/Aiioti of the Indian Cavalry began and at the outbreak of 
the present war tbia waa greatly accelerated until finally In March 1114 1« the last 
''horsed** regiment disappeared and in 1942 the old Indian Cavalry became known 
as the Indian Armjiired Corps. 

During :thc early part of the present war one Basic Training Centre and 
two Trade Training Centres were estshlishid in place ol the original I'raiuing 
Centres— fur the Armoured Car Keginifnts and fur the Tank Kegimeuts. 

ihiriiig j0i:i-44 Indian Arnioitred Cor|ia* tnnk brigades equipped with the most 
modern srnunired figliting vehicles were in action on the Butma Front. From 
April to July, squadrons of the 7ih Cavalry were in continiions action in clearing 
the Japs from the Imphid plain. The regiment's tanks were the first to break 
through the Jap ixxiitions. As retoniiaissance regiments prolong the enemv's 
defence and returning with vital infotmation the l.A.C. has played a valuable part 
ill the Italian cHiiipaigti. 

The outbreak of the present war made it necessary to strengthen the Jiidisii 
Artillery and it has tiiidcrgonc great expansion and development, which hss brought 
it to front rank of the combatant corps. The Indian Artillery now has its own 
Mountain. Field, Midium, Heavy A.A., Light A.A., Anti-Tank, Mortart Purvey. 
Coast and Searchlight Haltcrics. 'ioday all personnel ot the Indian Artillery, except 
lor some British tUticersand N.C.o. tnstrihtOTs, are Indians and are enlisted from 
Sikhs, Mmharstfas, Ahirs and all Ihinjsbi Muslims besides the classes enlisted 
lu IlKiri. 

I. K. M. K. 

Ill the present war its giiiiiiers have bc«n in action and have inllicted heavy 
loascs on the enemy in North Africa, Hiiriua, Sicily and Italy. 

The <\)rps d Indian Llecirical and Mechanical Engineers is the youngest 
Cor|»s ill the Indian Army. It was formed on May 1, 1943. Its pseseut strength 
stands at over I'.fiCK) |H'r cent, of ita pre-war levcL it emoodies atqYOximately LbUC) 
otik'ers and 80,UH.i other ranks with some 'JU.IXK) civilian crafisiiisn of all trades. 
'J'he Ihxir spai*e oi*cupied by the Corps static workshops now nears five million 
square feet. 

The Oor|)S* chief fiuiction is the repair and recovery of all the technical 
equipment of the Indian Army, such as tanks, vehicks, guns, wireless sett, 
instruments, small arms, sesrchUgiits and refrigerators. sH ot which have to be 
mainUined in Uie highcat |toasib1e state of etl'icieiicy. i<uch a restHUieibility calls for 
etiicieiit tecbnictane, rx|wrt suiwrvisioti and weU-eqiiip|>ed workshovw. 

To deal with the compifeated nature of the many varied tyt>es of fquipment a 
itafT of over ^U),0CK) techniciaiia is required, comprising no fewer tbsn 43 different 
trades. Three Cor)>a Kecriiit Training Centres have been esiabksbed to cope with 
l,lOu new craftsmen a month. Supervision is carried iout by British and Indian 
technical officers known ns Electrical and Mechanical Engineers, British Warrant 
and Non-Commissioned Officers, Indisu Armament Artificers snd Viceroy's Com- 
missioned Officers promoted from among Indian Xon-Commiseioued Ofiicera and 
Crafumen. 

llie I.E.M.K. have taken or are taking part in campaigua in Africa, Italy and 
Honth-Kast Asia. Through the Bnrma jungle from the Arakan in Kohima, the men 
Of I.K.M.K. carried ont many oulsUodtug feate of recovery, local repair and impro- 
viaatlon without proper toola and oflea within sight of the enemy.

Indian Other Rattka are oi»cratiii}! and maintain itit; UKiny the moat modern 
and comfdiraled ty|H.n of equipiueiit. \Vben oceaaion aroae ai);nalmen have alao 
fought. Men of an Indian diviaioual aignala gallantly defended their diviHioiial 
beadquartera a^rainai aiiaeka by iiie Jafiaiieie aomenhere in Burma. 

i*aratToo}» Baltaliona have ht«eii raiaed and Indian and (liirkha troo)>a aro 
ahowing theioMeleea nell aiiiieti for the aervice. '1‘ogetlier with a battalion of Ute 
Fifth Mahratta light Infantry* two compaitiea of the ^^late forvea and Briiiah and 
ludtaii gufinera, men of Indian parachutea formation deiiieil the plain of Imphal for 
•is daya to tlie oncoming .lapa and thua won a valuable reapite in which the 
relieving Fifth Indian I)iviau»ii could be llown in from Imphal. The parachutea 
have hoeti made in India from liuliait atik.

The Indian Army Ikeiiiuiiiit Depart* 
ment Ima brought over (ii'.(i()0 aitimala in India for active aerviee in thia war. 
Eateiiaive horae and mule hrecdtiig ia encouraged by the Army and every three out 
of every five animala at preaoiit aerviiig the I4(li army are Indian iiretl. 

qiie Indian Army Medical waa formed in 1043 by amalgamating all 

hranchea of the Indian Military Medical sServicea* the Indian Midical r^ervicca. the 
Indian Medical Department and the Indian HoapiUl I'orpa. By the middle of 1043 
more than 300 major field Medical iliiiu had been raiaetl in India. 3 hey are fun 
ctioiiliig wherever Indian Army uiiila are aerving. Imrge hoepitale have been built 
and ataffed, and many new medical training achoola have been opened. Women 
doctors are now recruitt^d. with full liability for service in and out of India. The 
Army Nnraing ServicTe has been raised for work with the new medical uiiila and 
hoapitals. By 1044 the itictdeiice of malaria was reduced among troops in Assam by 
at least fiO |ier cent. 

Every month 200,000 tons of stores passthrough liidtan Army Drdnaiice CVirim 
depots located all over India. They are made up of 300,000 items ss compared with 
40,000 before the war. Field ac.tivt tics of the Oorps have developed with the fiuther 
supply of field imrks, which sre in fact small ordnance depots on wheels, mobile 
cinemas and mobile laundries. 

Indian (ifinkiiai. t:<icitvK:i: Coups 

bpeakiiig 13 diflercnl languages and hundreds of dialects nearly riri.fXD coinba- 
tanU and non -coin batants of the Indian General Service Corps sre today serving in 
all theatres of war. They serve over 2,000 units and formatioiis. Mure than 1,G0(J 
of them are prisoners of war. 3'he Corps was formed In Vd30 to provide a reservoir 
of men ready to tackle the many and varied jobs of modern war, not falling within 
the sphere of specislist corps. 

Many wartime units grew up under the aegis of the I.fi.S (7. e.g., Indian 
Observer Corns, Cosht Defence Battalion, Oarriaon Companies, Intelligence Corps 
and Censor Units ; in the raising of these units 11,(XX) men were trsined and |ier- 
manenily transferred away from the i.G.S.C. 

Women’s Acximaky Cokps (India) 

A Women's Auxiliary Corps niimbertiig over ]0,(X)D, of whom more thau 1,fNX) 
are officers, had lieen formed to release soldiers sod teclinicisiis for more active duly. 
They work as swiU;hboard operators, win less operators. < lerks, dispensers in liospitalsi 
etc. The ofliccrs also replace staff officers in the large In adqnnrtcrs. A tisvii) wDig 
of the .W.A.C. (1) has liecii formed lor duties with the Boysl Indmti Navy.

11ie4th Indian lliriaioii haa had an np-paraltcled record. Tt formed part of 
WafelPa small army in 1910 ; played a prominent pMt in the Abyaainian ttampaii^n ; 
returned to the defence uf the Kpyptian frontier against Uommel ; naw hnrd fi^htini; 
in Syria ; took part ill (r* M*Tal Aiichinieck'a 1941 olfeiiHive ; lield Beii»;basi when 
Rommel struck back from Kt A^heiU, and during the li;;htiii|; withdrawal acveral 
timea repulsed su|ierior enciny forces. At K1 Alameiii it attacked on the Ruweiaat 
Kidf^e, hel|i«d pursue Rommel to the March lane and fnreeil the Halfaya Pass on 
March 15. 1943. in 1911 it was ii'^litinfi; with the Ki^htli Army in Italy. Indian 
troops form a lar^e part of tlie 9th and 10th Armies at present stationed in Persia 
and Iraq.

Royal Indian Navy 


'llie Royal Indian Navy is now more than *i0 iiinia at hi|r aa it waw at the 
outbreak of the war. The Servien has been irreatly eximiided in personnel, ships and 
training cMiahlishments. The |)eraoniiet has increased from 1,200 olKcers and men at 
the time of the outbreak of war to nearly 30.UU0 by the b«*Kinnini; of 1944. 

During: 1943*44 well over 1,7.)0,(>J0 miles were steamed by His Majcety'a Indian 
ships of all classes. Kscort duties on the coastal and ocean |>aasa|i;ca accounted for 
Ihe lart^eat share, keopint; Indian waraliiimat sen 85 iicr cent of their time. 

Two major naval b.^ises have been built and three intiior baaes 6tted with the 
needa of a modem naval base. The Uoyal Indian Navy's Dockyard at Bombay refits 
vcaaala, makes repaira, builds flii^ht craft and carries out the depausaiiife and armini; 
of merchant sbii«. Indian shipyards have contributed several new warahiiisto 


With the movement eastwards nt the naval centre of fi^raviiy, heavier responsibi- 
lities were cast on Indian warnhipa helping to escort merchant ships writh reinforce- 
ments and G<iuipment. It is estimated that there are 2.U(X).U)U Urns of merchant 
ahippiuu in the Indian Ocean at any piven moment; and Ilia Majesty's Indian ships 
played their part in proieciing this vital tradie. 

Indian warships have Ukeii part in actiona a^caiiiat enemy submarinee, while at 
the approachea to onr juirts Indian miiie8wce|N:rs have laboiiretl coiHitaiiUy to keep 
channels clear for shipping; Kaiii'int; far down the Burma coast the little ahipa of 
the R.I.N. Arakan Coastal Forces haraesed the enemy's sea flank and aaaiated the 
advance of our land forces. They destroyed Japanese craft carrying Iroopa and bom- 
barded shore positions. T /I

Within a few years, the Indian Air Force (which has now designated the Ko>al 
Indian Air Force) haa riHcn from a atrength of 2(X) to27.('iiit. 

Begiiiuing this war with only one loll ^^i|nudron, the R.I.A.F. mov haa more 
than 10, ail of which have aecti active service agaiio^t the .lapaiicsc, hiuI some hava 
aJao been on ot»erati/>nH again ill tliH Norih-West. Frouiicr. Maiiil) roiif^tiiiitcd aa 
'Fighter Rccoiifiaiaaance*’ Squadrons, they have proved themselves to he soiiie of the 
hiiest in action. Their deeds have done niiich to cohaiue their hiuh reputation. 
Many R. I. A. F. personnel have received ilecorations and awards, inclnding a H.Kt)., 
a IXV.C. and bar, eight other ll.F.Os. and one A F,C. in addition to their normal 
"Fighter Recce" diitiea. U.A.P\ pilots and aircrew have been engaged in the vital task 
of air supply in Burma. 

Empike Am Trainino Sciiemi: 

The firat batch of traineea from India went to Canada tinder the Empire Air 
Training Scheme in 1943. The I.A P'. by the end of 1943 hart 17 trrbnical and non- 
tec'hnical seboolc. These schools catereo for all trsdts connrcitd with the ] A.P'. 
Heaidft these tfchiiical schools there are P'lying Training IVntrcs. Over 50 iwrcent 
of the inatructon at these centres are Indiana. 'Jhrre is also sn important civil 
aviation training scheme designed initially to turn out 3(X) pilots and L\tXX) ground 
staff a year for two yeari. 

The Indian Air Training Corps 8chcme has licen extended to cover sll the 19 
Indian UniveraitieSf including three I’niversitics in the Indian 8ihIcs. Ftiidenis in 
India have now an opporinnity for preparing and training for a career in the flying 
branch of the Indian Air Force while they are at their regular studies. 

TheCosaUl I lefence Wing of the R.1.A F. hns been expanded and 75 iht cent 
of its personnel is Indian. 8ince its formation in 1910 its pisiiis have flown thou* 
sands of miles escorting the huge supplies of men and maUriala that India is sendiiig 
abroad.

The Pauji Sevadarni or Women Military Welfare Workers coneUte of Indian 
women, mostly wives of eervinit Indian oHicere, who have pMged themselvea to 
eafegnard the welfare of military families. 

While In l9:tU the Indian lied Cross origan isatioii spent Ra. j laklia, in 1943 
they spent Re. 150 lakhe, oii|y ten per cent, of which was epent oo adminiatration. 
TIm reat goes towards purchase of materials. They cater for the tick and wouaM 
In heapitala not only in India but also abroad and our eastern frontier. They 
also sand help to our prisoners of war in enemy hands. 

Thera eia about 400 different items that they supply to hoepitale, oonaiatiag of 
elothing, blaiiketa, aargieal equipment, ward acceaeoriee, hardware, certain food 
eomforta, gamea, mualcal inetniments, wireless sets, atationery, fNN>ka» toilat reqniaitaa 
and many rnfacmlnneoua artielet. 

In 1942, oa behalf of the Indian Comforta Fand (London), Mr. Amery aent 
over 540.000 food peroele to Europe through the internatiouel Red Oioae at Geneva, 
al a total cost of £300,000, which waa paid for entirely by iha Indian Red Onm 
Soeleif. 

On the St. John Ambnlenee Aesoeiation aide, their volnatary and ^ r^i rrl 
nninlng peraonntl have increeeed from under 500 before the war to over 4,000 now.

CM|Uimd the Italian csinp at Nilteiwa 
with thousaiidH of i>ri«ouers, many giuis, lorries and vast quantities of stores.

There followed the great llsiiati disaattr at ,Sidi Herrani. where in I)ercniber, 
1940, over 20,000 liatians cApitiilattil and the fate of Italy's Knipirs was divided.

ill the mesii while the Fifth Indian Diviaioii was sntsrtciiing iin the ItHlisna 
further esst, where an army of 250,Oi4j men was testing the might of India's anna 
at Qallsbat on the Sudan border in November, 19 tu. Early in the New Year the 
Fifth drove the Italiniis from (4allabBt, Gedaief and Unlaiis Bridge and then, with 
the Fourth, continued the pursuit deep into Kriirea. 

Great victories at Bareiitu and Ad Teclcsaii paved the way for our astoiiishiiig 
feat of arms at Keren, where the Italians turned at hay. Here, in some of the 
most ditficttli bill country in the world, handfuls of Indian troops clung desperately 
to the steep, craggy sides of towering peeks and after two weike of hitter struggle 
compelled the Itatiatis to hoist the white llsg. 

The Fifth went on to Asmara, Massawa fell to them and then in May came 
the crowning triumph when the Viceroy of Abyssinia surrendered at Amba Alagl. 
Italy's Afiioan Emigre was now a dream. 

Back again to the Western Desert went the Fourth mud Fifth ludisu Divisiomm 
in June, 1941, to meet a new roeuace^llommers panzere. 

Offensive at El Alasjbin 

I'hosc were days of bitter diseppeuntment, relieved only by the galleutry dis- 
played by iLe Empire'a troot^e. Dudtr ibc command ot Cteucral Aiichinieck onr 
forces coutested desperstely every yard of the (itnuan advance. But we were slowly 
pushed beck to J^rss Miitruh and the friiiis of months of hard camiutigiitng 
seemed loet; Benghazi waa cut off, Tobruk ftll. Well ntiglit Mussolini prepare for 
a trill mphaot entry into Cairo itself. 

But at Ei Aiemeiii in June, 1942, came the turn of the tide. It was the 
Fifth's last scticij before Ifaving for Iraq en route tu India and they eigitalhd it 
by capturing, in a coiintcr-aUaek on the Kuweisat Ridge, no fewer than 2,tJ0U 
prisoners, 'they were relieved by the Fourth, whi se fortune it was to play a great 
part io chasing the Germans right out of Africa. 

At the Maretii 

On October 23, 1942, we passed to the offensive at Kl Alameiit. A few days 
later with a roar from hundreas of guns, the Fourtli liidieii Division's Fifth Hrigsde 
forced its way through the enemy's defences and opened up a way for our armour 
to pass through. The avalanche bad starud, to come to a halt only on tba other 
side of Africa. The man who was rest>otieihle for the German debacle bad only juet 
succeeded General Aucbinleck and later, as Field Marshal Montgowary, was to 
•trike other lusty blows against the Germans in Enrope. 

Rommel's mighty bust wse rolled back out of Egypt, then aeroee Cyrenaica 
and towards Tripolitania. Tba old year died, January and February of 1M3 oarna 
and want and the retreat continued. At tlie Mareth Llae tha enemy deeidad to 
maka a ataud, but his defences crumbled agaiusi the Eighth Army# the Foartih 
Indian Division among them, and he cctreatad etill fartlwr west. 

There followed the Fonrth'a briUlant action in tba Wadi Akarit area, whaca 
Buhedar Lalbahadur Thapa, 2nd Gurkha KtAea, won tha Victoria Croea on tha 
Fntnaean mussty, and tha purauil of tba Germans went on.

111 the lilM'rntioii of Kurope Indian troops have played a worthy part. By 
their exphiila iti the hard- foii;vhi Itebeu campaign, they have proved to ihe world 
thnt the valour of Indian iroupa it ae^'oiid hi noun. They have also shown other 
great qualitieH - aiiility to coutiniie steuUliifttly in action ilt^iie severe wintry condi- 
ttima and cnpoitiiy lo eampaigu for long periods in diilicult mountain country 
cnlltiig for a higis drgree of phyaical endiiratico. 

Thn Italian cumpfiigii brought new huiioiira o three of Indiana most fsmouf 
diviHioiiH— tilt* Fourth, Kighih and 'I'eiilb. High Allird service chiefs, including 
l,ieiit.-(jt{nerai lUaik Clarl^ have praUtfd the Indiana mid last year Mis Majesty the 
King hiiufcif weut to Italy to see them in uctioi*. 

The picliue in retrospect of what baa been achieved by men of tbe Indian 
Army in Italy la bright and full of colout* To the tune set by Field Marshal 
Alexander thiry have played ibeir assigned role in that majestic symphony of bravery 
and eiidiiraiuic— the American FilUi sad the British Eighth Armies. 

Ably led by Msjor-Uenerals liolworthy, Dudley Russel and Denys Reid, tbe 
Fourth, Eighth and Tenth Indian Divisions, forming a miniature but weighty India, 
have rolled on slowly hut surely, for a distance of 400 miles through the so-called 
Soft uiulei^beliy of EuroM**— really a mountainous spinc^smssbing in their wake 
several ustiiraL barriers ana many mote cleverly coiislructcd artificai obstacles.

Dating the mouths ol “Hun bantiog” in Italy thn bonds ol Riendahip that 
bed been edUblisbed with other Allied iioope south of the Mediterranean have been 
greatly intensitied.

When the t^rand offenaive (or breaking throiich Caaaino alerted in May, the 
Kii:hlh Imliaii Iliviaioii was aHaitrned liie must vital role — that of rrosHin^ the Ujipido, 
south of Oassino.

General. Allied Armiea in Italy : **The aebievementa in f*orahat ol tlieae 
Indian aofdiera are noteworthy, 'fbey lin%*e carried on aiicceeafiilty in grim 
and btooiiv dghting ugainat a ienaciona enemy helped hy terrain particularly favour* 
able for defeaee. Noohaiacte haa aiicceeded in delaying them for long or iuloaer- 
iiig their high morale or fighting apirit.

R.I.N.’S Part in the Defeat of Germany 

Under the burning African aun. in the etorm*awept Atlantic and in the enemy- 
Infeated medi terra riean. ehipa of the Koyal Indian Navy have roiitrihcited gallantly lo 
victonr in the wcat. 

They helped to make the Mediterranean **Cunninghim’ri roiid*\ played a large 
part in eiiminattng Axia influ* nee in the Red iSca and Peraian Gulf, and during ilia 
baiUe of the At tan tic t acorted convove and otierated in U boat *'killer groupa". 

In 1940, a number of H.M.I.ahipa were placed under the Naval Commander 
in*01iief. £aat Indiea, for eervice iii the Red Sea, Gulf of Aden and Persian Gulf. 
During the dark days following the fall of France it waa ne<*eai>ary for mir forces to 
retire temporarily from British Somutiland. and in covering the troopa* withdrawal 
H.M.I.ahipa co-opcrated with tlic Royal Navy. 'I'be aame veaaela aiipported the 
combined operatlona which led to the reoccupatioii of the colony in 11)41. Having 
escorted the naaaiiU forrC to thr eoaat, the Navy reconnoitred the reef-etrewD approach- 
es to BerbsTa and with a heavy bombardment eilenced the Italian batteries. A 
landing was made almost without opposition. 

During our troops' sdvsnce Into Kriires, ships of the Royal Indian Navy co- 
operated in oflensive action against enemy ports a*td coastal pnallions, conveyed men 
and supplies and swept for mines. M.M.l H. /iVi/nnytrt ssaisted in the Isnding st 
Mersa Taclai, and when the final sseaiilton Massawa took place His Majesty's Indian 
ships Hinrluittan, Indus and Parvati formed part of the Naval force.

The entrance to the Italian Naval base was heavily mined, and ships 

helped in sweeping and buoying a channel through Uie mine-fields. In the first 
attempt to enter, one ship |>asscd through two roincfielda and eventually ateamed into 
a aeciion where six mines were cut by the sweeps in a few seconds. A momeni later 
one sweep was blown up and the other disabled. With uiiswept minea in front of her 
and six floating minea near her stem, ahe had anxioua momenta but managed to

In the Persian Oalf oiicrations, n ece s sHale d in AnKnet, 1941, by Nasi inUrienea 
in Iran* British, Indian and AnstrsKsn ships landed troops al Abadan and fian^ 
Slihabpur. Roysl lndian Navy officers and men helped to save seven out ofebtbt 
axis oMrehant sbu«s from beitii' scuttled by their crews. Two Indian Xaval Umera 
icecivcd the and three i>.fei.Ms. for ratinfia were amoni; other awaida to 

the B.T.N. Up to this sta^e in the war the R.I»N» had lost two ships In a^on, 
a small loss when the msKnitude of the operstiontM takan into account. In 
cases most oC the ships’ eomiwnteH were esved. 

Several sloops built for India in the United Kinitdom, Includinf; H.M.I.B. 
Jumna and Sutlej^ were tcin|x>raiily lent for service in the Atlantic from 1041 on. 
Kscortlof^ convoys through waters made hsmtdous by German submarines ntid sir* 
ersfr, ofneers siid men gained valuable exi^erlenees put to good iiso later in t^ 
Far East. Other M. M. I. wsrshins built in British ship-yards had their share of eoavoy 
work in the Atlsntir and Mediterranean. The cxiwriencei of H. M. 1. 8. iriifft««oo 
and H. M. KS. Kaihtaumr were typical. After a p^od in {?tcotti«h waters they 
spent fix weeks on convoy duties to and from Gibraltar. At times they wcfs 
less than 4(J nsitui from the First Army front in Tunisia, where the Germans 
had a considerable number of aircraft with which they were bombing Allied 
ports and convoys. U-boats in wait along the North African coast had lo be 
hunted, and Kumaon waa ofllcially credit^ with one submarine possibly dsmsgtd. 
These two wsralups thus represented the K. I. N. at the final liberation of North 
Africa, one of the turning points in the war against Germany. On proceeding 
to Indio they carorted more convoys, and on many oeeaaiona had to eontond 
with the known presence of IT-boats along their route. 

8loope of India's Navy formed part of the screen of escorting warships for 
the Eighth Army when it landed on Skdiy. They were there on **0** ENiy 
gnordtng oiir trootw against attack by submarines and aircraft, and snbacquently 
escorted convoys carrying reinforcements and supplies. One sloop was at sea for 
25^ days exc ept for a break of a few hours. During that lime she made a double 
CToesing of the Mediterranean, out Into the Atlantic and back to a liCvant port, 
a dietance nearly one-third the way round the globe. While in Augusta harbour 
abe hel]ied to repel an air attack, on the port, 

U.M.T.8. Kistna, another aloop built in the United Kingdom, waa the princiiial 
aati-air-eraft escort of the lint convoy to be heavily attacked by glider bomba. 
Earlier, this same convoy had been assailed by a U-boat |»ack, and Kiitna waa 
officially credited with one U-boat 'prolmbiy alightly damaged." 

Another sloop, U.MIH. Oxxlavari. waa a member of an Atlantic U-boat "killer** 
group which made itself faroone for its toll of Germany's underwater craft. On one 
oceaaion this group sank two U-boats and probably two others. H.M.l.lif. Orniavari 
was honoured by a visit from the King-Emperor while In British wntera and after- 
wards led the Battle Fleet ont on mauoeuvraa. 

Bbipa of India’s Navy have thus been in the thick of the sea war in tlie West, 
and H is fitting to end with the tribtite paid to the i^ervioe by Admiral Kameay, 
the Allied Naval Commander-in-Chiel during the Normandy invaamn. 

"lo thia« war", Admiral lUmaay said, "the Royal Indian Navy baa 
worked aide- by side with the lloysl Navy and the Navies of 
other eoniitrica. ft ban taken part in the battle of the Atlantic as well aa serving 
in the aeae mound Indm* Although no ship of the Uoyai Indian Navy served niider 
my command in the asaanlt on German-occupied Europe, the Indian Navy haa 
helped indivcetly by ito' vigiience in other waters. 

**Once more tbs Navies have shown that control of the routes aerom the oceans 
bring victoiy and that failure to control them inevitably brings defeat, however 
carefully the aggressors may have prepared for war on land."

21000 crorea (Revised) in 
1944*45, or a twelvefold InereaM. While the yield of coatoma revenue bav, in anite 
of the impoaition of a general eurcharge of 20 per cent., decreaaed geoeralJy aa a 
reanlt el wartime difRcutUee of aupply and import reatrictiona. 

BxifiM iXevcnue baa been buoyant. Not only baa it expanded but new aouroee 
have been tapped. In 1938-39, for inatonee, tue yield of Central Exciee dutiea 
amonnted to Jta. 6.4G crorea; in 1944-45, Ks. 39.07 crorea (Reviaed). Cuatonia 
revenue abawed an appreciable inereaae in 1944-45 and ia expeced to ahow auba- 
tantially better reaulta during the current financial year, the eatimate for 1945-46 
being Ra. 5.5.25 orovea. lliia ia fmrtly bec!aoae of tbe general eaaitig of the abipping 
poaition and alao beoanae increasing importa of conaumer gooda have latterly 
becoam poaaible aa one of tbe meeaurea to counteraot inflation.

The total revenue vealieed during the firat alx yeara of war amounta to Ra. 
1,113 crorea. If revenue bad accnied at the rale of the peace-time levd of Ra. 94.57 
orc»ea a year, the aggregate fur tbiii period would have been Ra. 567 dorea. The 
difiereiMB between thm two figoree— ru lie. 546 evDrea— repreeente mainly tbe 
increase in wartime tax revenue, etUier due to natural expauaion of revenue or to 
new meaaurea of taxation. Hine, the aggregate revenue veelieed during tbe period 
has iticreaaed by about 100 i>er oeiit over the figure calculated for it on the baeia 
of the pve-arar level. 

It ia diflioult to tell bow much of thia inrreaaed revenue ia due to natural 
ecpanaioii and how much to new taxation. After the aduptiofi of the alab eyatem, 
Income-tax baa ahown a pvpgrraaive leiideiicy. Moreover, expanaion or buaineaa 
adllvitieB baa brought in more aaaeeaeea and more tax revenue from them. HimiJarly, 
Bxeiae revennef' haa increaeed owing to inereaacd induatrial output, 'taking these and 
other factora into coiiaideration, one would not be far olf the mark in aaauming Chat 
at leaat two-thirda of the above amount represent the proceeds of extra taxation 
daring and the vest normal growth of revenne in the war period. 

A brief aecoant of the new taxadon measures adopted during the war may 
now be given. In the 1940-41 budget, tbe Kxceaa Profits Tax was introduced for 
the firat time in tbe Indian tax ayatem, the rale being 50 per cant. Utber Uxation 
meeaurea adopted during tbe year were raiaifig of the t^ngar Exche and Import 
Duiiaa horn Ka.

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The 1941-42 badset railed the Ezoeie rnofihi Tax inm 90 per ocat. to 9Qi 
per eeat The Oeatni eurcberge of 25 per cent, oa laoome-tas mad Super-tax «aa 
railed to 33i per cent. In the 6 eld oc indireeC uxaUoti, Exf4ie duty on niatohii 
wai doubled. A new Ksciie Duty of 10 per cent a^votorem wii introduced on 
pueamatie tyrei and tubes. The aitemaUve ipecifie import duty on artificial iilk 
yarn and thread was iiicreiiaed from 3 annai to Oanaai per lb. 

In 1912-43, the taxable >miiiiinum for Income-tax pnrpom oai reduced from 
Ri. 2.000 per aunum to Ri. 1,500. *i1ie lurcharxe on income-tax wii raised from 
334 per cent, to a scale which ran from C pies in the rupee on incomee between 

Rs. 1,500 and Rs. 5,000 to 9 pies in the ru|ice oa Urn next Bs. 5000, 1 anna 2 piea

doveriiment sii^reed to contribute an amount up to one-tenth Of the E.IM\ paid to 
a reserve for the re-equipment of iudnstry after the war, provided the aeseeiee 
deposited double this nmount. 

The main indirect taxation was the levy of sti emergen > surchaip:s of ons- 
fifth on ill Customs imports duties, the only exceptions beiu^: ( 1 ) raw cotton, Uio 
duty on which had already been eiihanceil by lUO |ier cent, for a S|iecial purpose* 
(ft) |)etrol, the excise end cuitoros ditlien on which were raiacd by 3 siiiiss a gallon, 
and (iti) salt. The exoiae duties on silver and kerof>ciio were iquatcd to tm new 
import duties and certain fiosta, telegraphs and telephone ntoa were further irntreeimd. 

Ill 1943-44, a number of measures were .promulgated which lisd ihe dual 
purpose of bringing in more raven ite and checlciiu; iiftlation. The surchntge on 
Income-tax was raised on Incomes above Rs. 5, ()UU ; the effect of the change waa to 
impose a surcharge amounting uniformly to C 6 l cent, over the iiaslo ralw of

on the lowest slab to 104 annas on the tetp idah. Corponiiion tax was also xaiaad 
by half an anna to two aouas in the rupee. 

Ac regards indirect taxation, two new ICxcIso duiiea wave introduced, one on 
tobacco and the other on vegetable products. Tebacoo excise wnh antlclpalod to 
yield a revenue of Rs. 10.50 croree during tlie first year, 'ilie duty on vegeihble 
products was at the rate of Bs. 5 per cwt. and was ex|ieeted to yield Rs. 100 lakha. 
There were further increases in certsin postal and ielcphaoa rates, anticipaM la 
yield Re. 120 lakhs. 

In a similar manner, the financial measnrra of 1914-45 were designed not only 
to increase the revenue for war and post-war needs but also to check infialioii. w 
absorb surplus money, provision was made for advance payment of tax on iiicomea 
from which tax was not deducted at source. 'While no change was made in ths 
E.P.T., the compulsory deposit proportion was uicressed to 1 9/44 of the tax ki 
the esses of companies, and 17/64 in other cases, which imniobiisod the entire 
excess profits remaning after E.P.T. bad been paid thereon and iacome-tax and 
super-tax paid on the balance. . , ^ . 

Reliei was given to persons whoae incomes were below Rs. 2,000 by raising the 
taxable minimum from Rs. 1,500 to Ks. 2, OCX). Oo the slab from Rs. lO/XX) to Rs. 
15.000 the surcharge waa increased by 2 pies, from 16 to 18 pies over the basie rate 
of 24 piee; and 00 the balance above Ks. 15.000 it was increased bv 4 piea. from 20 
to 24 pies over the bssic rate of SO pies. The sufier-tsx was further inenased by 
half au anna in respect of the surchsrge on slabs between Rs, 35,000 and Rs. 2 
lakhs. Similarly, Corporation tax was increased by one anna to three annas; but s 
rebate of one anna in the rupee was given on so much of a coin|)any*a total income 
at waa not distributed in dividends other than dividends payable st a fixed rate. 

In respect of indirect taxation, the Excise duty on tobacco waa further 
incresied eo ss to bring in an additional revenue of Ks. lO crores. Three new 
excise duties were levied, namely, on betel nut,eoffr. snd tea. at annas two a imond. 

The toUl estimated additional revenue from ail these sources amounted to Ka. 
234 crores. while from the point of view of their antt-tuflationsry effect, the new 
messnres ware estimated to bring in approximately Rs. ^ . , . 

There was not much iocresae in UxstUm in 1945-46. Tbs surcharge on slabs 
of income above Be. 19,000 waa increaeed by 3 pies, tte ectimaM yield being^ about 
Bs. 4 crores. The Exdae duty on the highest class of fine-cured toosceg waa further 
ndssd at varying ratea to aa lo yield an additional revenue of Be, 360 lakhe*

The floating debt, which wae Rn. Ill croree at the end of 1043 44, itood at Hu. 
93 croree on January 81, 1945. The Govemmeut’e waya and meant position, from 
the atrictly badgetary point of view, muat be regarded aa eomforiabte. 

Governmeut*a effort to absorb aurplna funds has also been auceessful. Surplus 
money has been immobilised not only thiouKh borrowing but through compulsory 
deitosits, mainly relating to E.P. T. and the system of 'Pay as-You-&rn* relating to 
itieome-taz. Although a aubataiiiial measure of success baa been achieved in the 
direction of closing the inflationarv gap, the problem still exiBis* as Sir Jeremy 
iUisman pointed out in bis last budget speech, and, judging from recent indications, 
may call tor iiicreaaed vigilance and control. 

At the end of 1944-45, the total Public Debt of India (interest bearing obliga* 
tions) amounted to Ra. 1,799 croree. lliis was covered by interest-yielding assets to 
the extent of 1„0U4 crores. It was further covered to the extent of us. Si8 ororra by 
eash and aecnrities held on Treasury account. l*he balance of interest-bearing obli- 
gations not covered by toy of the above assets thus smoiinted to only Rs. 483 crores. 

India— A Creditor Nation 

One of the outstanding results of the war is the emergence of Indie aa a 
creditor nation. From the debtor position which she had long occupied previous to 
the war, this change was rendered possible by the acquisition of large sterling 
balancea in the U. K. aa a result, first, of her increased taroiirable bslance of trade 
during wartime with the U. K. and other countries which la cleared through sterling : 
aseondly. of the military exvienditure incurred on behalf ot H ,M.G. and other Unit^ 
Nations for which payment is made in sterling ; and thirdly, of a number of mis- 
callaneoos items of expenditure made by the Government of India on behalf of H.M.G. 
which are refunded by sterling credits. The required rupee finance was arranged 
through the Reserve Bank of India. 

sterling ihos acquired soon accumulated at a rapid pace and attained big 
pToportiouB and it waa reaolved, with the co-o^‘ration of U. M. 0., compulaory to 
repatriate thie eterling debt. The Debt amountea to Rs. 39ti.CU crores before the war 
(1988-39) ; it it now barely Ra, 14 crorca, conaiatiiig of aecurities which do not coma 
under the vestiug orders of either Indm or the U. K. In lieu of the sterling debt, 
India has accumulated sterling balances 'which stood at Rs. ),3H3 crorca on March 
30, 1945. The repatriation of the sterling debt has immeasurably.fBtrengthcned India's 
economic strnctnre and raised her status. The real gain to the ronntry lies in Iba 
liquidation of external obligations, which may have proved an embArrassment in the 
future, and their replacement by internal debt. India has completed the transition 
from a debtor to a creditor country in a very abort time and liquidated within the 
brief apace of three years accumulation over decides of its public iodsbtedneas to ^e 
Unitea Kingdom.

The Oommittee reviewed the present political aittiatlon sncT reiterated that there 
could be *no Hindu-Mnelim settlement in Uindusthan without reference to and 
without the consent of the Hindu Bfshasabha and that the Mabatabha is the only 
representative onumisation competent to speak on bcitalf of the Hindus and to 
aaiegiiard thdr nghte and interests.** 

^0 resolution, inter-alia, said : ***l1ie Working Committee viens with greet 
eoDcern the attempts that are being msde in some qiisrtcrs for the sppessement of 
the Mnsiim League by the surrender of the just rights snd intereets of the Hiodue. 
The Hindus will .not accept any composite government which will give undue 
weighisge or disproportionate strengtii to the Muslims or other minorities in esceee 
of what their proper tiona In the population justify. 

The Working Committee demands dissolution of the present legielsturee both In 
the Proviocee and at the Centre which have long outivM their terme and have 
ceaaed to be repreeentattve of public opinion in the country. The Committee 
demands the election of fresh legislatures. and the formation of representative gov* 
enimente at the Centre and in the provsnoee end urges steps to be taken for 
convening a Constituent Assembly for framing the conetitutlon of Free Hindustheo.** 
'Jliiee other resolutions paesed by the Working Oommittee directed the Provincial 
8ebliae to *preach end propegste the ideology of the Mshassbha and make a drive 
for enrolment and mobilise in particular the Kiaaii and Labour populations in their 
areas,’* requested the Oovernor-Oenersl to commute the death eeiitence of Chimur and 
AehtI prieooera; and deplored **the state of affairs in Hyderabad Mtate with regard 
to the export and import trade end distribution of foodatufle in the Btate end urged 
the Government of India to make proper investigation.” 

Db. Mokbxbjkb Explains Mahababba Stand 

The fundamental difference between* the Congreae end the Hindu MehaeaUie 
was explained by Dr. Shyama Proaad Mook^jee at a press conference on the 21et. 
January. Dr. liookerjee said : *'Our fundamental difference with the Congress is that 
we nleae to aurrencler on the basic principle of Jtidls’s integrity nor do we aubeeribe 
to pandering to Intransigent communsiism.” 

Dr. Mookeijee referred to Mr. Bhulabhei Deeai’e move to form a **frmh Ooogreaa 
Lmgne •ettlement” and expressed the opinion that the Uindu-Moelim problem 
wovld never be eolved bj the epokeemen of the Oongreee berierine ewey the r^ibte 
of the Himlne end egtedug to Inereeeed pereenteKe of rmnemtetion to tbo Mi^ie. 
Leegno in the OentnJ end Provincial OovernimM. paUiodn Meba^e prari^ 
the draft wwi. t»tiitl<Mi framed bp tbe Mebaaabbe and the dadaiona taken 
by the Bilaainir aeaeion to tbo Indian imblic. .

appaaaamant haa merely widened the breach between Htndna and Huaiima, haa 
weakened the national reeiatance and haa grarely jaopardiaed the kgitimata righta of 
Hindua aa auch. The C, K. Formula, though ponerluJly backed by Ghuidhiji, failed 
to produce any reault aa it waa nothing but a compromiaa with an untruth. 
**Wa hear again of a move for a freah Oongreaa-League aattlement through the 
afforta of w. Bhulabhai Deaai, though the deteiled plans are aoi oflieially known to 
UB. lift me aay thia nnhcaitatingly that tha Hindu-Mnalim problem will never be 
aolved by the apokeamen of the Oongreaa bartering away the righU of the Hindua 
and agreeing to increased percentage of representation to tha Muslim League in 
the Central and Provinoisl Governments either on a higher baaia than their popn- 
latlon justifies or on a scale higher than what Muslims are enthled to even under 
the present constitution. Hindu-Muslim settlement can only be achieved by Hindus 
and Muslima aa auch and not between n party awsyed by communal paaaioiis alone 
utterly oblivious of the country's welfare and another that owes its strength and 
popularity to Hindu support but openly declares that it doea not repreaent the 
Uiodu community. **We have offered a just and fair basis for a political settlement 
between Hindus and Muslims. If Hindu opinion is correctly and widely mobilised 
there will be no occasion for any non -Muslim organisation to run after the Muslim 
League for a temporary and patched up solution. Ibe Muslim community it 
bound to discover the folly and unwisdom of its own leaders snd come to an 
agreement with the Hindus on a just and equitable basis. It is clear to-day that 
British Government will not easily part with power in India. Unr goal is complete 
independence for India. The present constitution stands suspended in the majority 
of Indian Provinces and the executive government at the Oentre owes no responai- 
bility to any elected legislature.’' 

Welcoming Mr. Itajagopalachari’a suggestion regarding the implementation of 
the Federal scheme. Dr. Mookerjee said: **A1 though we have differed fuodamen- 


tally from Mr. Baj^opalachari, I welcome hia latest suggeation that the 
Scheme under the Government of India Act of 103b aboald be brought ii

into action 


immediately. Let me state here unequivocally that thia cannot be an end in itself. 
India's right of complete political liberty ia irreaiatible and mnat be achieved at 


any coat, but it ia of fundamental importance to recognise that the present Fascist- 
enm-bureaueratio regime in India must cease aa soon as poaaibla and also tha 
present constitution must not be allowed to function only to keep the Muslim 
Laafua in power in some parts of India, acting detrimentally to the intereate of 
Hinaua and to tha national cause itself- Our demand ia that constitutional 
government ahonld function in India even in a reatrieted manner aa anviaaged In 
the Government. of India Act of 1935, but only aa a first step towards tha fuller 
advance for achieving full Indian freedom. Let the preaent legialatnre in the 
Oentre and in the Pravinoee be dissolved and, on the beeie of the newly elected 
legidetuM the entiie oonatitutlon embodied in the Government of India Aat of 
1935 function in the Oentre end in the Provincee ee a prriimioary step for fram- 
ing tte oonadtatlon of a free India. We put the Britiih Government to thie neld 
leet end let oe eee bow they respond.*’ 

In oonduilon, Dr. Mookerjee anid : *T confidently eek my eountrymen loatndy 
the plan and prognunma of tha Hindu Mahaaabha aa outlined in the Bilecpor 
eeeslon end entend to it its fnlleat eupport nod eo-operetloo. Freedom will not 
ec a i^tl from any loielgii eounlry nor will it follow petphad np egmemmit r

The Working Gommitee of the Alt^lndio Hiudn Uohoaobha ot ita meeting in 
Oelentto on the IBth May 194$ adopted a rcBOlution expreeeing eotiafaetion ot the 
ccrminotion of the war in Europe but adding that until Indio woe declared liidepend* 
ent ehe could not wholeheartedly perticipato in the victory celebration. 

The reeolution demanded **the liberation of Uinduaihon from alien bondime 
both politieol and economic aa an eeaenUal nine qua mm for world peace ond ue 
eatobliihment of world order baaed on iuetice and humanity.*' 

The reeolution further called upon the repreeentativea of the Great Powere to 
demonstrate to the world that the blood and sacrifice of Indians would lead to the 
liberation of their own motherland and mark the end ot the period of Bub)aotlon and 
exploitation. 

By another resolution the Committee repudiated *'tbe vicious principle of Pnrity 
of representation between caste Hindus and Muslims as recommended by the Bapru 
Committee in the Gonstitution-makinp: body Legialaiiirc ond Executive Oounoll oe 
the same is unjust, unfair, and destructive of the fundamental principle of demo* 
cracy and nationalism.** **Such a proixisalt’* added the resolution, *‘is the outcome of 
an attitude of pathetic submission to the policy of ept^sement in order to placate 
the intransigent communallsm of the Pakisthanisia The liiiidu Mahasabba re* 
affirms the principle that the coustitution of free Uindusthaii should be based on the 
democratic principle of *one men one vote*, with adequate protection of the religion 
end culture of minorities.** 

The Committee elio expressed the view thet the proposal to divide the caste 
Hindus eud the scheduled castes urould widen end |)erpetuate cleavage and waa 
calculated to bring about the disintegration of tbe Hindus.

The domino* 
lion of holt of tne world by the otiiei holf hoe got to go if there boo to be freedom 
from feor, for feor itivolvce eiihjectioti and euhjection involvetin oddition to tyranny 
Olid exploitation. Therefore, if there ie geiiutno o]>plicoiion of the principle of free- 
dom from feor and freedom from greed, oil eubjeei roceo hove got to be free.” 

Mr. AhHul Qaiffum, the only elected member of the Central Amembly from 
the Frontier I'roviiice and Deputy liCoder of the Congress Party, siwoking on the 
rtsoluiton. demanded uncouditionol release of political prisoners. He Mid that 
Iheic imprisonment was a complete rspndieilon of the claims of Britain and her 
AIUm that they were fighting for the prmrvation of the democratic rule. He 
deplored that the British psopsganda madiine wss working at full speed in America 
to eowvioee public opinion there that the Indian people mm iuMpable of bring 
invMted with sovereign rights in view of their acute tlifiprences. He said that the 
OongTMe- League coalition tti the Central Assembly wna infiieting crushing defeats 
mi me Government and thia should be an eye- 0 |>€iier to the world and convince 
H that the Indian twopVe were not so divided ss was bring made out. He added 
Ihol the Viceroy’s Bxecutive Councillors hsd tried to snap Ibis co-operation but 
had mterably failed. 


Second Bay— Resointtona— 23rit. April 1845 

At Us seeond sitting on the S3rd. April, the Conference passed • resolution 
declaring that the peraona chosen by the present Goverumeut of India to represent 
India at the San Francisco Conference and such other Conferencea were not the 
true representativea of the Indian people and had no right to repreeent them at 
s^ world gatherings, where bieesores for securiag the future peace of the world 
would be eooiideied. 

In another resolution, the Conference strongly condemned the continned 
bombing of Wazirialan nnd deicribed it aa extremely barbarie and uncivtliaed, and 
urgpd the Government to stop the bombing without ielsy. 

Kkam Mokammad A’Aau, ParllameuUry Secretary Io the Premier, who 
moved the resolution on bombing asked the Government not to dmtioy by hbmbing 
the lltUe mud homM and enttic of tbcM tribeameu. 

jfir Skmkgn Skah Mtd that Waxicic and other tribrnssen had all along'heen free, 
and iAe Briliah would never euceced in eabdulng them by bombing. Wqpfi would 
nover be ilavee.

Mailer Tara Singh, in the conrae of hia Preaidciitiat Addreaa. aaaertad that tba

entertaioed by the minorities of communal domioatioii by tha aae or the otber 
community. It ahould. tberefore, be laid down tlist no sini^le commauity abould 
be allow^ to enpy a atatutory commana! majority either at New Pelhi or al 
Ijohore, ao that tha administration of the eonnlry may be shared by all coroiaunitiea. 
]o ihia connection, the proposal of the Sapni Committee rei;ardiiiK the mske-up of 
the Central Government idiAuld he weloorocd and, a aimilar formula should be

should ha laid down which should equally apply to all communities all over India.*' 
Bpealdnit abont the Conitrets-Ainilt relationship, Ssrdar Msniral Siiifth said : 
'The Shlrowaiii Akali Dal had always worked hand in hand with the OonKreae 
dating the last quarter of a century. Akalia participated in the fi^ht for freedom, 
safepoardinK their political and relifpous rights under circumstances where asgteasive 
communalism reigned supreme. He suggeati'd that theShiromani Akali Dal should, 
as bafora, be permitted to run its own candidatec on tbe understanding that barring 
multm perUining exeluaively to Hikht, tbe Sikh memberi would always co operate 
with Ibe Oongms In general political matters. He reminded bis audience that 
tbe 19'i4 and 1937 electioiia to the Central and Provincial Legialaturo wen 
held more or Ipaa on thcae tinea and the arrangement bad worked catialaetorily.

Tha damand lor an imnediata declaration by tha Briiiah Oovernmant oninfinc 
tha alatoa of a Dominion to Iqdia wm mada by Mr. T. R. Vcu/calarama Sagtn, 
praaidinfC ovar tha SUrar Jobilae Sauion of tha National Liberal Federation which 
opened in Lahore on the 17th. Mafeh 1041. Mr. Saatri tirKcd the releaM of political 
Miaon a ra and Congraaa datanna, including the meiubera of tha Con^rata Working 
OommiUM lor aaoltition of the Indian d^lock. In the coiirM of hia addroM. tha 
Praaldant Mid : **The Government miiat declare immediately that India ahall have 
4ha alatoa of a Dominion at the end of the war. Her milliotia have fought in the 
fbatUeflaid for the eaiiM of the United Nationa. The Cripiw Offer contained that 
doclaration and the anawara of Sir Stafford Cripiw to the quaittione put to him 
made clear that tha aiattia of India ahall ha theaame m that of the other Domiiiiona. 
and that India ahall have the Mme right either to remain within the Common- 
waalth or to go out of it. **Tht declaration muat be made forthwith and implement- 
ed aolar M may ba by the Britiah Government. While they are deviaing maaanrea 
lor the reconatruetion of Italy, Poland and Greaea they can have no legitimate excuae 
lor ttoatponing the freodom of India. The intricacy of the problema in the conn triea 
mantianiNi above did not bar them from taking Rtepa even when the war ia n, and 
the Indian proDlem proMota no features more dtiticuU to reaolve than the problem! 
^ are aolving now abawhere. **I should My that the Govern or^Generai ahould 
hava Mlaaced tie polUioal priaonara and theCoiigreeft deieiiiie long ago. During times 
af mar. the Govaiaiment may 'have to be clothed with extraordinary powers. In the 
Interaeia of pubBc aecurity. the liberty of the inctiTidiial may have to ba curtaliad 
tet that v^ cooueaeton meaiie that it is only to long m public aacurity demanda 
detention, it can ha jiiatified. As aooti as it is reamnuibJy clear that public aecurity 
no longar demanda their detentioo, tha detenus ought to be releasea. Neither the 
public peace nor the safety «of the State any longer rcqniirea the detention of tbeee 
fmom *9 and the oowtinuanoe of their detention ie wholly uujiiatified.

The Government in power cannot diveat Ihemaelvea Iraili* 
mately of their responaibility of finding a peaceful eolutlon. SirMuhammed >hifrallali 
Khan made a valuable auc^eation when he oaid that if within one year alter the war 
the political partiea in Inoia did not arrive at an agreed eolutlon, the Britieh Qovtrn* 
ment muet devise a machinery for receiving the prceent deadlock fhemaelvae. *Tn 
the recent Uumberion Oaks Oonlcrcnce e formale wee evulvi^ for the aointioa of 
international conflicta by iiegidiation, mediation, eoncilialioH, arbitration, hidicial 
aettlement or other peeoetiil maene to bechoeea by the pertieetoihe lumflksi. Fetliim 
that, the conflict will be referred to tbe Security Oonnctl. Though ttna hirmula deem 
only with international conflict, ita priaciple may be applied fur resolviag tbe indiea 
dcedlook.*’ 

Mr. Venkatareme Bestri ibea touched upon the problem of Indian Stataa, He 
eeid : '*The time bee come now when the Stetea ahoutd have Kepreeentalive Govern* 
meiit, and the people of the Stalee ebould be given their due eliera io a popular 
Government. In the Federal Lfgieleture. not only the Kniere of the Stalee hut alee 
the eubjecte of the States should Iw represented. Ileferring to indnetrialiaatlon of 
Indio, the President lemsrked: "^'ilie iiidusirislisation of the country is o mntlsr of 
immary importance. The improvement of its agriculture demande no leaa nttention. 
There neve been many plana drawn up or in the proeeaa of being drawn op. i will 
not attempt to aasese their exact value. Ilia plans involve expenditure in eelronomi* 
cal figures. How they can be worked ont it e matter of the experle to conaider. "But 
all aeem to agree that without a Nationel Cioveriiment it will be impoecible lo put 
into effect any laxge-acale plan of economic policy. Here again the coneluaion la 
forced on ua that for tbe industrialisaiioii of India, for the relief of poverty, dieeeee 
and unemployment among the meesea end for many other large-icele piogrammee 
like aanitatioo, tranaport, etc., it ie ceeeeeary that there ahould be e united India 
pooling her iutelligence end her reeourcee in one concerted attemi^ to reiae the 
•Undaid of her people. Ihe war hsa involved the meaees in untold eoflering nnd let 
them without the elementary needeof life. *rbe tragedy of the Bengal famine ia ouly 
no extreme mnnifeeution of the general dietrere preveiling in 

Mr. Seetri next referred to the plight of Indians overiMe. He said : rrhe plight 
of ludiane in tbe Colonice nnd eepecially io South Africa deserve onr active aympeiby 
and help. Their ancesiora were specially taken to develop the oouatry : they aeltled 
there end moat Iiidiene of this generation were boro in that country. Am to tbtas 
Indtn ie n strange lend. They have not become e pert of HoiiUi Africa with rifte of 
citiimiahip. When they become entided to rights of ciiiaeoeliip like any South Afrieaa 
our iutereai in their poliiical welfare may ersee. Till then, it must remnln pert of 
our oatioonl concern, 'ibere mnsl be empire mtixenabip. It is tim^ 
while the UJS.A. te willing to admit Iiidiene on n quota eyetM and fftra l^m ^btn 
of eitisenahip. South Africa ebould deny Ibei right to Uie l^lene eeiiled there. 
The Government of India ebould fske ew^^b •toiw re reight he aeresa^ to fwoteci 
them end the British Government should eee to it that tUe greve iajuetioe ie reme- 
dMeS fu^ ^tW iheettbjectolliidinBleallon,Mr. Saeui

Conduct aeeme to rein- 
neree the a e eert iun '*Wbat we have we hold.* Bnt eoue Icackre of thought in £ng- 
lend here deplored thie attitude and have urged the need for giving independence to 
India. An indapendent India will be mi aaeet even in the preeent war againet Japan. 
‘'Everything plainly indicatea the need lor unity and nuited effort of all |>ariiea on 
India. Nona bnt the wilfully blind cen fail to nee it.**

OQ The Federation deplorea the continuance of the poFitical deadlock in India and 
regreia that the Government of India have aot releaaed all the member! of the Cou- 
gmae Workiag Committee and the other Oongreaa leaden ao ■■ to enable them to 
make their coutribuiiou to the aetiefaclory aoiuttou of the ludtaa problem. 

GovMurwKNT leusT Hnp tba Dkadlock 

Mr. B. D. Jiallia moving the main reaoluiion, on the political iitnation, 
strongly probiilcd agaiim* the **Mii-tight** imlioy of the Briiiah Government mid 
aahi that all are agreed that the qnvetlon of HelLgovenimcnt for India can iio 
longer be poatpoiicd. He eald it waa the Govern men I’a risepuueibtlity to tceolve the 
deadlock. **if purpoaely or by deaign they go to the wrong people mey cannot find 
any adlutlon,” he added. 

**Friacipel C*. L. Antmd, eeeondiag the rcaolntion. aald Britain mnat confer 
Dominion biaine on indie. Mr. Al. V. AlU;kar Hsid it waa a big Joke to be told 
we muet come to an agreement, it waa merely an exmae on the part of the Britim 
Government not to pert with |•owct. The Britiah, inaUwd of deploring the deadlock, 
aeamed to be exnlteut over it. An agreed opinion was imiHiMiible ao long aa there 
wee a third powerful party to dieturti it. Ttie reeulution wea paused. 

DrMANII fob KRIJiAMR OP LkAPICIIH 

The rcioluiion demMiding the releaaa of Congreaa Icadcra waa moved by Mr. 
8, AT. AiuM. Mr. Kwiuwia H90 aaid that the releeee of Congreaa leedara wee 
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ciiiiiltlil lor m tolalioB of tb« deadlock. It wm extremaly oniiiae oa the part of 
ilM Govemmeot to keep tbem In continued detention. He aald : **We Uberale feel 
▼ery bitter indeed at their incarceration. Even if there was some }iittitication tor their 
detention in 1942, there i« none tyday. CoiiKrese ieadera must be released to take 
part in the public life of the coiitiiry and in |Kist«war development. Uovemmenl 
must not be raided by a desire for reveii»te and thus crush the sidrit of the people.** 
Mr. Burjor Shroff (Bombay), said that the British Uoveriiment had lui*keu up its 
conKience by locking up the (Jon^rciiS leaders * in jail. He wondered wny ' Lord 
Wavell had not yet 0|iened the mental bsg he had brought from London to India. 
Ue maintained that it was iu the interests of the British Commonwealth to relcaas 
the national leaders. 

Economic Sanciioms Against .S. Afuica 

The Federation also passed a resolution demanding for Indians iu i^outh Africa 
full ciiiztoship rights. 

l>eptoring the failure of the Government of the Union of Bouth Africa to 
abolish the Begging Act, the resolution staud in part : * in view of the itticompro- 
mising attitude of the Goverumeiit of r^uiith Africa towards this legitimuie demand 
ot India, this Federsiioti feels thst it was a mistake on the part of the Governnieut 
of India to have ten t the High Commiasiouers to t:»otith Atrica and u urges the 
Ooverument of India to recall the High Coiumisaioner f«»rthwiih and to adopt all 
fiscal and commercial aaiictious against South Africa until the Begging Act le 
abolished.'* 

Sir Cuica^ji Mianyir, moving the resolution, said that India was uiiaiiimoualy 
agreed on this question. The new High Couimissioner should never had been sent 
to riouth Africa. 'Hits school of thougtit, he maiiiiaiiKd, was pro|K>itiidtd by every- 
one nieliiding even Luroiwaiis. It whs tinforiuuale that the Goveniroeiil of India 
should not have seen ttieir way to accepiiiig this unsniinous propossl. '1 bis was s 
gesture which could not have chiiruiod uny one. Ctoverumeiii should have bowtd Ui 
the upuiion oi the people iii Uiis cuitutiy. Urging economic .hhiicUuus agaiusi boaih 
Africa* ^ir Oowasji said that our couuiryuieu in r^outh A Inca were pre|iared to 
undergo the hardships aud losses follow ing the upplicatiun of such a measuie sgsinst 
the South African (luverumcnt. As a matter of tact they ihemselvcs had suggested 
this. A certain amount of iiiconvciticncc might be caused to i>oiue industries lu this 
country with regard to imfiorts of certain tilings Iroin »^uuih Africa but thia was a 
question of the honour ot our country aud no small considerations should corns in 
our way. Concluding he ssid that the Government of India must rsspeei the wishss 
of the people of India iu this matter and apply economic ssiiclions against .South 
Africa. 

Ihe I'ederatiou passed a resolution ex| rrssing satisfaction at the success of 
Allied srms and at the contribution made to it by the Indian forces "by ihstr ac- 
knowledged volour and hcroitfm.*’ 

WuuKiKu o>' Dki Ksci: OF India act Criticibed 

Another resolution expressed deep regret and concern at the ''rniauas of tbs 
Uefeiiceof India Act aud Kules on numerous occasions. ' 'i he resolution auted that 
civil liberties were being invaded without adequate jiistificaiiuii and for political 
ends. 

The Federation also deplored racial pnjudice existing between the white and 
non-white peoples of the world and suggested ihsi "unless a delermiiisil effort is 
made on s world scale sgainst the course of race prejudice the itoti-whiis peoples of 
the world who are now fully cooscioua of their rights sre bound lu revolt against the 
tyranny of the whitee and im|ieril the cause of world peace.*' 

The Federation presaed upon the Kulers of liidisn Mates to declare full reapon* 
•ihle goveromeni as their policy as rsptdly as possible and aasured the people ut the 
biates of its full support iu their coubtitutional lilt ihods for securing reforms and 
the redress of tteir grievances. 

The Fsdsrstioti expressed concern over the continued recruitment to the Indian 
ssrvlees from outsids India and strooly urged upon the Government the necessity lor 
*toppiog all loture recruitment to theas services from outside ludts. 

Food Situation 

The Fedemtion) in another rciiulutioii, i'Xpr«'SM*d proloiind concern at the food 
situation in the country *‘which, though soincwhui iiiiprt»vcfl. in htill far fioni Hatistac* 
Uwyr.** It uiged the CiovcTiimeut to eiivolvc u more siiiiHlar lory* fjolicy and adimui- 
stcr it HlicictiUy so aa to save the |iuopic from afj nvoiiiablt* hardships and distmis. 

The Ftideraitoii unanimously passed a rcsofuiioii demanding Uiai in th«* 
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Imperial and International conferencesi India ahoald be icpreMnted largjeljr, if not 
wboUyt by non-offleial public men commanding the confided of the peofde **antil 
anch time aa a National Government can appoint ita own proper aeciediled leiwe- 
aenutivea.** ^ 

Dames Bietiom Most bb NATfosauami 

Demandiim complete nationaliaation of India's Defence servioes within a short 
period, the Fedmtion also urged that India's status as envisaged in the post-war 
world and her future role aa a bulwark of peace in Asia required a radical 
in regard to her defence policy. The Federation suggested that the Defence port- 
folio should be entrusted to an Indian Member commanding the confidence ofthe 
public and that a policy of Indianiaation in all grades ofttie army, navy and air 
force should be expedite. It further suggested that Indian emergency commission- 
ed offleers should not be demobilised after the war ana that the army should be 
recruited from all provinces and classes to a mnch greater extent than at present 


The Sepru Committee Proposals 

Oo India’s Future Constitution 

The Conciliation Committee which met at New Delhi under the presidency of Sir 
Tc) Bahadur »Sapru concluded their final session on the 8th. April 1848 aiid pas^ un- 
animously lifteeii resolutions which together gave a picture of what they though should 
form the uroad basis of the future constitution of India. The Committee presented 
this picture more with a view that it should form the basis for discussion by men 
of goodwill belonging to various political groups in this country as well as Great 
Britain and by ins .ilajesty's lioverument, each of whom will have some say in the 
shaping of the future constitution than with a view to laying down unalterable 
principles and details, s^fince the Committee's resolutions represented the largest 
measure of agreement between different interests represented among the member- 
ship oC the Committee they naturally hoped that their resolutions would commend 
themselves to a large measure of public sympathy. 

The Bapru Committee's proposals proceed ou the basis of parity between 
Hindus other than rkdiedulcd Castes ou the one hand and Muslims on the other in 
the constitution-making body, the future Central Legislature and in the Executive, 
the over-riding condition being that the unity of India and joint electorates 
are accepted. 

The Committee has emphatically declared itself against Pakistaii. Mr. X. M. 
Joshi dissents from this declaration, as also from tht* corollary that no Province 
may elect not to accede to the future Indian Union or secede therefrom. 

The Committee envisages the transfer of paramountcy to the Indian Union and 
recommends the appointment of a Minister in ehai^ of functions ia relation of 
Indian BUtes, with whom a body of three Indian Btates Advisers is to be 
associated. 

A declaration of Fundamental Rights, the setting up of a Minewities Commission 
and special proposals for minorities in the iniujab are included in the Committee's 
rt* ei np m* 

These proposals are in addition to those already published for the interim 
period. 

The CommittiK! says that it would have preferred that the rccommeiidatioii 
appealed simultaneously with the report giving their full implications and setting 
out iu detail the reasons which led the Committee ;to adopt them, bat it siay take 
some time for the report to the prepared and published. In the meanwhile, the 
Committee slates, there is the risK of the publication of inaccurate torecaiits and 
garbled versions. The Committee has therefore, unanimously decided to release at 
once the text of its recommendations. It, however, would request the public to 
sttspeud their final Judgment in regard to any of the recommendatioiis until they 
hav^T^u the report. *'lt is needless to say that the recommendations do not 
constitute a full blue print for the future Constitution. They merely indicate the 
outlines which the Committee feels would suit the conditions in India They axe 
essentially suggesttoiia made for the Constitution of the country at large. 

**These proposals are confined to British India only. When the Indian States 
decide to come into the Union, as the Committee hopes they will, it it obvious that 
arrangements will have to be made in consultation with them lor necessary adjust- 
ments ami addition." , . , . . . 

The vei’uinmeudations of the Sub-Commltteea on Scheduled Castes and Abon- 
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Tribes and on Minorities adopted by the Committee will soon he ptiblished 
ticfjaratcly.

The Committee having (‘Oiisidentl canlully ihc r<*HoIntion of tlie Muslim liCSguc 
l^assod at Lahore in lOlO, the various other ri^olntions of the league and ihe 
publu«iicd version of the talks betwis'n Mr. .liniiah ntnl Mahatma tiandhi ami having 
also <*oiisiflered the C. U. and < iaiidhi profiosals^ is emphatically of opinion that 
any division of India into two or more scimrait* imle|>cndent soveivign States is un- 
justified and will cndnng<T the ihnu'O ami orderly progn'ss of the whole country 
without any comm*iis:tting advmilagc to any community, ami that the political unity 
of India should tiierefore be maintained. 

iNDun B'rATIS 

I’rovisioiis shouhl be made in the Constitntion f*>r the n(*ei*ssion from time to 
lime of Indian Stati's as units of the Union on siieh terms as may b agreed upon. 
The establishment id the Union slioiiUl not. however, be made eontingent on the 
mvession of any Indian States or of any miiiimnin number of Indian ^^tca. The

NoN-.XCCESHION AlID SeCKHHION 

No l*rovinee of British India may elect not to aiMunle to the Union, nor may 
any unit— whether a Itovinee or a State which has accaled— lie entitled U) wede 
therefrom. 

Pbovincial Houndabibb 

Whili^it is not desirable that the new Uoiistitution nhoiild be delayed by the 
re-alignment of provineial bouiidarii’s on linguistic or <*uliural considerations, the 
(Constitution Act shall indicate tlic machinery and |in‘«Tibe the pruci'fltire for such 
re-alignment of ohl Pnivinees ami for the creation of new Provinces after it has 
come into force, and on such realignment or creation of Provim-cs, nil consequential 
umendnients may be made in the Constitution. 

The (^ommittf'c submits the accoimianying siiegeslioiis for the consideration 
of the constitution-making body. They have bwm placed before the Committee by 
one of its memln'i's who rias gniit i*x|HTience of the administration of Indian 8tat<*s 
and of the working of the (iovcrnmeiit of India Act flililo) in relation to them.

nity, be filled by appointment of memWe of other tommuniiiea and the Cabinet 
commence or cootinue to function, provided it comroaude a majority in the 
l^islature. 

(D) The Cabinet shall be elected by the Central Legislature In a joint aessimi 
by the ayatem of the single iranefcrable vote* The elected Mfnieters ahatl bold offiec 
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for Ibo duration of tlie IjeRfflainrc. Tbt Lesitlotore ahall elect from anoog; the 
Mioietere a Preeident and a Deputy Prealdent.wbo ehall oot boUi**beloni; to the 
aaoM eomm unity. 

MiKIBTSB fob IVDIAH STATUS 

There ehall be a Minister in charge of the fuoctiona in relation to Indian States 
and with him shall be associated a body of oersons not less than three and not 
more than fire in number, who shall be called Indian States* Adrisers and whoshsll 
be ehosen in the manner agreed upon with the Indian States. The Minister shsll 
consult the Indisn State Adrisers on all important matters and shall obtain their 
concurrenee in respect of certain matters to be S|ieeified in the Constitution Act. 

Judiciary 

(1) There shall be a Supreme Court for the Union and a High Court in each 
of the Units. 

(2) The Htreiigtli of .fudges in each of these courts nt tiie inception of the 
Union as well as tlic salaries to be paid to them shall be tixnl in the Constitution 
Aet an<l no modi lii’iit inn in oitlnT slnill in* made cxrrpt on tin* reeoniincndation of 
the lligh Court, the ( ioveiiimeiit eoiic*4‘riio<l and the Siipp'me Court, and with th«* 
snnetion of the Head i»l‘ the State ta ( ioyerin»r-t General or I'rc^sident as the ease may 
in*), provideil, howi v r. that tie* salary uf no .ludg«’ shall b^ varied to his disadvan- 
tttge tluring ids term of oHiee, 

(!») (II) Th«i Cbii f .lustiee of India shall hv apivoiiit 'd by the Hoad of the State 
and the oilier Judges of tin- Supreme Conil shall m* appointed by the Head of the 
Slate, in (‘onsiiltatinii with the Chief .Ir.sliee of India, (b) The Chief .Justice 
of a High i’onrt sliall be ajipointed by the Hia4l of the Male in consuliation v.ith 
the Mead of the I'nit and the Che f ilusiicc of India, (e) titlnr .liidges of a High 
Court shall be appointed liy the Ibad of the stati*. in eoiisiiltation with the Head 
of the CniL. the Chief .histi<- of the .High Court toncermd and the Chief .lustiee 
of India. 

( I) A .ludge of a Jligh (\uirt or a Supreme (*ourt shall be np)>ointed for life, 
subjO(*t to an ag«‘-linut (iresiTibed by the i^onstitntion A< t, but he may by ii>igna- 
tion addressed to the lleatl of the State resign his oTu'o. 

(■») A .ludge of the ilidi Court may be r«‘moved from otllce by the lleaduf the 
Slate on the ground of misbelinviour or of inlinnity of miml or body, if on rt‘f« reiir, 
is'ing made t«» it i»y the Head of the State, the .Supreme Court rei>ort that the 
.Imlge tiuglit on any such grounds to be rcmovi'd. 

(b) A .ludge of tin* Supreme Court may be removed from office by the Head 
of the State on the ground of misbehaviour or of intirmity of mind of botly. if on 
refenaiec, being made to it liy the >lead of the Stan*, a s*|>ecial Tribunal appointed 
for the puri»ose by him rejiorts that the .fudge ought on any such grounds to be 
removi'd. 

(6) Ab regards other matters conne<*tcd with the appointment and fuiietion of 
the .Uidieiary, the provisions embodi'*«l in i)art IX of the ( Govern meiii of India Art 
of lOIC) floi'm* suitable with such inialiheations as may be req aired for being lilted 
into the framework of the new Con^tltution. 

UKFi:;NCE 

The Committee strongly recommends that under the now Constitution there 
ahouhl be a rortlolio of In teiiee. which sJiould be held by a Minister res]x>nsiblc U) 
the Legislaiun* aiul tliat the uetuni control and discipline of the Army should be 
placed ill tlie hands of a Coinmainler>in Chii'f under the new (lovernment. 

The Committee furtlier rot^unimends that a National Army should be 
created ami developed a.s ra]iidly as possible. It is unable to suggest at this 
stage u^at the strength of this Army should be as this will dr{K*nd, apart 
from the vital question of tinuiicc, on a number of other factors, such as, the 
nature of the post-war world settlement and the edieacy of the international 
organisation for the maintenance of world i>eace. Among the measures which 
should be adopted for the creation of such an Army, the Committee recommends 
the following : 

(1) (h) i^uoh British Units as temporarily may be required for the efficient 
defence of India and such offict'rs as may bo needed for officering the National 
Army until an adequate number of Indian Officers becomes available, shall be 
obtained by a treaty or agreement entered into by the Union Oovernment and 
His Majiesty's Govirnmtmt, specifying, among other things, the terms and 
conditions of their re-employment by the Union, (h) As soon as the war » 
over* all direct recruitment of British officers to the Lidian Forces should cesse. 
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Bttch BntiHh ofSoore as do not bHont; to Uic Indian Army and an* not nttuired 
far ^pprific aj>|Joiiitmoiits ahoiild Ihj rp%'frtcd to tho Rritisli Army <‘st:d>|tslimMit. 

(2) An inatitJitioii slioukl be rafablished for tin* tniinin^ in siulN-itjii iiundioni 

of oAeers of all the timv arms — air, land and sea— . mhI all ilefn’ts i in the 

ineemt nytiem whirh prevent ranid Iiidiaiilxation or tin* en'ation «>t Indian Oflieera 
capable of aasumiiip: loadi*rship should lie forthwith removeil. 

(3) If it is found that the pn*settt edueutiotiiil system dors not prt>duee a 
aol&ek^ut number of young men suitable in every’ respit-t for a luildary enreer, ste|is 
should be taken at oiiee to remove this defect. 

(4) University titlieers* Tniiiiiiig Uor|>s slionhl be (*st4iblisheil where they 
do not exist and laigely expandesf and ineasuri's taken not <inly for etisiirtiig supply 
of ofik'cn to till vaeanei^ in |H*:iei^ttnn* hut for the lapid e.xpansioii of the cadre 
in the event of a military thnat to India. Su«‘li nieasiins should aim at 
creating a reserve of young men with service training, who c*in la* rapidly ulisurb^l 
as otliecrs^ w'h<*u t^imiisioii tuk<*K phu*e. 

(.^) The Comnntti'e would emphasise that the maintenance of law and order is 
esseiitUlly the responsibility of the Unit Governments and that they should, if 
neecssary, by increaMiiig the strength of their police forces, fipiip themselves 
adequately for the discharge of this responsibility. The Coniniittre would, however, 
make it clear that the services of troops on the Union Army fstsldislimeiit should 
be available for being re<piisiiioned only when the civil |»ower iiiids itself iiiiahlc to 
cope with any particular si (nation. 

1*he Committee further recommends that a balance should he maintained 
betwiH-n the reapretive arms and that sficcial attfotion should be paid to navy, 
air force, mechauized uiiita and such other branches as may from time to time be 
develoiu*d 

The Coinniittee recommends that steps should be taken evpii b» fore the coming 
into being of the new t.'oiiatltution to adopt and give (ttici to the mrsHiirrs as far 
aa practicable. 

U£PBE.SKNTATIOg IN PUBUC HERVICES 

(3) The orders now in force at the Centre regarding the representation of 
the communities in public services may continue in (>|ierstion till the Union Gov* 
eromeut under the now Constitution comes into being. I'be Committee, however, 
recommends that the 8 i per cent of the seats now allotted to the Sikhs, the Indian 
C^ristUos, and the Anglo-Indians and Parsia may be s()lit up between the Hikhs, 
the Indian Cbriatiaui and the Anglo-Indians and Parsis in the proportion ol .M} |ter 
cent for Hikhs, 3 tier cent for Indian Christians, and 1 ryO per cent for Anglo- 
Indians and Parsia. Ibe apecial provisions relating to Aiiglo liidfanN in certain ser* 
vices under Seoiion 242 of the Governpieiit of Indio Act of llKtj are not to be 
affected by this reeoromendation. 

Public Heuvices Commibrioe 

The Chairman and membera of the Union Public Hervirea Commiaaioii shall 
be appointed by the Head of the 8tate in conanltation wiUi the ivime Miniaier. 
The Chairman and membera of the Public Services Comroiaait n of Units shall be 
uppoifitsd by the Head of the Unit, in consultation with the Prime Miniater of 
the Unit. 

Fundamental Rights 

A comprdienaive declaration of f'undamenial Right a should be incorporated in • 
the lutuie Constitution of India aaauring (a) the liberties of the individual; (b) 
the freedom of the ^eaa and aaaociation; (c) i quality of rights of ciiizenahlp 
of all nationals. Irrespective of birth, religion, colour, caste or creed; (d) lull 
religious toleration, including non-interference in religious beliefs, practices and 
inatituiiona: and (e) protection to language and culture of all eommunltica* It 
should further contain apeeific declarations on the lines indicated in the reports of 
of the Scheduled Castes and Minority Sub-Committees, for the complete abolition of 
disabilities impoaed by tr^itlon and custom on the Scheduled Caatea and the 
aafeguaidiog of simcial religious enatoma like wearing of kirpana by Bie Sikbt. 
The preeiae formulatiou of these rights should be undertaken by a Special Committee 
of experte at the time of the framing of the new ConatitutioD. 

MiNo** ’‘”iB8 CoMiinaioNa 

(A) The Conatitutioo Act . .i provide fOr the establishment at the Centre 
and in each of the Provinoea an independent Minority Oommiaalon, which ahall bo 
eompoaed a topreecntatiye for each of the eommunitica (not neceasarily a member 
of that eommunity) rap r eaep t e d in the Legislature.

(B) Snbjeot to the poeeeMion of oueh quetihceiioiie or exporienoe m mmj be 
preecrti>t«d, the member repreeeniiitg ouch community who need nol nrtrrtieiilj 
belong to the eeme community, ehell be eltctcd by membere of Ibe Lri^elue 
beloutsiitic to thet community. 

(C) So member of the fiCgiHleture ehell be eligible lor memberehip of the 
CommiiMiion. 

(M) The term of ollicc of membere of the Commieeion ehetl be the 
eeme ee, and eyuchroniee with tlie term of ofliee of membere of the Legleleture 
concerned. 

(K) The* fnnetione of the Commieeion ehell be (i) to keep e eooetent welrb 
over the iiitrriiite of minority commuiiltiee In the area; (ii) without attempting to 
deal uitb utray admiiiietrative acte or liidtvidiial grievanece, to call for ench 
information ae the Commiaaion may conaider naeeaMry for diaebarging their 
function**; (iii) to review periodically— -for example oece every eix saoathi— the 
policy piiniued in legielation and admin iatration by the lirgialature and the ExccoUve 
in regard to the implementing of iioii-ptatictable fuiidameutal righta aaenred by the 
I'-onatitiiiion to minority communitica and to nubmit a report to the Priam 
Min later. 

(K) Tha recommendation a of the Commiaaion aball be conaidered by the 
<*iil)iiict niid the Prime Miiiiater ehall» at aoon ae poaaible, place the report ol the 
C^ommiMaiofi before tlie Ijegialature with a full etatement of the action taken or 
propDHod to be taken in purauance of the recommendatione of the Commiaaion. In 
caae any of the recommendationa are not accepted wholly or in pert, the Mtatement 
HiKMild mIho eoiitgin full ezplauatione of the decieione taken by the Government. 
Facilitiea nbali be provided to the Legialatiire for a diecueaion of tbe report and the 
decision a of tbe Govern men t tbereon. 

MlNOElTlEB IN THE PONJAB 

The Committee recommends that the case of tbe Sikha, the Hindue and tbe 
Indian Christiana relating to their representation in tbe Punjab Legislature ehould 
be ezatniiied with tbe utmost care by tbe conatitution*maklng body. 

AMENrntENT TO THE CONBTITOTION 

'l*hc intention to make a motion in tbe Union liegielature for an amendment 
of the Coiiatituiioii sbill be notified to tbe public and euch motion ehall not be 
taken lip for conHideratiou by the Legislature until tbe expiry of at leaat eix months 
from tbe date of such notification, it Bball nol be deemed to have been approved by 
tbe Unit LegiHlatiire iinleaa it baa secured the eupport in each of the two Chambers 
of a majority of nut leas than two-thirds of ita sanctioned strength. Further, such 
amend men t shAtl not have effect iinleaa it la alao approved by the Legislature of not 
leaa than two-thirds of the Unite, provided that no amendmeuia aball be made at all 
for a period of five yeara from the coming into force of the new Conatitution tn 
respect of vital proviaiona of the Couatiiutioii, which should be lieted in a echedule 
to the Conatitution Act. 

Amciidinenia of a purely formal character may be decided through the ordinary 
process of Union legislation. 

ArCBAL TO THE COUNTRY 

'I’lie ('oiiiniittee recommends that tbe principles here riiunciated conatitute a fair 
and ett'cctivo basis lor political settlement in liiUia. It strongly recommends to ail 
commuiiiies and parties to accept them, and in particular to the majoritv parties in 
tlie provinces now administered under Section 93 of Uie iiovcriimeut of India Act of 
11135 to aMsiinic coiisiitiiiional reaponsibility. In the event of theM pro|*oaala being 
uiiaeceptable to the various comniuiiitiee and particp and their failure to reach an 
aggreement ofi any other basis, ilia Majeai> a (iovernment should set up an InUTim 
Government in India and priK*eed to eaiablish miichinery for drafting Uie new (Jons- 
titiitiun generally on the baaia of tbe principles tindctl^ing these pro|K)aals, enact it 
In Farliaiueut and put it into operation at the earliest iKiaaible date.

impoeed by thot eonotitaiion. Thot poKoy hod boon rindiooted by tho oltitndo 
token up by oomo ot koti of the leoderi of the CongroM in ooboequeot yeon. 

Tho trhunnh of (he Oongrom ot tho Oenorol Etoetiono of mi, tho Prooldont 
continued, woe looked upon by oome people, oe Iho dath-knoU of the Juetiee Pony, 
Tho Juodee POrty, on 0 politiool agoniiotion. hod undoubtedly eufferod dofat oi 
the polls, but Ibot did not meon thot the Non^Brohain movement hod bea killed. 
Tho long period daring which the Jmtice Porty held politicol power in the Prroi- 
doiiey WM in itself o sufficient reoson lor the aonge brought obout by the 1087 
electlone. Beoida fu 0 subject country struggling to wrest power from the foreign 
mien, o left-wing porty olwoyo hod on odvaUgo. A radial programme, though 
confined only to poper, olwoys mode on op|^ to the people oo ogoioot 0 oonoUue- 
live end eouotitatiouol pr9gramnio, puraued in o epirit of moderation. Added to tMe. 
the Gongreoe Porty exploited the undoubted hold which Mr. (kndhi hod ooenroa 
over the cMte-Hindn population. The ollionce beiwan Iho Brohmin oomannity In 
genoral io South ludio oud the Congrea, IrrapecUve of the politial foitn of 
indhrlduol Brahmins, oleo contributed to the influaa which the Oagrem to-doy 
wieldod in this port of Indio. It woe not ay thing inborontly unaund in their 
politicol programme thot hod raulied in tho aiipa of tbo Juotia Porty a o 
politicol fora. So for oo tho ultimoio poiitioal objective woo anarued, they olood 
00 much for the freedom of ludio m the mat radial notionolist. Ihey wonted 
politicol freedom, not for the privileged few, but for tbe mosca of this counUy. 
All their outlak ond their programme mutt neaceorily be iufluaad by tho 
dominant motive, l^aeeding, Sir Shonaukhoa Chetti aid thot the cduatsd 
Indian bod imbibed 00 much of tbe philosophy of demarooy m noderelood in the 
Wat thot ho took it for gronted thot those wcotern dtviea winch hod ooeured 
freedom fa the people would produa tbe eoae resulie lu Indio ala. Unhreral 
ouffrago ond odult fronchia with the datrino of one vote for every Individual had 
no doubt product tlie desired raulte in weetern auntria. Unfortunately it did 
II jt work that way io India. The rigid eaiol syaton of India bod rally at the 
pattern in tbe working of nil their inotitutioui. No amportment of life hod 
aapod the influaa of thio aociol oyetom. It woo no doubt very deotrabte that 
thio eopnratiot tendency should oltogetba diappar from thek abeao of life, tfo 
long a it aioted, however, it must be reeognisod, ond tultoMo odjuotaaU aunt bo 
mode to natralia it tondacieo. lliat woo tbe crux of tU ooaaunol problem. 
Only lAa tboir notioooliot politieono raognliod the ioeoorablo logic of thio faior 
could they orrive at a atiefactory alutloD of their politial diffieultieo, llie Non- 
Brahmin pfoblea WM hot o manifataaon of this etark rallty. The simple westom 
otoetorol devla hod not altered thio fact by one louu Unlao oomo radial idl«ot- 
mat WM mode, the dotninona of a minority would ho porpe4atod. Tj^nj over 
0 moiocity woo ineonoietent with tbo epirit of doaoeracy, Tim oppertioDaont of 
oato in tht logiolaiaTa in proporUon to tho, populaiion of tho diffiimt ooaau* 
nitia in apornto communal olectorateo and ommnn^ to poblle 

eerviMi on a oimiler brnio wore the only Iwo mMod» ^ tl^

do owoy with the eoaaiinol otoetoala. The loteei efibrl to this ditoetion wno Iho

mIgiK be the temgtotioo held out« the minarity oom»uiiitie» nod the poUtifidlly 
weeker comoiiinitice could never nceeiit joiiit cMkirntei. Pknctloil egpenenee hid 
demoiiiinted that the lenra oC ibeee eonuniuiiiioc were not Imegliieiy, It wae 
onllkely, thcrefoie. ibnt citber the Mo^me or the Behadiiled Ceitie voedd neeepi 
• joint eleetorete in the futnie oonetitnlien^ The Non-Bnlhaiin MBaennily 
of sonth India atood in an identieal position. 

The Nqn-BrahwiiD Forty muet thoefone make this their main plank in their 
.politieal prognittM. md Hir dhanmakham Chettiar. They eonld not neoept any 
oonetitatioa whieh did not provide lor eeparate oleetoratee for the Eon*«ahaiia 
eommoniike in South India. Whatever mifCkt be the pidtem of the Intnre eonaii- 
tntloa ol India, it would determine the dmtiny of the country lor many yeaia to 
come. If the Non^Brahmini failed to eafegtiard fheir^ poeition at eneh n time ttieir 
•polllieal luinre aonld be ^doomed. It was taken to granted by the Ooogresa nod 
by the eonetltniion*makere and even by the Britiah Oovernment that the Gongrees 
and the Muslim League were the only two entities that counted in India. They 
muet make it plain that eo far as t^outh India was concerned, the interest of the 
Mou^Brehmiii communitios and the Scheduled Cestes should be edequately safe* 
guerded along with the Muslim and other minoridca and politiemly weaker 
tsommnaitice. Aiielyeing tlte catiaee which had led to a sense ^of frustration and 
despair in the country ; Sir Shuumukham Ohetti observed Uiat it was the negative 
policy followed by the Congress 'during the lest 2o years which wm largely respon- 
■ible lor she present state of affairs. It was an admitted fact that the Cot^reety 
under the leadershii* of Mr. Gandhi, had brought about the politieal ewakening of 
the masses .of India. Whatever mit;bt be the measnre of eiedit thsi must be given 
to tke Gongrees for this mnse-ooitsciousness, the value of that work muat be jAged 
by conereie reeolts. Mass awskeniug in itself wss of no use unless it hnl the 
the eonntry to progreea in all directions. The negative policy of non-co-opemtion 
with events and facts wae bound to fail, and that wae what had happened to the 
policy pureued by the Congress darmg the lest few yeein. 

JEteferriug to the pesaitig of the Government of India Act 1935, the speaker 
eeid that if only the federal constitution had been inaugurated in time, the most 
difficult of their political problems, namely the problem of the lodien States, 
would have been lolved in a sstisfaetory nmnner. By opposing thia constitution, 
the Congress bed really played into the bends of the enemies of India's freedom. 
If the Indian Federation bad been inaugurated liefora the outbreak of the war, 
aven with the kiod of Government that was provided for in that Act, the real 
repreeentativea of India would be wielding full |>olitical powers to-d^. 

The next greet opportunity came with the Oripps Offer. The oto wei rejected 
on the ground Uiat the Government cootem plated at the Centre wee not reeponelble 
to an etoted legislature, but to the Viceroy who was armed with powers of veto. 
Legally this oriiiciem was eorrcct. In practice, however, the Indian Government 
euvieeged in the Grippe Offer would have bed real power. In the midai of a world 
war of the most colossal magnitnde, no Viceroy would have dared to exercise hie 
veto egeioet the unenimoue decleioiis of each an Indian Goverument. In rejecting 
thie wer, the Gongrees had not merely euccumbed to mere logic, but bed failed to 
show a spirit of confidence io the people of this couniry. The rejeotion of the 
Grippe Offer wae nothing abort of e poliiicel tragedy in the hiatory of India. If 
the r^ection of the Grippe Offer by the Oongreae wse unwise and unetateeman-like, 
the subsequent action of the Britieb Government was thoroughly uu justifiable. 
Tekiag edvpateg* of the attitude of the Congreea, the British Government had con* 
their own power and bed been governing the country without any'rcgeid 
to pcgmler aentimeoto end feelinge. llie leot that one party, however nowerful it 
might be» had lejeeled the offor wae no justification for withdrawing it. It waa the 
aohseuaent eelloa of the Britieb GoTemment that had created a feeling of dbtmat 
und <Uamuy. Beal alatesmanehip on the pert of the British Government would 
have led them to pat the terms of the offer io operation with the help end eo- 
operation of the other group eod partiee in the eouotry. In Jnetificatton of the 
aotloa of the Ooverament It wee stated that the Congieea wee the oqly orgaiiteaHln 
whM repremnted the people md that the rejeetioii of the offer by eneh an orguM- 
aa ti o» waa Untamouiit to a rejeetlon by the people ee a i^ole, and that then was 
no mpOBiible body of men to whom the ofhr could be made in the nllermtive. 
Thie lane of nrgument wns inooneieient with the oft-npcaled statement of rMnunai* 
hie British eUlesmen that in opile of the oppeuitioB of the Oougieae^ the leallndia 
wae wholeheartedly participetins Hi war effbrt The only conduaiOB to whieh 
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SP? dnten from Um ooane of eventa diirini; the iMt fonr TWts mn thM tfco 
Bntith Authonliet wen only too an^^ione to Uln edvniiUfso of the iBtnneimiH*e of 
the CooKieM to eonioHdate their poBittoa and power. 

The problem with which they wen fai?ed was nally the problem of the fatonu 
said Bir Bhanmukham Chetti. He referred in this ccmocctton to the aoKimtion made 
recently by him that the Indian political problem must he solved by an international 
tribunal. The snfritestion implied of course that there would be ai;recment amoucst 
all the principal parties in India to refer the problem lo such arbitration. Jf they 
could not acres even on this ultimnle solution, then it was clearly the duty of Hm 
Majeaty’a Government to devise a cfinatHutiou noiwiihstsiidinc the failure of Indiana 
to arrive at a general agreement; Inhere was nothing strange or new in an^h a 
procedure. During the whole period of British coniieotioii with India, the conetitu* 
tion of the country from time to lime had been imimsed by the will of the Rritleh 
Parliament. In con tem pis ting such a course, lie was not unmiiidfiil of its real 
implications. If acoiialituiion was imtioaetl on India by His M^psity’s Government 
ii iiievitsbly followed that HiBMnjcM(>'H (lovcriinienl would rotsiu in their hands 
certain extraordinary powers to guarantee the working of the coiisiiiution. How- 
ever bitter such a thought iin;:ht be to every patriotic Indian it raiiNt be reslteed that 
it was an inevitable corollary of their own disuiiiiy. In the event of the British 
Governrooiit being placed under Ui« iicceHsity of imimsiiig a coiiatittitioii on India 
they abniild make it clear that the extraordinary ^Kmers reserved in the hands of Hhi 
Majesty’s Government would be abrogated at any tihie when there was a general 
agreement amongst the difToreut elements in the country.

Turning to the economic problems lacing the 4M>untry, tlie President referred to 
the Goiistrnctive Programme of the Congress and said it was itii possible lor acotiiilry 
of the size of India to organise its economic life on the baaia of cottsf^ induatriea 
and aelf-contained village units. If India were to aurvive as an et^onomioally imwer- 
ful country, they must adopt a |H)licy of large-scale intliiatrialiaatioii, A fdaii of large* 
scale induatrialiaation for a country df the size of India involved the tai'kling of 
problems of vast social signHicMnce. The Government of India bad reircntly published 
a atatementin which they had given broad indicaiionH of the central eootiwl of 
industry and the nationahaation of certain luduatriea. The principles eanooiatiid in 
ihia autement must be generally accepted as sound. In their actiml spplioation, how- 
ever, they were bound to raise innumerable quesiious of detail on which there 
would be acute differences of opinion. One welcome feature of the sUtemeat was 
that a serious sttempt would be made to adopt a rational policy in the diatribiition 
and location of industries. Bouth India, for inatance, bad not gut so many indusCrisa 
as osrtaio parts in Northern India. They must press tcrongly both upon the Provin- 
cial Government and the Central Governroeat the need for giving a high priority to 
propbeals for the eateblUbinent of indiiatrial concerns in Bouth India. The leaders of 
the Justice Party would find a vast and fruitfol field of aervice in this direotion. 
Their Party must also support a rational policy of national taatiun and state eon tiol 
of industries. Referring to tha social programme of the Party, Bir Hhaqronkham 
Ohetti said that none of the political parBea in India bad done anything beyond pay- 
ing lip service to the cause of the Depreeacd Claavea. With sepereAe eleetoretee and 
moper aafegnaris, the Scheduled Ceatea could have made more rapid progreaa then 
theyhed done hitherto. It wea a matter for repicing thet the Jeedera of the 
Scheduled Oeatee had now become alive to the real problem and would not allow 
themselves to be hood-winked by any poliUeaJ mty or iiidividonl. The Juetiea 
Party should nlwaya be prepared to offer the fuHest eo-operatioii to ell orgenlantlone 
of the Scheduled CeetesRnd support them In their endeavoura for the politienl« 
eeonomie nod social advancement of these eommnnities^ 


The Self-Respect movement in South Indlst the Preeident oonUnned* weeieelly 
an off-ehoot of the eocial programme of the Non-Hrahmin party. Ba wae blmieuf 
with this movement from lie verv inception. Unfortnnaiely In the name 
of the Self-Beapect movement, propaganda Imd bm cMriad on in a manner whieh, 
if allowed nnoheeked, would disrupt the Non-Brahmin eommunftlea. The Sell- 
Beapeet movement to-day was mainly direct^ destroying Mlaf In the ezlet- 

leoo^f God and demobuiaing the Uindn religion. If ee^in cnthnalaala fell that 
thdr miaaion In life wae to uoderUke work in ^ia dimtioa, he had no unariel irtlli 
them.

Ha totally 
diaagraed from thia aiaw. Tha apaakar waa not in tha least aahamM to confaoa that 
thousands of years ago this great stream of DraTidian civilisation mixed wilh tha 
great stream oi Aryan eivilisatioo and tha blending of the two had produced Hindu 
civilisation. Tha fact tha Hindu religion had a distinctively Aryan origin waa no 
justification lor them to disown it. iiiey must have tha courage to recognise that 
thara wars a great many practices in Hindu religion which dcaerved tha atrongast 
condemnation. Notwithstanding thaia dafecta let them have tha courage to admit 
that no Hindu need banahamedof hia own religion. Concluding, Sir Sbanmnkham 
Cbatti aaid that tha agony through which the world had been pasting during the 
lent aix years would be followed by a period of difficulties and troubles of n different 
nature. The shock of these years had produced a revolution in man's tboughta and 
their outlook on tha profoiema of life. The problems of peace would be even more 
difficult than tha tragedy of tha war. Let them not be disheartened by Uia fact that 
their organisation could not boast of great numbara. Even a handful of men filled 
with enthueinam could work miracles. If they had any belief in tha justice of their 
own eatiaa let them get on with their work! irreepective of its eouBequences, in the 
faith that action was their duty and the fruit thereof was not their concern.

A resolution urging that for the next ten years at least no form of government 
other than a Composite Government should be allowed to function both in the provin- 
cea nod the Centre, wan adopted at the B.I.L.F. Confederation on the 8th. May. Bir 
R. K. Sbanmokham Chetti presided. 

After a song (on the Justice Party) by Knmari Psdma, the Chairman moved s 
resolution oongratulnting the United Nations on the complete victory achieved 
over Germany sod the end of tha struggle in Europe and expressing pride in the 
echievemenU of the valient sons of India who bad contributed to this great victory. 
It waa not merely due to the great might of the United Nations but to the easentisl 
jnatioe of their cause that the war waa woo. The leeeon that justice would always 
triumph, must be borne In mind by them. The Justice Party had suffered aetbacks. 
They should consider tha 1037 elactiooa aa their Dunkirk. He would ask them to go 
forth in tibe lulleet belief that there waa justice on their aide. 

A eondotenoe' resolution on the deaths of Messrs. C. I>. Nsyegam, K. Snbramaoia

The appruHch he wan niakin;; wae, tlii*relore, baHed on two conaideratioiia, firstly, 
that to proceedtti); to solve the eummiiual proMcm, it wan csMential to define the 
ixoverniiii; firiiicydes which eliould l)e invoked for deierminin;; the final solution and, 
secondly, that, whatever the )!ovoriiiii)ij! principles they must be apidied to all parties 
equally without fear or favour. 

iMvidifiit the eommunal problrm into three cateirurica of r’presrntation in the 
LefiislaUire. in th * Executive and in the Services, Dr. Ambidksr laid down nrincipica 
wi%b, iu hia view, ahould (icovern each. As rewards the Services, he said that all 
tiMit waa necessary was to convert the present admin istrative practice into atalutory 
obligation. As regards representation iu the Executive, he said that the representatives 
of toe Hindus, the Muslims and the Mcbeduled Castes aliould be equal to the quan- 
tum of their repreaentation in the Ticcislaturc. As ro^ards other roifioritleH, a seat 
or two should be reserved for their repreaeotation and a convention established that 
they would gets fairportiiu of rsprcscntatioii iu the corps of parUamentary secre- 
lacitfS that would have to he raised 

On the nature of the Executive, he laid down a number of principles. Firstly, 
the ayatem under which a party wliich secured a majority at tbe poll waa decnM 
entitled to form a governmtent ou the presumption that it had the confidence of tbe 
BUtJoritV, waa untenable iu Indian conditions. The majority in India was • conimu- 
iinl majority and not a political majority. That being the difference, the preanmtion 
tiMt arose in England could not be regarded as a valid proaumption^ in the conditions 
of India. Secondlv, the Executive should cease to be a committee of the majority 
party In the Ijegtslature. It should be so constituted that it would have fts maodate 
not only from the majority but also from* the miuoritiea in the. LeKialature. Thirdly, 
the Executive should be tion-parliamentary in Ute sense that it ahnil not be remove- 
eble before the term of the Legtsiaiurei audit should be parliamentary in tbe senae 
that tlic members of the Executive shall be ehoaen from the membera of tbe Legisla- 
ture and aball have the right to sit In the House, apeak, vote and answer questions. 

Elbgi'ON of Peimb Miristbb 

Dr. Ambedkar laid down other prineiplsB. namely, tliot the Prime Minister as 
the Executive Heed of the Government should have the confidence of the whole 
Uouae ; the persou representing a particular minority in tlie Cabinet should have 
the confidence of the laemhera of the comniiHrity in the Legislature ; and a member of 
the Cabinet shall not be liable to be removed except ou imiveachment by the House 
on the ground of corruption or treason. Following tlieie principles, he proposed that 
the Prime Minister and members of the Cabinet from tbe majority community ahould 
be elected by the whob House by the single traiisferahle vole and that the repre- 
•entativea of the difihreut minorities in the Cabinet should be elected by the aingle 
transferable vole of the members of each minority community in the Ijegialatnre. 
Dealing with representation iu tbe T^islainree. Dr. Ambedkar provided for the follow- 
ing pereentagee in the Central Asaembly : Hindna, who formed 54.66 per cent of the 
populatkm, ahonid get 40 per cent vepreeentation. Muelime 28 5 ihlriy*two per cent, 
Bchedttied Oastea 14 B twenty percent, Indian Cbrisiiana 1.16 three per cent, Bikha 
1.49 four per cent and Angio-IiidiaUH 0*^5 one per cent (jieroeutage of population ie 
taken niter deducting tbe number of aboriginal tribes from tbe cenaua fignrea). In 
^mbay, Hindeu who formed 76.42 of the popnlatioii would get 40 per cent repre- 
eeotatkm in the Legieleture ; Mutlims 9.98 twenty-eight )icr cent, ScMuled Caates 
9.61 twenty-eight percent, IndUn Cbrtsiiane 1.75 two percent, Anglo Indiana *07 one 
per cent and Faraeea^*44 one per cent. In tbe Punjab, Mnalime who formed 57*06 
would get 40 per cent repreeentetion in the Legislature, Hindiie 22*17 would get ^ 
per eent, Sbikbt 1B.22 twenty-one per cent, Scheduled Caetes 4219 nine per cent and 
Indian Chriatiani 1.71 two per eent. 

Pbinciplbb Governiho Reprbbkntatiost 

Dr. Ambedkar said tlie dis^ibution waa made on tha following principlee :

In *^a word to the Hiitdii*’, Dr. Ambcdkar aaid much ol ihe dlirimliT over the 
eonmunel question was due to the Hindus* insbiteifee that the rule cf majority waa 
•aeroeanct and it muat be meintained at all costa. Dr. Ambi dksr drew attention to the 
other rule, the rule of unenimitj. applied to tiiitl by Jury, in whkth the derisiou wae 
binding upon the Jugde only if the verdict of Itie Jury was unsuimotis. *lbe rule of 
unanimity was also acoepteu m the decisiotis ol the TiCsgue of Natiuns. **lt isoiiviotia 
that if toe principle of unanimity was accepted by the Hindtis ac a rule of deciaiim 
In the Legiclaturea and iii the Kzeciitivc. there would be no suvh thing as a commit* 
nil problem in India.” 

f>r. Axnbedkar proceeded: **Jt may beoiien to the Mitulim to ask Mr. .linnah 
why in 1930, when he formulated his fourteen winie he insisted uihxi tbc priiiiciplc 
of majority role to such an extent that one of tne points stipnintcu thst in grsniiiig 
weighinge limits should be pisced whereby a majority shall not be rHnrid to a mino- 
rity or rquality. It may be 0|)cn to the Hindus to ask Mr. Jirfnah, if be ia in favour 
of a Muslim majority in lliiellm Provinces, why he is opf»os«d to a Hindu majority 
in the Centre 1 Ttie if indue muat, however, realise that Khtwa pofcra may feed to 
the eonclnaion thet Mr. Jiiinah’a position is iiicoDsisteiit They csiinnt lead to the 
affirmation of ihe principle of majority role.

Tto Federsiioi), at its resumed scssioo on the next day, Ihs 7tli. May, p s a esd 
s raoltttion* expresaiuK oppositioo to tbs plan of Constltoent AasemUy, ss 
anggestad by tbs Baprn Committse. 

TUa plan, the resolution said, placed the Scheduled Csatea at the aaeicir of the 
Hlodoa and Muslims in the matter of constitutional safeguards withont manng any 
proyislon that the decisions of the Assembly alTeeting the tfcheduM Castes shonid 
haye the sopport of the Scheduled Castes. The Federation was opposed to the Tory 
idea of a Gonstituent Assembly. 

Tim Conference reiterated its determination to stand by the resolutions passed at 
tM Working Oommittee meeting held in Madras in September last and called upon 
all members of the Scheduled Castes to insist on the provisions contained in those 
resdntions as constituting “an irreducible minimum of the protection eseenUal for 
the safety and seenrity of the Scheduled Coates “against Uie tyranny and oppieaaion, 
which if sure to follow in the wake of the rule of the Hindu communal 
majority.*’ 

OovBRiiMBiiT'e I ndustrial Policy Wbloombd 


The Federation next considered the Oovernment’e recent statement of Induatrial 
policy and expreaaed the opinion that tte policy by recQgniaing prit ate eoterpriie ee e 
beeie feet wea catenleted to do grave wrong to the toiling maei e a of this country. 
The Federation was firmly of the opinion &at State ownerablp of industry and 
Stale ownership of laitd wss the only way which would prevent Induetrial policy 
resnltlng in making the rich richer and the poor poorer, lo view of the veoeot 
famine in Bengal, the resolution urged that Government ahould forthwith undertake 
the work of nationaiiaing land In Bengal, in order to insure that such ealamiliee do 
not recur. 

Ills Federation also passed a resolotioa evineing anxiety lor the rehabilita- 
tion and reeettlemeiit of persons belonging to tbe Schrauled Castes Aomobiliaed after 
war.

Dbmahii FOR Lbaderb* Kblbarb 

A resolution strongly protesting egeinst the continned detention of Meolnnn 
Abttl KeUm Ased, Pendit Jeweherlsl Nehru end other members of the Congreee 
Working Committee end of thousends of Congress members end tmdo unionists 
end demsnding their immediste end uncondtltonsl relessc wss passed unsnimonsly. 

Moving the resolution urging the releese of lenders* Mr. R. T. Rwtadivc snid 
thst since tho incArcersiioii of the iistionsl lenders in 1942 when the Gioverniiicnt 
suddenly pounced upon them, in spite of dimippotniment, despsic end confusion, 
the working olsHses in the country through their trsde nniim orgenieelionf bed been 
re|iestedly rising in defence of the liberties of the Congress end urging the release 
of the iiacionst lesdcrs. Ncitiier international opinion nor national optuion believed 
that Pandit Nehru's prcRence in the country could be dangerous to the conduct of 
the war. Every honest man in India or in any country knew that the detention of 
the leaders wse part of s frontal oflensive against the ss|>irsthiR of the Indian 
people. Mr. R. K, Mukerji, seconding the resolution, said that there would have 
been no need for a reHolutioii of the type if the working citseee had bmn wdl 
organised as thereby they would have secured the country's freedom long ago. 
Mr. V, R. KaUipfuif supporting the resolution, eatd that no oue could pretend to 
have a greater hold over the mssses of tbte country than Oandhs|i and if he mmtted 
the release of the leaders by direct action of the workers he would have bm the 
last mail to "funk" and he would have been the last not to sdviae them to do so. 
It was true that following tho arrest of (tandhiji and other lesdera in August 19.12 
there were disturbances in the country. Hut It i|aa not only misrepreBeiitatioii of 
Mahatma Gandhi, it was doing the greatest imsaible iii|nTy to the coowtry if any* 
body said that the disturbances were due to any reeoliition of the Congrese or the 
direction of any leader of the Congress. The resolution was then carried 
unanimously. 

Han on Cohorebs Activities Criticisbo 

Mr. JV. Af. JnHhi moved the resolution protesting sgamst the continoed ben on 
the liidisii NationsI Congress and its activi ties. The rcHoliiium stated that the ban 
constituted an sltack on the dsmocrMtic rights of the people and hnd aggravated the 
cRhirts of the economic crisis by stilling the iiormsi iioiiiiral life of the country. 
The resolution demanded that the ban be immediately lifted and full freedom of 
organisaiioii and activity be restured to the Indian National Congress so that ibn 
present helplessness and paralysalioii of wndal life in the country ronld Im endtd 
and the NHtional Congrese once more euahled to serve the |ieo|>le in the preDCiit 
period of political and ecioiuniic c^risis. Mr. Joshi aaid that the Owignse orgsnisa- 
tions were declsrcd illegsl in 1942 even before they started the Civil Uisiib^icoce 
movement. It was true some Congressmen hsd now been released and on tlio 
advice of Gsndhiii had hcgnii a constructive |»rogramme of work cii the lines 
anggfsted by him. Mr. .Toshi was glsd to ssy that one of the imtHiriant iten^s ef 
thal programme was Ulniur organisation. Hut although Congressmen had started 
a constriM.tive programme of work they i^iild not do the work in the vuntK • t the 
Indian National Congress, 'llie Trade Union Congreia atood for full rwd liberty 
and so they demanded that in this country there shottld be full liberty vt tiMgkt, 
stieei'b and of the Press. *rhey must also have Cull liberty of orgaitiss.nnt. Con- 
gressmen were now deprived of this end the ’ITsde Union iktngress nitint isatst 
that the preaitnt ttan should \m lifteci and Congreasroen t'ermittisl to work in the 
name of their oiganisation. Mr. Htiukim Muherji, secondi.ig the rcsiihitiun, said that 
■0 long as the ban remained, ptiblii* life in the country would not be real. He said 
there would not have been a famine in Hengal if the leaden had been free to carry 
on ibeir work for the iieople. The resolution was duly carried.

Hie Goagreas fully supported the demands formulated by railway workers on 
the questiooa of dcarucss allowance. reviHion of ecalea of pay and increase In basic 
wages of raitwaymen and condemned the iieisisteni refusal of the Railway Hoard 
nad the Government of India to grant these just demands. The resolution direct^ 
nfilliated uniona to observe the next Budget Day as an All •India Ksilwaymen*a day 
with a view to realise tbeir demands. 

Resolutions urging improvement of conditions of work in the Kolar Gold 
Fields sod ths Kheura Balt Mines were siso adopted. 

After the adoption of the resolutiona. the session concluded with speeches from 
the dalcgalea and the newly elected l*resident, Mr. Mritial Ksriti Hose. 

Hr. N. if. Joahi thsnkcd the Heceptinn Committee and others who had made 
the Congiasc the success it bid been. They hsd UfJii clelegstes attending the present 
session who had eoms from all over India. The J rado Union Congres had developed 
into an unique organ iaatioii— an all-comprehensive, all;|iarty, alMndia 'irade Union 
Congresa* Ue exhorted the members to maintain this unique character of tbeir 
orgmuiaatioD and not to allow it to become a National Congrcss cum-Trada Union 
Cmigiasa. a Hualim Leagae*cum-Trade Union Congress, siid the like. Hia slogan 
of tha working Glasaea was ^'Workers of the norld, unite.** 'Jberefore, they should 
not allow the workers of India to be dividod. i'hcir scc^d object waa toaecuretha 
freedom of this eountry. The country had suffered terribly on account of diannily. 
For that purimse also they should be united and Irn an examrda to other 

iToari Bom, the newly elected President* next addressed the dele* 
ffstas thanking them for the honour done to him and scoklpg their oo-operatlon in 
Uie performauee of the tasks ahead. He eaid that the Trade Uolop Coogram* tika 
the iSUan Malional Congrasa, should be made a fighting organisation* to order to 
wiaat power from the eapitalisU. He also urged the working elaasea to laaro the 
valnn of diaeipllna.

The Annual MMioo of the FedmUon of Indian Chanbcn of OoMiorea and 
Indiifiry. whieh began in New Delhi on the ird. Maieh 1848, waa atteiiM by 
feepreeentativee of the vacioue Chambere of Commereo and Bir Jeremy Rateaa» 
Sir Ardeehir Dalai, Sir Azixul Uaqne. Sir A. Rameewami BIndaliar, Mr. Bbulabhal 
J. Deeai and membera of the Central L^ielatnre. 

Mr. «/. C. Sctalvad, preeiding o?er the eeeeion, declared the Britiah etatemeen 
muat recoguiae that to get India*# fnlteat co-operation, two thinga mnel be done, 
namely, the releaee of the political leaders and the eaiablidiment of a Mathmal 
Government in India. The trade and indnatrieaof India would nerer proeper onleea 
India got her rightful place at a aelf-goveruing unit. 

While dwelling on the food problem, Mr. Setalvad referred to the kind of work 
that a National Oovernment. could do in creating further eonrem of food eupplj, 
and said; **There ie no reason why the Government ahonld not cany out experi- 
ments in co-operative and collective farming in varioua parta of the country.** He 
enggeated that after the war they should consult Soviet experts by arranging a visit 
to India of selected men with technical knowledge to study our conditione and apply 
their experiences to our benefit. 

Referring to the question of the sterling balances, Mr. Setalvad said be muat 
throw back into the teeth of the liondon criiiea the charge of Indian proAleerrog. 
He reminded these critics of the forced purchases and the terms on which those 
purchases hsd been made niul of the self denying ordinance that India had praetiaed 
to the great hardship of her civilian population in making enormona auppliea 
available at conirolled prices to suit the convenience of the United Nations. 

Mr. Setalved said that the Hvdaii Miaatou had something to do with the cost 
situation. He feared that it was the intention atili further to curtait the operating 
caiiacity of some of our big industries, such as ateel and cbemicair, which rvquM 
large auppliea of coal aud to replace the reduced output by imports from abroad, 
particularly from the United Kingdom. Mr. Setalved. on behalf of the Federation, 
regiatcred a most emphatic protest agsinst any auch action on the pari of 
Government of India and demanded that the Indian public should be taken into 
confidence regarding the Hydari Mission. 

Resolutions— I ndia's Sterlinci Credits 

After the address of the President, Mr, A. D, Shroff moved e resolution on 
the International Monetary Fund and India's atrrling credita. The resolution stated; 
'*Tbe Federation, while appreciating the policy adopted by tbe Government of India 
in appointing Indian non-oflicial busiucaamen in their Delegation to tbe International 
Monetary Conference held at Bretton Woods for conaidering the proposed Inter- 
national Monetary Fund and the World Bank, notes with regret that the lodieu 
Delegation at the Conference were denied an opimrtuuity of aecuring a aolation, 
through the International Monetary Fund, of lndia*f iterllog credits, whieh have 
arisen iii the United Kingdom as a result of the operations of the United Nations 
in India, and that India waa not offered a permanent aeat on the proposed 
foeeutive ^rd of the International Monetary Fund, The Federation it firmly of 
opinion that, while the post-war monetary policy in ludia abould be one of co- 
operation in general objectivea and broad policies, with any International Monetarv 
Organisation that may be aet up, India, in offering such co-operation, should guard 
•gaiuat any diminution of aovereign powers, inherent in a uatiou. to pureue an 
^ehauge and Currency policy euited to her own particular national ne^a and 
intereeU withou| eubordinaling auch intereau to Bntiah policiea in the poat-war 

S iriod. It further reiteratee ita view that participation of India in the IntamatioMl 
onetary Fund or the Bank ahonld not be agreed to nnlem India ia gtvew a 
permanent eeat on the Exeentive Board of the International Monetary Fnnd and 
nnleea a eolution of India'a Sterling credits in tbe United Kingdom, eetislaelory to 
Indian intereeta, ii arrived at between U. M. G. and tht Govemmeot of Indin,

He peld o tribute to Sir Jeremy Reiemon who 
led the Indion DelegoUon for his foir-mindedneiii end ressonobleness io oil mstttrs 
oflectinK the fuodomentol intercstii of our cotititry. The ludlon Delegotion woo the 
only ddegotion thot woo led by o non-noilonol end Mr. Shroff urged thot In future 
Indion delegotious to inter-notionHl conferences should olwoys be hesded by ludisos 
themselves. 

llie Conference. Mr. Shroff proceeded, wos Influenced primorily by those 
countries thot hod militsry might end secondly by those who wielded iKiliticsi power. 
Though the question of Indte’s storliiig boUnces wos eoclitded from the purview ^ 
the conference, the Indion Delegstion hod Ulks with the British Iielegotion, ond the 
letter hod declored thot the United Kiiigdcim*s nbligsiiniis would be fully honoured. 
Id this coonectioii, Mr. Shroff |)oiiited out thet our sterling bsisiices were not in the 
notiire of credits, but shonld be tresud ss cssb in the current sccoiint. Unless ihs 
question wos sstisfsctorily solved in the interrsts of India and an arrangement 
reached for the hormoiiious and orderly liquidetion of the sterling bolsnces, Mr. 
Shroff said. India would be welUedvised to be in no hurry i>> Join the Internstionsl 
Monetary Fund. He urged that iiegotiationa ‘between Ilia Majesty's Clovernmenl 
and India should be atsrted forthwith to settle ilia queaiioii. Tna position wos 
strongs. They forcibly linked the rupee to the sterling, and said that sines wa bod 
substontiol interest in tbs Sierliug Bloc, wa must strengthen it 

The resolution was supported by Mr. C\ 8e*havhaiam (Andhra), Mr. d. R. 
Bhatt (Mahoroshlra Ohomlier of Commerce) and Mr. BiyruJ iHuphi (Bombay) and 
carried unonimously. 


Demand koii Nationai. Government 

The Federation adopted, among other rfHoliitioiia, moved from the chair, one 
urging the reieaae of political prisoners and the eaiabliahment of o National 
Government. 

The Federation deplored the fact that there had been no improveiucnt in the 
political eitnaiion in the country anti alto *'ths atudied and iwraiateiii disregard of 
Indian public opinion, both by the Governmento in India and the Unitid Kingdom 
for the immediate resolution of the iiolitical stalemate.** The Federation declored 
thot the coutinuance of such a sitiiattoii was not only detrimental to Uia political and 
economic stability of the country, but was also not conducive to on early aticcesaful 
conclusion of the war. 

ANTldNPfA ruOrAIJANDA IN U. B. l>EPIiOREn 

A resolution moved from the chair, protested sgainst the aystematie propaganda 
carried on in U. B. A. against India sod tbs Indian national cause bv Uis Ms|esty's 
Goveroment and the (Government of India under the csmoiillsge of imiwriing iiifor« 
motion regarding Indio to the idizens of America.** The Ksderotion urged tsriy 
sltpo to make India’s Agcnt-Gcnersl in U. B. A. indeiwndent of tlis British £m* 
bsssy **snd to couiitersct sucK mischievous propsgsnds by giving Americans s inis 
picture of the country ond its people.**

Mr. N. M. Birla mofed a rceolution on ooncoiuer goodt. The leeolatioa 
proteeted agdiaet the policy of the Government of Indit, apijareotly deeigned to 
eheek inflation, of importiuf^ eontumcr goodt from abro&d, which were cnmivtiiig 
with the produetiou of Indieii indaetriet that were btindicapped in maintaiiilng or 
espaading prodaetioo in the atvenee of any concerted and nerioiit eflort on the |>art 
of the Ooverameat to import the neceatary plaiji and maciiiuery, chemicala and 
other raw materiaia from abroad. 

Urging rapid indnetrialitation of the country to increaae the standard of living 
of tha peopTe, the Federation believed that that could be eeeureci by the maximum 
ntilleation of the eountry’a induHtrial ca|)acity and natural reeources and hy tempo- 
rarily aeouring from abroad only' the b:daiice of Much conMumer gooda aa might be 
required to meet the ecarcity oi auttn g<ioda in the country. The Federation further 
urged Qovernment to make use of the Sterling and Dollar retonreeH for procuring 
ca^tal gooda and the neoeaaary thipping apace, pruvtdnd that such im|K)rted goodt 
were appropriated by Government for military t(‘qiiirem<!nta, and the output of 
indigenoue manufautare wat made available tu the tulleei extent to civilian coiiaump- 
tion and not for export puriiOKet. 

Mr. Birla aaaertad that plans were b<*iiig worked out to flood the country with 
oonanmer gooda, and some of the new InduttrieH that had lieen started during war 
time were taeing aeriouti trouble. Goveriime;;t had, ii appeared, taken no steiw to 
protect eueh inauatriee. They should tiave at least prohibited the export of consumer 
gooda to neighbouring countries. 

Sir St% ilam 4*egretted that, while members of the Government of India found 
time to liaten to the ecimplainta of the Asaociated Ohambera of Commerce, at the 
aeaaion of the Federation, even the Secretaries of the various dppsrtroentH found it 
difficult to be present. He asked how Indian itidiiHiries could flourith if they were 
not given adequate treiisport lacdlitics end coal. Sir Sri JUm added that Indian 
induatriea were capable of much greater production to meet domestic demands. He 
pointed out how, in one yesr, the textile induhtry increased its output from 
million yards to 4.80U million ysrds. He was coniident, if the textile industry was 
given the necemary facilities, it could step up pnslucii'iii even upto G,0UU million 
yards. Continuing, Sir Hri Jiam said that a driMilrition on behalf of Uie Federation 
had waited on the Commerec Department, and K prcscnivd that certain industries 
In India were capable of fully meeting tire count i>*m cIcniHiids, and yet orders for 
the erticlee bed been placed abruad at a highci rate than those that pr« vailed in 
India. The depntetioii wee told that there had been a mistake, but Sir Sri Uani eaid, 
eome Indian iodaatriea would have to sufler for that misiske. 'ihe resolution was 
earriad unanimously. 

Fdtues of iMDiA’a Export 'J'kapk 

Sir Ckunilal S. Mtkta (Bombay) moved a resolution on the development of 
IndiaHi Export 'i'rade. The remiluttoii asked the Government of India to take 
enargatlu atepa to enable Indian indiistiiee not only to niainiain their present 
poaiuon in the foreign merkels, but alni to secure an increasing share of those 
mnrhito in the poet*war period. **'ihe Federation is gravely conermed,** adds the 
; eomlttlion, *'fHth the diariipiion of the normal ffx|»urt trade cliaiificlH during tbo war, 
whiah ware ovaNahle in ihe foreign marfceia for the agriciitUiml produce and raw 
^mlaslala of Indlaiondla of opniion tliat, wiUi a view to aecoriug a proper place for 
lading exporlidde enrpliie ul raw materiaia, Uie Ivovernment of India, in eonaulta* 

; Eon with the lomeffia ison earned, ehould deviae uieasiirse to aonntenct the eflceie

A. and the United Kingdom to lacreaae their export trade waa 
well known in pnler to maintain tbeir pieaeot atandard of living. If conntriea Hfce 
tbe U. 8. A. and U. K.. ibe atandard of living of wboaa people wae far higher than 
that of the Indian people, proioeed not only to maintain taair export trada bat aieo 
wanted to increaae their exporta, India wiui a view to imiwoving her atandard of 
living, rcqaiied mm preaaingly that her export markata were not only malnlaiaed, 
but were expanded. Sir. J. B. Patel etretaed the need for a National 'Qoveninieai 
at the Centre, which would efleciively fashion the economic development of the 
country.

OlLBEBOfi Oeube 

The Federation adopted a resolution orging the Government to cancel the 
Oilteeda Forward Contracts Prohiiiitioii Older, 104H, and pemtit hedge iradiiig In 
oileeede with eniuble aalegnardt if iieceaeaty during the war period in a few oilseed 
ae an experiment If not in all oilseeds. 

The reaolntioD waa moved by Mr. Ramdae Kilachand and supported by Mr. 
Ramd&o A. Podar and Mr. K. L, Naraeimha liao* Tlie leiolulioii on the eobjeet 
while appreciating tlic various control measurea taken by the Government of Indin 
to arreet the upwani trend oi commodity prieea in 1943, invited the attention of iha 
Government to the continued cieiaure of hedge mackeu in oileeede for more than 
months and the reeultant hardshipe to agrteultore, trade and industry, daaplla 
changed conditiona in the country. The Federation drew the attention of Qovemmeat 
to the fall In prices of oiiseede to a level considerably lower than what they were 
prior to the tmpotition of the prohibition order. The Federation aaked the 
Government to permit hedge ^trading in oUseede hist aa it was now being peraittad 
in the caae of ^^tton. 

I ncomb-Tax ADiinuraiATioii 

Income-tax adminietimtion reform wee the enbjeet of a reeolulion which the 
Federation adopted. It waa moved by Mr /. J. Kapadia (Bombay) and waa 
anpported by Mr. Mangalda» B. Mehta (Bombay). Tba leaoloUon inter alia asked 
for tbs pobfic.4tion of ibe decisions of the locome«lex 'Iribniial, of the Income-tax 
StanusI from lime to lime, together with tbe Inetruetioiie iasaed by the Ceatral 
Board of Revenue for the guidance of othccra and the trenafer of the Afipellate 
Aselatant Oonuniasioner to ih^ adminiatrative eonirol of the l>aw Depiwtmciit. 
Income-tax officers, it was urged, "should be permiued Co exercise proper lodgment 
without interference from higher nutboritlea.’*

end only when a proper Goftrnment of Indie wee eetebliebed, ehould e fre^ 
egreemeut be negotieted between Briuin end Indie. *^W6 do not went the Oorern- 
ment of Indie to bind themeelTee to etiy new fettere while trying to get rid ol the 
old onee.*' ,Mr. Mehte went on lo 'eropbeeise tbet before we thought of netioneiiciug 
our iuduetriee. we hed to think of nettoneliaing our GoTeromeut. Under exieiing 
eondilione, be edded, DetioDalii^ation wunld mean distribution of poets and serrices 
and even eon tracts and lenders, not always on ronsiderationt of efficiency. 

Mr. O. A, Acharya (Myscirt) declared that mining leases were being given to 
foreigneis, and ibis wav just the time to ask the Government to declare iia policy 
openly. In south India, be eaid, during the years 1932 to 1942, they bad ezporied 
enormous quantities oi niaiigsnese, chromite, mica and magnesite, and be asked if it 
waa conceivaule that the nationals of any other country would have allowed aueh 
export of incplacesble minerals froiu their country. Mr. Mordji J. Vaidf/a, Mr. 
Nt N* Jtakslitl and Saidar P, S, Sodhbana supported the resolution, which was 
carrM unanimously. 

Gont.’s Taxation Poucy Cbiticised 

Mr. D. Khaitan moved a resolution declaring that the war*time taxation 
policy of the Govecnineiit of India in respect of industries tended to hamper the 
post-war industrial developroeni in the country. It left inadequate reserves to meet 
the post- war requirements of industries for necessary renewals, repiscements and 
expansion oi Uieir capital assets and thereby undermined their stability and com- 
petitive atrengkh ris-a-vts industries in other countries. The Federation nrged upon 
the Government the neiressity of so formulstlng the tax structure as to positively 
encourage end accelerate the industrial progress of India. 

Mr. Khaitan said that, in the interests of the country, it was necessary that 
at many iuduatnes as possible should be started. What would have been our fate, 
he aaked. if we had not the textile iiidiiatry and the cement and the Iron and ateel 
industry 7 They had been established before the war, and had atood the counti 7 
in very good stead: during limce of stress. Ue pleaded for a relaxaticn of the 
varioua coutred meaeurea which affeetted the proper growth of industriee. Mr. 
Ramnath Fodai\ who seconded the resolution, said that the rise in the incidence of 
taxation in India waa very high compared to taxation in the United Kingdom 
aod claewhere. Government'a policy ahoiild be such as to foster Indian industties. 
Mr. i>. M Sen said tbat the structure of taxation that had been baphacardly built 
up during the war, ehould be replaced by one which, while yielding adequate 
reveauee, wcMild conduce to the rapid growth of an ezpanaioiiiat economy, llie 
leeoltttion was paaaed. 

Goal Peoduction 

Lain Karamchaetd Thapar moved a reaolution expreeaing concern for the 
proepeeU of further induatrialisation of Iwdia unlese increasing production of coal 
was aeeuted' by Government taking ell poesible eleps at an early date to explore 
new iouiwee ot mpply by undeEtaking an extensive geological eurvey of India; by 
lalioiialislnt the macing reeourecs, and by tha railwaye offering eueh pricee for

INDIAHS IN SOUTH' AFRICA 

Sir Abdul Halim Ghuznavi (Oalcatta) amed a reaolotioa oo the aati-Indian 
li^lalation in South Africa, and immigration reatriellona on Indiana in Eaat Africa. 
The naolutiOD urged the imiioaition of economic aaiiciiona agaioet South Africa, aa 
well aa the breaking of diplomatic relationa with that country, if no relief waa gi%en 
to India regarding the riolation of the Cape Town Agreement **11 the Government 
of India fall in thU logical acquence of their proteat even at thla atage’*, the 
rcauliition aaid, **tlie Federation frela that the Goveniment of India will alwava 
Htand condemned before the world fbr having jcttifioned the ultimate tnterceu of 
India.” The resolution urged that, in view of the continued and peraiatent attaeka 
on the rights of Indtanii- abroad, the Government of India alioiild secure an 
aaeurance. both from the East African Govern men t and from the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies, that in the post-war nerlod ttic rigbta and mivilegea of Indiana in 
colonial posseasions would be fully eateguardrd on an tquai footing wtih all other 
com mu n idea. Sir Abdul Halim Ohaxnavi quoted Dr. IChare's aaaiirance In the 
Central Assembly, four mouths ago, that the ''Government of India have been 
considering moat actively the qucalion of enforcing eronomic saticliona”. *1 am 
sure Dr. I^are really wants to do it** observed Sir Abdul Halim. **Btit he hae 
forgotten aome of his limitation a ever since he has come to the Treasury Bfncb. 
He has to serve two masters. One is the White man in India, and the other la 
the Secretary of State for India. If they agree, then Dr. IChare can carry on. If 
they do not, he cannot carry on**. Tlic sp^ker also criticised the Government of 
India’s a|>pohitment of a new High Commrsaioocr in Bcuith Africa, //aji Dmrmul 
Haji‘c Nassarmayii (Bombay), who seconded the rcaohitioii. said that Dr. Kbare was 
doing his best, but suggested that if Dr» Kbare failed, all the Indian members of 
the Vk^eroy’s Executive Council should veaign as a proteat. Indians sbonld also 
lioycutt South African goods and stop their trade with chat country. 'J'be resolution 
was iiasHed. 

Rights or Indians in Burma 

Tlie Federation passed a cuiupiehensive reaoiiition on the suhjeett of Indlswa 
in i> 0 Bt-war Burma. Mr. A. Ai. At. Vellaftan Chettiar, who moved the roaoluiion, 
said Chat Indians had always co-opersted with the iieofile of Burma In their political 
aspirations. Indians were not seeking any special privileges and righhi wbiab ware 
not enjoyed by any other c( -nmantty in Burma. The resolution iirgsd tlie Govern- 
ment of India lo secure sii(*h immediate facilities and arrive at such cAeetIve 
arrangements with the South-East Asia Command as would enable Indians, 
like Kriiishers, to go at the earliest iKWsible moment to the liberated pavis of Bnrma.

Tim cwtoblishmeiit of the consultative machinery is one thing : its satisfactory 
worki^ ii,.liowtfver, a different thing. Last year this Conference iioti*d with tckm 
that* this machinery was not niiiformly hi'lnful in all^paoviiices and that therc^ wcTe 
«o»plAiiit« from .overal (mviiKsm tBat the Adviwiy Committee worn not oou- 
swltcf 1 ! and . tllat where their advice was sought it. was sometimea- igiioniifL without 
•ullict^it Justliicaiion and. that if the Press Advisory System was lo Midun*, there 
alMMild>. bo gscater regard and resnuet shown to the roeommendatioiis. oi the Comr 
mittecY by Uhvcriimciits. Thouglt the ]*ositiou>ha8 improved stiioe wo meC last, the 
iniprovemeui has not been \«ery uiipriviable andt neither the policy nor thi* pitM;e- 
dinw ivgmr^ng this matter is uniform ill all provinces. The Govonimeiik of India 
lioU' thc' view that the only way iit w*hich good; H'hiltoBB can be mauilained, and 
exalting mlatioiis improvini where necessary, is for representatives of i^vinciul 
Commitlt ea to establish personal! contacts with, high officials of the Fraviucial 
(tavenniicmts and to impress on them, the genuine dcsirr of the Press to co-operate. 
This is, however, only a oiic-sideil view. The obltgntiou to estaldisk persoiml con- 
tacts aiidl the desire to co^pemie should be- reciprocal. The fket that, in spite* of 
the peiwialent demand on our part., it lias talh'u some of the Ptowuicmi iioveriimaito 
nearly four years to agree even to the cstublislUnttMli of Provinoiat Adsusory Com- 
witlscs in their provinces, is a suflicieiiUy cloft.iu»iit testimony to the muniieF in 
whirh the i)clhi Agreement has been implameiited. Home, afilckils,. who have to 
deal with the l^s, oven* seem to be imawacr of the existence of the Agreemeut 
These are some olftice oificials who hold. a. stmiige notion about the coKipenitioiii that 
we aud the (lOvernmeiU desire should exist between us lor conrying out, m the 
letter and the spirit, the lliethi and Itomhay Agreements. They oeem to think that 
the whole object of the cojHUiltative mmthiaery ia to liamuinizo n*btions between 
Govevament and the I'ross, in order to promote war effort and they would Kke to 
peiiorKise newspapers, wliieh fail to support war efforts. Under the licUii Agreement 
dtm Conference has certainly agreed that the I'less will not impede war effort which, 
however, is not the same thing as sayhig that it has undertaken to promote war 
etfbvt. The district ioit may be a fine mur, but it is there aad failure on the part 
of some officials* to bear it in mind has led in the past and is lik^ to lead iu the 
future to the vMatioii of the Agnv^meat. 

Borne officials miaiiiteri)retcd the Delhi Agreement and the Bombay Resolutkm 
by seeking to prcrem the publication of statements of some Gongress kaderseveti 
if they did not contravene their prorisious* The Btiuiding Committee therefore, at 
its meeting in, March last year, passed a resolution making it quite clear that under 
the Delhi Agreement and the Bombay Resolution the Tress was free to publish 
statements by any political leader so kum as they did not contravene the Wrms of 
the Agreement and the resolution and it protested against the imposition of 
restrictions in this respect on the basis oi the character of the organisation to which 
a particular persou belonged. 

IWSTAHCIB OF VIOI^ATION OF AQEBIIIEHT 

Unfortuuateiy, the most flagrant violation of the Agreement between the 
Governinient and the Press was made by the Chief Commissiouer of Delhi, the seat 
of the Government of Indio. In January last year the Natumal Call and the 
Htatfuaftrii Tmat published a report of a press conference hehi by Mrs. Barojini 
Raidu, a member of the Congress Working Committee. There was nothing in the 
report which was repugnant to the Delhi Agreement or the Bombay Resolution 
and tim Central Fnss Advisory Committee, which was consulted, hold t^t no 
ictkm was caUed for and yet orders of pre-ccusorship were served on these two 
papers. The obnoxious charaeUT of these orders was aggravated by subjecting 
commenta also to pre-censorship. Nor was that all. The ehcumstances in which 
the Orders were passed suggesUd that press advice was oMigatoiy. The Btouding 
Comiuittee, iheretore, while demanding the immediate wiiMrawai of the ordens, 
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eomidmd it neecietiy to reitmte that firai idvioe wm not obluittory on editom 
and ito rejection by itself did not coustitnte sn offence. The oiuen were sUowed 
to continue lor some time end then uithdiuwn. . . 

Similsrly deplorsble was the order a erted on Mrs. Beroiini Nsidti nrohiblting 
her from mnkiiig ststemciits of soy kind, whether inrcjudicisl or otherwise, to the 
Ihress. This wss not merely an inexcosanle misuse of the poweic seated in the 
fiaecathre under the Defence of India Buies but were also an unwarranted intif** 
ferenee with the liberty of the Press. 

The Goveniment of the Central Provinces forfeited the security of the Nm^pw 
Times and also ordered the prosecutUm of the Editors* AssisUnt Editor and 
Publishers d that paper and the £fi#firacfo without consultinic the Press Advisory 
Committee. The action of the Oovenimeiit in prosttsiiting the Assistant Edilori» 
who are not legally responsible for what is publlshiHl in a newspaper, was most 
extraordinary and constituted a deplorable breach of the uiiiversany recognised 
coiiv«*ntioii of the ioumalistic profession that rt^imiiaihillty for any pnblicaiiou 
should bi^ fixed only on the Editor, the l*riiiter and tlie Publisher and not ou any 
subordinate member of the editorial staff. I trust that, in future, UoviTtimeut will 
see that this convention is respected. * . . . 

There have bci*ii occasions when l^vincial Govern lunits have either forfeited 
or demanded sicurities from newspapers when in the opinion of l^viiurial l^ma 
Advisory Committees such drastic uettoii was not called for. May I suggest that 
in the iuteiests of good rdatioiis betwiH^u the (tovenimeiit and the Prtus not only 
should such orders be cancelled but that all otser cases in which swurtUea have 
been held by Goveriimeut for a coasidcrablo time should be reviewed and the 
securities returned ? . 

Hkmii skliet the arrest of Gandhiji in iM the Governm<mt of Bombay took 
possession of the Navjivan l^r ss where the harijan was published and vMoaM 
oldfiles of Harijan and other imporUiit papers and docnmciiU were des^yed by 
a sttbocdiiiatc otiicer- acting under Govenimeiit iustructiou. The tiHaiiding Com- 
mittee, at its meeting held at Karachi in July, having before it the oerrmpoudeace 
between Alahatma Gandhi and the Bo.ubay Government iiarratiiig ^ cixcum* 
stances which led to this act of vandalism proles^ against it and askM Govem- 
ment that in future, in no circumstances should orders be to 

desiory old files of iiew8}>apen and documwits which were iii the nature of 
history. The Committee^ demand is so reasooaWc that no Goveriimeut which has 
respect for decencies of public life should refuse to satisfy it.

The National Herald 
as a member of this Conference is a party to the latter's Agreement with the 
Isoverumeut. long as the paper adheres to that Agreement^ Oovemmnt have no 
right to csoutiiiuc the ban against it especially in view of the altered political situa- 
tion ill the country. 

In spite of the protest of the Standing Gomnuttee of this Oonferenoe the ban 
on Mr. Louis Fisher's articles still continues. 

Nbbd foe UviPOEifiTy OF Foucy 

1 have no desire to take a gloomy view of the working of the consultative 
machinery. There is a bright side to the picture. The consultative machinery, 
wherever it has been given a fair and honest trial as cspeciaUv in Bombay and 
MadraSi has denionstratrj its potentialities for good^both to the Press and the 
iioveriiment. As 1 stated last year, though we have not secured positive gains in 
the shape of enlargement of our freedom, we have been able to prevent much 
harm being done to the Press by buroanemts many ol whom arc prone to act 
arbitrarily and rutlilossly and not soUloin, vindictively. The contact between the 
i*r4*H8 and C>overiiinent oflicials established by the machinery has also not been 
without its goo ' ofleit on some, at loant, of the officials themselves who now have 
a better conception tlian they had before of the functions of the Press and a better 
apprecdtttioii of its dilticulties and power. But much better results can be secured 
from the ]K>iiit of the iiovcriimeiit as well as the Press if these oflicials who have 
to d(*al with the Press fully grasp the significance of the Gentleman's Aaeement 
between this Ooiifereiicc and the (government ‘of India and the latter sec Uiat uni. 
formity of policy and procedure obtains in all provinces in implementing that 
Agreement, it was with this end in view that on behalf of the Standing Ckimmittee 
1 suggesUni to Uk; (•ovoriiment of India to arrange a conference of representatives 
of Provincial Press Advisory CVauiiiith'es and 1 Provincial l^ess Advisers and other 
, Goveriinient odieinls concerned. It is regrettable that the Government have >not 
agreed to tills su^estion. I trust the Ciovernment of India will re-consider their 
decision because 1 huvi? no doubt that many ditliculties and misunderstandings in 
regard to the working of Provincial i’resn Advisory Ooinrolttees and the upplica- 
lion uf iMeuce of India Rules and Press Instructions would be removed if such a 
•ooiiferencc was held. 

Nbwsfrikt Position 

The iicwspriiii situation, from all ncoounts, has improved considerably and 
stocks ill iiicr<?ustiiu; quantity arc ac^'U-nmlatiiig but in proportion to this improve- 
ment the action titkni by Uic (loverumriit in fixing quotas of news^wint is need- 
h'ssly halting and iiig^'ni-diy.

Uadcr our itonstitution individual newspapers published in Indian States 
xaiiiiiotbe admitb'd as members of this Conference but organisationi of Editors in 
Indian l^tatcs having objects similar to our own can become Associate Memben. 
Then? has ton a demand for a change being made in our Constitution so as to 
permit individual newiqiapers in Indian Htotes being admitted as our members. The 
question presents some obvious dilficttltieB, but i have no doubt the Bob- 
Commitiotvapiioitited by the btiinding Oommittoc to deal with it will devise some 
means of satisfying the demand of newspapers in Indian Btates. 1 need hardly 
assure those associati'd with the Press in Indian Ktates that we wish it to be not 
less free and iiowcrlul than we desirc the HrrsB in British India to be.

In the dtacuaeton which the Siibrumaniam Committee 
had with the committee! of the proprietorial orKAiiiaAliiine, it waa ur};^ on 
bahaU of the latter that, if the aame minimum baaic aalary waa accepied for both 
Koidieh and Indian lansAiiffe nowepapera, a great many pa|)era publiahed in the 
Indian languages would find it very difficult to aflurd paying the minimum. JiSt 
me, on ^our liehalf, aaeure the working journaliAte that the dieiinction made lieiweeii 
the minimum ealariea in Englieh and Indian language newsuapere ie neiiber of the 
Editors* seeking nor accords with their deeire, and they would heartily weleoma lit 
immediate abolition. Let me alao make it quite clear that the plea of inability to 
pay of a large number of Indian language iiewepapera waa the sole coiiaideraiion 
which weighed with the Standing Committee when it paaned iia l/Ahore rcaolution 
and nothing waa farther from the minds of its members than to suggest that the 
jouroaliste working on the etafis of Indian language tiews|»a|>ers were in any way 
inferior to those working in Englieh papers. S|>eaking for myself 1 have not the 
sligbteHt doubt that the Indian Language Press in the very near fuiurs will become 
the more flouriehiiig, the more influential and the more dominant member of our 
journalistie family. I nm fully oonsoious that whatever improvement has been 
achieved, largely through the efforts of the Conference, in the economic position of 
the working iournalists is much leas than la due to them. At soon as it is possible 
the minimum salary must be increased,* a time*scaleof increment must be introduci^ 
and the just claims of correspondents of newspapers must be satisfied. 1 bofie 
iiewspa|)er proprietors will not only immediately implement tbo agreed pro|xwals 
regarding provident fund and leave rules but will also deal promptly and generously 
with the queatious of minimum aalary, annual increment scale and payment to 
correapondenta and avoid the odium of refosiog to share, in sdiquate measure, their 
present prosperity with men who have hitherto cheerfully contented tbemselvca atih 
very meagre ealaries without the hope of a pension or the security of a Provident 
Fund, lliey must deal with these questions promptly and generously because the 
improvement of the standards of journalism in our country and the increasing 
efiit'iency of the Press as an instrument of national progress depend largely on 
whether the working journalists are paid adequately or not. /i'hey also depend on 
how the working journaliate discharge their own responsibilities. A Free Press la a 
mighty engine. Our main occupation will be to make our Preea free. But whetbqr 
we aball uae this freedom for good or evil will depend entirely on oiiredvee. 11 m 
op|)ortunltiea of manifold aervieee to Uie people which a Free lodfn will give 
to the Preee will be unprecedented in the hfatoi/ of thePreae. Wa have fobs 
worthy of naing these opportonitiea by ensuring for jonmaltom riaiog ataadasda 
of eomiMtcnoe, ireponaibility, integrity, objectivity, disiDtafeitedDeN and charity,

(1) ^Resolved that, in order to secnie greater satisiaetioR and sArieiK^ in Sie 
working of the consultative machinery, devised in parsnaaee of the Delhi Agree- 
ment, and to ensure uniformity of policy and pmedme with regard to the im- 
dementing of this Agreement, the fiomoay Remution and the ai^ication of the 
Defence of India Run's and the Press hiatructlona tssned in pursuance of these 
rules, a johit conference of representatives of the Btanding Committee, the Central 
Press Advisory Committee and Provincial I’ress Advisory Com mittecs and Provincial 
Press Advisers and other (Sovemment officials concerned, shonld be called by the 
Government ol India, at an early date.** 

(9) **As, since, the Defence of India Rules with regard to the Press and the 
Press instructions issued in pursuance of these rules were promulgated, the war 
and the political situations have changed considcmbly and some of these instruc- 
tions have became obsolete or require modifications, this Crafcrence appoints a 
committee to suggest necessary alterations in these rules, and instructions. 

This Conference also diit'cts this Committee to suggest diieetions in which the 
resolutions passed by the Conference in October 1943, r^uire revision and modifi- 
cation, in the lij^t of the altered situation.** 

(3) **ThiB inference demands that the Press laws hi India shonld be brought 
into line with the spirit of the Press laws in Britain and the United States of 
America and that, with this end in view, the I’rcss (Emcr^ncy Powers) Act and 
the Princes* 1^'ection Act should be immediately nqwalcfl and the provisions of 
the Indian Penal Code and the Indian Criminal Procedure Code and other legal 
ena^aments be suitably amended.*' 

(4) . ^*Thts Conference urges upon the Government of India, that, in view of 
the improvement in the newsprint situation, the quotas fixed two years agp be 
revised and those newspapers who have been persistently damouring for increase 
in the quotas, be grants additional increases provided there and grounds enough 
to justuy their demands.**

( 5 ) The All-India Ncwsimper Editors' Conference endoncs the demand msde 

by publicists in the United Htates that, in the peace treaties which will be concluded 
on the termination of the present hostilities, there should be specific covenants, to 
which all nations would agree, which wiU give all responsible press representatives 
of the nations signing the treaty the same access to inlormatioii at the souiee, 
secondly, give the same right to transmit news without censorship; thirdly, grant 
the same acocss, to communications, facilities; and fourthly, charge the same rates 
for communications. j ^ ^ 

(6) A resolution urging the Governments concerned to release Mr. Deshbandhu 
Gupta of the daily Trj of Delhi and Mr. Virendra of the daily Praiap of Lahore who 
were deUined without trial, was also passed.

III the first part of the report, in which the t\)iii mission review the canses of 
the famine, iho mcMHurcs taken before and during the famine and rcS])or)sibility for 
the calaniity, the lyomniiRsion Hiiinniarising Unir main conclusions state: 

Tlio economic level of the poptilutioii previous to the (aiiiinu wus low in 
Bengal, as in tbe greater tmiL of Judin. Agriculiurnl I'nsliictlon was not keeping 
pace with the growth of iuiputstion. 'there was no **margiii of safety** aa regards 
either health or wealth. These underlying condiiiona, common indeed to many 
other tmrts of India, were favourable to the occurrence of famine accompanied by 
high mortality. 

Shortage in the supply of rice in 1043 was one of the basic causes of the 
Isiniiie. 'I'he main reason for this was the low yield of the aman crop reaped at 
the close of 1012. Another rena^ n wiis that ilic stocks carried over from the 
previous year (1012) were nlno short. Again during 1013 the loss of imports from 
Burma was only partially oilsct by increased imiH>nH from other parts of India. 
It apiieairs vnobable that the loUl supply during 1013 was not sufUcieiit fur the 
requirements of the ]>rovinco and that there was un absolute deficiency of tbe order 
of three weeks' requirementH. llus meant that oven if all producers sold tluir 
entire surplus stocks without retaining the uruiiI reserve for consumption beyond 
tbe next harvest, it was unlikely Uisl consumers would have secured their norjwsl 
requirements in full. 

In the suinroer of 1942, that is, some mouths before the failure of the aman 
crop in Bengal, a situation had arisen in the rice market of India, including those 
in Bengal, in which the normal trade inachinery was beginning to fall to diatribuie 
supplies at reasonable pricee. It whs noceasary for the Bengal Governroeut to under- 
take measurea for controlling supplies and ensuring their diatribiition at piicea at 
which the poor could afford Ui buy their requirementH. It waa alao Dix%raary for the 
Ckivernment of India to eatablish a system of plaiiocd inovemcDt of supplies from 
surplua to deficit Provinces and Btalea. There waa delay in the eatabliahment by 
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tN OowniMt of ladiA of o ijatcu of plioacd moTOownt of mitplin.

It 
appears that at one stsuo in IDtil, the cNpriiditurc on relief was limitc<i on litiatieiai 
Krouiids. There is no juMtijication, wliuisoovcr, for cnitin^ down relief in times of 
famine on the plea of Im^k of finuls. It nreesHary, liiiiils should ho providid by 
horrowinK in coitsultalioii with the Keserve I'nnk or tin* (lovcrnmnit of India. 
This principle holds even when, as in the Hcniisl rniiiiiio. food whh innro urgently 
required than money for relief purposes. The lafdical relief provided diiriaiit 19411 
was also inadequate. Sonic of tbe mortnlity ®vhi<‘b oi*eiirred, could have lieen 
prevented by more ciTicient medical nod public henlih measures. 

lletwcen the Goveninjcnt in ollicc and the various political parties, aud in the 
early part of the year, between the (lovcriinr and his Ministry, and bctwerii tbe 
administrative or^niiieatioii of Government and the public there was lack of 
co-o|>eration which stood in the way of a united and vi|;orqiis effort to )>rsvcnt and 
relieve famine. The uhani;e in the Ministry in Marcb-Aptil 194H, failed to brtuK 
about political unity. Atn “nil-party** Ifovcrniiiciit miKlit have created public 
coniideuco and led to more effective action, but no such Government came into 
being. It may Iks added that during and preceding the faniinc, there were changes 
in key officers concerneil with food administration. In 1943, there were three 
changes in the post of Director of Civil e^upplics. 

Due weight has bce«» given in our report to the great dillietilties with which 
the Bengal Government were faced. The impact of the war waa more severe in 
Bengal than in the rest of India, The “denial” policy bad lu effect on loc*al trade 
and tranaport, and in particular affected certain classes of the population for in^ 
Isneet the fishermen in the coastal area. 'I he military demands on transport 
large. There was s shortage of aiiitsble workers available for reernUment Into 
Qovemment organisstions concerned with food adminlstraiioii and (amme reliu* Tm 
cyclone and tbe partial failure of the awau crop were aerioue and nnavoklaMe 
natural calamities. But after considering all tbe circumitaoces. we cannot an^ 
tbe oonduaion that it lay in die power of the Government of Bengal, by 
resolute and well-conceived measures at the right time to have Iwgely pr^fn» 
the tiagedw of tbe famine oa it actually took place. W hile other GoTernmeota In 
Indii^ere admittedly laeed with a much leee eerious siiuation than t^ 
of Bengal, their generally euceesaful handling of the food problem* and the epir It fa 
which ihooe peowema were epproeebed, and the extent to which public co-operettoa 
wai eeettfed elend in contract to tbe faiinre in Bengal*

Tbo Ooforamoat of ladia naot ohaio with the Beaeal Goveromeat icepoaNbllitj 
for the dodiioa to do-cootiol la Meieh IMS. That dee&iOB woe takea io aaiooaeat 
with the Goreraiaeat of Indh and waa in aeooidanee wHh their policy at the tiaie. 
By March the jpoiltion had ao deteriorated that aone meaanie of external aoaiatanea 
wan ladiapeoaable If a diaaater waa to be atoided. The correct conrae at the time 
waa for the Gofammant of India to hare annonnoed that they would proridcb month 
by month, firat. the fnli quantity of wheat required by Greater Oalcntta. and aeeondly 
a certain quantity of rice. It would then hare been poaaible for the Government of 
Bengal to have maintaloed controlled moeurement, and aecured control over anpply 
and dlatilbntioo in Greater Oalcntta. The Governdient of Indie erred in deciding to 
introduce ^Mnreatrlcted free trade” In the Eaatem Region in 1M3 in preference to 
SnodlSed free trade.” The aubeequent propoaal of the Government of India to intro- 
duce free trade throughout the greater part of India waa quite nii}oetified and 
ahould not have been put forwara. Ita application, aneecacfully realatM by many 
o( the provincea and Statea particularly nj tlie Government of Bombay and Madraa 
might have led to aerioua cataatrophe in variona parta of India. 

By Auguat. 1943. it waa clear that the Provincial Admlniatration in Bengal waa 
failing to control the famine. Deatha and maaa migration on a large aeale were 
Dooarnng. In auch circumatancea, the Government of India, whatever the oonatitu- 
tional poaition. muat ahare with the Provincial Government the reaponaibility for 
aaving livea. The Government of India aent large anppliea of wheat and rice to 
Bengal during the laat five montha of 1943, but it waa not till the end of October, 
when Hie Ezeellency the Viceroy, Lord Wavell, viaited Bengal, aa hia firat doty on 
taking office, that adequate arrangementa were made to enanre that theae auppllea 
were properly diatribuced. After nia viall, the whole aituation took an immediate 
turn for the better. 

We have criticiaed the Government of Bengal for their failure to control tbe 
famine. It la the reaponaibility of the Government to lead the people and take 
effective atepa to prevent avoidable cataatrophe. But the publie in Bengal, or at leaat 
certain aectlona of it, have alao their ahare of blame. We have referred to the 
atmoaphere of ftar and greed which, in the abaence of control, waa one of tbe 
canaea of the rapid riae in tbe price level. Enormoua proflta were made out of tbe 
calamity and in the circumatancea, profita for aome meant death for othera. A large 
part of the community lived in plenU, while othera atarved and there waa much 
ind^erence in face of auffcrlng. Corruption waa wideapread throughout the 
provincea and In many claaaea of aoeiety. 

Part II of the report deala with ”Death and Diaeaae in the Bengal Famine.” 
The Oommiaaion criticiae atrongly the failure of the Bengal Government to uke 
effimtive meaaurea to check mortality from atarvation and epidemiea in 1943. The 
Oommiadon obaerve : 

lltaBaiKal famin. nanlud ia high mortalitj thabaaie eaaaa of : which waa lack 
ol food. Tha lethal apidamloa of nalaria, amall>pox and cbolara were aaaoelatad in 
▼arioaa waya witb the famine and ita diarapUre inflnencaa on aoeiai life. The 
health aitnation whioh aroaa in IMS waa b^ond tbe coatrol of any banltb and 
medical atrviea. The health and medical aarrieea in Bengal were, however, aniittMl 
to meat the emmaney beeanm of defecta in orgsniaetion and ined^naey and in* 
jrntiamt ff of eteK end .aome of the mortality which occurred eonld have bean nevant* 
ad by mote vigotona and thnely mraanrea. Boring the famine period ap to Ifovem* 
b«, 104S. them wna nimoet n eomplele breakdown in tbe health aervlem. In Novem* 
bet the atmanAere of ddfaatiam wee parttadly diapelicd and maah cfbetive work wm 
■nbaeqwentiy dono In dm modleal and pubne health aphetea. Evan at thie later 
nmiod, howovor, there warn nmny nnnrwaaary detaya and falhitea. The aloiyia, ia 
Iheti thraaghont one of beinted eilhrtB to bring the aitnation nadar eoatrol. Thto ia 
aiM «Mt rail nndecataading nfthe nnmatona and fOcmidaMa diliienltiea and fill

The Conference was held in a apeelslly erected pandal in the Univeraity 
premlees. 1*hla was the third occasloa It was held in Nagpnn Distingniibed ackntlsU 
from all orer India attended the ijeHtlon. 

Inaugiiratiug the Conference, Bii Henry Twynam aald : ‘‘The present war hat 
been rightly deai*ribcd as a revolution rather than a war. It is a revolution which 
challenges all okl establitbed ouiloolis, and both the conflicting ideolagies of 
Fascism and Communism have been largely Influenced by the ecieniific approach. 
Mankind ia looking earnestly towards a future in which eentlment and romance 
will be superseded by ecience and teehuology**. All of ns, he added, were 
keenly awiiro of what had Iteen achieved In Russia by the application 
of science and technology to coutilrlea which until recently were living 
in the bnllock-cart age. Even in Central Asia* In Bokhara and Samatkind. tractors 
and msobauical transport had taken the place of the bullock-drawn plough and the 
bulloek cart, Bince the war, the Governor went on, the p^matieal approach to the 
problems with which we are confronted, has completely driven. fatssea/atre from the 
field of human thought and the conferences which have taken place at Dumbarton 
Oaks, Hot Springs and elsewhere indicate the extent to which the aclentlfic method is 
winning all along the line. 

Sir Henry said : **We are groping our way towards a planned economy not 
only in the fields of agriculture and industry but in the wider field of hnmsn 
relationships generally, i for one welcome Uie discarding of old shibboleth and the 
substitution of new ideals baaed on the principle of the greateat number. We 
cannot perhaps attemp: to make man happy but we can attempt to make him 
eomfortable. It is in ibis aphcie that you, gvnilrnien, can add something to the 
sum of human knowledge. U is only through the spplicatiou of science and 
technology in industry and agriculture that a new standard of living can l)e schieved 
for the masaes.*’ 

Wblcomb Speech 

Mr. Ju$tic9 Puranik, in his welcome addresa, dwelt on the relation of acienee 
to aooiety and said : *'*J'he gifts of science, like the gifts of Heaven, are always 
double-edged, 8o far as any obarge of responsibility for the horrors ol the present 
war is oonoernedf the scientist, in my judgment, is entitled to an honourable 
aeqailtal,V Continuing, he asked : *’!£ science has been abased, should not science ponder 
over the ways of preventing it in future ?** He suggested that some kind of 
hormone control for the Hitters and Masrolinia of the future should not be beyond 
the ingsiiuity of science.’* 

Mr« Purgplk added : **The mateiiar problem for our country in the immediate 
future hi not so mneh to reach the maxiauim that man la capable of ; it is ratber 
to rmoh tfio miuimum below which no mau in the tweatieth century should be 
expected to liive. In the midst of all Ibe manifold plana that are being unfolded 
besom ui from dey to day the ceatral fact remalna that the eteudard m living in 
India hae to be nulled up with enormous concentrated vigour. That effort will 
leguim both goodwill and wealth, but it will also require wUom and for thia we 
eotifidenlly look forward to Indian aeience. To devise the meet ceonomie weye in 
uiibg tssoomee thet ere elready being tapped end of tapping xceoniece etlll untapped 
end thiie enebta one end all lo live a richer life— thcae ere the task# that awak ua

“Wa riioald, b; all methoda of penoariao and even threata, appeal to the 
axiafinp indnatrin in India to daveiop the by^prodneta iodnatrin aaaociated with 
them. For example, the pmt into indoetry in India olionld take immediate atopa 
to manufaotnre ancb thinpo aa ioto'boarda, Brattieo olotb. Jute fait from jute waoto, 
into eontainera and iuto cloth for wnrinp porpooe. Tba Btoto and tba public abould 
lariat upon then tadoatrin boinii' developed by the jnte indoetry itorif. Similarly It 
abould DO the duty of the auger indnotry that their by^producta euch aa molaaan 
and liapami abould oot be nm waatefully oa at pteaeut. Power alcohol, furfural and 
ita darivativaa, aoatie acid and all aorta of plaatica and eolvonto can be made from 
toaaa by-prodocto and then abould occupy too immediate attention of the promotera 
of our angar loduetry. They have aulReiant money to ioveet in tbne vantum which 
may not atart paying dividondo all at once, but . they wilt avantnally be all very 
worth-while io national planning and development. 

"If I wontd not be mianiidarotoed, I wonid make a euggeation to thoae 
Entopean and Indian trlenda who are intormted in the induatrialintion of India 
not to flight for loaa or more to aitoer aido, bat to come to tarma hooonrabla for 
both and do oomathing to bolp Indian indnatry. 

"It to obviona that European frienda in India will have to yield to the natnral 
aopirationo of India, namely that induatry in India abould be largely managed by 
laidlana toemialtea, Indian burinam men abonid nee that co-operation with the Allied 
rowate to toe qdelnet wtothod of developing India. If the by-prodnet indnatrtoa of 
eoal dtotlllatioo, the petrohnm indnatry, toe taxtila iadnotiy, the woolen, cotton, 
anger and jnto indnotrim and tha motallncgieal and cbemtou Indnatrtoa are deve- 
loped. the eunntry will' have a dUbrent eomplexion altogethar and a eo-adinated 
ptogiamma of davdopment in aU diraetiona will becooM a poorilnlito.

Beport ie not to preeedbe en ideel eyetem of public inetructiou, bnt to outline the 
mlnimttm iwoftremme oi development which will pliu^e Indie on en mpproximete 
ediicetidiiel level with other oouutriei. With thie object in view it leye down the 
fottowing iweentkit reciairemente 

!• Universal^ eompulaory 4tnd free education forall bops and tjirle between the 
apes of six and fourteen in order to ensure Ulcracp and the winimutn pre^nira^ 
turn for ciUsemship^ 

In Britteh Indie there ere ebout 56 million children between ibcee etree. llie 
leleet iituree eveileble ebow thet ee'tbinge now ere two out of nine of ilie children in 
thie Ofte itroup ere ettendini; tome kind of enhool. Of thiwi! thet do enter the duors of « 
eohool, more then half have diaeppeered by the cud of their firMt ycer and Icee then 
one in four eteye loiiy: «not 4 ;h to reecb the eerliect etutri!— iitiiicly, cIvm 4 at which 
permenent literacy ie likely to be eUeiiicd* You cen cileiilate for youmelvre what 
proportion of the preeent expenditure on primery end middle edueetiou luey Ins 
legerdad ee entirely wealed. 

Aperif however, from the lector of weeteite, which will of couree be largely 
removed if and when an affective compulaory ayaieu) hi introduced, there ia aaiill 
mere eerioiia matter which militatca ei;aliMtt the efficiency of the inHtruc.tion. In any 
cottniry and in any oircuniatancca* the etandard of a Mchool ia determined by the 
sieiidard of Uio twhiniK. There heaiilwaya lieeii tii .India and eloe where, and it may 
Ije ho|ied there alwaya will be. a number df people who enter the icachiiiK profeaaioii 
bemiuae they like teiteliiuu or because they leKard it in the li^htof a vuewtiun, hut 
etich.fHsople unfortunately will never tN>iiatittite more than a very tiny purl of the 
vnetarmy of teatehera which a national ayatem requirea. The reinaindor will have to 
'die nttraeted into the profcaaioii by reaaonable tproapecia nnd coiiditioiia of ecrvtce. 
KVir lMMic~i.c. primaiy and middie-achooia alone, when fully eatabliahed, about 
1,800.000 ieocheiM will be needed. Hince the wveraKe tmy of a primary teacher in 
Government eclioola in Indie ia abont Ua« 27 (£2 Oh. Hd.) per menaeiu and in private 
echoola ia uaiidlly imuch lower, it can batdly be said that the teachini^ service in 
fndim ia likely to atltacl the aort of people who joiipht to be in charge of the uation*8 
moat vain ible aaoet-— namely, ita rbildrvn— duiing tta moiit luaHeable atage.

Tliista imimrtani .mainly in the iiitercat of health, pnrttculary in areas where 
honeing coditioiia wro uiisstisfaciory or mothers usually go out to work, d'lte Board 
propose that provkieii ehould be made for one million pUnma in uumery Ncboola and 
dlaHsea. Partly owang to expense and partly owing to the dearth of trained women 
taadtera, who alone ebould be in charge of children at this tender age, facilities of 
this kind are praetlea% non-existent in Indin today. 

Sfcondant or hiph school education for those who show the aapadtt/ for bene- 
fiting by iU 

Iw She Board's omaton, provision abould be made ultimately in high achools of 
vaiioiui types for not leas than 20 per cent of the boys and girle in each age group. 
<>n this basis and with a six years’ course, this mcana iwoviding high school places 
lor juat over seven million boys and girls. For these, :ffX).O0D teacliera will be requir' 
ed* ft should be made clear that this is the niiiiiinum provision, and that if any 
Fioviiioe or area wants more high school accommodation Btere is nothing in the 
Boards stsheme which would prevant it. What, however, ie eeaential te to aeeaie the 
Qtmoit variety both in ty^iea of achool and in the oorrietila of individual edhools in 
order to suit tbe varying taetea and aptitudes of the Individual pupils on the one 
hand aiid the requirements of their future oeciipatione ou the other. In addition, so 
ibid no boy or girl may be debarred by poverty from further edoeation, libera] 
ffoaaelal eaeiateiice in tbe form of free places, ecbolarahlp and stipends must be 
fortheosaifig. 

4 « Universitp edueahom^ tneludimg am adequate provision of post-graduate and 
rsssareh facilities for pidsed sstudmds. 

Probably, when the new high-school system bee been fully established, about 
1 po^ Itt 15 will be found lit to ptooted to a uoiversity, apart from those who go oa 
toeeaior teobnieal ioetitotioiie, trsiningcelMinls atid other places for further educaiioa. 
TUr wHI wieaa sd Isiit doubting the number of siudcnts in iiniversUiee at the 
mmaeot. 1 do not ywopoae to repeat tbe eillcIssBB of Indian univ« rsiiies which are 
00 ollio made^ oomouMe by people who do not appreciate the diflicuUlee, fiuaacial 
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and pthaririae, under which they are worklni;. Nor do I whh to overlook their nooy 
admmbie features. At the eniue iiiiie» it would a|«pear to he true that lodtoa uuh 
veriiiiea do not mnke any »erioua attempt to relate their output to the acfda of llm 
cninmunuy, that their examination nyatem does not eoeoiirafte oriiritia] thinkliiir and 
real scholanihip. and that their t;«ntral orgoiiiaation dmw not secure that done per-

llic amoniit, type and locution of thia will neeroiiarily Im detenuieed to a large 
extent by the nquiremeiits of industry and cnnnnerce. The provUioii in this reapool 
has hitherto been restriete<l partly by tlin limited number of openings in industry and 
commerce, and still more by the fact Uint it has beon tlic protdiee to fill many of tha 
better 0|)eningR that are available by ini|iortant todiiiiciatia. K is reasonable to expect 
that e very coiiHuierable development in tliie brunvli of edneation will be called for 
in the iHMt-war period. It has already liern , given an impiilee in the right direelta 
by the war-t raining eclicmes'tiow in operation. 

I am niystdf eoiiviiiced that any Miibatnnlial rise in the standard of lldngond the 
increased proH|H*rity all round, which alone ran 1iiianc<* Nrhcmee for so^al ecenrity, 
can only be secured by Uie rational indnetrialiiiatinii of thie country. .But 1 eireos 
the word Vatioiiar. hocAiise it will lie a seal tragedy if India 'faile to tbenefit from 
ex)K*rience elaewliere and allows industrial f level upmeiit to lie ncconiiianifd by those 
sn<‘ial evils which make the history of tho induairiid revolution in \Viwlem cotinirles 
such a melancholy record of man's iiihntnfiirfty to man.

The Itosrd have accordiagly pepared a pUii for making 
literate all persons below the age of 40 in a iiertod of twenty-five years. This Is 
where all of you can help, if you will. Many students have .alreoflv given froely of 
their leisure to help those who have liecn less fortunate Chon tlieniKelves. I commend 
the wide extrusion of extra-mural arXtvitics to this aad all other Uaiveriilttas. 


7. The training of teachers. 

Over two million additional tearhera will be required for a national syntem of 
education, and 42 per cent of the cxistuig tcacbcra are iintmincd. llie Board hold, 
1 think rightly, that every teacher ought to be lraiiied« and adcanate arroiifsemenli 
for training and for keening teachers up-to-date after they have been traifiml are 
equally essential. 'Jhe Board have prescribed minimum scales of psy for tesehssi at 
ail otogea from the Nursery School to the University. , , , „ , . 

S. An efficient school medical service^ which will see that ctuldren are muae 
healthy and kept healthy. . . m.. ^ 

It Is a waste of time and money to try to teach a child who Is unfit or conoclous 
in other waya of oerions physical discomfort. Health also posiutotas ths provlskm 
of hygienic buildings in suitoble surroundings, ths right kind of furaiUireoad squip* 
ment, and smple facilities for physical training and gsmsa. , ^ ^ 

Sporadic attempts hsve been msde from time to lime in cUfferent »rla of imtla 
to provide the noclens of such a service. This has usually mtfin^ 
of economy, to inepection only.
